To  Hon.  William  Labbabbb,  Ocvemorof  Iowa: 

As  required  hj  law,  we  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the 
ninth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Railk'oad  Commissioners,  show- 
ing the  oapital  stook,  debt,  fa^eneral  traffic,  earnings,  operating  ex- 
penses and  condition  of  the  railroads  doing  business  in  Iowa  for  the 
year  ending  June  30, 1886;  also  a  statement  of  the  complaints  brought 
before  us  for  adjudication,  with  fiecisio^s  of  the  Board  in  full,  to- 
gether with  the  returns  of  the  seVeVaf  companies  to  this  office,  and 
the  tabular  statements  made  therefrom.  We  also  present  an  abstract 
of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  rendered  since 
the  date  of  our  last  report  upon  questions  affecting  railroads  and 
their  relations  to  the  citizens  of  the  State,  and  general  remarks  of  the 
Commissioners  upon  the  subjects  which  have  come  before  them  for 
consideration. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  organization  of  the  Board  since 
our  last  report  was  presented.  Peter  A.  Dej  was  re-appointed  for 
the  term  of  three  years. 

CAPITAL   STOCK. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  railroad  in  operation  in  Iowa,  re- 
ported by  the  companies  to  this  Board  is  seven  thousand,  five  hundred 
sixty-four  and  67-100  miles. 

The  report  of  the  capital  stock  and  debt  is  based  upon  the  entire 
lines  of  the  roads,  a  large  portion  of  whose  mileage  is  in  other 
States.  The  entire  length  of  these  lines,  including  the  mileage 
within  and  without  the  State,  is  twenty-two  thousand,  seven  hundred 
and  86-100  miles.  The  proportion  of  the  stock  of  these  roads  that 
represents  the  lines  in  Iowa,  added  to  the  stock  of  the  roads  entirely 
in  Iowa,  is  $144,091,680.31,  or  118,281.68  per  mile. 

The  total  number  of  stock-holders  reported  is  thirty  thousand,  two 
hundred  and  nine;  those  living  in  this  State  seven  hundred  and  seven, 
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or  one  Btook-holder  in  forty-three.    The  total  amount  of  stock  held 
in  this  State  is  $5,682,878,  or  one  share  in  seventy-three. 

STOCK  AKD  DEBT. 

The  stock  and  debt  of  the  roads  in  Iowa  as  reported  amounts  to 
1287,447,260.07,  or  $88,009.03  per  mile.  These  amounts  may  be 
slightly  in  error,  as  the  roads  that  composed  the  Wabash  system,  the 
the  Des  Moines,  Osceola  &  Southern  and  the  Fort  Madison  &  North- 
western are  in  the  hands  of  receivers,  who  seem  to  have  but  little 
idea  of  the  stock  and  bonds  that  represent  these  properties. 

INTBRBST    PAID. 

The  interest  paid  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  roads  in  Iowa 
as  reported  is  $6,926,480.92,  or  four  and  eighty-three  hundredths  per 
cent.  The  following  table-  shows  the  amount  of  stock  and  debt  per 
mile  of  each  company,  as  the  returns  were  made  to  this  office:

In  1878,  $343,849,402.06  represented  8,367  miles  of  railroad,  which 
was  the  entire  mileage  of  the  roads  reporting  to  this  Board.  In 
1880,  $493,034,880.25  represented  12,219.36  miles;  in  1882,  $732,146,- 
933.28  represented  18,648.69  miles;  in  1884,  $830,800,900.00  repre- 
sented 21,154.82  miles;  in  1886,  $889,746,893.18  represents  22,700.86 
miles;  or  the  systems  in  the  eight  years  have  inoreased  their  capital 
and  debt  $545,897,491.12,  and  their  mileage  14,333.86.  The  mileage 
in  Iowa  has  inoreased  from  4,157.15  in  1878  to  7,564.67  in  1886,  or  an 
increase  of  3,407.52  in  eight  years.  The  capital  and  debt  reported 
for  Iowa  in  1878,  was  $163,601,784.47;  in  1886,  it  was  $287,447,260.07, 
an  increase  of  mileage  of  3,407.52,  and  of  stock  and  debt  of  $133,- 
845,476.60. 

COST   OF  BOADS. 

The  following  table  represents  the  entire  cost  of  all  the  roads 
doing  business  in  Iowa,  and,  as  near  as  the  Commissioners  are  able 
to  ascertain,  the  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the  roads  for  Iowa.  This 
is  not  given  as  by  any  means  accurate,  but  the  best  approximation 
they  are  able  to  make:

The  de- 
crease from  the  earnings  of  the  previous  year  was  $80,480.91  for 
Iowa ;  for  the  entire  lines  the  increase  was  $327,563.82.  Why  the 
Iowa  lines  should  have  earned  less  than  the  previous  year  we  do  not 
understand.  The  increase  on  the  entire  lines  is  probably  due  to  in- 
creased mileage. 
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MAILS. 


The  railways  have  received  for  carrying  the  mails  in  Iowa  |834,> 
190.39.  This  compensation  will  be  rednced  by  the  amount  paid  for 
delivering  and  receiving  them.  Only  17,280.10  is  reported  paid  for 
this  service.  As  several  of  the  larger  lines  do  not  report  the  cost  of 
this  service,  the  presumption  is  that  this  amount  is  too  small.

TAXXS. 

The  total  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  the  railroads  daring  the  year  in 
the  State  of  Iowa  was  $962,229.04.  The  taxes  paid  by  the  railroads 
in  1878  were  $594,912.65;  in  1879,  $584,169.79;  in  1880,  $591,843.08; 
in  1881,  $628,611.51;  in  1882,  $707,660.31;  in  1883,  $830,665.67;  in 
1884,  $881,149.36;  in  1885,  $768,274.43. 

The  amount  of  taxes  reported  paid  for  the  year  1885  leads  to  an 
incorrect  conclusion,  as  some  of  the  railway  companies  availed  them- 
selves of  the  law  allowing  them  to  pay  their  taxes  semi-annually 
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Had  the  entire  taxes  been  paid,  the  amount  reported  would  have 
been  1927,190.24.  Thi9  would  give  the  increase  as  $53,969.12  of  1885 
oyer  1884,  and  carrying  the  same  figures  for  the  comparison  would 
^ve  the  increase  of  1886  over  1885  as  135,088.80. 

The  largest  amounts  paid  by  single  corporations  were  by  the  Chi- 
cago, Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  1175,899.10;  by  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western, $164,967.59;  by  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul,  $162,- 
363.38;  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy,  $138,108.88;  by  the 
Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern,  $95,909.39;  by  the  Illinois 
Central,  $66,192.63;  by  the  Central  Iowa,  $45,149.70;  by  the  Wabash 
St.  Louis  <fc  Pacific,  $16,804.09;  by  the  Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge, 
$14,560.18;  by  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis,  $13,737.18;  by  the  Sioux 
City  &  Pacific,  $13,003.15. 

The  method  of  assessing  railroad  taxes  has  recently  been'the  sub- 
ject of  comment,  and  it  may  be  well  here  to  refer  to  it.  The  law 
requires  that  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  February  of  each  year, 
the  managing  officer  of  each  railway  shall  certify  under  oath  to  the 
Executive  Council,  the  number  of  miles  owned  and  operated  in  the 
State,  the  value  thereof  per  mile,  with  a  detailed  statement  of  all 
property  and  its  value;  this  statement  to  include  engines,  cars  and 
all  property  used  in  operating  and  repairing  the  roads  and  equipment, 
the  return  in  addition  to  show  the  gross  earnings  of  the  roads.  This 
property  is  to  be  assessed  by  the  Executive  Council  at  its  true  cash 
value,  including  road  bed  and  track,  rolling  stock,  stations  and  sta- 
tion grounds,  repair  shops,  buildings  and  all  other  property  used  ex* 
clusively  in  the  operation  of  the  railroad. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Council  to  transmit  to  the- 
Auditor  of  each  county  a  statement  showing  the  length  of  the  main 
line  of  each  railway  in  the  county,  with  the  assessed  value  per  mile 
as  fixed  by  a  pro  rata  distribution  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  whole 
property;  that  the  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  make 
an  order  declaring  the  length  of  the  main  track  and  its  assessed 
value  in  each  city,  town  and  township  in  the  county,  and  taxes  shall 
be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  taxes  of  individ- 
aais.  Each  township  or  city  is  entitled  to  a  proportion  of  the  value 
of  the  entire  property  that  the  length  of  the  main  line  of  road  in 
such  township  or  city  bears  to  the  entire  length  of  road.  A  city 
containing  miles  of  sidings,  with  depots,  shops,  round  houses  and 
where  engines  are  stationed  gets  no  more  of  value  for  taxation  than 
the  same  length  of  main  line  of  road  in  any  township  or  school 
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distriot.  The  theory  of  the  law  seems  to  have  based  the  taxation 
largely  upon  the  gross  earnings  of  the  roads.  An  embankment  or  a 
out  that  may  have  cost  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  mile  is  to 
be  assessed  no  higher  than  a  mile  on  whioh  the  grading  oost  two 
thousand  dollars,  as  this  mile  of  road  for  earning  purposes  is  no  more 
valuable  than  the  other. 

If  we  understand  the  intent  of  the  law,  it  was  that  the  Bxecutive 
Council  should  determine  the  value  of  the  lands  owned  and  buildings 
used  for  railroad  purposes,  the  yalae  of  the  superstructure  and  rolling 
stock,  and  add  to  this  a  value  determined  by  the  earning  capacity  of 
the  lines  of  road.  Whether  a  road  was  very  expensive  or  cheap  to 
build,  the  amount  of  labor  and  money  expended  to  make  it  fit  for 
service  was  not  by  the  law  regarded  as  an  element  in  its  value  for 
taxation. 

It  has  been  frequently  urged  that  this  law  is  unfair  in  its  operation  on 
municipalities.  The  city  of  Burlington,  with  the  extensive  repair 
shops,  depots,  side  tracks,  etc.,  located  in  that  city,  gets  no  more  of 
value  for  taxing  purposes  than  any  other  township  in  the  county  with 
an  equal  length  of  main  track;  in  fact  the  double  track  is  proportioned 
across  the  entire  State.  It  may  be  a  difficult  matter  for  the  Execu- 
tive Council  to  determine  exactly  the  correct  amount  at  which  these 
roads  should  be  valued,  but  if  the  amount  is  the  same  as  any  other 
property  earning  the  same  amount  in  excess  of  the  value  of  the 
realty,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  law  is  fully  complied  with,  and 
that  the  property  bears  its  share  of  the  burdens  of  taxation,  unless  it 
be  in  the  municipalities  above  referred  to. 

The  early  roads  in  Iowa  were  built  at  a  very  large  cost.  Bonds 
were  sold  at  great  discount,  interest  accumulated  for  years  unpaid, 
and  the  element  of  cost  as  reported  to  the  Board  we  have  never  re- 
garded as  a  correct  criterion  of  value.  In  our  judgment  a  percentage 
of  the  gross  earnings  would  be  the  simplest  and  fairest  method  of 
reaching  railroad  taxation  in  the  State. 

The  values  of  railway  stocks  in  the  market  are  determined  by  their 
earnings,  and  fluctuate  with  the  abundance  or  scarcity  of  the  crops 
that  are  produced  along  their  lines.  Competitive  roads  may  also 
diminish  business.  The  law  whioh  makes  the  gross  earnings  an  ele- 
ment in  determining  values  is,  we  think,  based  upon  the  correct 
theory.  We  learn  from  a  source  that  we  regard  as  entirely  reliable 
that  the  reason  the  tax  law  was  passed  in  its  present  form,  was  the 
determined  efforts  of  some  of  the  cities  on  the  Mississippi  river  to 
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have  taxed  within  their  respective  limits  all  the  rolling  stock  and 
other  property  of  the  roads,  leaving  for  taxation  outside  these  cities 
merely  the  road  bed  and  saperstractnre.  This  was  thought  unfair 
to  the  rural  districts,  and  the  reaction  induced  the  passage  of  the 
present  law. 

TOTAL  TB1.CK   IN  THB   STATB. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  road  reported  in  operation  June  30, 
1886,  was  7,564.67.  This  is  a  very  small  increase  over  the  report  of 
the  previous  year,  and  does  not  include  the  Dubuque  &  Northwest- 
ern, the  Minnesota  Ss  Northwestern,  the  Mason  City  Sc  Fort  Dodge, 
the  Webster  City  and  Southwestern,  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  from  Ottumwa  southwest,  and  from  Manilla  to  Sioux  City,  and 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  from  Mapleton  to  Onawa  and  from  Lake 
City  to  Lake  Junction  in  Sac  county.  The  close  of  the  year  will 
show  a  considerably  increased  mileage  over  this  report — probably 
reaching  near  eight  thousand  miles.

Missouri,  4,968.84  ;  -Wisconsin,  4,417.90 ;  Minnesota,  4,331.10  ;  Kan- 
sas, 4,441.36.

BOAD  BSD  AND  TBACK. 

The  total  nnmber  of  tradk  seotions  reported  in  Iowa  is  131 1,  vary- 
ing from  five  to  seven  miles.  On  each  of  these  from  three  to  seven 
men  are  employed,  averaging  five.  The  number  of  new  ties  laid 
within  the  year  was  1,649,558.  The  oak  ties  last  in  track  an  average 
of  eight  years;  the  cedar  six  years.  There  were.  53,899  tons  of  new 
steel,  and  1,618  of  new  iron  laid  in  traoks  daring  the  year. 

FBNcma. 

Five  thousand,  four  hundred  miles  of  road  are  reported  fenced. 
The  number  of  miles  of  fence  needed  to  complete  the  fencing  of  the 
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track  is  3,904.  This  we  anderstand  would  complete  all  the  fencing 
in  the  State.  On  this  subject  we  have  nothing  to  add  to  what  we 
said  in  our  report  last  year,  which  we  here  re-print: 

**The  barbed  wire  fences  cost  less  than  fifty  cents  per  rod;  at  this 
rate,  no  road,  however  poor,  can  afford  to  be  without  fences.  The 
time  has  arrived  when  the  legislature  should  pass  a  law  requiring  all 
roads  in  operation  to  be  fenced,  and  all  bjailt  in  the  future  to  be 
fenced  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  track  is  laid,  and  this  time 
should  be  fixed  in  the  law.  The  safety  of  trains  and  passengers  re- 
quires this,  and  the  land  holder  has  by  this  time  acquired  the  right 
to  protection.  The  cases  that  come  before  this  Board,  where  the 
greatest  injustice  is  done  the  property  holder,  are  those  where  the 
companies  refuse  to  fence,  availing  themselves  of  the  law  that  allows 
them  to  pay  for  stock  killed;  we  are  powerless  to  afford  any  remedy, 
and  can  only  urge  the  immediate  passage  of  some  law  upon  this  sub- 
ject that  will  remedy  the  evil.'*

The  railroads  report  1,037  miles  owned  by  them,  and  5,520  by  the 
Western  Union  Company.  The  number  of  offices  in  railway  stations 
in  Iowa  is  1,074.

Discounts  are  sometimes  made  on  through 
tickets,  and  most  of  the  roads  sell  mileage  tickets. 

Speed  of  passenger  trains  varies  from  twenty  to  thirty  miles  per 
hour;  of  freight  trains  from  ten  to  fifteen  miles  per  hour.

The  amount  it  costs  to  moye  freight  per  ton  per  mile  is  not  gener- 
ally returned.  The  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  A  Northern  give  0.82; 
the  Chicago j  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  &  Omaha,  0.80;  the  Des  Moines 
A  Fort  Dodge,  0.40;  the  Iowa  Northern,  4.90;  the  Wabash,  0.62;  the 
Wisconsin,  Iowa  &  Nebraska,  0.80;  the  Clarinda  &  St.  Louis,  0.65; 
Burlington  Jb  Northwestern,  1.95;  Burlington  &  Western,  1.75. 
These  returns  are  not  valuable,  as  it  is  evident  the  same  elements  do 
not  enter  into  the  determination  of  cost.

As  Stated  last  year,  the  term  local  freight,  as  defined  by  the  Com- 
missioners, and  on  which  information  was  sought,  was  the  freight 
originating  in  the  State  and  carried  to  points  in  the  State.  The  term 
.through  freight,  that  originating  in  the  State  and  carried  to' points 
outside  the  State,  that  originating  outside  the  State  and  carried  to

State.  The  information  furnished  the  Commissioners  is  so  meager 
and  conflicting,  and  the  purport  of  the  questions  seems  to  have  been 
so  generally  misunderstood,  that  it  is  hardly  safe  to  hazard  an  opinion. 
We  may  assume  that  it  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent.  Last 
year  we  concluded  that  it  might  reach  thirty,  but  in  this  we  now 
think  we  were  mistaken. 

EQUIPMENT. 

The  total  number  of  locomotives  is  reported  3,309.  The  weight 
of  the  standard  gauge  varies  from  thirty  to  eighty*one  tons;  of  the 
narrow  gauge  from  eighteen  to  twenty-two.  The  total  number  of 
cars  reported  is  106,178.  Of  these  1,351  are  passenger  cars,  779  bag- 
gage and  mail  cars,  207  parlor,  dining  and  sleeping  cars,  63,875  box 
freight  cars,  10,508  stock  cars,  21,757  platform  and  coal  cars,  7,701 
other  cars. 

STATIONS. 

The  total  number  of  stations  reported  in  Iowa  is  1,340. 

EMPLOYES. 

The  total  number  of  persons  reported  as  regularly  employed  in 
operating  the  roads  in  this  State  is  25,761;  the  amount  paid  for  their 
services  is. $13,677,780.53,  or  $591,229.09  more  was  paid  for  personal 
services  than  the  net  earnings,  from  which  interest  and  dividends  to 
the  parties  owning  the  property  are  paid. 

TBUSS   BBIDGES. 

The  total  number  of  wooden  truss  bridges  reported  is  252,  the 
length  36,120;  of  combination  truss  bridges  165,  the  length  27,525; 
of  iron  truss  bridges  93,  the  length  17,631. 

WOODEN  TBESTLB  AND   PILE. 

The  total  number  of  wooden  trestle  and  pile  bridges  is  11,592,  the 
length  927,322  feet,  or  more  than  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  miles. 

IBON  TBESTLBS. 

The  total  number  of  iron  trestles  is  15,  their  length  3,197  feet. 
This  is  less  than  reported  last  year,  but  we  think  it  correct.

The  increase  OYer  last  year  is  252,339  tons.  While  the  increase  is 
not  large  it  is  encouraging,  in  Yiew  of  the  small  increase  ofijmileage 
for  the  year. 
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ACCIDENTS  TO   PSR80N8. 

Daring  the  year  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  persons  were  killed  on 
the  roads  in  the  State.  Of  these  eight  were  passengers,  sixty-one 
employes,  and  sixty-two  others  not  connected  with  the  operating  of 
the  roads.  Three  were  killed  by  derailments,  eight  by  collisions, 
five  canght  in  frogs,  ten  coupling  cars,  twenty-five  fell  from  trains, 
sixteen  getting  on  and  off  trains  while  in  motion,  five  at  highway 
crossings,  twenty-seven  from  miscellaneous  causes,  four  while  steal- 
ing rides,  two  while  intoxicated,  twenty-six  trespassing  on  track  and 
one  suicide. 

There  were  four  hundred  and  forty-five  persons  injured  duAng  the 
year.  Of  these  thirty-five  were  passengers,  three  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  employes  and  seventy-four  others.  Twenty-eight  were  injured  by 
derailments,  twenty-eight  by  collisions,  six  were  caught  in  frogs«  one 
hundred  and  twenty-six  coupling  cars,  thirty-eight  fell  from  trains, 
forty-five  getting  on  and  off  cars,  seven  at  highway  crossings,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-six  from  miscellaneous  causes,  two  from  over 
head  obstructions,  eight  from  stealing  rides,  nineteen  from  trespass- 
ing on  track,  two  while  iptoxicated. 

The  number  killed  is  twenty-five  less  than  reported  the  previous 
year.    The  number  injured  is  four  hundred  and  thirty  less. 

There  were  three  killed  and  twenty-eight  injured  by  derailments  ; 
there  were  eight  killed  and  twenty-eight  injured  by  collisions  ;  there 
were  five  killed  and  six  injured  by  being  caught  in  frogs. 

COVPLINO  CABS. 

There  were  ten  persons  killed  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six 
persons  injured  coupling  cars.  Last  year .  the  Commissioners  called 
attention  to  the  action  of  the.legislature  of  Massachusetts  in  1884,  and 
of  Michigan  in  1885  on  this  subject.  As  legislative  action  on  this 
subject  in  Iowa  is  conservative  and  wisely  so,  they  simply  append  the 
list  of  casualties  from  this  cause  since  reports  were  made  to  them  :

Since  the  creation  of  this  Board  in  1878  there  have  been  killed  in 
oonpling  cars,  one  handred  and  thirty-one  personB ;  and  injared,  nine 
hundred  and  sixty-five.  It  woald  seem  that  no  effort  shoald  be 
spared  to  find  some  method  by  which  these  casnalties  could  be 
avoided.  • 

FALLIKO  FROM  TRAINS. 

Twenty-five  persons  were  killed  and  thirty-eight  injared  falling 
from  trains.  The  application  of  the  automatic  brake  will  reduce 
these  casualties  to  a  great  degree,  and  the  Commissioners  refer  with 
pleasure  to  the  general  disposition  to  adopt  it.  In  another  place  one 
of  the  members  of  the  Board  will  give  his  views  on  this  subject, 
after  witnessing  the  tests  at  Burlington  during  the  past  summer. 

OSTTING  ON  AND  OFF  TRAINS   WHILE  IN  MOTION. 

Sixteen  persons  were  killed  and  forty-five  injured  getting  on  and 
off  trains  while  in  motion.  This  class  of  accidents  as  a  rule  is  the 
result  of  individual  carelessness,  and  we  know  of  no  precaution  that 
can  be  taken  by  the  companies  that  will  afford  a  remedy. 

STBALING  RIDBS. 

Four  persons  were  killed  and  eight  injured  while  stealing  rides. 
Assuming  the  risk  and  responsibility  of  their  actions  they  must 
accept  the  results. 

WALKING  ON  TRACK. 

We  return  to  this  subjact  merely  to  add  the  number  killed  and  in- 
jured to  the  lists  furnished  in  former  years.  Twenty-six  persons 
were  killed  and  nineteen  injured  while  walking  on  track.  The  reports 
to  this  Board  covering  a  period  of  nine  years  show  that  two  hundred 
and  fifty  three  persons  have  been  killed  and  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight  injured  while  walking  on  track.  Sixty  per  cent  of  these  acci- 
dents are  fatal.     We  have  never  believed  that  people  generally

realized  the  danger  of  a  practioe  that  has  grown  to  snoh  an  extent 
that  it  would  almost  seem  that  they  believed  that  the  public  had  a 
joint  ocoapancy  with  the  railways  in  their  right  of  way,  the  same  as 
they  have  with  oarriages  in  town  or  city.  We  see  every  year  addi- 
tional reasons  for  the  enactment  of  a  law  requiring  the  railway  com- 
panies to  put  up  notices  at  road  crossings  prohibiting  persons  walking 
on  tracks.  Familiarity  with  the  running  of  trains  and  the  operation 
of  roads  furnishes  no  security  from  accident.

LAND    GRANTS. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qaincy  Railroad  Company  received 
from  Congressional  grants  358,424  acres  of  land.  They  have  sold 
341,602.54  acres  at  an  average  price  of  $12.17  per  acre.  The  amount 
received  from  sales,  principal  and  interest,  is  14,894,745.65.  The 
amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  is  $534,917.89  The  gross 
amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  forfeited  contracts  and  miscel- 
laneous sources  up  to  June  30,  1886,  was  $5,345,194.51.  The  amount 
expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  was  $549,509.24. 
The  amount  of  taxes  paid  on  the  lands  was  $260,000.55.  The  amount 
realized  from  the  sale  of  lands,  ahove  expenses  incurred  in  the  man- 
agement and  taxes,  is  $4,501,073.18. 

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company  received 
from  Congressional  grants  328,799.89  acres,  and  expect  to  receive  in  ad- 
dition ahout  8,000  acres.  They  have  sold  306,500  acres,  at  an  average 
price  of  $4.67  per  acre,  and  have  received  from  sales  $1,425,426.58. 
The  amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  was  $92,207.06.     The 
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gross  amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  forfeited  contracts,  etc., 
up  to  June  30,  1886,  was  $1,575,829.83.  The  amount  expended  in  the 
sale  and  management  of  the  lands  was  $127,406.75.  The  amount  of 
taxes  paid  on  the  lands  was  $28,206.40.  The  amount  realized  from 
the  sale  of  lands  above  the  expenses  incurred  in  their  management 
and  taxes  is  $1,217,851.96.  The  amounts  above  reported  do  not  in- 
clude the  lands  involved  in  the  suit  with  the  Sioux  City  &lSt.  Paul 
Company  on  the  overlapping  grants. 

The  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  received 
from  Congressional  grant  550,193.51  acres.  They  have  sold  538,- 
373.58,  at  an  average  of  $8.68  per  acre;  have  received  from  sales 
$4,038,238.33.  The  amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  is  $623,- 
366.70.  The  gross  amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  forfeited 
contracts,  etc.,  up  to  June  30, 1886,  was  $5,010,961.97.  The  amount 
expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  lands  was  $268,856.73. 
The  amount  of  taxes  paid  On  the  lands  was  $599,818.07.  The  amount 
realised  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  above  the  expenses  incurred  in 
the  management  and  taxes  was  $4,147,286.51. 

The  Des  Moines  A  Fort  Dodge  Railroad  Company  received  from 
Congressional  grants  42,636  acres.  They  have  sold  35,777  acres,  at  an 
average  of  $6  per  acre,  and  have  received  from  sales  $130,042.  The 
amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  is  $84,620.  The  gross 
amount  received  from  sales,  contracts  and  forfeited  contracts,  etc., 
up  to  June  30,  1886,  was  $118,064.39.  The  amount  expended  in  the 
sale  and  management  of  the  lands  was  $8,292.65.  The  amount  of 
taxes  paid  on  the  lands  was  $9,215.67.  The  amount  realized  from 
the  sale  of  lands  above  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  management 
and  taxes  was  $100,556.07. 

The  Iowa  Falls  A  Sioux  City  Railroad  Company  received  from 
Congressional  grant  640,256.11  acres.  They  have  sold  615,808.24 
acres  at  an  average  of  $6.85  per  acre.  The  amount  received  from 
sales,  including  the  amount  received  on  outstanding  contracts, 
is  $4,093,758.78.  The  amount  unpaid  on  outstanding  contracts  is 
$148,907.08,  The  gross  amount  received  from  sales,  contracts,  for- 
feited contracts,  etc.,  up  to  June  30,  1886,  was  $4,660,895.83.  The 
amount  expended  in  the  sale  and  management  of  the  lands  was 
$337,865.37.  The  amount  of  taxes  paid  on  the  lands  was  $646,128.02. 
The  amount  realized  from  the  sale  of  lands  above  the  expenses  in- 
curred in  the  management  and  taxes  was  $3,676,902.26.

We  extend  for  the  year  1885  the  tables  that  we  copied  into  last 
year's  report,  giving  the  gross  earnings  from  freight,  the  number  of 
tons  freight  moved,  the  number  of  tons  carried  one  mile,  and  the  rate 
per  ton  per  mile  of  the  lines  that  carry  fully  seventy-five  per  cent  of 
the  tonnage  of  Iowa. 

The  aggregate  earnings  from  freight  of  these  roads  in  1870  were 
$26,547,890.00;  in  1885  the  earnings  were  $69,444,567.00,  or  the 
freight  earnings  of  1870  were  38  22-100  per  cent  of  1885. 

The  tons  of  freight  carried  in  1870  were  7,279,147;  in  1886,  30,- 
615,679,  or  the  tons  of  freight  carried  in  1870  were  23  77-100  per 
cent  of  the  tons  carried  in  1885. 

The  tons  of  freight  carried  one  mile  in  1870  were  1,089,678,291; 
the  tons  carried  one  mile  in  1885  were  5,587,094,503,  or  the  tons  car- 
ried one  mile  in  1870  were  19.5  per  cent  of  the  tons  carried  in  1885.

The  aggregate  rate  per  ton  per  mile  receiverd  for  freight  in  1870 
was  2.423;  in  1885  it  was  1.241,  or  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  in 
1885  was  51.21  per  cent  of  the  rate  in  1870.  The  average  rate  per 
ton  per  mile  in  1885  is  less  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  years. 

These  roads  have  all  paid  the  interest  on  their  indebtedness,  and 
for  several  years  have  paid  dividends  on  their  stock.

For  years  past  there  has  been  in  the  public  mind  an  agitation  on 
the  subject  of  transportation  rates.  When  produce  commands  good 
prices  it  seems  to  attract  little  attention,  but  whenever  prices  are  low 
it  returns  with  greater  force.  The  tonnage  reported  for  the  Iowa 
roads  is  12,843,364  tons;  of  this  21.53  per  cent  is  grain,  nothing  else 
but  coal — which  is  24.73  per  cent — exceeding  it.  Animals  are  9.17 
per  cent;  other  agricultural  products,  4.04  per  cent;  flour,  3.43  per 
cent,  and  provisions  1.90  per  cent.     It  will  be  safe  to  assume  that  of 
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the  tonnage  oarried  in  the  State,  forty  per  cent  represents  the  prod- 
ucts of  the  soil,  and  as  the  State  is  mainly  agricaltoral,  this  percent- 
age represents  the  sarplus,  or  the  proportion  of  oar  earnings  from 
which  is  realized  the  material  prosperity  of  the  people  of  the  State. 
It  is  then  a  matter  of  special  interest  that  the  rate  paid  hy  this  forty 
per  cent  from  the  producer  to  the  ultimate  market  shall  be  the  lowest 
amount  practicable.  Whatever  causes  may  operate  at  home  or 
abroad  to  raise  or  depress  the  values  of  these  products,  the  final  and 
determining  price  is  fixed  by  the  rate  at  which  they  are  sold  in  Liv- 
erpool and  London,  the  markets  of  the  world.  So  far  as  the  future 
seems  to  promise,  there  is  little  to  encourage  the  hope  of  materially 
higher  prices  for  our  surplus,  represented  by  this  forty  per  cent  of 
our  tonnage.  The  railroad  system  of  India  has  been  extended  so 
that  it  has  become  a  competitor  with  us  for  the  grain  products,  the 
cultivation  of  wheat  and  flax  being  among  the  leading  industries  of 
the  eastern  empire. 

The  long  lines  of  road  in  India  are  operated  as  cheaply  as  the 
trunk  lines  between  Chicago  and  New  York.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  price  of  labor  is  but  a  moiety  of  what  is  paid  for  similar 
services  here,  and  the  conclusion  is  forced  upon  us  that  when  the 
same  skill  and  experience  have  been  acquired,  the  rates  of  transpor- 
tation will  be  as  low.  It  is  clear  that  in  the  future  the  demand  for 
low  rates  for  this  forty  per  cent  will  be  as  pressing  as  it  is  now — pos- 
sibly more  so.  As  opposed  to  this  demand,  and  almost  as  if  to 
negative  it,  the  labor  question  is  assuming  an  aggressive  character 
all  over  the  country,  and  demanding  hours,  rates  and  conditions  that 
if  applied  to  railway  service  would  seem  to  prohibit  low  rates.  The 
owners  of  the  railway  properties  will  insist  on  a  return  for  the  capi- 
tal invested,  and  certainly  with  some  show  of  justice.  We  have  here 
three  parties  all  vitally  interested  in  the  railroad?,  and  whose  inter- 
ests in  their  earnings  are  directly  affected  by  those  of  each  of  the 
others.  We  leave  out  of  the  discussion  the  twenty-five  per  cent 
earned  by  the  passenger  service,  which,  as  the  expenditure  by  the 
people  is  mainly  voluntary,  does  not  specially  figure  here.  Could 
this  forty  per  cent  of  the  Iowa  railway  tonnage  be  delivered  at  tide 
water  without  any  cost  to  the  producer,  at  present  prices  the  profit  to 
the  western  farmer  would  not  be  extreme. 

The  amount  directly  paid  for  labor  by  the  railways  in  the  State  of 
Iowa  this  year  was  $13,677,'780.53;  this  was  simply  the  amount  paid 
to  employes.    The  operating  expenses  as  reported  were  $22,981,- 
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555.10.  Of  the  differenoe  between  these  two  amountB,  excluding  a 
million  of  dollars  paid  in  taxes,  very  little  of  the  balance  is  not 
directly  chargeable  to  the  accoant  of  labor. 

There  is  a  certain  value  to  coal  and  iron  in  the  mines,  but  it  is 
very  slight  compared  with  the  labor  charges  to  make  it  available;  a 
value  to  timber  in  the  forest,  but  slight  as  compared  with  its  cost 
where  used.  We  believe  we  are  safe  in  assuming  that  at  least  $20,- 
000,000  is  paid  out  of  the  operating  expenses  of  the  roads  in  Iowa  in 
some  form  for  labor.  A  very  moderate  reduction  in  rates  would 
wipe  out  the  difference  between  this  amount  and  the  earnings.  A 
decrease  of  twenty  per  cent  in  the  hours  of  labor  and  a  correspond- 
ing increase  of  wages  would  go  far  to  accomplish  the  same  result. 
Either  of  these  would  leave  the  owner  of  the  property  without  any 
returns  for  his  investments.  We  have  been  lead  to  this  train  of 
thought  by  the  various  views  that  are  agitating  the  popular  mind  at 
this  time,  influenced  by  the  position  from  which  the  conflict  between 
the  three  parties  is  viewed.  They  are  neither  of  them  natural  allies, 
and  any  combination  between  any  two  to  the  impairment  of  the 
rights  of  the  other  would  result  in  serious  injury  to  all.  Dennis 
Kearney's  idea  that  the  business  of  the  country  should  pay  additional 
rates  so  that  the  laborer  need  but  devote  a  portion  of  his  time  to 
earning  subsistence,  would  put  such  a  price  on  transportation  as  to 
keep  our  surplus  at  home,  and  work  to  the  detriment  of  the  class  he 
specially  desired  to  serve.  From  a  grain  producing  we  would  be- 
come almost  entirely  a  pastoral  people.  That  we  are  tending  rapidly 
in  that  direction  is  one  reason  why  the  entire  earnings  of  the  lines  in 
Iowa  have  increased  so  little  of  late  years,  notwithstanding  the  in- 
creased mileage. 

The  whole  subject  is  one  which  it  is  wise  for  the  representatives 
of  the  three  interests  to  study  carefully  without  passion  or  prejudice. 
We  own  that  we  are  not  prepared  to  suggest  a  remedy  for  evils  that 
seem  impending,  but  believe  if  these  differences  are  rightly  adjusted, 
it  will  be  after  approaching  the  subject  from  the  standpoint  from 
which  we  have  started. 
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GENERAL  RAILROAD  VIEW. 


GAB-LOAD   BATBS, 

There  is  still  a  pressare  broaght  to  bear  from  Chicago,  St.  Louis 
and  Milwaakee  against  oar-load  rates.  It  is  earnestly  urged  that  the 
car  load  rate  is  of  no  benefit  to  the  railroad  companies;  that  it  in- 
jures St.  Loais  and  Chicago  dealers,  and  only  benefits  dealers  in 
interior  towns  and  on  the  Missouri  river,  and  that  railroads  are  not 
in  the  least  justifiable  in  making  any  distinction  between  wholesale 
and  retail  transactions.  In  combatting  the  car-load  rate  the  Trans- 
portation Committee  of  the  Merchants  Exchange,  of  St.  Louis,  under 
date  of  September  10,  1885,  say:  "The  abolition  of  the  car-load 
rate  would  naturally  result  ill  an  equitable  division  of  the  western 
retail  trade  between  jobbers  of  St.  Louis,  Milwaukee  and  Chicago, 
and  those  on  and  west  of  the  Missouri,  consequently  the  through 
business  from  the  east  to  and  beyond  the  Missouri  river  would  fall 
off,  but  your  business  from  St.  Louis,  Chicago  and  Milwaukee  would 
flhow  a  corresponding  increase." 

In  the  sentence  above  written  Iowa  may  see  the  proposition  that 
the  wholesale  interests  of  Burlington,  Davenport,  Clinton,  Dubuque, 
Keokuk,  Marshalltown,  Cedar  Rapids,  Ottumwa,  Des  Moines  and 
other  interior  points  would  inevitably  go  to  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and 
St.  Louis  by  the  abolition  of  the  car-load  rate.  The  railroad  com- 
panies are  told  that  by  the  abolition  of  the  car-load  rate  revenues 
can  be  increased;  that  no  one  is  benefitted  by  the  car-load  rate  but 
jobbers  on  the  Missouri  river;  that  the  Illinois  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners are  opposed  to  it,  and  that  the  Missouri  Railroad  Commission- 
ers concede  the  injustice  of  the  car-load  rate.  Again  it  is  urged  that, 
with  the  car-load  rate  maintained,  the  retailer  buys  at  Des  Moines, 
Ottumwa,  Sedalia  and  Springfield;  that  he  does  not  oome  east,  and 
the  railroad  companies  fail  thereby  to  get  his  passenger  fare,  etc.

A  moments  thought  will  satiBfy  any  mind  that  if,  as  arged,  reve- 
nues are  increased  by  the  abolition  of  car-load  rates,  the  consumer 
pays  the  increase,  and  if  by  reason  of  proximity  to  and  sympathy 
with  St.  Louis  and  Chicago  the  Illinois  and  Missouri  Railroad  Com- 
missioners have  yielded  to  the  urgency  of  those  two  great  cities, 
there  is  more  reason  why  we,  representing  Iowa,  should  make  as 
earnest  a  stand  as  possible  for  the  interests  of  our  own  cities,  oppos- 
ing that  which  by  increasing  revenues  increases  cost  to  the  consumer, 
and  doing  what  we  can  to  resist  the  enhancement  of  prices  for  arti- 
cles found  on  the  poor  man's  breakfast  table,  paying  as  large  or  a 
larger  rate  than  those  used  by  the  rich  man.  It  is  well  that  it  should 
be  understood  that  the  fundamental  truth  that  railroads  should  make 
a  distinction  between  wholesale  and  retail  transactions  is  denied,  in 
order  to  secure  the  abolition  of  the  car-load  rate,  and  that  while  one 
class  of  enemies  in  the  west  to  the  truest  interests  of  Iowa  deny  the 
wholesale  and  retail  principle  as  applicable  to  railroad  transportation 
in  order  to  secure  the  abolition  of  car-load  rates,  another  class  of 
enemies  in  the  east,  seeking  to  abolish  the  low  rates  on  grain  from 
the  west,  deny  the  same  fundamental  principle.  Mr.  John  Norris,  of 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania,  says:  **  While  the  merchant  may  sell  his 
goods  for  any  price  he  chooses  to  fix,  and  sell  the  same  article  to  dif- 
ferent persons  at  different  prices,  the  railroad  company  has  obligated 
itself  by  accepting  its  charter  and  by  assuming  the  duty  of  a  com- 
mon carrier  to  sell  its  transportation  to  all  persons  at  the  same  price. 
This  distinction  destroys  all  comparison  between  the  railroad  com- 
pany and  the  merchant,  and  upsets  all  reasoning  based  on  the  fallacy.'' 

This  gentleman  complains  that  **  shippers  who  are  near  the  market 
are  placed  by  railroad  discriminations  farther  away  than  the  western 
farmer  who  is  one  thousand  miles  distant,  completely  reversing  the 
position  of  the  two  producers;"  that  thereby  'Hhe  food  supply  of  the 
State  has  been  diverted  from  home  growers  and  handed  over  to  west- 
em  farmers;"  that  at  the  time  **  it  (the  railroad)  carried  grain  from 
Huntingdon  to  Philadelphia  for  thirteen  cents  per  hundred  pounds, 
it  carried  grain  from  Chicago  to  the  sea  board  at  a  lower  figure, 
twelve  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  It  put  the  high  priced  lands  of 
Pennsylvania  in  an  unfair  competition  with  the  cheap  and  rich  lands 
of  the  west,  bringing  them  artificially  nearer  to  tide,  though  six 
hundred  miles  further  away.  It  taxed  every  farmer  of  the  State  be- 
cause he  was  located  in  a  territory  that  was  tributary  to  the  main 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  and  could  not  reach  the  eastern 
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market  excepting  over  its  tracks.  It  taxed  him  beoaase  he  was  a 
Pennsylvanian.  It  reduced  the  value  of  his  farm  and  crippled  the 
productive  value.  The  railroad  company's  transportation  of  grain  at 
less  than  cost  has  developed  the  farming  interest  of  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois  at  the  expense  of  Pennsylvania.  It  has  enabled  Minnesota 
to  furnish  the  wheat  which  the  fertile  fields  of  Pennsylvania  once 
provided,  and  Minneapolis  grinds  the  flour  that  the  mills  of  this  state 
once  produced."  And  again  he  declares  that  he  opposes  *^  that  ex- 
cessive stimulation  and  unhealthy  development  of  the  west,  which 
prevents  the  practice  of  rotation,  and  interferes  with  the  symmetrical 
development  of  industry.'^ 

Two  elements  are  essential  to  the  highest  prosperity  in  railroad 
management,  namely,  quantity  and  distance.  Railroad  managers 
have  acted  upon  the  principle  that  securing  large  quantities  or  long 
distances  for  haul,  there  might  be  a  corresponding  reduction  in  rates, 
just  as  merchants  of  every  article  make  wholesale  rates  on  large 
sales.  To  secure  the  abolition  of  car-load  rates,  it  is  claimed  that 
the  wholesale  principle  does  not  apply  to  quantity.  To  secure  the 
abolition  of  grain  rates  it  is  declared  that  the  wholesale  principle 
does  not  apply  to  distance. 

If  car-load  rates  are  abolished,  it  must  be  manifest  from  the  argu- 
ments of  those  who  -seek  their  abolition  that  increased  cost  will  re- 
sult to  consumers  of  the  articles  formerly  transported  at  car-load 
rates.  If  grain  rates  must  be  increased  to  correspond  with  distance, 
then  the  western  producer  must  give  up  the  attempt  to  reach  the  dis- 
tant market.  The  whole  question  seems  to  involve  the  prosperity  of 
the  people  of  Iowa.  It  would  seem  that  our  ruin  can  only  be  accom- 
plished by  making  the  railroad  business  the  only  one  kno^n  in  which 
the  question  of  wholesale  rates  for  large  transactions  and  long  dis- 
tances may  never  enter. 

FBBB  COMPBTITION  OB  IbSOLUTB  BQUALITT  OF  BATBS. 

There  can  be  no  intelligent  regulation  of  railroad  transportation 
until  the  basis  of  such  regulation  is  established.  Much  confusion  of 
thought  and  conflicting  legislation  comes  from  a  failure  to  recognize 
and  act  upon  some  uniform  basis.  It  is  now  more  than  half  a  cen- 
tury since  railroads  were  first  operated,  and  we  do  not  yet  see  any 
intelligent  basis  for  regulation  adopted,  but  rather  a  confused  appli- 
cation of  conflicting  principles,  resulting,  as  such  efforts  always  do, 
in  disappointment  and  disaster. 
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He  would  be  a  bold  man  who  would  annonnoe  as  a  rule  the  banish- 
ment of  competition  as  a  factor  in  railroad  operation,  and  yet  this  is 
the  basis  of  many  a  law,  many  a  plan  of  regulation.  The  early  idea 
was  that  unrestricted  competition  would  solve  all  difficulties.  In 
every  place  where  railroads  have  been  built  and  operated,  the  results 
of  competition  unrestrained  have  been  deceptive  and  disappointing. 
It  has  brought  about  the  most  glaring  inequalities,  and  does  not  seem, 
in  some  of  its  effects,  to  be  altogether  desirable,  or  even  endurable. 
The  evil  effects  of  unrestricted  competition  becoming  apparent,  the 
next  proposition  was  by  combination  to  reduce  the  evils  and  restrain 
the  bad  working  of  competition.  A  consolidation  of  all  lines  under 
one  management  has  been  suggested  by  some  persons  who  have  given 
the  subject  much  thought,  and  is  still  the  plan  suggested  by  many 
such  persons.  Of  course  it  must  have  for  its  object  either  restriction 
or  absolute  elimination  of  competition,  It  can  hardly  be  doubted 
that  such  a  method  would  raise  rates,  and  yet  the  great  mass  of  the 
public  demand  low  rates.  Everyone  concedes  that  uniform  rates  are 
very  desirable,  but  whether  justly  or  not  it  can  hardly  be  disputed 
that  the  masses  demand  uniformly  low  rates.  Other  methods  have 
been  proposed,  such  as  government  ownership  of  the  lines,  rates 
based  upon  distance,  and  the  absolute  prohibition  of  any  discrimin- 
ation between  persons  and  places,  also  prohibition  of  lower  rates  at 
competitive  points,  or  what  is  equivalent  thereto,  the  extension  of 
any  rate  given  at  competitive  points  to  other  and  nearer  non- compet- 
itive points.  It  must  be  manifest  upon  consideration  of  each  and 
every  one  of  the  above  plans  for  regulation,  that  the  thing  sought  to 
be  attained  is  either  limitation  or  complete  elimination  of  the  re- 
sults of  competition.  In  no  other  way  can  absolute  equality  of  rates, 
absolutely  equal  treatment  of  persons  and  places  be  secured.  It  is 
essential  to  competition  that  the  more  successful  carrier  shall  secure 
business  by  the  lowest  rate,  and  the  incentive  to  the  shipper  for  earn- 
est work  in  securing  the  low  rate  is  the  thought  that  it  is  a  lower 
rate  than  the  one  secured  by  his  less  energetic  or  less  fortunate  com- 
petitor in  trade. 

Now,  it  must  be  plain  that  those  who  seriously  demand  absolute 
equality  in  railroad  transportation  must  also  contemplate  the  banish- 
ment of  competition  from  transportation  transactions.  Is  it  not  a 
struggle  for  the  impossible,  an  earnest  longing  for  the  undesirable? 
Now,  the  confusion  in  legislation  and  methods  proposed  comes  from 
an  attempt  to  enjoy  what  are  deemed  the  desirable  results  of  compe- 
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titioD,  and  at  the  Bame  time  to  enforce  absolate  eqaalities  in  rates  to 
persons  and  to  places. 

It  seems  plain  that  all  such  methods  will  disappoint,  and  after  con- 
sideration, one  is  not  surprised  that  the  sum  of  all  thought  upon  the 
subject  is  disappointment  and  dissatisfaction.  It  is  strange  that  men 
do  not  see  that  while  unrestricted  competition  is  undesirable,  yet 
with  just  so  little  restriction  as  is  absolutely  necessary  to  correct 
evils  and  wrong  resulting  from  competition  run  mad,  competition 
becomes  the  great  regulator  and  a  blessing  instead  of  a  curse.  It  is 
just  so  with  absolute  equality.  Theoretically  beautiful,  it  is  practic- 
ally not  desirable,  chiefly  because  when  completely  obtained  it 
forever  banishes  the  great  desideratum — competition.  Rather  should 
it  be  seen  and  understood  that  the  nearest  possible  equality  consist- 
ent with  free  and  proper  competition  is  the  thing  to  be  sought  after. 
Discriminations  if  unjust  should  be  prohibited  or  punished.  Undue 
preference  of  persons  should  also  be  prohibited  and  punished,  and  all 
artificial  advantages  given  one  place  over  another  should  be  regarded 
as  violations  of  the  just  law  which  should  govern  carriers.  And  yet 
because  it  is  essential  to  the  proper  conduct  of  business  there  may 
be  discriminations  which  are  not  unjust;  natural  advantages  will  be 
found  accruing  to  some  towns  while  they  are  wanting  to  others,  and 
these  inequalities  must  be  regarded  as  necessary,  and  always  to  be 
found  where  there  is  healthy  competition. 

It  seems  to  have  occurred  to  our  ancestors  long  ago  that  the  carry- 
ing trade  of  the  world,  then  almost  exclusively  done  upon  the  waters, 
demanded  for  itself  and  for  the  establishment  of  its  just  relations  a 
court  or  tribunal  devoted  to  the  investigation  and  application  of  just 
principles  to  the  transaction  of  its  business,  and  hence  admiralty  courts 
are  found  in  almost  every  civilized  nation  having  a  sea  coast,  and 
this  great  inland  carrying  trade  largely  developed  within  the  nine- 
teenth century  can  only  be  understood  and  reduced  to  system  and 
government  upon  just  principles  by  the  establishment  of  boards  or 
tribunals,  which  shall,  after  careful  consideration,  develop  a  system 
of  land  admiralty,  which  while  subverting  no  just  rule  or  law  of  the 
business  world,  shall  apply  each  and  every  such  rule  to  an  entirely 
new  factor,  the  land  carriage  system.  Good  results  will  be  found 
from  adjustment  and  harmony,  and  through  the  application  of  old 
rules  to  new  facts,  rather  than  from  an  abandonment  of  old  rules 
and  principles  of  business. 
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INTBB-STATB   OOMMBBCB. 

The  qaestion  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  power  of  Congress 
over  inter-state  oommeroe,  and  the  powers  of  the  sereral  States  of  the 
Union  with  reference  to  shipments  originating  in  the  State  and 
destined  to  a  point  without  the  State,  and  shipments  ooming  from 
points  without  to  points  within  the  State,  has  been  the  occasion  of 
great  difference  of  opinion.  The  line  of  demarcation  between  State 
and  Federal  power  has  been  exceedingly  indefinite  and  uncertain. 
One  method  of  interpretation  gave  to  the  State  power  not  only  to 
regulate  purely  domestic  commerce  but  also  that  with  other  States, 
which  originated  or  terminated  in  the  State.  Another  method 
of  interpretation  gave  to  the  States  power  to  regulate  only  that 
which  proved  to  be  purely  domestic.  Again  the  power  of  the 
State  was  held  to  extend  to  the  control  and  checking  of  discrim- 
inations against  citizens  and  places  in  the  State,  even  though  the 
discriminations  were  made  in  the  transactions  of  inter-state  commerce. 
This  latter  view  seemed  to  have  the  sanction  and  support  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  State  of  Illinois  in  the  case  of  the  People  of 
t?he  State  of  Illinois  vs.  the  Wabcishy  St.  Louis  <t  Pacific  Railway 
Company^  104  111.,  47,  in  which  case  that  court  said:  "'There  is  no 
doubt  in  regard  to  the  right  and  power  of  Congress  to  regulate  com- 
merce among  the  States,  but  a  law  of  the  State  which  incidentally 
affects  commerce  among  the  States  has  never,  so  far  as  we  are  in- 
formed, been  regarded  as  falling  within  the  inhibition  of  the  Federal 
jDonstitution.*' 

In  Peik  V8.  tJie  Chicago  Jb  Northwestern  Railway  Company ^  94  U. 
S.,  164,  the  decision  delivered  by  Chief  Justice  Waite,  speaking  of  a 
State  law,  said:  "  As  to  the  effect  of  the  statute  as  a  regulation  of 
inter-state  commerce,  or  such  inter-state  commerce  as  directly  affecta 
the  people  of  Wisconsin,  until  Congress  acts  in  reference  to  the 
relation  of  the  company  to  inter-state  commerce,  it  is  certainly 
within  the  power  of  Wisconsin  to  regulate  its  fares  so  far  as  they  are 
of  domestic  concern.  With  the  people  of  Wisconsin  this  company 
has  domestic  relations.  Incidentally  these  may  reach  beyond  the 
State,  but  certainly  until  Congress  undertakes  to  legislate  for  those 
who  are  without  the  State,  Wisconsin  may  provide  for  those  within^ 
even  though  it  may  indirectly  affect  those  without." 

In  OhicagOy  Burlington  cfc  Quincy  Railroad  Co.  v.  Iowa,  94  TJ. 
S.,  155,  the  court  said:    "This  road,  like  the  warehouse  in  that  case 
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{Munn  v$.  lUinoia),  is  situated  within  the  limits  of  a  single  State. 
Its  business  is  carried  on  there,  and  its  regulation  is  9  matter  of  do- 
mestic concern.  It  is  employed  in  State  as  well  as  inter-state  com- 
merce, and  until  Congress  actSy  the  State  must  be  permitted  to  adopt 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  promotion  of 
the  general  welfare  of  the  people  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  even 
though  in  doing  so  those  without  may  be  indirectly  affected.^* 

On  the  other  hand,  in  JBidl  v.  DeOuiry  95  IT.  S.,  465,  and  Railroad 
Co.  V,  Haafinany  95  IT.  S.  485,  there  seemed  to  be  a  dii|erent  holding, 
and  in  one  of  these  cases  it  was  said:  **  Whatever  may  be  the  power 
of  a  State  over  commerce  that  is  completely  internal,  it  can  no  more 
prohibit  or  regulate  that  which  is  inter-state  than  that  which  is  with 
foreign  nations.'' 

In  Wm,  Kaiser  v.  Illinois  Central  Hailroad  Company y  Judge 
McCrary  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States  in  an  opinion  de- 
livered October  24,  1884, said:  "Since  no  State  law  can  have  any 
extra  territorial  force,  is  it  not  clear  that  the  attempt  to  enforce  the 
statutes  of  each  of  the  several  States,  in  so  far  as  the  carriage  within 
such  State  is  concerned,  would  lead  to  disputes  and  conflicts  which 
no  State  authority  would  be  competent  to  adjust  and  determine? 
These  considerations,  I  think,  lead  inevitably  to  a  conclusion  not  only 
that  such  commerce  is  the  subject  ordy  of  national  control  and  regu- 
lation, but  that  any  attempt  to  devolve  upon  a  single  State  the  power 
to  regulate  in  part  would  necessarily  give  to  such  State  the  right  to 
discriminate  against  other  States  of  the  Union." 

Previous  to  this  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  in  the  case  of  Carton 
A  Co,  V.  Illinois  Central  Hailroad  Company y  59  Iowa,  151,  in  ref- 
erence to  the  claim  made  that  the  law  un^er  consideration  did  not 
apply  to  the  contracts  made  for  the  transportation  of  freight  into 
other  States,  said:  "  Section  three  of  the  act,  so  far  as  applicable  to 
this  case,  is  as  follows:  *  The  tariff  of  rates  established  in  the  fol- 
lowing schedule  shall  be  considered  the  basis  on  which  to  compute 
the  compensation  for  transporting  freights,  goods,  merchandise  or 
property  over  any  kind  of  railroad  within  this  State.      *     *    *    *.» 

Some  of  us  think  this  language  excludes  contracts  for  the  transpor- 
tation of  freight  to  points  without  the  State,  but  as  the  plaintiffs 
claim  that  these  were  contracts  made  in  Iowa  for  through  shipments 
to  Chicago,  and  that  by  tacking  the  law  of  Illinois  to  the  law  of  Iowa 
thus  making  it  one  continuous  haul,  the  rate  for  the  continuous  haul 
being  in  excess  of  that  authorized  by  the  law  of  Iowa,  such  excess 
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may  be  reoovered  baok.  We  think  it  is  not  neoessary  to  put  a  con- 
Btruotion  upon  the  law  of  this  State  in  this  regard,  bat  rest  our  de- 
cision upon  another  ground.        ♦♦♦♦♦♦, 

If  the  law  of  Iowa,  conceding  that  it  contemplates  the  control  or 
regulation  of  freight  to  other  States,  is  in  that  particular  void,  as  be- 
ing an  infraction  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  it  cannot  be  enforced, 
and  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to  obey  it,  and  could  fix  its  own 
freight  tariff,  and  the  plaintiffs  cannot  recover  for  a  violation  of  the 
statute,  whate^cer  other  rights  they  may  have.  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
That  the  act  of  this  State,  assuming  that  its  object  and  purpose  was 
to  control  and  regulate  the  shipments  of  freight  to  other  States,  is 
of  the  character  l&st  defined  appears  to  us  very  clear,  and  we  are  not 
without  authority  upon  this  questiou,  and  from  a  source  which  so  far 
as  questions  involving  the  construction  of  the  Federal  Constitution 
are  involved,  are  binding  upon  this  court  and  all  other  courts  of  the 
Union.''  The  court  had  said  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  ^*  has  always  held  that  the  power  to  enact  laws  upon  subjects 
in  their  nature  national  and  not  merely  local  is  exclusively  with  Con- 
gress." 

In  Oooley  v.  Board  of  Wardens^  12  Howard,  299,  it  was  Said: 
**  Whatever  subjects  of  this  power  are  in  their  nature  national,  or 
admit  one  uniform  system  or  plan  of  regulation,  may  justly  be  said 
to  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  exclusive  legislation." 

The  court  then  cites  the  cases  upon  which  it  relies  as  holding  such 
a  law  void.    They  are  as  follows:

The  coart  ooncludes  as  follows:  "  The  plaintiffs  olaim  to  reoover 
because  the  amount  of  freight  money  exacted  by  the  defendant  was 
in  excess  of  the  rate  fixed  by  law  in  Iowa.  The  contract  of  ship- 
ment was  an  entirety.  It  cannot  be  severed  and  made  to  apply  partly 
to  the  shipment  in  Iowa  and  partly  to  that  in  Illinois.  It  was  the 
right  of  the  defendant  to  disregard  any  laws  which  sought  to  regu- 
late  shipments  to  points  without  the  State  and  make  its  own  con- 
tracts. Having  done  so,  the  plaintiffs  cannot  recover^  under  any 
State  law,  simply  because  it  is  void  as  being  repugnant  to  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution." 

A  consideration  of  the  language  used  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  in  the  Peik  and  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  cases 
led  to  a  division  of  views  on  the  extent  of  the  powers  of  the  State 
over  shipments  from  inside  out  of,  and  from  outside  into  the  State, 
and  on  the  31st  of  March,  1884,  a  majority  of  the  Commissioners, 
Messrs.  Coffin  and  Anderson,  in  what  is  known  as  the  ^'buggy  case," 
ordered  the  Chicago  Ss  Northwestern  Railway  Company  "to  revise 
and  alter  its  inter-State  distance  tariff,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  freight 
shipped  from  points  within  this  State  to  points  without  this  State, 
and  from  points  outside  the  State  to  points  within  the  State,  as  to 
make  it  correspond  to  the  Iowa  local  distance  tariff."  The  Chicago 
&  Northwestern  Railway  Company  refused  to  obey  this  order,  and 
denied  the  authority  of  the  Commissioners  to  make  the  same,  insist- 
ing that  it  was  a  plain  attempt  to  regulate  and  control  inter-State 
commerce.  Under  the  law  the  case  was  certified  to  the  courts  to  de* 
termine  whether  the  order  was  reasonable  and  just.  In  September, 
1885,  Judge  Bayless  of  the  Polk  county  (Iowa)  District  Court 
decided  that  the  Commissioners  had  no  power  to  make  the  order, 
placing  his  decision  entirely  upon  the  authority  of  Carton  v.  The 
Illinois  Central  Railway y  59  Iowa,  151. 

An  appeal  was  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court,'  and  on  the  second  day 
of  December,  a.  d.  1886,  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  decision  of 
the  District  Court,  and  held  that  the  Commissioners  had.no  authority 
to  make  the  order,  and  that  to  do  so  was  to  attempt  to  interfere  with 
inter-State  commerce. 

After  reviewing  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  in  the  case  of  the  Wabashy  St.  Louis  dk  Pacific  Railway  Com. 
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pany  v,  TJie  State  of  lUinoxs^  where  it  says  "that  a  statate  of  a  State 
intended  to  regulate  or  tax,  or  to  impose  any  other  restriction  upon 
the  transmission  of  persons  or  property  from  one  State  to  another  is 
not  within  the  class  of  legislation  which  the  State  may  enact,  and  is 
void" — 7  Supreme  Court  Reporter,  4— the  court  says:  "The  ques- 
tion being  one  of  the  construction  of  the  constitution  of  the  United 
States,  the  holding  of  that  tribunal  is  binding  on  every  other  court 
in  the  land.  The  judgment  of  the  Circuit  Court  is  in  accord  with 
that  holding.  It  is  also  in  accord  with  the  holding  of  this  court  in 
Carton  v.  TJie  Illinois  Central  Hailtoay  Company y  69  Iowa,  149." 

The  opinion  of  the  Commissioner  that  dissented  in  the  above  case 
was  based  upon  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  in  the  case 
of  Carton  v,  Illinois  Central  Hailioay  Company^  and  that  of  Judge 
McCrary  in  the  case  of  William  Kaiser  v.  The  Illinois  Central  Hail- 
way  Company^  rendered  October  24,  1883.  It  closes  with  the  follow- 
ing: "If  the  Federal  Courts  regard  it  as  incumbent  upon  them  to 
follow  the  rulings  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  it  seems  to  me 
that  a  commission  created  by  State  authority  is  going  beyond  its 
powers  when  it  attempts  to  do  what  the  court  says  the  State  in  its 
sovereign  capacity  cannot  do." 

On  the  25th  of  October,  1886,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  reversed  the  decision  of.  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  hereto- 
fore cited,  namely:  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois  vs.  The  Wabashj 
St,  Louis  A  Pacific  Hailtoay  Company.  Justice  Miller  delivered 
the  opinion  of  the  court,  and  is  reported  to  have  said:  "  When  it  is 
attempted  to  apply  to  transportation  through  an  entire  series  of 
States  a  principle  of  this  kind,  and  each  one  of  the  States  or  of  half 
a  dozen  States  shall  attempt  to  establish  its  own  rates  of  transporta- 
tion, its-  own  methods  to  prevent  discrimination  in  rates  or  to  permit 
it,  the  deleterious  influence  upon  the  freedom  of  commerce  among 
the  States,  and  upon  the  transportation  of  goods  through  those  States 
cannot  be  overestimated.  That  this  species  of  regulation  is  one  which 
must  be,  if  established  at  all,  of  a  general  and  national  character, 
and  cannot  be  safely  and  wisely  remitted  to  local  rules  and  local 
regulations,  we  think  is  clear,  from  what  has  already  been  said. 
And  if  it  be  a  regulation  of  inter-state  commerce,  as  we  think  we 
have  demonstrated  it  is,  and  as  the  Illinois  court  concedes  it  to  be, 
it  must  be  of  that  national  character,  and  the  regulation  can  only 
appropriately  be  by  general  rules  and  principles  which  demand  that 
it  should  be  done  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  under  the 
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<M>mmeroe  olaase  of  the  oonstitation.     The  judgment  of  the  Sa- 
preme  Court  of  Illinois,  which  was  adverse  to  the  railroad,  is  reversed, 
and  the  case  is  remanded  to  that  oourt  for  further  proceedings  in 
conformity  with  this  opinion." 

Chief  Justice  Waite  delivered  a  dissenting  opinion,  in  which 
Associate  Justices  Bradley  and  Gray  concurred,  conceding  ''that 
Congress  might,  if  it  saw  fit,  regulate  the  matter  under  consideration, 
but  not  having  done  so  it  is  held  that  the  State  does  not  lose  its  power 
to  regulate  the  charges  of  its  own  railroads  in  its  own  territory, 
fiimply  because  the  goods  or  persons  transported  have  been  brought 
from  or  are  destined  to  a  point  beyond  the  State  border." 

It  <may  now,  we  think,  be  regarded  as  settled  by  the  highest 
authority  binding  upon  all,  that  the  powers  of  the  State  as  to  regu- 
lation and  control  are  confined  to  strictly  domestic  commerce,  and  do 
not  extend  to  shipments  from  the  State  to  points  outside,  or  to  ship- 
ments from  points  outside  the  State  to  points  within.  That  such 
shipments  are  to  be  regarded  as  an  entirety,  and  cannot  be  divided  so  as 
to  deal  with  the  portion  exclusively  within  the  State.  That  discrim- 
inations made  with  reference  to  such  shipments  cannot  be  prevented, 
punished  or  restrained  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  In  this  view  of  the 
«itnation,  what  the  State  may  do  becomes  a  subject  of  serious  inquiry. 

In  speaking  upon  this  subject,  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  in  the  case  of  Stone  et  al.  v.  Farmers  Loan  &  IVust  Cb.,  116 
U.  S.,  807,  Chief  Justice  Waite,  delivering  the  opinion,  said:  ''The 
line  between  the  exclusive  power  of  Congress  and  the  general  powers 
of  the  State  in  this  particular  is  not  Everywhere  distinctly  marked, 
and  it  is  always  easier  to  determine  when  a  case  arises  whether  it 
falls  on  one  side  or  the  other,  than  to  settle  it  in  advance,  so  that  it 
may  be  in  all  respects  strictly  accurate."  Again,  in  the  same  case, 
speaking  of  the  powers  of  the  State,  it  is  said:  "  So  it  (the  State) 
may  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  of  a  public  character  for 
the  government  of  the  company  while  operating  its  road  in  that 
jurisdiction.  In  this  way  it  may  certainly  require  the  company  to 
fence  so  much  of  its  road  as  lies  within  the  State  ;  to  stop  its  trains 
at  railroad  crossings;  to  slacken  speed  while  running  in  a  crowded 
thoroughfare;  to  post  its  tariffs  and  time-tables  at  proper  places,  and 
other  things  of  a  kindred  character  affecting  the  comfort,  the  con- 
venience or  the  safety  of  those  who  are  entitled  to  look  to  the  State 
for  protection  against  the  wrongful  or  negligent  conduct  of  others." 

Scanning  with  care  the  several  utterances  of  the  Supreme  Court 
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of  the  United  States  upon  this  sabjeot,  and  reflecting  that  while  the 
members  of  that  tribunal,  which  is  the  sole  interpreter  of  the  constitu- 
tion, differ  as  to  the  powers  of  the  States  in  the  absence  of  congres- 
sional legislation,  yet  they  all  agree  that  when  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  does  regulate,  all  State  powers  are  gone  with  reference 
to  inter-state  commerce,  and  that  neither  direct  nor  indirect  inter- 
ference will  be  tolerated,  it  becomes  a  question  whether,  when  a 
national  method  of  regulation  of  commerce  among  the  States  has 
been  adopted,  the  States  are  not  left  with  what  are  known  as  purely 
police  powers,  outlined  in  the  remarks  of  Chief  Justice  Waite,  in 
Stone  V8.  Farmers  Insurance  Co.^  supra. 

The  relations  of  domestic  and  inter-state  commerce  are  so  close 
and  complex  that  it  may  be  found  practically  impossible  to  affect  the 
one  without  affecting  the  other,  and  any  regulation  of  domestic  com- 
merce purely  so  may  so  disturb  the  operations  of  inter-state  commerce 
under  a  national  method  of  regulation  that  a  united  court  may  hold 
such  legislation  invalid,  because  an  encroachment  upon  the  exclusive 
power  of  Congress.  By  a  decision  of  a  majority  of  the  court  these 
questions  seem  to  be  of  an  actual  practical  character.  The  situation 
calls  for  the  immediate  action  of  Congress,  and  what  has  been  de- 
manded by  a  few  advanced  thinkers  for  some  years  may  now  be  said 
to  be  the  almost  universal  demand  of  the  people.  That  inequalities^ 
discriminations  and  apparent  injustice  is  found  in  the  unregulated 
operations  of  inter-state  commerce  will  not  be  dis^puted.  The  exist- 
ence of  unregulated  inequality,  discrimination  and  injustice  con- 
stantly exasperates  the  public  mind.  It  brings  about  conditions  of 
public  sentiment  unfavorable  to  calm  and  dispassionate  discussion. 
The  declain^er  and  denouncer  of  such  known  evils  gains  a  much 
readier  hearing,  and  a  much  more  sympathetic  audience  than  can  be 
gained  by  the  cool  thinker,  who  dispassionately  seeiks  by  slow  methods 
to  do  exact  and  even  justice.  The  existence  of  pools  and  combina- 
tions to  maintain  rates,  the  actual  evidence  of  apparent  unjust  dis- 
criminations resulting  therefrom,  the  belief  in  their  illegality  make 
the  public,  suffering  from  actual  grievances  and  apparently  unjust 
discriminations,  unwilling  to  grant  time  to  discuss  the  question 
whether  or  not  such  combinations  are  wholly  hurtful.  The  belief, 
apparently  justified  by  the  facts,  that  non-competitive  points  are 
made  to  bear  the  burden  of  losses  sustained  at  competitive  points; 
that  localities  are  made  to  suffer  in  the  interest  of  more  favored 
localities;  that  private  interests  are  built  up  at  the  expense  of  the 
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general  pablio;  that  throughoat  the  whole  oomplex  and'  intrioate 
maohinerj  of  trade  operations  the  xniBchievons  fingers  of  interested 
pablio  carriers  are  being  constantly  thrust  to  the  detriment  of  both 
shippers,  producers  and  consumers  is  too  firmly  formed  to  be  in  the 
least  degree  shaken  by  discussion  and  further  patient  investigation 
of  facts.  Regulation  and  control  at  once  is  an  imperative  necessity^ 
and  cannot  in  our  opinion  be  wisely  postponed.  Any  method  adopted 
will  necessarily  be  tentative  in  character.  Yet  the  evils  existing  are 
constantly  present  with  the  people,  and  a  remedy  must  at  once  be 
found. 

It  is  a  matter  to  be  regreted,  but  certainly  to  be  anticipated,  that 
the  friends  of  regulation  and  control  have  been  drawn  into  a  some- 
what angry  discussion  of  the  method  of  control.  One  party  to  the 
debate  proposes  to  enact  some  general  rules  and  leave  their  enforce- 
ment and  illumination  to  the  courts.  The  other  party  proposes  to 
enact  general  rules,  and  entrust  their  enforcement  primarily  to  a  board 
or  tribunal  created  for  that  purpose,  but  the  legal  remedies'are  all  as 
applicable  as  though  this  tribunal  were  not  in  existence.  And  thus 
the  friends  of  control  have  in  certain  regions  been  drawn  into  an 
angry  and  exciting  controversy  of  the  utility  of  the  tribunal  known 
usually  as  railroad  commission.  The  inability  under  the  constitution 
of  the  United  States  of  the  State  boards  to  exercise  any  control  over, 
or  in  any  manner  to  regulate  matters  of  inter-state  commerce,  connec- 
ted with  the  fact  that  three-fourths  of  our  transportation  transactions 
are  of  an  inter-state  character,  are  skillfully  arrayed  to  show  the  im- 
potency  of  commissions.  The  argument  fairly  stated  is  that  as  the 
State  commissions  which  had  no  power  to  regulate  inter-state  com- 
merce had  in  no  way  alleviated  the  distress  resulting  from  inter-state 
commerce  wrongs  or  evils,  therefore  a  board  of  commissioners  with 
full  and  complete  powers  to  act  upon  the  grievances  would  be  equally 
impotent.    To  state  the  proposition  is  to  demonstrate  its  fallacy. 

It  must  be  admitted  by  any  candid  observer  of  tailroad  matters  in 
the  several  States  of  the  Union  as  well  as  in  foreign  countries,  that 
commissions  with  power  have  not  been  entirely  successful  in  the  man- 
agement and  regulation  of  the  relations  of  the  public  to  the  trans- 
portation companies.  Much  of  the  failure  has  come  from  an  attempt 
to  combine  two  impossible  factors,  namely,  absolute  equality  and  un- 
restricted competition.  The  whole  question  of  regulation  and  control 
is  a  difiicult  one.  The  railroad  is  a  comparatively  new  factor  in  public 
economy,  and  often,  in  its  operation  seems  to  throw  doubt  over  the 
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BoandneBB*  of  what  had  heretofore  been  supposed  to  be  well  estab- 
lished prinoiples  of  trade  and  business.  The  railroad  has  produced 
equally  marked  and  striking  results  in  social  and  moral  direotions. 
The  average  man  of  to-day  is  unlike  his  fathers,  and  it  must  be  ad- 
mitted that  these  dissimilarities  are  largely  traoeable  to  the  influence 
of  the  railroad  upon  society  in  general ;  so  that  it  is'undoubtedly  true 
that  one  determined  to  criticise  can  always  find  proper  subjects  of 
criticism  in  the  acts  and  the  failures  to  act  on  the  part  of  railroad 
commissioners.  And  yet  thoroughly  candid  men  with  broad  ideas 
and  considerable  knowledge  of  the  subject  and  the  difficulties,  sub- 
stantially agree  that  the  regulation  through  a  commission  has  been  in 
the  main  the  most  satisfactory  method. 

The  fact  that  the  States  of  New  Hampshire,  Connecticut,  Vermont, 
Maine,  Ohio,  Massachusetts,  Illinois,  Rhode  Island,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota,  Missouri,  California,  Virginia,  Iowa,  South  Caro- 
lina, Georgia,  Kentucky,  Alabama,  New  York,  Kansas,  Mississippi, 
Nebraska;  Colorado,  and  the  Territory  of  Dakota  have  all  established 
railroad  commissions  for  the  regulation  and  control  of  railroads, 
coupled  with  the  further  fact  that  most  of  these  commisBions  have 
been  established  within  the  last  decade,  may  be  cited  as  proving  that 
the  latest  and  best  thought  of  the  country  has  settled  upon  the  com- 
mission as  the  best  instrument  of  regulation. 

It  cannot  well  be  urged  that  the  legislatures  of  all  these  different 
and  widely  Separated  and  variously  conditioned  free  commonwealths 
had  been  dominated  by  any  malign  influence  in  the  selection  oi  a 
commission  for  the  regulation  of  railways,  nor  could  it  be  supposed 
that  their  choice  is  anything  but  the  result  of  careful  discussion  and 
studious  consideration  of  the  evil  and  the  proper  method  of  its 
remedy. 

Again,  the  evidence  taken  before  the  Senate  Committee  on  Inter- 
State  Commerce  from  advanced  thinkers  on  the  transportation  ques- 
tion, from  producers,  consumers,  shippers,  farmers  and  merchants  so 
largely  settles  upon  a  commission  as  a  proper  and  necessary  instru- 
ment of  regulation,  as  to  practically  amount  to  unanimity  of  senti- 
ment on  the  subject.  It  would  seem  to  be  unsafe  to  disregard  the 
average  unprejudiced  judgment  of  so  large  and  intelligent  a  body  of 
men,  upon  a  subject  so  long  and  carefully  considered. 

Our  opinion  is  fixed  that  nine-tenths  of  all  objection  to  the  com- 
mission system  comes  from  a  consideration  in  the  State  of  its  inabil- 
ity to  control  inter-state  commerce.    Nothing  so  exasperates  as  an 
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evil  without  remedy,  and  the  matter  being  conclusively  determined 
that  Congress  alone  has  the  power  to  regulate  commerce  between  the 
States,  we  earnestly  hope  that  immediate  and  effieient  action  may  be 
taken  by  that  body  upon  its  re-assembling. 

The  following  public  utterances  of  Senator  CuUom,  of  Illinois, 
give  a  resume  of  the  subject  in  its  present  situation  more  clearly  and 
distinctly  than  anything  we  have  seen,  and  we  commend  it  to  the  con- 
sideration of  those  interested  in  the  subject: 

^'  There  is  now  no  dispute  as  to  the  right  of  the  States  to  regulate 
domestic  commerce  within  their  own  borders.  The  line  of  demarc- 
ation between  the  powers  of  the  States  and  of  the  general  govern- 
ment in  the  regulation  of  commerce  has  been  more  clearly  indicated 
than  ever  before  in  the  recent  decision  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court  at  the  October  term  in  the  case  of  the  Wabaahy  St.  Louis  <b 
Pacific  Railway  vs.  the  JPeopU  of  the  State  of  JUinois.  In  that 
decision  the  court  says  that  'the  distinction  between  commerce  among 
the  States  and  the  other  class  of  commerce  between  the  citizens  of  a 
single  State,  and  conducted  within  its  limits  exclusively,  is  one  which 
has  been  fully  recognized  in  this  court,  although  it  may  not  always 
be  easy,  where  the  lines  of  these  classes  approach  each  other,  to  dis- 
tinguish the  one  and  the  other.' 

^*  The  failure  of  Congress  to  impose  any  regulations  will  now  be  a 
declaration  that  inter-state  commerce  shall  be  free  from  legislative 
restrictions,  and  the  people  will  know  who  to  hold  responsible  if  no 
such  restrictions  are  imposed.  The  pernicious  practice  known  as 
stock- watering  has  done  more  to  create  and  keep  alive  a  popular  feel- 
ing against  the  railroads  than  any  other  one  cause.  Of  the  existing 
indebtedness  of  the  railroads  of  the  United  States  perhaps  t2,000,- 
000,000,  and  possibly  a  much  larger  amount,  represents  'watered 
stock.'  This  great  abuse  of  the  powers  of  corporations  chartered  by 
the  States  cannot  be  directly  reached  by  national  legislation,  but  I 
am  satisfied  that  Congress  might  do  much  to  I'emedy  the  evil  by 
causing  the  financial  operations  of  all  inter-state  roads  to  be  thor- 
oughly investigated  by  a  national  railroad  commission,  as  the  publicity 
that  would  attend  such  investigations  would  have  a  tendency  to 
prevent  such  illegitimate  transactions,  and  would  awaken  a  public  sen- 
timent strong  enough  to  secure  the  necessary  State  legislation. 

''  It  may  not  be  inappropriate  in  closing  to  say  a  few  words  about 
the  cheering  prospect  for  securing  the  enactment  of  national  legisla- 
tion upon  this  subject  at  the   approaching    session   of    Congress. 
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Dariog  the  last  seBsion  eaoh  house  took  action  upon  the  sabjeot.  The 
Senate  passed  one  bill  and  the  House  another.  A  conference  was 
asked  and  granted,  and  these  measures  are  now  before  a  conference 
committee  representing  both  branches,  which  will  meet  in  Washing- 
ton a  week  before  Congress  convenes  to  see  if  an  agreement  cannot 
be  reached.  I  believe  that  the  differences  between  the  two  houses 
should  be  and  can  be  adjusted.  After  years  of  discussion  as  to  the  • 
precise  methods  of  regulation  that  should  be  adopted  matters  seem 
at  last  to  be  gradually  coming  to  a  focus,  and  I  am  quite  hopeful  that 
legislation  will  finally  be  secured  at  the  coming  session  that  will  be 
of  service  in  'protecting  the  public  against  unjust  discrimination  on 
the  part  of  all  transportation  companies  engaged  in  inter-state  com- 
merce, in  doing  away  with  the  system  of  secret  special  rates  and  all 
manner  of  personal  favoritism,  and  in  making  railroad  rates  public  and 
the  same  to  all  men  alike  for  the  like  service. 

^*  The  questions  at  issue  between  the  two  houses  of  Oongress  will 
come  up  for  consideration  before  the  conference  committee,  and,  as  I 
am  a  member  of  that*  committee,  I  do  not  deem  it  proper  on  this 
occasion  to  refer  to  those  questions,  or  to  express  my  views  as  to 
either  of  the  pending  measures.  I  will  say,  however,  that,  although 
my  name  has  been  attached  to  one  of  those  measures,  I  have  never 
been  a  stickler  for  any  pet  measure  of  my  own.  Knowing  the  justice 
of  the  popular  demand  for  some  legislation  on  the  subject,  my  chief 
anxiety  has  been  to  secure  the  enactment  of  some  law  that  would 
make  a  beginning  in  placing  some  restrictions  upon  the  conduct  of 
the  railroad  corporations  in  their  dealings  with  the  public,  whether 
all  its  provisions  fully  met  my  approval  or  not.  I  rejoice  in  the  belief 
that  the  members  of  the  conference  committee  soon  to  meet  will 
come  together  with  an  earnest  determination  to  secure  the  enactment 
of  such  a  measure  as  will  commend  itself  in  its  main  features  to 
their  best  judgment." 

Mr.  Coffin  having  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and  attention  to  car 
couplers  and  automatic  brakes,  his  views  on  them  and  some  other 
matters  here  follow. 

AUTOMATIC   OB  8AFBTY   COUPLBBS. 

Of  the  importance  and  absolute  necessity  of  these  for  freight  cars, 
we  feel  we  cannot  recede  from  the  position  taken  in  former  reports. 
We  are  not,  however,  sure  that  the  action  taken  by  some  of  these 
States  in  making  it  the  duty  of  the  Railway  Commissioners  of  these 
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States  to  select  certain  devices  for  coupling  oars,  is  the  shortest  and 
best  road  to  the  desired  end. 

In  quite  an  extended  trip  through  some  of  these  States,  where  the 
Commissioners  have  selected  several  kinds  of  drawbars  which  the 
railway  companies  may  put  upon  their  cars,  a  member  of  this  board 
made  it  a  special  work  to  go  into  the  yards  at  various  places,  and  ask 
of  the  yard-masters  and  men  under  him  how  they  liked  the  new  draw- 
bars.   The  answer  invariably  was :    ''  We  don't  like  them." 

Then  they  would  immediately  qualify  that  answer  this  way  :  "  If 
the  companies  would  all  agree  upon  one  style  of  draw-bar  and  put 
that  on,  it  would  do,  but  where  there  are  a  dozen  kinds,  we  get  con- 
fused sometimes  when  we  are  in  a  hurry,  and  we  d — n  all  these  new 
f  angled  affairs,  and  wish  there  was  nothing  but  the  old  link  and  pin." 

There  is  a  good  deal  to  this.  Michigan  has  selected  some  five  which 
are  lawful  for  the  railways  to  put  on.  New  York  has  chosen  six, 
Massachusetts  five.  Now,  if  other  States  should  select  different  ones, 
it  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer  that  the  trouble  and 
danger  instead  of  being  lessened  might  be  increased. 

The  conviction  is  forced  home  upon  us  that  the  only  competent 
parties  to  choose  the  coupler  for  general  and  universal  use  are  the 
railway  companies  themselves,  the  only  needed  legislation  upon  that 
point  being  such  as  will  compel  a  choice  within  a  reasonable  time.  It 
may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention  here  what  seems  to  us  some  of 
the  prominent  hindrances  in  the  minds  of  railway  managers  to  a 
speedy  decision  of  this  coupler  question.  We  think  there  are  well 
grounded  reasons  in  the  minds  of  all  practical  railway  men  for  the 
almost  universal  preference  for  a  vertical,  plain  hook  coupler,  after 
the  fashion  pomewhat  of  the  Miller  coupler  now  so  common  on  pas- 
senger cars,  but  there  has  been  a  fear  that  such  couplers  would  not 
afford  the  required  slack  in  order  to  enable  the  engine  to  start  the 
train  and  help  it  over  sharp  grades. 

The  experiments  made  last  July  at  Burlington  in  the  freight  car 
brake  tests  opened  the  eyes  of  a  great  many  railway  men.  To  a  great 
extent,  the  need  of  so  much  slack  was  shown  to  be  a  myth,  and  it  is 
difficult  to  tell  what  those  tests  there  made  decided  most — the  true 
character  of  the  coming  safety  drawbar,  or  the  best  practical  freight 
car  brake. 

This  difficulty  of  slfick  eliminated  from  the  draw-bar  question,  then 
another  very  serious  one  confronts  the  railway  manager. 

There  are  some  half  a  dozen  or  more  hook  couplers  that  are  so 
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nearly  perfect  and  have  so  many  point?  in  common,  no  thinking  man 
with  the  intelligence  of  the  average  railway  manager,  bat  fears  if  he 
decides  upon  any  one,  he  is  liable  in  buying  and  using  it  to  buy  a- 
long,  tedious  and  costly  patent  right  suit,  for  no  one  of  the  owners  of 
these  half  a  dozen  hook  couplers  that  are  so  nearly  alike  will  see  hia 
competitor  putting  his  coupler  into  general  use  and  his  own  left,  but 
who  would  in  all  probability  at  once  commence  suit  for  inf ringement» 
Could  the  proprietors  of  these  several  hook  couplers  pool  their  issues 
and  combine  their  interest  and  unite  good  points  of  all  in  one,  there 
is  but  little  doubt  that  the  railway  companies  would  at  once  adopt  the 
consolidated  draw-bar. 

We  are  not  uttering  these  thoughts  at  random.  These  conclusiona 
are  the  result  of  quite  extensive  interviews  with  a  large  number  of 
prominent  railway  men,  as  well  as  with  coupler  men. 

<<  Whenever  these  coupler  men  agree  among  themselves  where  their 
couplers  are  so  nearly  alike  and  combine,  we  are  ready  to  adopt  some 
one  of  these  hook  couplers  as  a  standard  one,  but  we  are  not  going  to 
buy  a  lawsuit  of  any  one  of  these  inventors  if  we  know  ourselves,'^ 
is  the  expression  often  heard  from  the  lips  of  railway  .managers. 
Thus  we  are  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  safety  coupler  men 
themselves  are  to-day  standing  in  the  way  of  a  speedy  adoption  of 
the  very  thing  they,  the  railway  companies  and  the  public,  want. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  following  law  passed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York,  (Section  4,  Chapter  39,  of  the 
laws  of  1884),  which  we  think  more  nearly  meets  the  wants  of  the 
situation  than  anything  in  the  way  of  legislation  that  we  have  seen  : 

<<  After  July  1,1886,  no  couplers  shall  be  [placed  upon  any  new 
freight  car  to  be  built  or  purchased  for  use,  in  whole  or  in  part,  upon 
any  steam  railroad  in  this  State,  unless  the  same  can  be  coupled  and 
uncoupled  automatically  without  the  necessity  of  having  a  person 
guide  the  link,  lift  the  pin  by  hand,  or  go  between  the  cars.  The  cor- 
poration, person  or  persons  operating  said  railroad,  and  violating  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense." 

AUTOMATIC  OB  POWBB  BBA.KBS   FOB  FBBIGHT   CABS. 

Since  our  last  report  there  has  been  a  long  step  taken  toward  a 
much  needed  and  universally  desired  improvement  in  the  equipment 
of  freight  cars.  We  refer  to  the  remarkable  tests  of  freight  car 
brakes  inaugurated  and  carried  through  most  successfully  by  the 
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National  Master  Car  Bailders  Association,  at  Bnrlington,  this  State, 
last  July.  That  series  of  tests  marks  a  period  of  time  in  the  railway 
history  of  this  nation  second  in  importance  to  no  other.  It  was  in 
fact  a  new  departure  in  railway  practice,  something  entirely  novel  in 
this  country,  bat  at  the  same  time  of  the  highest  importance.  As  an 
indicator  of  the  times  it  showed  very  clearly  that  railway  companies 
are  keenly  alive  to  public  sentiment.  They  have  seen  that  the  public 
sentiment  of  this  civilisation  was  about  to  demand  something  better 
for  brakemen  than  the  common  hand  brake  worked  by  men  on  top  of 
freight  oars. 

They  saw  that  public  sentiment  would  eventually  orystalize  into 
laws  compelling  the  use  of  some  automatic  or  power  brake,  free  from 
the  dangers  and  exposure  inseperably  connected  with  those  now  in 
use,  and  it  was  of  the  utmost  importance  for  them  to  know  from 
actual  and  exhaustive  tests  which  one  of  the  several  brakes  pushed 
forward  for  favorable  recognition  was  the  best  for  all  practical  pur- 
poses. To  us  it  does  seem  that  the  responsibility  resting  upon  the 
committee  of  master  car  builders  who  have  charge  of  the  tests  and 
who  are  to  report  on  the  same,  is  one  of  the  most  weighty  that  falls 
to  the  lot  of  man  to  discharge.  The  report  of  the  committee  must, 
of  course,  influence  more  or  less  every  railway  management  in  the 
United  States  in  deciding  what  brake  shall  be  used  on  its  cars.  It 
should  also  influence  future  legislation  as  it  may  be  had  in  reference 
to  safety  appliances  to  cars.  It  should  be  well  understood  that  the 
large  expenditure  of  time  and  money  to  carry  on  these  tests  was  not 
designed  to  be  anymore  child's  play.  It  meant  business  through 
and  through,  no  matter  who  went  down  or  who  went  up.  The  inter- 
ests at  stake  reached  to^  far  and  too  vride  to  allow  of  any  swaying 
of  judgment  by  any  mere  individual's  interest  in  any  particular 
brake.  The  flnal  report  of  that  committee  after  the  concluding  tests 
next  spring  will  be  looked  forward  to  by  every  railway  company  and 
by  train  men,  as  well  as  by  shippers  with  intense  interest.  It  is  to 
be  sincerely  hoped  that  that  report  vrill  give  no  uncertain  or  double 
sound.  It  was  chosen,  and  all  this  enormous  expense  has  been  incur- 
red to  let  railway  managers  know  and  to  inform  legislators  what  is 
the  best  brake,  and  what  should  be  adopted.  If  not  for  this  end 
then  surely  it  was  indeed  '^child's  play."  Any  action  taken  by  any 
of  the  State  legislatures  in  reference  to  an  automatic  or  power  brake 
after  the  report  of  that  committee,  could  with  reason  be  based  on 
that  report,  and  no  railway  man  could  complain.    Any  unnecessary 
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delay  of  action  by  the  Uw  making  power  after  snch  report,  woald  be 
open  to  oeneure  by  train  men  and  the  public;  hence,  the  heavy 
responsibility  attaching  to  that  forthcoming  report. 

Yet  this  is  the  only  correct  way  to  reach  the  desired  results.  Too 
great  commendation  cannot  be  given  to  the  master  car  builders  who 
inaugurated;  to  the  committee  who  had  charge  of,  or  the  railway 
company  that  furnished  the  facilities  for  carrying  through  these  im- 
portant tests.  As  said  above,  a  very  important  mile  post  is  set  up  in 
the  history  of  railway  progress  in  this  land. 

Before  leaving  these  points,  we  would  respectfully  ask  of  railway 
managers,  master  car  builders  and  of  inventors  and  owners  of  safety 
and  automatic  ^niwbars.  Why  not  inaugurate  a  crucial  test  of  auto- 
matic couplers,  conducted  by  a  competent  committee,  on  something 
of  the  same  plan  and  as  exhaustive  m  that  of  the  freight  car  brakes? 
Let  this  be  done,  and  all  agree  to  abide  by  the  report  of  the  commit- 
tee. We  see  no  other  way  to  reach  the  desired  end,  unless  it  be  the 
one  suggested  on  another  .page  in  this  report,  viz.:  By  several  of  the 
vertical  hook  cooplers  combining  and  pooling  their  interests.  Some- 
thing should  be  done  soon.  The  people  will  not  allow  legislatures  to 
stand  idly  by  and  see  the  citizens  of  the  State  mangled  and  killed  so 
unnecessarily  as  they  now  are  by  the  use  of  coupling  devices  that 
have  not  been  improved  in  the  history  of  railway  work  in  this 
nation. 

THB  BBL^TIONS  OF  RAILWAYS    TO  THB  TBBBITOBY  TUBY  WBBB    BUILT 

TO   8BBVB. 

Perhaps  we  can  in  no  better  way  illustrate  the  points  we  wish  to 
make  under  this  head  than  to  compare  a  railway  company  to  a 
farmer,  and  the  territory  from  Which  it  expects  to  draw  its  business 
and  consequently  its  revenues,  to  a  farm. 

The  higher  the  state  of  cultivation  the  farm  is  kept  in,  the  greater 
will  be  the  return.  To  constantly  crop  without  returning  to  the  soil 
some  equivalent  for  that  taken  away,  as  was  the  practice  in  small 
grain  raising  in  the  early  settlement  of  the  west,  was  suicidal,  as 
many  of  the  pioneer  farmers  found  out  to  their  sorrow.  Qood  farm- 
ing not  only  will  retain  all  the  original  fertility  of  the  virgin  soil, 
but  will  add  to  it,  and  the  older  the  farm  the  more  fertile  and  greater 
the  income.  Take  now  the  railway  lines  traversing  our  State.  Each 
has  certain  general  defined  territory  to  serve,  and  the  general  pros- 
perity of  that  territory  will  be  to  that  railway  what  the  fertility  of 
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the  aoil  of  the  farm  is  to  its  owner.  Suppose  on  the  fam  there 
are  frpm  one-foarth  to  one-half ~  of  its  area  utterly  nnprodnotiye 
from  the  fact  of  low  marshy  sloaghs;  the  whole  has  to  be  fenoed, 
taxes  have  to  be  paid  on  every  acre,  bat  no  revenue  is  had  from  the 
wet  part.  The  farmer  would  be  better  off  if  his  farm  were  made 
just  so  muoh  smaller  by  the  number  of  acres  in  that  unproductive 
sloughy  but  he  holds  on  to  the  land,  thinking  that  by  and  by  when  he 
gets  able,  he  will  tile  drain  that  part  of  farm,  and  when  drained  he 
thinks,  and  rightly  too,  that  which  is  now  an  eyesore  to  him  will  be 
the  most  productive  part  of  the  farm.  Sometimes  farmers  who  have, 
these  wet  farms  will  run  in  debt  for  some  adjoining  drier  land  and 
build  roadways  to  it,  rather  than  incur  the  expense  of  properly  drain- 
ing the  land  they  now  have,  and  near  by. 

Now,  applying  this,  there  are  along  the  lines  of  some  of  the  rail- 
roads in  this  State  a  great  deal  of  this  unproductive  land.  The  rail- 
road is  built;  it  incurs  all  the  expense  of  running  its  trains;  all  its 
fixed  charges  have  to  be  borne,  but  along  its  line  are  thousands  on 
thousands  of  acres  of  these  wet,  unproductive  lands  that  only  need 
tile  draining  to  make  the  best  lands  in  its  territory.  Were  these 
lands  drained  and  brought  into  proper  cultivation,  it  would  add  a 
very  large  per  cent  to  the  business  of  the  road,  with  but  a  moiety  of 
additional  expense,  and  hence  greatly  increase  its  net  earnings. 
Should  any  one  of  these  main  trunk  lines  see  a  good  territory  off  one 
side,  it  will  not  hesitate  to  build  ten  or  fifty  miles  of  branch  lines  to 
secure  the  business  of  this  adjacent  territory,  while  at  the  same  time 
there  may  be  in  the  aggregate  more  acres  of  as  would  be  valuable 
land  lying  right  along  side  of  its  track,  or  within  easy  distance,  if 
properly  drained.  We  do  not  say  that  the  railway  should  drain  these 
lands  for  their  owners,  but  we  would  suggest  as  it  does  appear  to  us, 
that  there  is  so  much  of  a  partnership  interest  in  the  reclaiming  of 
these  wet  lands  that  a  mere  nominal  rate  on  drain  tile  to  be  used  on 
its  line,  or  a  premium  offered  for  acres  reclaimed  as  an  encourage- 
ment to  farmers  to  drain  these  lands,  would  be  not  only  good  policy 
but  a  paying  investment  We  are  very  glad  to  say  that  as  far  as  we 
have  had  opportunity  to  bring  this  matter  personally  to  the  attention 
of  railway  managers,  a  very  favorable  response  has  been  given,  and 
we  hope  for  an  early  announcement  from  railway  companies  to  this 
end. 

Continuing  the  illustration,  it  is  now  well  understood  by  the  more 
advanced  farmers  and  stock  breeders  that  to  get  the  best  returns 
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from  the  domestic  animals  of  the  farm,  they  should  be  kept  up  in 
high  condition.  A  dairy  animal  in  order  to  give  the  best  retnrns 
must  not  only  be  kept  the  most  comfortable  posBible,  but  at  the  same 
time  be  most  abundantly  fed.  In  other  words,  every  animal  on  the 
farm,  in  order  to  give  the  highest  returns,  must  be  kept  in  a  con- 
stantly thriving  condition.  Here  in  Iowa  it  is  now  well  understood 
that  in  order  to  make  farming  profitable,  not  only  must  there  be  at- 
tention given  to  stock  raising  on  the  farm,  but  those  animals  must  be 
in  the  best  possible  condition  at  all  times  and  constantly  thriving* 
The  farmer  that  shelters  his  cattle  m  winter  under  the  lee  side  of  a 
barbed  wire  fence,  and  compels  them  to  seek  food  from  the  storm- 
swept  com  stalks  and  old  straw  stacks,  is  the  man  whose  voice  is 
heard  the  loudest  while  sitting  on  dry-goods  boxes  in  the  towns,  tell- 
ing that  farming  don't  pay  in  Iowa,  and  that  corporations  are  oppress- 
ing the  people. 

Applying  this,  all  the  territory  any  railway  may  have,  good  though 
it  may  be,  lying  along  its  line,  would  be  utterly  worthless  for  reve- 
nue to  it,  unless  it  had  settlers.  The  more  advanced  and  the  more 
numerous  and  prosperous  those  settlers,  the  more  could  they  patron- 
ize the  railway.  Any  system  of  rates  that  takes  an  undue  share  of 
the  farmers  profits  from  his  year's  work  must  in  the  end  impoverish 
the  man,  and  make  him  not  only  an  unprofitable  customer  of  the 
road,  but  an  enemy  as  well.  If,  for  example,  a  railway  company 
takes  from  a  producer  in  western  Iowa  tSO.OO  for  .hauling  a  car  of 
grain  to  Chicago  because  it  may  have  the  power  to  so  do,  when  fifty 
to  seventy-five  per  cent  of  that  sum  would  more  fairly  divide  the 
profits  between  producer  and  carrier,  such  a  company  might  be  well 
compared  to  the  farmer  who  shelters  his  cattle  under  a  barbed  wire 
fence  and  feeds  his  dairy  cows  on  straw. 

We  are  not  saying  that  tSO.OO  is  too  much,  or  that  (40  or  (60  per 
car  is  enough.  We  are  using  these  figures  for  illustration.  There  is 
no  smoke  unless  there  be  some  fire.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  general 
complaint  because  railways  do  charge  from  t60  to  $80  from  western 
Iowa,  when  it  is  understood  that  cars  from  points  still  further  west 
are  taken  right  by  their  doors  to  some  eastern  point  for  considerably 
less.  It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  convince  the  average  farmer  that  has 
toiled  the  whole  year  and  has  as  a  result  two  cars  of  corn  as  a  sur-  ■ 
plus  which  he  can  spare,  that  it  is  on  the  principle  of  **  live  and  let 
live"  that  he  must  give  one  of  these  cars  of  corn,  which  may  rep- 
resent the  profit  of  a  years'  work,  to  the  transportation  companies 
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and  commission  men  to  get  the  other  sold  in  Chicago.  Take  a  yonng 
farmer  on  the  Missouri  bottoms  for  instance.  His  means  are  limited 
so  that  he  is  obliged  to  begin  his  life  as  a  renter.  He  raises  say 
3,000  bashels  of  com.  One  thousand  bushels  of  this  he  must  give 
to  the  landlord  for  rent,  and  under  present  prices  and  rates  he  must 
sabstantially  give  one  thousand  bushels  of  the  balance  to  the  car- 
rier to  take  the  remaining  one  thousand  to  market.  We  confess  we 
know  of  no  process  of  reasoning  by  which  that  man  can  be  satisfac- 
torily convinced  that  this  state  of  affairs  is  just.  He  and  all  like 
him  feel  that  he  is  giving  to  the  transportation  companies  the  lions' 
share  of  the  fruits  of  his  toil.  Such  a  man  feels  that  he  gives  to 
others  the  kernel,  while  he  must  be  satisfied  with  the  husks. 

If  there  is  reasonable  ground  for  these  complaints,  the  result  must 
be  disastrous  to  all  parties  interested,  and  in  the  end  the  farmer 
becomes  discouraged,  the  farm  neglected  and  unimproved,  the  rail- 
roads losers,  business  and  general  stagnation  rules.  As  these  car- 
loads of  farm  products  go,  as  a  rule,  across  the  State  line,  add  so 
become  inter-state  commerce,  we  as  Commissioners,  under  the  late 
rulings  of  the  United  States  courts  and  under  the  continuous  ruling 
of  our  Supreme  Court,  however  much  we  may  differ  from  them,  we 
are  utterly  powerless  and  so  is  the  legislature  of  the  State.  The 
only  thing  left  for  us  to  do  is  to  make  the  showing  we  do,  and  to 
suggest  to  railway  managers  if  it  is  not  an  unwise  thing  to  do  to  thus 
kill  the  goose  that  lays  the  golden  egg?  This  comparison  and  illus- 
tration with  its  application  may  at  first  blush  seem  too  severe,  but  we 
flubmit  this:  Is  there  not  too  much  reason  for  it?  Can  railway  com- 
panies afford  to  allow,  when  in  their  power  to  prevent  it,  any  com- 
munity along  their  lines  to  become  either  impoverished,  or  even  sta- 
tionary in  its  reach  after  prosperity?  So  intimately  and  inseparably 
bound  together  is  the  interest  of  the  producer  and  the  carrier,  that 
they  never  can  be  antagonistic  and  prosper  for  any  length  of  time. 

For  some  two  years  or  more  past,  the  farm  interest  of  this  State 
has  been  greatly  depressed.  We  as  a  State  were  turning  our  atten- 
tion very  rapidly  and  largely  to  dairying  and  stock  raising. 

The  advent  of  bogus  butter  cut  the  value  of  dairy  stock  right  in 
two  by  the  middle.  The  prices  of  farms  were  depressed  at  the  very 
least  25  per  cient*  The  prices  of  all  other  neat  cattle  and  hogs  fell 
off  in  about  the  same  ratio.  Everybody  was  discouraged.  Still,  un- 
der all  these  discouraging  circumstances  railway  stocks  and  securities 
not  only  held  their  own,  but  enhanced  in  value,  and  to-dayat  this 
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writing  it  is  decided  by  those  who  have  it  in  charge  to  increase  the 
rate  from  Chicago  to  tide  water  five  cents  a  hundred  on  grain.  While 
it  is  true  this  last  is  being  done  by  lines  oatside  of  oar  State,  yet  we 
here  in  Iowa,  as  far  as  we  are  the  raisers  of  that  grain,  have  to  pay 
this  additional  charge.  This  additional  five  cents  is  so  much  off  the 
price  here.  The  present  condition  of  the  agricaltaral  class  in  thia 
State  is  somewhat  abnormal.  Owing  to  the  recent  anprecedented 
droathy  some  portions  of  the  State  have  none  or  very  little  com,  not 
enough  for  home  consumption.  In  other  parts  where  timely  rains 
saved  this  crop,  they  have  a  large  surplus.  In  these  places  and  in 
parts  of  Nebraska  corn  is  very  low.  In  the  portions  of  the  State 
where  the  crop  was  short  farmers  want  to  buy  from  the  west  part  of 
the  State  or  in  Nebraska,  but  they  complain  that  they  can  get  no 
rates  from  the  railways  that  will  justify  them  in  buying.  They  say 
the  railway  companies  charge  them  as  much  for  a  car  of  com  from 
the  western  part  of  the  State  or  from  Nebraska,  as  is  charged  from 
those  places  to  Chicago,  or  so  nearly  so,  as  to  create  in  their  minds  a 
feeling  anything  but  pleasant  toward  the  transportation  companies. 

The  point  we  wish  to  make  is  this:  There  can  never  be  a  permanent 
peace  and  good  will  between  the  transportation  companies  and  the 
people  they  serve,  only  as  rates  are  made  to  sympathize  in  some 
proper  degree  with  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  the  people* 
The  objection  raised  against  this  by  railway  managers  is  that  if  they 
reduce  rates  in  times  of  depression,  they  never  can  raise  them  in 
times  of  prosperity;  that  the  people  will  never  consent  to  higher 
when  they  have  lower  rates.  This  objection  we  do  not  consider 
well  taken.  In  one  and  a  very  important  sense  too,  the  people  and 
the  stockholders  are  partners  in  the  ownership  of  the  road.  In 
a  measure  the  railway  belongs  to  the  public.  That  public  allowa 
the  other  partners — the  stock  owners — ^to  mn  the  road  and  take 
their  pay  for  what  work  they  do  and  for  what  they  have  invested 
from  the  profits  of  the  business.  In  many  instances  it  is  a  question 
who  have  given  the  more  toward  the  creation  of  a  road,  the  public 
or  the  stockholders.  There  is  no  good  reason  why  these  partners 
should  not  have  an  equitable  share  in  the  profits  and  conveniences  of 
the  road.  The.  public  is  willing  to  take  its  part  of  the  profit  in 
the  facilities  the  road  was  designed  to  give;  the  stockholders  take 
theirs  in  the  dividends.  We  have  yet  to  learn  of  a  community  that 
was  unwilling  to  allow  a  fair  per  cent  on  the  money  actually  invested. 
There  have  been  poor  investments  both  by  the  public  and  individuals^ 
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and  in  Buoh  case  both  the  pabho  and  individoalfl  generally  suffer  alike. 
Bat  on  the  main  trunk  Unea  in  this  State  the  oaoses  woald  in  oar 
jadgment  be  rare  where  a  rate  that  would  be  in  sympathy  with  the 
depressed  times  as  they  often  come,  would  not  pay  a  fair  per  cent  to 
stockholders  on  the  investment.  If  some  boards  of  directors  have 
allowed  themselves,  as  is  openly  charged  in  the  public  prints  and  by 
public  speakers,  to  dilute  with  water  their  stock  as  a  thin  disguise  to 
cover  up  from  the  eyes  of  the  other  partners — ^the  public — the 
amount  of  profits  they  were  making,  now  find  they  are  reaping  diffi- 
cult harvest  from  such  sowing,  the  directors  and  not  the  people  are 
the  ones  at  fault. 

As  said  by  the  Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams  before  the  Senate  In-  ^ 
vestigating  Committee — Senator  Cullom,  Chairman:    **I  do  not  for  , 
a  moment  deny  that  many  railroads  have  been  over-capitaliced;  it  is 
equally  clear  to  me  that  they  will  have  soon  or  late  to  pay  the  penalty 
for  iV 

In  this  connection  we  are  ready  to  admit  that  often,  where  there  is 
a  rate  made  that  comes  nearly  if  not  quite  up  to  the  line  of  extortion, 
the  fault  may  lie  back  beyond  the  managers  of  the  road,  and  in  some 
oases  back  of  the  directors  themselves.  The  real  trouble  has  been 
pointed  out  in  a  former  report  It  is  this  absenteeism  of  ownership 
of  railway  stocks.  Men  far  from  us  who  know  but  little  of  our  situ- 
ation, or,  if  knowing,  may  not  have  much  in  sympathy  with  us,  pro- 
vided they  get  their  dividends;  men  foreign  from  us  and  our  interests 
control  the  election  of  directors,  and  these  directors,  obeying  the 
wish  of  those  who  elected  them,  control  managers  and  lay  down 
rules  for  their  guidance. 

While  we  are  willing  to  make  this  excuse  for  railway  managers, 
we  would  at  the  same  time  respectfully  ask  if  the  history  of  railway 
combinations,  or  what  is  commonly  called  pools  in  this  country,  does 
not  go  a  long  way  toward  destroying  public  confidence  in  the  integ- 
rity of  railway  management.  It  would  be  a  very  desirable  thing  if 
the  general  public  understood  more  fully  the  real  intent,  the  true 
nature  and  meaning  of  a  railway  pool  and  their  effects  upon  trade 
and  commerce.  Competition  and  equality  have  already  been  suffi- 
ciently discussed  in  preceding  pages  of  this  report. 

The  **  pool "  was  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  counteracting  the 
disastrous  effects  of  competition  run  wild.  William  E.  Ackerman, 
ex-President  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  states,  on  page  601  of 
the  Cullom  report:    **I  do  not  know  that  any  better  explanation  can  .

be  given  of  the  word  ^pooP  tlian  that  it  is  simply  an  effort  to  main- 
tain rates  and  to  distribute  the  business  between  two  or  more  lines." 
On  page  1204  of  the  same  report,  Charles  Francis  Adams,  ex-State 
Railway  Commissioner  of  Massachnsets,  and  now « President  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  says:  **  Pooling,  as  I  regard  it»  is 
a  mere  makeshift;  it  is  an  attempt  on  the  part  of  railways  to  hold  in 
check  a  nataral  law  which  would  result  in  the  survivalship  of  the 
fittest."  Further  down  the  same  page,  Mr.  Adams  uses  this  lan- 
guage in  reference  to  this  same  matter:  ^^It  is  to  prevent  that  law 
of  the  fittest  working  with  the  force  with  which  it  would  naturally 
work,  and  it  was  the  dread  of  being  wiped  out  of  existence  by  that 
law  which  caused  railroads  to  have  recourse  to  what  is  known  as 
pooling,  which  is  merely  an  agreement  to  establish  and  maintain 
rates,  and  to  divide  the  business  as  nearly  as  possible  as  it  would 
naturally  flow.  Pooling  is  a  miakeshif t  and  cannot  last  It  is  an  at- 
tempt to  set  aside  by  agreement  the  natural  law  of  the  survival  of 
the  fittest." 

The  general  impression  outside  of  railway  circles  is  that  pooling 
is  a  plan  by  which  an  unreasonable  rate  can  be  maintained  at  com- 
mon points.  By  the  admission  of  railway  men  themselves,  this  is  a 
failure,  because  railroad  men  do  not  keep  faith  with  each  other. 

The  same  authority  above  last  quoted  says,  on  page  1206  of  the 
same  report:  '*  The  pooling  system,  as  represented  through  CoL 
Fink's  organisation,  has  broken  down,  at  any  rate  for  the  time  being. 
The  pooling  system  depends  upon  confidence  among  railroad  men 
that  they  will  maintain  faith  with  each  other  and  observe  their 
agreements.  Unfortunately  there  has  been  no  time  in  the  history  of 
the  railroads  of  this  country  when  among  railroad  managers  the 
want  of  faith  and  confidence  in  each  other  was  so  great  as  to-day." 

Again  on  page  1200  Mr.  Adams  says:  *^  The  effect  of  pooling  has 
been  to  equalise  and  steady  rates.  It  has  never  been  able  to  hold 
the  rates  up." 

When  asked  by  Senator  Cullomwhat  remedy  he  would  recommend 
for  the  deplorable  state  of  affairs  among  railroads,  caused  by  this 
continued  breaking  of  agreements  among  railroad  managers,  and 
often  saying  that  ^*  nothing  has  saved  the  railroad  companies  from 
bankruptcy  before  this  but  the  fact  that  Bessemer  had  discovered  the 
steel  process,"  replied:  *^  I  don't  know.  That  is  indeed  a  conundrum. 
I  have  not  seen  the  gentlemen  responsible  for  the  so-called  trunk 
lines  for  several  months.     When  I  did  see  them  last  they  were'assem 
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bled  in  Mr.  Fink's  office.  It  Btraok  me  as  somewhat  of  a  f  anereal 
gathering.  Those  composing  it  were  apparently  at  their  wits  ends; 
they  eyidently  felt,  one  and  all,  that  something  had  got  to  be  done, 
yet  no  one  knew  what  to  do.  EverythiDg  had  been  tried  and  every- 
thing had  failed.  Mr.  Fink's  great  and  costly  organization  was  all 
in  ruins,  and  no  one  felt  any  faith  in  any  new  experiments,  yet  if 
events  were  allowed  to  take  their  coarse  unchecked,  the  result  was 
inevitable.  They  all  reminded  me  of  men  in  a  boat  in  the  swift 
water  above  the  rapids  of  Niagara.  They  were  looking  at. each  other 
in  blank  dismay  and  asking  *  what  next,'  and  no  one  could  tell  what 
oext." 

H  ever  there  were  a  word  picture  of  more  abject  weakness  and 
pitiable  helplessness  made,  and  made  too,  of  those  who  have  been 
and  are  still  acknowledged  to  be  among  the  brainiest  men  of  the  na- 
tion, we  have  failed  to  see  it.  We  will  drop  the  curtain  upon  this 
humiliating  exposure  by  one  of  their  own  number,  after  introducing 
one  more  scene.  Mr.  Adams  testifies  that  one  of  the  main  reasons 
why  these  presidents  and  general  managers  of  our  railways  do  not 
stand  up  to  their  agreements  with  each  other,  and  so  often  break  their 
plighted  faith,  is  because  they  cannot  control  their  inferior  officers — 
their  freight  agents,  and  that  in  order  to  secure  business  to  their  re- 
spective roads  they  will  secretly  cut  the  rate  agreed  upon  by  the  pool, 
or  agree  to  give  drawbacks  in  some  way  or  another.  The  living  of 
the  agent  depends  upon  his  success  in  securing  business  for  his  road. 
If  he  goes  out  to  work  for  this,  and  adheres  firmly  to  the  agreements 
made  by  his  (luperior  officer  with  presidents  of  other  roads,  and  gets 
but  little  or  no  business,  he  is  soon  called  into  the  general  office  and 
told  that  his  services  are  not  wanted  any  longer.  Mr.  Adams  then 
gives  this  picture  on  page  1211  of  the  same  report:  **  Some  time  ago 
Mr.  Fink  was  one  day  asked  for  what  purpose  he  had  called  a  meeting 
of  the  presidents  of  the  trunk  lines.  He  replied  that  he  had  called 
them  together  for  the  purpose  of  inviting  them  to  resign  their  offices 
and  put  the  general  freight  agents  in  their  places.  The  freight 
agents  he  said  really  controlled  the  companies,  and  they  ought  to  be 
in  their  proper  position.  He  was  entirely  right,"  continued  Mr. 
Adams. 

Here  is  portrayed  in  the  most  masterly  manner  the  futility  of  all 
efforts  to'pontrol  traffic  and  rates  by  what  is  known  as  pooling  de- 
vices as  now  managed.  Presidents  and  managers  of  roads  have 
found  it  utterly  impossible  under  the  complications  in  which  their, 
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freight  agents  invoWe  them,  to  keep  their  agreements  with  each  other, 
and  they  are  thus  foroed  into  the  attitude  before  the  public  of  men 
whose  word  cannot  be  tmsted.  Confidence  thus  destroyed,  is  it  any 
wonder  that  the  inequalities— discrimination,  real  or  apparent — and 
the  burdens  imposed  upon  the  people  are  laid  at  the  doors  of  these 
same  presidents  and  managers?  That  the  reasons  given  by  them 
for  such  and  such  rates,  of  this  and  that  discrimination  are  not  the 
real  ones,  but  mere  excuses  for  crowding  on  all  the  rate  that  the 
traffic  will  possibly  bear  and  still  exist  even  only  for  a  short  time? 

If  it  is  thus  so  freely  and  publicly  admitted  by  railway  officials  that 
any  combinations,  agreements  or  pools  thus  far  tried  have  utterly 
failed  to  protect  railway  property  from  the  trickery  and  dishonesty 
of  railway  managers,  and  that  the  general  public  is  also  a  great  suf- 
ferer thereby,  what  more  is  there  to  try  other  than  some  national  law 
which  can  reach  all  inter-state  commerce? 

A  wise  combination  or  pool  (if  that  word  can  be  used  without  giv- 
ing a  wrong  impression  in  this  connection)  by  which  railroad  prop- 
erties and  the  general  public  interest  could  at  the  same  time  be 
conserved  when  formed,  should  have  the  sanction  and  the  strength 
of  a  national  law,  so  as  to  hold  men  to  the  contracts  they  make,  or 
when  broken,  visited  with  a  penalty  commensurate  with  the  vast  pub- 
lic interests  concerned.  Competition  must  be  preserved  and  allowed 
to  have  the  beneficial  effects  natural  to  it.  It  never  can  be,  as  the 
history  of  railroad  combinations  in  the  nation  for  the  last  twenty 
years  has  proven,  unless  it  has  the  strength  of  law  to  enforce  and 
control  it.  If  allowed  to  go  on  unchecked,  the  result  will  be  that  in 
a  few  years,  as  Mr.  Adams  has  abundantly  shown,  the  law  of  the 
survival  of  the  fittest  will  have  allowed  the  greater  corporations  to 
swallow  up  the  lesser  and  weaker  ones,  and  we  shall  have  a  very  few 
enormous  monopolies  controlling  the  entire  carrying  trade  of  this 
nation.  We  see  on  every  hand  the  tendency  is  rapidly  leading  to 
concentration  and  consolidation.  Unless  by  national  as  well  as  by 
State  laws  some  strength  is  given  to  these  combinations  and  agree- 
ments, by  which  they  can  be  enforced  so  as  to  allow  small  roads  to 
live,  and  act  as  checks  to  the  grasping  greed  of  the  greater  corpora- 
tions, we  must  in  a  short  time  be  at  the  mercy  of  these  enlarged  and 
powerful  monopolies.  We  confess  that  the  outlook  is  not  at  all 
promising.  It  is  a  time  calling  for  the  most  calm  and  deliberate 
thought  and  wise  statesmanship.    May  the  overruling  of   Infinite 
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Wisdom  work  oat  for  the  genend  jmblio  that  good  which  man's  wis- 
dom has  failed  to  acoomplish. 

8X7NDAT  TRUKS. 

The  position  of  the  Board  tipon  this  matter  is  well  understood 
from  former  reports.  It  is  for  the  people  now  to  say  whether  the 
oommand  i^  regard  to  the  Sabbath  shall  be  respected  or  not. 

HAND-CABS   ON   PUBLIC   AND  FBIVATB  BOAD   CBOSSING8. 

There  have  been  complaints  arising  from  the  fact  of  section  men 
leaiing  hand  cars  on  the  highways  at  crossings  and  at  private  road 
crossings.  The  proper  offlcers  of  the  several  roads  have  been  seen 
relative  to  these  complaints,  and  strict  orders  have  been  given  to 
abate  the  nnisance,  and  we  trust  there  will  be  no  further  grounds  for 
them.  Should,  however,  any  trouble  arise  from  this  cause  to  any 
one,  a  report  of  the  same  to  this  office  would  receive  prompt  atten- 
tion and  be  referred  to  the  proper  authority  and  remedy. 

FLBXIBILITT  OF  BATBS. 

We  use  the  word  <*  flexibility "  in  reference  to  rates  of  freight 
oarriage.  The  term  is  chosen  advisedly.  Underlying  all  that  is  said 
and  written  upon  the  subject  of  rebates,  discrimination  and  special 
rates  by  those  outside  of  railroad  interests,  and  in  one  sense  antago- 
nistic to  them,  is  a  commendable  desire  for  fair  and  equal  treatment 
by  railroads  of  all  its  patrons,  but  the  trouble  is  there  is  a  misappre- 
hension on  the  part  of  many  as  to  the  true  meaning  and  intent  of 
these  terms.  The  general  idea  is  that  everything  especially  in  its 
class  shall  be  carried  the  same  distance  for  the  same  price,  no  matter 
what  the  conditions  might  otherwise  be.  Hence  legislation  is  asked 
fixing  rates  and  with  severe  penalties  attached  for  violation.  To  our 
minds  this  is  an  impossibility,  and  at  the  same  time  the  very  thing 
the  people  themselves  do  not  want.  There  is  scarcely  a  community 
in  our  State  where  there  are  not  diverse  and  varied  enterprises  that 
must  have  different  treatment  from  railways,  in  order  to  live,  and  the 
best  good  of  these  communities  demand  their  continued  existence. 
Indeed,  the  great  agricultural  interest  of  the  State,  that  on  which 
our  prosperity  depends,  demands  and  receives  at  the  hand  of  trans- 
portation companies  discriminating  and  special  rates. 

There  are  a  thousand  and  one  industries  and  enterprises  among  us 
which  go  to  add  to  our  general  prosperity,  which  could  not^have 
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oome  into  ezistenoe  or  been  soBtained  at  all  only  by  special  rates 
given  them  by  carriers.  These  special  rates  injure  no  one  else  or  any 
other  indostry;  they  are  a  help  to  the  men  engaged  in  them,  to  the 
railways  and  to  the  people  at  large.  In  our  opinion  the  time  will 
come  when  the  people  will  see  that  the  trne  mle  by  which  to  treat 
railways  will  be  to  give  them  the  widest  and  freest  liberty  to  adapt 
their  rates  to  the  ever  varying  circnmstanoes  of  the  growing  and 
constantly  changing  conditions  of  the  people;  that  all  the  special 
rates  made  in  accordance  with  the  necessities  of  the  cases  demanding 
them  be  as  public  as  their  time  cards,  and  whenever  this  broad 
liberty  is  prostituted  to  the  favoring  of  places  and  persons  as  against 
others,  such  abuse  or  complaint  of  some  shall  be  subject  to  the  inves- 
tigation of  a  competent  commission,  having  the  general  supervision 
of  the  railways.

GBKTLBicEir— Blanks  for  the  annual  return  of  your  corporation  to  this  Board,  as 
required  by  sections  4  and  6,  Chapter  77,  Laws  of  the  Sevent^nth  General  Assembly, 
are  herewith  transmitted. 

The  value  of  the  returns,  not  only  to  the  legislature  and  the  public,  but  to  the  coT' 
porationa  themselves^  depends  upon  their  accuracy  and  completeness.  The  Commis- 
sioners would,  therefore,  again  urge  upon  the  managera  of  the  roads  that  they  take 
special  pains  to  mnke  their  reports  as  perfect  as  pcisible,  so  that  they  may  be  more 
valuable  for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  and  that  all  deductions  from  them  may  be 
reliable. 

The  Commissioners,  in  arranging  their  blanks,  have  endeavored  to  modify  theh: 
questions  to  meet  the  distribution  of  expenses  and  classifications  of  accounts  as 
adopted  by  the  Convention  of  State  Railroad  Commissioners,  held  at  Saratoga,  in 
June,  1879.  They  publish  in  this  blank  the  distribution  of  railroad  expenses  as 
adopted  by  the  auditors  and  accountants  of  Uie  railway  systems  of  Michigan. 

In  his  preface  to  the  publication.  Commissioner  Williams  says:  **For  the  purpose 
of  securing  as  nearly  as  possible  uniformity  in  the  charging  of  expenses  to  the  same 
general  head  of  accounts  by  all  the  companies  doing  business  in  the  State,  a  meeting 
of  the  auditors  and  accountants  of  the  different  railroads  was  called  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Raihpoads,  at  Detroit,  on  the  19th  day  of  January,  1882,  and  their  delibera- 
tions resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  distribution  that  follows. 

**It  is  believed  to  be  a  comprehensive  and  logical  distribution  of  railway  expenses, 
and  it  is  desired  that  it  be  closely  adhered  to  by  all  officers  and  employes  having 
relations  with  the  accounting  departments  of  their  respective  roads." 

This  Board  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  the  paper  referred  to,  which  is  pub- 
lished as  an  appendix  to  the  blanks,  and  would  ask  for  it  a  careful  examination  on 
the  part  of  those  to  whom  the  keeping  of  railroad  accounts  are  entrusted,  feeling 
assured  that  if  this  arrangement  is  followed,  the  making  of  the  annual  returns  to 
this  Board  by  the  several  cx)mpanies  will  be  simplified,  and  the  information  furnish^ 
by  all  the  companies  will  be  uniform. 

Every  question  asked  has  been  for  specific  purpose.  In  case  it  cannot  be  answered 
please  so  state.  It  is  too  often  the  case  that  the  questions  are  passed  by  without  any 
effort  to  understand  or  answer  them. 

You  are  respectfully  reminded  that  the  law  requkes  that  the  annual  return  shall  be 
made  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  September^  under  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars  a  day  for  each  day's  neglect.  ShmUd  you  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  com- 
}lete  your  report  by  thefifteenm^  please  send  what  you  hate,  and  let  the  full  report

On  the  10th  of  June,  1885,  Realto  E.  Price  and  one  hundred  and  forty  cit- 
izens of  Elkader  and  Clayton  county,  Iowa,  filed  in  this  office  a  complaint, 
with  exhibits,  maps  and  plats,  showing  subsidies,  right  of  way,  etc.,  that 
had  been  granted  to  the  Iowa  Eastern  Railway  Company,  ih  compliance 
with  an  agreement  made  between  the  citizens  and  this  company  that  said 
road  be  built  into  the  city  of  Elkader.  Complainants  set  forth  in  their  pe- 
tition that  the  Iowa  Eastern  Railroad  Company  abandoned  that  part  of  the 
toad  from  Stulta  to  Elkader,  and  that  their  successor,  the  Chicago,  Mil- 
waukee &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company,  refuse  to  put  in  condition  and  oper- 
ate the  line.  They  ask  that  investigation  be  made  by  the  Commissioners  in 
the  matters  set  forth,  and  if  the  facts  as  stated  are  found  to  be  true,  that 
they  make  such  order  as  they  have  power  to  do,  that  the  rights  of  the  citi- 
zens may  be  protected. 

The  matter  having  been  referred  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  respond- 
•ent  road,  he  replied  that  the  position  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway  was  that  it  is  not  competent  for  the  Commissioners  or  the  State  to 
-compel  the  company  to  reconstruct  the  road  from  Stulta  to  Elkader;  that 
the  powers  of  the  State  in  a  similar  case.  The  OUiwM  of  Northvoood  v.  Central 
Iowa  EaUfjoay  Company ^  is  now  pending  in  the  courts,  and  covers  the  ques- 
tion whether  a  railway  company  can  abandon  a  railroad  already  constructed. 

Pending  the  decision  of  the  court  in  the  Central  Iowa  case,  this  matter 
was  suffered  to  rest  until  January,  1886,  when  the  Commissioners  notified 
the  General  Manager  of  the  C,  M  &  St.  P.  R'y  that  in  view  of  the  decision 
of  the  Northwood  case,  they  deemed  it  their  duty  to  proceed  to  an  investi- 
:gation  of  the  questions  involved,  treating  tiis  reply  as  a  plea  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Commissioners;  they  asked  him  to  furnish  any  evidence,  brief  or 
4irgument  for  their  consideration  that  he  desired.    In  June,  1886,  the  Com- 
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mlBBlonen  were  notified  by  the  oomplainantB  that  the  railway  company  was 
at  work  pntting  in  this  piece  of  road,  and  in  November  following  that  ''the- 
road  was  extended  to  Elkader  in  fine  shape,  the  depot  repaired,  a  laige 
watei^tank  and  wind-mill  put  up,  good  stock  yards  built  and  scales  put  in; 
•  •  •  •  •  ^^f^  the  company  was  now  daily  operating  its  road  to  the- 
satisfaction  of  all  the  business  men."  This  ends  the  case,  the  railway  com- 
pany acting  upon  the  opinion  of  Judge  Buddick  in  the  Northwood  case. 

The  Commissioners  expect  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  very  soon  decide 
finally  the  questions  involved  in  this  complaint.

DIBCISIOK  OF  THB  OOMHISSIONBRS. 

The  respondent  in  constructing  its  road,  in  the  year  a.  d.  1881,  built  a 
bridge  across  a  small  lake  lying  Just  north  of  Emmetsburg,  and  known  as 
Medium  lake.  It  is  a  pile  bridge,  seven  hundred  and  eighty-four  feet  in 
length,  and  is  constructed  without  any  draw.  The  bridge  crosses  the  lake 
about  one  half  a  mile  north  of  the  foot  of  the  lake  at  Emmetsburg,  which  is 
located  along  the  southern  bank  or  shore.  The  lake  is  about  five  miles  long« 
and  has  an  extreme  width  of  about  one  half  a  mile.  It  has  two  outlets  to 
the  Des  Moines  river,  one  in  section  18,  the  other  in  section  6.  The  portion 
of  the  lake  south  of  the  bridge  and  extending  to  Emmetsburg  is  only  about 
one  half  a  mile  in  length,  and  not  specially  valuable  for  navigation,  the  lake 
above  the  bridge  being  about  five  and  a  half  miles  long,  and  the  best  water. 
A  map  accompanying  this  shows  the  situation.    rSee  next  page.] 

The  complainant,  Mr.  Innis,  represents  that  for  many  years  before  the^ 
road  was  located  the  lake  had  been  used  for  sailing  rowing,  and  launching 
boats  for  pleasure  and  other  purposes;  that  the  bridge  cuts  off  the  best  and 
largest  part  of  the  lake  from  the  town,  and  that  it  is  impossible  by  reaeon 
thereof  to  run  boats  on  said  lake,  and  the  public  generally  are  inconven- 
ienced thereby.  That  the  company  is  a  trespasser  on  the  lake;  that  it  never 
secured  the  right  of  way  across  it,  and  refuses  to  put  in  a  draw-bridge;  that 
he  has  boats  to  hire  for  use  on  said  lake,  and  win  have  more,  and  contem- 
plates running  a  steamer  thereon  for  pleasure,  for  the  use  of  the  public,  and 
and  that  by  action  of  the  respondent  company  he  is  greatly  damaged  and 
Injured,  and  asks  that,  if  necessary,  the  Commissionera  cause  said  bridge  to 
be  declared  a  nuisance  and  an  obstruction,  and  for  such  relief  as  the  Com* 
missionen  may  feel  empowered  under  the  law  to  grant.    About  fifty  citi- 
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sens,  claiming  to  be  residents  and  property  owners  on  the  lake  shore  and  in 
the  city  of  Emmetsburff,  ask  the  Commissioners  to  order  a  draw  to  be  put 
in  the  bridge. 

The  respondent,  in  reply,  says  the  bridge  was  built  in  the  winter  of  1881; 
that  Medium  lake  is  a  meandered  body  of  water,  and  the  title  is  in  the 
United  States;  that  to  build  a  draw  as  desired  would  cost  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, that  there  is  sufficient  room  to  pass  row  and  sail  boats  under  said 
bridge,  if  the  mast  is  lowered  while  passing  under;  that  no  boat  operated  by 
titeam  could  be  navigated  where  the  bridge  is  located. 

The  evidence  submitted  by  the  parties  seem  to  establish  the  followini; 
facts:  That  the  depth  of  water  where  the  bridge  crosses  the  lake,  at 
the  time  the  same  was  built,  varied  from  one  to  six  feet,  and  the  depth 
s,t  the  present  time  varies  from  one  to  nine  feet;  that  since  the  building  of 
the  bridge  an  embankment  has  been  built  in  section  five  (5),  near  the  north 
-end  of  the  lake,  which  has  had  the  effect  of  stopping  up  the  outlet,  and  rais- 
ing the  water  in  the  lake,  that  the  best,  deepest  and  clearest  water  for  the 
use  of  boats  is  north  and  above  the  bridge;  that  on  the  south  side  of  the 
bridge  from  the  foot  of  the  lake  the.  water  is  more  muddy,  shallow  and 
marshy.  As  to  the  cost  of  the  draw,  the  parties  differ,  the  complainant 
-claiming  that  it  would  cost  but  $3,000,  and  that  there  would  be  no  need  of 
an  engine  at  the  draw.  The  witnesses  for  respondent  fix  the  cost  of  the 
•draw  at  $10,000,  and  a  standing  expense  of  $50  per  month  for  a  man  at  the 
engine  operating  the  same.  The  evidence  also  shows  that  the  lake  is  mean- 
dered, and  the  title  in  the  United  States.  It  is  also  clearly  shown  that  for 
at  least  thirteen  years  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  bridge,  sail  and  row 
boats  were  used  on  the  lake,  and  one  boat  was  in  use  which  could  carry 
about  thirty  passengers.  The  level  of  the  water  is  now  about  three  feet  be- 
low the  lower  cap  of  the  bridge,  and  a  row  boat  can  only  be  passed  under 
by  the  rower  lying  down  in  the  boat.  A  sail  boat  can  only  be  passed  under 
by  lowering  the  mast,  and  such  passage  is  very  incovenient  and  dangerous. 

It  is  urged  by  the  respondent  that  the  title  to  the  lake  being  in  the  United 
;8tates,  and  the  citizens  having  no  title,  leasehold  or  other  interest  in  the 
water  or  the  soil  under  it,  they  are  strangers,  and  have  no  right  to  complain; 
and  further,  that  the  United  States  has,  by  act  of  Congress  approved  March 
8, 1875,  granted  to  any  railroad  company  the  right  of  way  through  govern- 
ment lands,  and  that  the  legal  presumption  is  "that  respondent  has  fully 
complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  that  act,  and  has  full  authority  for 
the  location  of  its  railway  over  the  lake.  The  act  of  Congress  referred  to, 
•chapter  152,  acts  of  the  Forty-third  Congress,  approved  March  8, 1875  (see 
U.  S.  Statutes,  page  482),  grants  the  right  of  way,  but  it  only  grants  to  those 
railway  companies  which  comply  with  its  conditions,  and  accepting  the  grant, 
they  are  subject  to  its  limitations  and  restrictions.  Before  any  tailroad 
•company  can  enjoy  such  a  grant  it  must  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Inte- 
rior proof  of  its  organization,  with  a  copy  of  the  articles  of  incorporation. 

While  we  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  hold  with  counsel  for  respondent  that 
there  is  a  legal  presumption  that  it  is  a  grantee  of  the  right  of  way  under 
-this  act  of  Congress,  we  do  however  feel  justified  in  holding  that  there  is.  a 
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absence  of  evidence  which  shows  that  the  respondent  is  a  trespasser.  We- 
do  not  think  a  stranger  could  make  complaint,  and  seek  to  oust  the  respond- 
ent on  account  of  defects  in  its  tenure,  but  we  cannot  concede  the  other 
proposition  of  respondent's  counsel,  that  if  it  has  a  licence  to  cross  the  lake^ 
one  injured  by  a  negliKent  or  improper  structure  used  in  crossing  might  not 
complain  and  have  relief  against  the  wrong  done  him,  for  the  reason  alone- 
that  he  does  not  occupy  to  the  licensee  the  relation  of  landlord  or  grantor. 
We  think  the  proposition  that  the  United  States  alone  can  complain  of  any 
wrong  done  in  the  construction  entirely  untenable. 

Respondent,  while  denying  the  navigability  of  the  lake,  contends  that  even 
if  navigable,  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  concerning  the  controversy;  that 
it  then  becomes  one  of  maritime  cognizance,  and  can  be  determined  only  by 
the  federal  courts.  In  support  of  this  view,  counsel  cite  Walters  v.  Steam- 
hoot  MoUie  Doner,  24  Iowa,  192.  In  that  /case,  a  proceeding  in  rem  against  a 
steamboat  for  a  tortious  sinking  of  a  raft,  brought  under  a  State  law  in  a 
State  court,  was  held  invalid,  for  the  reason  that  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  properly  enacted,  gave  to  the  United  States  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
proceedings  in  rem  for  injuries  of  -the  character  complained  of  in  that 
action. 

No  proceeding  in  rem  is  here  sought  to  be  maintained;  no  judgment  or 
decree  of  any  kind  is  asked  for.  The  parties  are  not  before  a  court,  but 
before  a  statutory  board,  created  under  a  law  which  gives  to  it  general 
supervision  of  railroads  in  the  State,  so  far  as  the  security,  c(mvenience  and 
accommodation  of  the  public  are  concerned.  Their  duties  and  powers  are- 
such  that  they  may  themselves  institute  inquiries  about  any  branch  of  the 
subject,  and  they  are  authorized  to  make  orders  in  reference  thereto,  which 
will,  by  proper  proceedings,  be  enforced  by  the  courts,  if  found  to  be  reason- 
sonable  and  just.  The  Commissioners  believe  they  are  fuUy  authorized  by 
law  to  inquire  into  the  facts  of  this  case  and  make  such  order  as  to  them 
seems  just.  It  may  be  that  respondent  could  be  indicted,  as  suggested  by 
respondent's  counsel,  for  obstructing  navigation  by  means  of  the  bridge  in 
question,  but  it  does  not  seem  to  us  to  follow  from  that  proposition  that 
there  may  not  be  other  remedies  to  one  aggrieved. 

It  remains  to  be  determined  whether  the  lake  is  navigable.  Counsel  for 
respondent  contends  that  it  is  not;  that  it  has  been  in  fact  used  as  a  public 
water  for  row  and  sail  boats  for  at  least  thirteen  years  prior  to  the  building 
of  the  bridge  seems  certain.  In  McManus  v.  Carmichael,  3  Iowa,  I,  it  waa 
held  that  if  waters  could  be  navigated  and  were  public,  they  were  navigable; 
the  real  test  being  their  use,  or  some  public  act  or  declaration.  In  Bice  v» 
Euddiman,  10  Mich.,  125,  the  Michigan  court  held  Lake  Muskegon,  a  body 
of  water  six  miles  long  and  two  and  a  half  miles  wide,  subject  to  common 
right  of  navigation.  In  Gould  on  Waters,  it  is  stated  that  ''  a  stream  is- 
a  public  highway  wherever  it  is  suitable  in  its  natural  condition  for  gen- 
eral use  in  travel  or  in  transportation  of  property."— Sec.  107. 

We  also  find  in  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  those  railroads  to  which 
right  of  way  is  granted  through  the  public  lands,  it  is  provided  that  such 
roads  must  not  prevent  other  roads  from  use  and  occupancy  of  its  line  of  road 
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when  passiBg  throagh  canons  or  narrow  defiles.  Another  restriction  is  that 
-such  roads  must  not  cause  the  disuse  of  any  wagon  or  other  public  highway 
abready  located,  nor  prevent  the  location  of  new  hiKhways,  if  necessary  for 
public  accommodation.  It  seems  quite  evident  from  a  consideration  of  this 
law  that  Congress  contemplated  only  a  simple  grant  of  the  right  of  way,  and 
intended  to  protect  the  public  from  any  annoyance  or  interference,  and  we 
think  such  a  construction  of  the  law  would  be  the  only  one  permissable. 

From  the  facts  elicited  in  this  case,  applying  the  rules  and  tests  above 
indicated,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  holding  that  Medium  lake  is  a  public 
water  and  a  public  way,  and  tliat  any  unwarranted  interference  with  its 
use  by  the  public  when  ascertained  would  be  the  just  occasion  for  an  order 
-from  the  Board  seeking  to  remove  the  disturbing  cause.  But  certain  facts 
have  been  elicited  in  the  evidence  which  seem  to  us  to  raise  a  doubt  as  to 
the  propriety  of  issuing  an  order  in  tliis  case.  The  evidence  shows  that  the 
best,  clearest  and  deepest  part  of  the  lake  for  the  use  of  boats  is  north  of 
and  above  the  bridge;  that  on  the  south  side  of  the  bridge  from  the  foot  of 
the  lake— that  is,  between  the  bridge  and  the  town  of  Emmetsburg— the 
water  is  more  muddy,  shallow  aAd  marshy.  It  appears  that  the  depth  of 
the  lake  at  the  bridge  crossing  in  1881,  when  the  bridge  was  built,  was  from 
•one  to  six  feet;  that  the  depth  at  the  present  time  is  from  one  to  nine  feet, 
and  that  since  the  bridge  was  built  the  embankment  has  been  made  in  sec- 
tion 5,  thus  stopping  up  the  northern  outlet  of  the  lake,  and  resulting,  as  it 
would  seem,  in  raising  the  waters.  It  seems  that  this  embankment  was 
buUt  by  the  citizens,  and  it  is  supposed  to  have  been  voluntary  work  on 
their  part.  It  is  not  apparent  that  the  lower  end  of  the  lake  prior  to  the 
building  of  the  embankment  was  as  valuable  for  navigation  purposes  as 
•  after  the  building  thereof.  Now,  when  it  seems  that  strangers  have  changed 
the  condition  of  things,  rendering  that  an  obstruction  to  navigation  whidi 
before  may  not  have  been  an  obstruction,  the  Commissioners  are  not  clearly 
•convinced  that  an  order  requiring  the  respondent  to  change  the  structure  to 
meet  the  changed  condition  of  affairs  would  be  just  and  reasonable.  They 
are  less  loth  to  arrive  at  this  conclusion  when  they  see  that  the  complain- 
•ants,  if  their  views  of  the  situation  are  correct,  have  undoubted  remedies  at 
ilaw,  and  may  obtain  substantial  relief  in  the  courts.

On  October  24,  1885,  the  Commissioners  received  a  petition  signed  by 
trixty-flye  persons,  asking  the  establishment  of  a  station  on  section  26,  Wal- 
nut township,  Palo  Alto  county,  and  stating  that  this  crossing  is  seyen 
miles  north  of  Emmetsburg,  and  that  a  station  there  would  be  a  great  con- 
venience to  the  residents  of  that  vicinity.  Said  petition  was  referred  to  the 
General  Managers  of  the  railways.  Mr.  Ives,  President  of  the  Burlington, 
Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern  Bailway  Co.,  says  in  reply,  under  date  of  October 
^,  that  he  has  investigated  the  situation,  and  concluded  that  the  business 
would  not  justify  a  station,  as  there  would  be  no  transfer  between  the  roads, 
and  the  other  business  would  not  pay  for  the  outlay. '  Mr.  Tucker,  Assistant 
General  Manager  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway,  replies  in 
a  letter  dated  October  80  that  but  two  people  have  been  taken  from  or  left 
at  that  point  since  May  28,  and  says  that  his  road  runs  only  tri- weekly  trains. 
Under  the  circumstances  he  asks  whether  they  should  be'  put  to  the  expense 
of  erecting  a  depot  there. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  of  the  Commissioners  reciting  these  replies,  and  stating 
that  the  only  question  was  one  of  public  convenience,  and  asking  evidence 
of  the  public  necessity  of  a  station,  an  affidavit  was  filed  December  11, 1886, 
sworn  to  by  E.  B.  McEvoy  and  thirty-one  others,  stating  that  from  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  farmers  and  shippers  residing  in  the  vicin- 
ity would  be  accommodated  at  this  place;  that  the  nearest  station  to  these 
people  was  Emmetsburg,  seven  miles  away.  They  further  state  that  the 
business  would  probably  amount  to  $15,000  to  $20,000  the  first  year,  and 
would  increase  every  year  thereafter;  also  that  the  station  would  save  the 
shippers  $2,000  expense  every  year. 

The  Commissioners  visite^  the  crossing  on  the  28th  of  April,  1886,  and 
from  information  obtained,  in  addition  to  that  previously  furnished,  reached 
the  conclusion  that  a  station  at  this  crossing  would  "  promote  the  conveni- 
*ence  and  accommodation  of  the  public,"  and  recommend  that  it  be  put  in 
within  a  reasonable  time. 

It  appears  that  in  addition  to  the  fact  that  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y  only 
runs  trains  over  this  road  tri-weekly,  very  little  business  is  attempted  to  be 
-done  by  this  company  between  Emmetsburg  and  Estherville,  and  that  their 
proportion  of  the  cost  and  maintenance  of  this  station  should  bear  some  re- 
lation to  their  proportion  of  the  business.  The  Conunissioners  are  at  a  loss 
to  determine  the  proportion  of  the  expense  of  constructing  and  operating 
this  station  that  should  be  borne  by  the  parties,  and  would  recommend  that 
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they  make  an  effort  to  arriye  at  an  eqaitable  adjustment.    In  case  this  can- 
not be  done,  on  due  notice  the  Commissioneni  wili  determine,  as  near  as 
they  can,  what  wouid  be  equity  between  them.

DBCISION  OF  THE  COMHISSIONEBS. 

On  the  1st  day  of  November,  1885,  A.  Eyims  A  Co.  delivered  at  the  freight 
house  of  the  Kansas  City,  St.  Joseph  &  Council  BlufEs  Bailroad  at  McPaul, 
Iowa,  two  bundles  of  chairs,  three  boxes  of  household  goods,  one  safe,  one 
cook  stove  (broken),  one  washing  machine,  one  can  and  contents,  one  half 
barrel  and  contents,  two  tubs  and  three  pails '  nested,'  which  were  receipted 
for,  'owner's  risk  released.'  The  goods  were  marked  ''A.  Evans  &  Co., 
Auburn,  Nebraska." 

The  agent  of  the  railroad  company  notified  the  party  delivering  the  goods 
that  the  charges  would  have  to  be  prepaid  or  guaranteed  to  destination.  On 
November  2d,  the  agent  received  by  registered  letter  four  dollars  to  prepay 
freight  to  Auburn,  and  he  then  wrote  Evans  &  Co.  to  forward  seven  doUara 
and  ten  cents  more,  which  would  pay  the  freight  to  Auburn,  and  that  on  re« 
ceipt  of  this  amount  he  would  immediately  forward  the  goods. 

On  November  7th,  the  agent  received  the  $7.10,  with  instructions  to  sliip- 
them  to  Onawa,  Iowa,  instead  of  Auburn,  Nebraska.  The  goods  were  for- 
warded, and  the  agent  noted  on  the  bill  of  lading ''  $6.60  in  my  liands  for 
guarantee."  It  appears  to  be  a  practice  among  the  western  railways  to  re- 
quire a  guarantee  of  payment  on  this  class  of  goods.  The  freight  charges 
from  McPaul  to  Council  Bluffs  were  $4.60,  leaving  $6.60  of  money  in  the 
agent's  hands  belonging  to  Evans  &  Co.  The  goods  reached  Onawa  Novem-  • 
ber  10th,  and  on  November  11th  Evans  &  Co.  called  for  them.  The  freight 
on  the  consignment  from  Council  Bluffs  to  Onawa  was  47  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  or  $S.01,  or  a  total  from  McPaul  to  Onawa  of  $12.60. 

Instead  of  being  credited  $6.60,  the  amount  left  with  the  agent  at  McPaul, 
they  were  credited  when  they  paid  their  bill,  $4.80. 

This  discrepancy  has  not  been  explained  by  either  of  the  parties  and  the 
Commissioners  have  been  left  to  their  own  judgment  to  ascertain  of  what 
this  consisted.  They  conclude  that  it  was  a  charge  for  transfer  at  Council 
Bluffs  of  ten  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  This  would  make  the  entire 
freight  charges  $14.30. 

The  agent  at  McPaul  retained  the  $6.60  until  November  I9th,  when  he 
forwarded  on  request  of  Charles  Keith,  asrent  at  Council  Bluffs.  This 
money  he  says  he  held  as  a  guarantee  for  the  payment  of  the  freight  charges 
at  destination,  but  Evans  &  Co.  understood  it  to  be  a  prepayment  of  the 
charges  from  Council  Bluffs  north,  neither  party  knowing  what  the  freight 
from  council  Bluffs  to  Onawa  would  be.  Of  this  fact  there  can  be  no  doubt; 
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He  held  this  money  belonging  to  Evans  &  Co.,  given  him  for  the  special  par- 
pose  of  applying  it  on  the  freight,  without  any  effort  to  do  so  until  it  was 
found  in  his  possession  by  tracing  it  up. 

The  freight  charges  of  $14.30,  as  at  present  advised,  the  Commissioners 
believe  to  be  the  usual  rate  charged  by  the  companies  for  similar  service, 
and  the  parties  were  not  discriminated  against.  The  delay  from  November 
1st  to  7th  was  not  the  fault  of  the  railroad  company.  The  goods  reached 
Onawa  on  the  10th;  there  was  no  unreasonable  time  consumed  in  forward- 
ing them.  When  Evans  &  Co.  reached  there  on  the  11th,  they  might  have 
had  their  goods  by  paying  the  charges,  which  they  refused  to  do,  and  the 
perishable  articles  it  is  claimed  suffered  in  consequence. 

We  have  no  disposition  to  excuse  the  agent  at  McPaul,  who  kept  the 
money  of  complainant  from  the  7th  until  the  20th,  and  think  this  gross  neg- 
ligence on  his  part  should  not  pass  without  censure,  but  do  not  well  see 
under  the  circumstances  how  they  can  make  the  company  liable,  as  the 
owners  of  the  goods  did  not  use  due  diligence  to  protect  themselves  from 
harm,  and  were  themselves  negligent.  The  Commissioners  have  no  evi- 
dence furnished  them  to  locate  the  damage  to  the  table  and  washing 
machine.  Whether  it  was  done  in  the  carriage  over  the  K.  C,  St.  Jo  &  C« 
B.  road,  in  the  transfer,  or  on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Bailway,  does 
not  appear.  The  last  carrier  should  be  responsible  for  this,  unless  the  goods 
were  received  by  him  in  bad  order;  the ''  owner's  risk  released  "  put  on  the 
waybill  does  not  excuse  the  carrier  from  exercising  care  in  handling  goods 
entrusted  to  him.  We  would  advise  a  claim  on  the  last  carrier  for  breakage, 
and  let  them  show  where  the  fault  was,  if  not  theirs.  The  spoiling  of  the 
kraut,  cabb^ige  and  apples,  and  damage  suffered  in  their  business  could  have 
been  avoided  had  Evans  &  Co.  taken  their  goods  when  they  arrived.

DBCISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

November  14, 1886,  J.  E.  Barrett  &  Son,  of  Mount  Vernon,  Iowa,  com- 
plained that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Bailway  Company  were  discrimi- 
nating against  them  and  charging  them  excessive  rates ;  first,  on  car  load 
lots  of  flour  from  Cedar  Bapids  to  Mt.  Vernon  they  were  charged  seven 
cents  per  hundred  pounds;  that  the  company  gave  Cedar  Bapids  Jobbers 
the  same  rate,  seven  cents  per  hundred,  on  one  hundred  pound  lots  to  Mt. 
Veraon,  Lisbon  and  Mechanicsville— points  farther  away— while  they  charge 
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Ksomplalnants  ten  cents  per  hundred;  that  this  is  detrimental  to  their  busi- 
ness ;  that  from  Waterloo  to  Cedar  Bapids  the  rate  1b  only  eight  cents  per 
liundred  in  car  load  lots.  Second,  that  this  company  charges  twenty  cents 
^r  hundred  pounds  on  com  from  •Vail,  Iowa,  to  Mt.  Yemon,  and  only  two 
or  three  c^its  more  to  Chicago. 

The  company  in  reply  admit  that  they  charge  seven  cents  per  100  in  car- 
load lots  from  Cedar  Bapids  to  Mt.  Vernon  and  Lisbon,  which  stations  are 
only  one  mile  apart,  and  give  the  same  rate  for  five  thousand  pounds  or 
upward,  to  all  persons  shipping  to  these  points,  and  that  Cedar  Bapids 
Jobbers  nor  no  one  else  get  any  lower  rate ;  that  their  rates  to  Mechanics- 
ville  on  6,000  pound  lots  and  upward  including  car-load  lots,  are  seven  and 
a  half  cents;  in  less  than  6,000  pound  lots  eleven  cents,  and  that  they  are  the 
same  to  all  shippers.  The  company  also  admits  that  its  rate  on  com  from 
Vail  to  Mt.  Yemon  is  twenty  cents  per  hundred,  which  is  r^^aided  as  reas- 
-onable.    This  rate  is  the  one  allowed  by  the  Iowa  distance  tariff. 

The  Commissioners  examined  the  latter  tariff  at  the  time  it  went  into 
-effect,  and  on  comparison  with  that  formulated  by  the  Jegislature  and  the 
preceding  tariffs,  concluded  that  it  was  reasonable,  and  they  see  no  impro- 
priety in  the  company  treating  Mount  Yemon  and  Lisbon  in  the  matter  of 
shipment  from  the  east  and  west  as  one  point.  The  complainants  were 
•evidently  in  error  as  regards  Mechanicsville.  Unjust  discrimination  is 
Hiharging  one  party  more  for  the  same  service  than  another.  This  we 
think  in  the  case  complained  of  they  have  not  done.  We  are  inclined  to 
•question  whether  the  rate  charged  by  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapids  A 
Northern  Bailway  Company  from  Waterloo  to  Cedar  Bapids  is  eight  cents 
-pet  100.  That  company  under  the  distance  tariff  would  be  entitled  to  a 
higher  rate,  and  their  usual  method  is  to  take  all  they  are  entitled  to,  and 
-there  seems  to  be  no  competition  in  this  case  that  would  compel  them  carry 
^or  less.  The  rate  on  com  from  Yail  to  Mt.  Yemon  is  twenty  cents  per  100. 
The  amount  shipped  between  those  points  is  probably  small,  and  so  far  as 
appears  all  parties  are  charged  the  same  rate.  The  Chicago  rate  would 
hardly  figure  in  making  the  rate  between  intermediate  points,  a*  it  is  a  well 
-settled  principle  in  the  carriage  of  freight  that  rates  between  points  at 
rgreat  distances  must  be  lower  proportionately  than  between  short  distances, 
if  freight  is  to  be  moved.  The  Commissioners  do  not  regard  the  grievances 
^dleged,  to  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  call  for  interference.

On  the  8th  of  December,  1885,  there  was  filed  in  this  office  the  complaint 
of  the  Fowler  Company,  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  charging  that  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral  Bailroad  Company  was  maintaining  a  rate  on  cars  to  Remsen,  Iowa,  of 
$81  per  car  more  than  to  Le  Mars,  the  cars  being  loaded  with  apples  and 
shipped  from  Chicago;  the  rate  charged  to  Le  Mars  was  25  cents  per  hun- 
dred weight,  to  Bemsen  37  cents.  The  distance  from  Chicago  to  Bemsen  i& 
491  miles,  from  Chicago  to  Le  Mars  501  miles.  The  matter  of  complaint 
having  been  communicated  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  company,  elicited 
the  following  reply: 

Chicago,  December  28,  188S. 
£.  G.  MoROAir,  Esq  ,  Secretary  Railroad  CommiMUmers,  Dee  Motnef,  Iowa: 

DSAB  Sir— Referriog  to  your  letter  of  the  19th  Inst,  enclosing  copy  of  complaint  against 
this  company  made  by  the  Fowler  Company,  of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  for  charging  more  on  apples- 
from  Chicago  to  Semsen  than  from  Chicago  to  Le  Mars :  Our  regular  rate  on  apples  from 
Ohloago  to  Bemsen,  481  miles,  is  87  cents;  to  Le  Man,  10  miles  further,  38  cents.  Apples 
however  are  shipped  from  Missouri,  Kansas  and  southern  points  to  Le  Mars  at  very  low 
rates,  and  it  is  only  by  making  oorrespondingly  low  rates  from  Chicago  that  we  can  expect 
to  get  any  of  the  apple  business  to  Le  Mars.  We  had  to  take  them  at  the  25  cent  rate  or  not 
take  them  at  alL  Empty  cars  had  to  be  transported  west  at  the  time,  and  we  thought  In 
Yiew  of  that  we  had  better  haul  them  loaded  at  that  rate'than  haul  them  empty. 

I  do  not  see  why  the  Fowler  Company  should  complain,  for  by  our  action  we  enabled  them 
to  sell  apples  at  Le  Mars  that  they  otherwise  could  not  have  sold,  on  account  of  the  compe- 
tition and  low  rates  from  the  southern  points  named.  I  do  not  think  it  can  be  said  that  the 
87  cent  rate  to  Remsen,  491  miles,  is  an  unreasonable  one.  When  from  thlb  is  deducted  three 
cents  for  bridge  tolls,  it  leaves  the  rate  much  lower  than  that  established  by  the  honorable 
Gommlssloneri  on  a  mileage  basis.  So  far  as  the  Le  Mars  rate  is  concerned,  we  could  d0( 
control  It;  we  had  the  option  of  taking  the  apples  at  the  rate  named  or  decline  them.  By 
taking  them,  I  do  not  see  that  anyone  was  injured  more  than  they  would  be  had  we  re- 
fused them,  and  by  our  declining  to  take  them  I  do  not  see  how  anyone  could  be  benefited— 
certainly  not  the  party  making  the  complaint. 

The  aggregate  reyenue  received  by  our  road  on  the  shipment  was  of  course  much  more 
than  it  would  be  were  the  shipment  to  come  from  Bloux  City.  In  one  case  a  railroad  operated 
in  Iowa  received  a  haul  of  291  miles  in  Iowa,  whereas  in  the  other  case  the  haul  in  Iowa 
would  not  be  more  than  26  to  76  miles.  Of  course  we  should  have  to  decline  this  business  to 
Le  Mars,  if  by  taking  it  we  were  obliged  to  reduce  our  rates  correspondingly  at  other  points.

Upon  inspection  of  the  foregoing  letter,  it  was  evident  to  the  Ck>mmiflr- 
sioners  that  the  case  presented  a  very  difficult  question  in  rather  a  novel 
form,  being  a  case  of  greater  charge  for  shorter  than  longer  distance,  with- 
out the  intervention,  apparently,  of  either  competing  rail  or  water  routes, 
and  the  shipment  being  on  one  line,  the  intermediate  was  made  to  pay  a 
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greater  charge  than  another  intermediate,  without  the  occurrence  of  the 
ordinary  circumstances  given  as  reasons  for  such  a  difference.  Accordingly 
they  addressed  the  following  letters,  one  to  Mr.  Jeffery  and  the  other  to  Mr. 
€has.  £.  Perkins,  President  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  A  Quincy  Railroad 
Company,  who  has  given  much  thought  to  transportation  questions:

E.  T.  Jeffery,  Esq.,  Oenerai  Manager  Illinois  Central  BaUroad,  Chicago^ 
lU.: 

Dear  Sir— We  have  received  and  given  careful  attention  to  your  letter 
of  December  28,  with  reference  to  the  complamt  of  the  Fowler  Company, 
of  Waterloo,  Iowa,  for  charging  more  for  apples  from  Chicago  to  Remsen 
than  fron  Chicago  to  LeMars.  As  it  seems  to  be  a  case  presenting  some 
new  and  difficult  questions,  we  ask  your  further  uttentiou  thereto,  and 
consideration  of  some  suggestions  we  make  herewith. 

Upon  the  general  subject  of  charges  for  long  and  short  hauls,  we  call 
your  attention  to  our  remarks  in  reference  thereto,  found  on  pages  66  and 
66  of  the  advanced  sheets  of  our  report  for  1886.  The  Pennsylvania  Bail- 
road  Company,  in  its  report  of  February  16, 1870,  page  19,  says:  ''  The  rule 
that  has  governed  this  company  is  not  to  charge  to  any  intermediate  point 
a  greater  rate  than  is  required  to  one  at  a  longer  distance.  Under  this  rule, 
which  we  think  entire  defensible,  the  average  charges  for  the  through  and 
local  business  per  ton  per  mile  passing  over  our  line  are  nearly  equal." 
The  conclusion  of  the  New  York  Commission's,  as  set  forth  in  their  sec- 
ond annual  report,  page  14,  is  that  "  railroads  should  not  as  a  general  rule 
charge  more  between  a  terminal  and  an  intermediate  point  for  a  like  class 
and  quantity  of  freight  than  is  charged  between  such  terminal  and  a  more 
distant  point,  even  though  at  such  more  distant  point  there  be  railroad  or 
water  competition,  unless  railroads  can  affirmatively  establish  such  circum- 
stances governing  such  competition,  as  justify  the  higher  charge  for  the 
shorter  distance." 

As  we  are  advised,  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  forbid  a  higher  freight 
Charge  for  a  less  distance  from  the  same  point  of  departure  in  the  same 
direction. 

Section  11  of  the  commissioner  law  of  this  State  prohibits  a  railroad  from 
charging  ^*  more  for  transporting  freight  from  any  point  on  its  line,  than  a 
f afar  and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges  for  the  same  kind  of  freight 
transported  from  any  other  point." 

These  different  endorsements  of  the  principle  that,  a  greater  charge  ordin- 
arily should  not  be  made  for  a  less  than  a  greater  distance  seem  to  us  to  re- 
quire most  careful  consideration,  and  to  cast  upon  any  one  seeking  to  justify 
a  departure  therefrom  the  burden  of  making  out  a  very  clear  case  of  i>ecu- 
liar  and  justifying  circumstances. 

In  an  examination  of  decisions  made  by  this  Board,  we  find  two  cases  in 
which  the  question  has  come  up.  The  Clock  &  Shute  case,  report  1880,  was 
the  earlier  case.   It  will  be  found  from  pages  28  to  88  of  that  volume.   In 
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that  case  Ackley,  the  favored  point,  was  a  competing  point,  having  the  ad- 
vantage of  another  line  of  railway,  and  a  solution  was  reached  by  a  re^ 
adjustment  of  rates,  which  was  largely  in  the  xiature  of  a  compromise  of 
conflicting  claims. 

The  second  case  was  the  Lighthall  case,  report  1882,  page  564.  In  that 
case  Webster  City  was  the  favored  point  as  against  Alden,  and  in  their  de- 
cision the  Board  says  (page  566):  ''  To  require  rates  for  shorter  hauls  to  be- 
made  as  low  as  for  longer  distances,  would  seem  as  a  rule  just  in  itself,  ex- 
cept where  intruding  factors  like  interstate  commerce  in  this  case  makes- 
the  exception."  The  Commissioners  did  not  go  farther  than  to  recommend 
*^that  the  Illinois  Central  gradually  reduce  its  rates  east  from  Webster 
City."  As  in  the  Clock  &  Shute  case,  an  expedient  was  adopted  for  the 
emergency. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  in  this  case  that  the  competition  is  not^ 
between  river  and  rail  transportation,  nor  between  competing  rail  routes, 
but  it  seems  to  be  between  the  products  of  the  earth;  that  is  to  say,  on  ac^ 
count  of  their  location,  Missouri  and  southern  apples  are  able  to  reach. 
LeMars  on  a  twenty-five  cent  rate  on  your  line.  Now,  is  this  fact  one  prop- 
erly modifying  the  ordinary  rule  that  intermediate  points  should  not  pay 
higher  rates- than  terminal  points?  The  Commissioners  would  be  pleased  if 
you  would  give  the  matter  careful  thought,  and  reply  as  early  as  possible.

Dear  Sib— We  send  you  herewith  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  by  thiB- 

Board  to  E.  T.  Jeffery,  General  Manager  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  with. 

reference  to  a  matter  of  difference  between  that  road  and  a  shipper  about 

the  rate  on  apples  from  Chicago  to  Bemsen  and  from  Chicago  to  LeMars, 

both  stations  being  on  the  line  of  the  I.  C.  B.  B.  in  Iowa.    Bemsen  is  491 

miles  from  Chicago;  apple  rate,  87  cents  per  100.    LeMars  is  501  miles;. 

apple  rate,  ordinary,  88  cents.    A  special  rate  is  given  to  LeMars  of  26  cents 

per  100  on  apples.    Mr.  Jeffery  justifies  this  by  the  statement  that  he  makea 

the  25  cent  rate  to  meet  the  rate  on  southern  apples  at  LeMars;  that  no  one 

is  hurt  thereby,  but  rather  LeMars  is  helped,  and  that  if  he  is  not  allowed 

to  do  this,  the  only  one  hurt  will  be  the  shipper  complaining,  who  on  a  38> 

cent  rate  cannot  get  int3  LeMars  with  northern  apples,  southern  apples 

having  reached  that  point  on  a  25  cent  rate.     The  Commissioners  feel 

that  this  is  an  interesting,  and  in  some  respects  a  unique  case,  and  wou 

be  glad  to  consider  your  views,  either  on  the  general  subject  or  the  peculiar 

facts  of  this  case.

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On  the  29th  of  January  the  Commissioners  received  the  following  reply 
from  Mr.  Perkins: 

Boston,  January  26, 1886. 

E.  O.  MoROAir,  Esq.,  secretary  Iowa  Railroad  Com*r$,  Dee  Moines^  Iowa: 

Dbab  Bib—I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  Inst.  encloeiuR 
copy  of  a  letter  of  that  date  from  yourself  to  Mr.  Jeflery  of  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  Co. 
You  say  that  the  Commissioners  feel  that  the  ease  under  discussion  is  an  interesting  one, 
and  would  be  glad  to  consider  my  Tiews,  either  on  the  general  subject  or  the  peculiar  facts 
of  this  case. 

With  regard  to  the  general  subject,  it  has  always  seemed  to  me  quite  as  difficult  to  lay 
down  rules  afCecting  the  price  of  transportation  as  to  lay  down  similar  rules  affecting  the 
price  of  anything  else.  Within  limits,  all  prices  vary  more  or  less,  according  to  circum- 
stances. Merchants  frequently  sell  certain  articles  without  any  profit,  and  sometimes  with 
an  actual  loss  to  themseWes,  for  the  sake  of  promoting  the  sale  of  other  things  on  which 
they  do  make  money.    Railroads  are  compelled  to  do  the  same  thing. 

It  will  be  admitted  that  a  railroad  is  entitled  to  make  a  reasonable  profit  if  it  can,  but  who 
Is  to  say  what  a  reasonable  profit  is  on  a  given  transaction?  The  margin  of  profit  on  the 
transportation  of  some  of  the  great  staples  is  often  absolutely  nothing,  and  sometimes  these 
staples  are  carried  at  a  lo6S,  because  the  railroad  cannot  afford  to  go  out  of  that  branch  of 
business,  for  fear  of  its  effect  on  other  branches  of  business.  If  railroads  are  to  be  conducted 
on  business  principles  and  as  business  undertakings,  obviously  the  owners  alone  should 
decide  when  and  how  much  of  their  reasonable  profit  shall  be  given  away  to  meet  competi- 
tion or  to  encourage  transactions;  no  one  else  can  decide  such  questions.  The  law— that  is, 
the  public— cannot  reasonably  attempt  to  decide  them,  or  to  say  that  a  railroad  must  give 
away  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  reasonable  margin  or  profit  In  any  given  ease;  nor  can  the 
law  reasonably  say  that  if  the  railroad  thinks  proper  to  give  away  the  whole  or  part  of  such 
reasonable  profit  in  one  case,  it  mast  do  so  in  any  other,  except  where  the  conditions  and 
circumstances  are  substantially  the  sa^ie. 

The  western  Jobbers  In  a  communication  to  the  classification  committee  of  the  western 
railroads,  dated  October,  1885,  say :  '*The  first  of  business  principles  is  that  each  party  to  a 
trade  shall  be  free  to  judge  for  himself  what  is  for  his  interest"  This  is  so  obviously  trae 
that  it  requires  no  argument.  Referring  to  the  particular  case  under  consideration,  it  seems 
dear  from  Mr.  Jeffery's  statement  that  the  conditions  and  circumstances  are  not  substan- 
tially the  same,  and  that  it  is  therefore  not  reasonable  to  require  the  railroad  company  to 
give  away  the  whole  or  a  part  of  its  margin  of  profit  on  the  shipment  of  apples  to  Remsen, 
because  it  is  compelled  to  give  away  the  whole  or  a  part  of  its  margin  or  profit  on  apples 
going  to  LeMars,  or  otherwsle  to  abandon  the  business. 

The  question  presented  to  Mr.  Jeffery  Is  whether  to  allow  the  trade  of  LeMars  to  go  wholly 
to  the  south,  or  to  give  away  a  part  of  his  reasonable  profit  in  order  to  meet  this  southern 
competition,  and  It  would  certainly  not  be  reasonable,  in  case  he  decides  to  meet  the  com- 
petition, to  require  him  for  that  reason  to  give  up  the  whole  or  a  part  of  his  reasonable 
magin  or  profit  on  the  business  of  a  point  which  Is  not  affected  by  the  same  conditions. 

Tr  insportation  to  LeMars  is  not  the  same  commodity  as  transportation  to  any  other  point, 
and  if  it  is  for  the  interest  of  the  railroad  to  sell  the  LeMars  commodity  at  one  price,  and  the 
Remsen  commodity  at  another,  either  because  of  more  competition  or  greater  volume  of 
business,  or  any  other  substantial  difference  in  the  conditions  and  circumstances,  it  should 
be  permitted  to  do  so. 

What  the  railroad  gives  away  Is  the  whole  or  a  part  of  its  reasonable  margin  or  profit,  or 
perhaps  even  part  of  the  actual  cost,  and  as  it  does  so  from  motives  of  self-interest,  the 
publio  at  large  has  nothing  to  gain  by  either  prohibiting  such  reduction  or  demanding  the 
same  for  all  others,  regardless  of  the  moving  circumstances.  Neither  the  railroad  nor  any 
other  business  could  be  long  conducted  upon  such  a  principle.  There  is  no  philosophy  in 
the  rule  that  no  greater  charge  shall  be  made  for  a  given  haul  than  for  a  longer  one.  Cir- 
cumstances frequently  arise,  as  I  have  stated  where  it  is  necessary  for  railroads,  as  well  as 
for  others  who  carry  on  business,  to  retire  from  the  field  or  to  sell  certain  of  their  Roods  at

prices  whleh  pay  no  profit,  or  perhaps  iDYolve  a  loss;  bat  because  they  do  so  in  some  c 
rather  than  retire  from  the  field,  this  constitutes  no  good  reason  why  they  should  arbitrarily 
be  compelled  by  law  or  public  opinion  to  do  so  in  other  cases  where  the  same  necessity  does 
not  exist  The  more  or  less  prevalent  belief  in  the  soundness  of  the  rule  referred  to  grows 
out  of  the  fallacy  that  cost,  with  a  reasonablemaigln  of  profit,  is  in  every  case  to  be  taken  as 
the  absolute  measure  of  the  price  of  transportation,  while  the  truth  is,  as  I  have  endeavored 
to  point  out,  that  it  is  often  necessary  for  all  traders,  including  railroads,  to  reduce  the  price 
by  giving  away  a  part  or  the  whole  of  the  profit,  and  sometimes  part  of  the  actual  cost. 
Hoping  that  I  have  made  myself  clear,  andthanking  you  for  your  letter,  I  remain.

Mr.  Jeflery  being  absent,  no  reply  was  received  from  him  up  to  the  time 
of  closing  the  case.  Before  farther  consideration  the  case  was  closed,  as 
shown  by  the  following  letter  from  the  complainant,  dated  January  30, 1886: 

Watbbloo,  Iowa,  January  30, 1886. 
Board  of  Railroad  CommtMUmen,  Dea  Moines,  Iowa: 

GBNTLKMBir— Referring  tp  our  claim  for  overcharge  on  a  car  of  apples  consigned  over  the 
Illinois  Central  Ballroad  from  Chicago  to  Remsen,  Iowa,  the  same  has  been  satisfaetorily 
settled  by  said  railroad  company  and  ourselves.  We  are  under  great  obligations  to  your 
honorable  Board,  and  remain  with  great  respect, 

The  Fowlbb  OoMPAmr. 

The  case  seems  to  the  (Commissioners  to  have  presented  a  state  of  facts 
well  adapted  to  bring  out  several  difficult  phases  of  the  question  of  the  pro- 
priety of  making  a  short  haul  pay  at  least  not  more  than  a  long  haul.  There 
was  an  apparent  absence  of  competing  rail  or  water  routes.  There  was  a 
great  advantage  to  LeMais  in  the  rate  sfiving  it  the  choice  of  northern 
or  southern  apples.  There  was  a  gain  of  revenues  to  the  Illinois  Central 
Company.  Remsen  was  not  charged  more  than  the  ordinary  and  usual  rate. 
LeMars,  by  reason  of  peculiar  circumstances,  was  charged  less  than  the 
usual  and  ordinary  rate.  The  only  reason  given  for  the  charge  was  that 
thereby  LeMars  and  the  Illinois  Central  Kailroad  Company  were  benefited. 
There  may  have  been  fruit  dealers  in  Bemsen  who  were  hurt  thereby,  but 
they  were  not  parties  to  the  complaint.  Indirectly  the  fruit  growers  who 
raised  the  southern  apples  may  have  been  hurt  by  being  artificially  brought 
into  competition  with  growers  of  northern  apples,  but  they  were  not  parties 
to  the  complaint.  Everyone  sees  the  unjust  character  of  a  less  charge  for 
the  long  haul  in  the  abstract,  but  extenuating  circumstances  are  always 
pleaded  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  case  under  investigation  an  excep- 
tional one,  until  one  almost  feels  that  the  advocates  of  changing  conditions 
wish  to  state  the  rule  as  a  good  one  in  theory,  but  useless  in  practice. 

This  case  is  commended  for  consideration  to  those  who  are  interested  in 
studying  the  details  of  the  transportation  problem. 

Subsequent  to  the  settlement  of  this  case  by  the  parties,  the  Commission- 
ers received  a  letter  from  General  Manager  Jeffery,  in  reply  to  their  com- 
munications of  January  19th  and  February  20th,  and  it  .is  here  inserted, 
being  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  consideration  :

Mt  Dbar  Sib— Your  note  ol  February  90tli  calling  my  attention  to  your  unanswered  let- 
ter of  the  idth  ult,  is  at  hand. 

During  the  last  four  weeks  I  have  been  away  from  my  office,  and  upon  the  line  of  the  road 
most  of  the  time.  Your  communication  was  not  placed  on  file,  but  was  held  awaiting  an 
opportunity  for  reply.  There  is  much  force  in  the  arguments  which  have  been  and  can  be 
adduced  upon  both  sides  of  the  question  of  rail  lines  meeting  competition  of  water  lines ; 
and  of  rail  lines  competing  between  common  points;  and  of  rail  lines  in  different  localities 
-competing  in  a  marlcet  common  to  all  of  them,  for  the  carriage  of  commodities  to  such 
market;  and  of  rail  or  water  lines  charging  higher  tolls  for  the  lesser  distance  to  anon- 
•competitiye  point 

You  cite  a  paragraph  from  the  report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  under  date  of 
February  15, 1870,  wherein  it  is  stated  that  the  company  named  has  been  governed  by  the  role 
-ol  not  charging  to  any  intermediate  point  a  greater  rate  than  is  charged  to  one  at  a  longer 
•distance.  It  is  perhaps  necessary  to  suggest  that  in  the  last  twelve  months  this  proposition 
was  ignored.  Every  trunk  line  from  Chicago  to  the  seaboard  carried  freight  at  from  2  to  2H 
mills  per  ton  per  mile,  and  did  not  reduce  to  such  figures  the  rates  on  its  traffic  between  in- 
termediate points;  therefore  the  Pennsylvania  Company  nullified  its  statement  of  February 
16, 1870,  and  furnished  a  modem  argument  for  an  opposite  course  from  the  one  indicated  in 
the  report  referred  to. 

I  note  that  you  say  that  the  New  York  Commissioners  in  their  second  annual  report  an- 
nounced a  proposition  similar  to  that  already  cited  from  the  Pennsylvania  Company's 
report  The  competition  and  rates  on  the  trunk  lines  during  the  last  twelve  months  demon- 
-atrated  the  impracticability  in  the  present  condition  of  transportation  affairs,  of  practicing 
the  proposition.  Theoretically  and  logically  the  proposition  is  a  good  one,  and  commends 
Ifiself  at  fir8»  sight  to  every  thinking  mind ;  practically  the  diversity  of  transportation  inter- 
ests; the  competition  of  different  and  widely  separated  territories;  of  communities  and 
manufactures  more  or  less  remote  from  one  another,  but  reaching  common  markets;  the  ef- 
fect of  c«tmpetition  by  riyer,  lake  and  ocean;  all  at  preMnt  prevent  the  practical  application 
-of  that  which  seems  at  first  thought  so  logical  and  Just 

Yon  elte  the  laws  of  Massachusetts  as  forbidding  a  higher  freight  charge  for  a  less  dis- 
tance from  the  same  point  and  in  same  direction.  Within  the  limits  of  a  State  like  Massa- 
obusetts,  and  upon  business  strictly  local  to  the  State,  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  the 
rule  might  obtain  of  cuarging  no  less  for  transportation  between  two  points,  than  for  any 
integral  part  of  the  distance.  It  does  not  seem  for  reasons  already  suggested,  practicable 
to  apply  it  upon  inter-state  traffic,  especially  that  in  commodities  which  must  be  carried 
long  distances,  and  which  If  not  moved  and  marketed  will  prostrate  the  great  agricultural 
•or  manufacturing  interests  of  large  areas  of  this  growing  country. 

Our  transportation,  like  all  other  of  our  interests,  is  in  a  state  of  transition.  The  time 
may  come  when  a  dense  population,  large  and  numerous  commercial  centers,  active,  con- 
yenlent  and  numerous  local  markets,  greater  home  consumption  of  the  products  of  the  soil, 
will  enable  the  much  lauded  and  vigorously  supported  transportation  proposition  first  herein 
cited  to  obtain. 

In  view  of  the  harmonious  relations  existing  between  the  honorable  Railroad  Commission- 
ers and  our  Iowa  lines,  the  reasonableness  of  the  Commissioners  suggestions  to  us  in  the^ 
past,  and  the  desire  on  our  part  to  be  equally  as  reasonable  in  conducting  our  transporta- 
tion affairs,  I  at  once  on  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  19th  January  directed  a  settlement 
with  Messrs.  Fowler  ft  Co.,  of  Waterloo.  Iowa.  The  amount  in  controversy  was  thirty-six 
•dollars.  It  seems  improper  to  occupy  the  time  of  the  honorable  Board  in  discussing  the  small 
<llfference.  The  traffic  in  apples  to  Remsen  from  and  through  Chicago  is  very  small,  and 
under  these  circumstances  I  deem  it  best  to  take  action  as  herein  explained,  and  give  up  the 
.traffic.  Very  respectfully,

The  parties  complained  to  the  Commissioners  that  they  were  compelled 
by  the  respondent  company  to  pay  a  switching  charge  on  cars  of  lumber 
from  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  to  the  Illinois  Central  BaUroad  at  Fort 
Dodge,  and  stated  that  this  was  the  only  place  in  all  their  shipments  where- 
any  charge  was  made  for  transfer  of  cars  from  one  road  to  another.  They 
asked  the  opinion  of  the  Board  as  to  whether  this  custom  was  a  lawful  one,, 
and  were  replied  to  as  follows: 

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONEBS.

Leonard  Day  &  Sons  Mnneapolis,  Minnesota: 

Gentlemen— Your  letter  of  the  6th  instant  received  and  contents  noted. 
In  a  complaint  submitted  to  this  Board  in  March,  1881,  the  Commissioners 
recommended  the  reduction  of  transfer  charges  for  switching  lumber  from 
five  to  three  dollars  per  car,  holding  the  latter  to  be  a  reasonable  rate.  The 
switching  was  from  the  joint  sidetrack  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  and 
Des  Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  companies,  from  which  the  Illinois  Central  Com- 
pany received  cars  from  the  former.  The  distance  to  the  station  of  the 
latter  road  is  three  fourths  of  a  mile.  For  this  charge  the  empty  cars  hav» 
to  be  re-delivered  on  the  sidetrack  above  mentioned.  The  case  referred  to- 
is  T.  JE,  Maiden^  Maroon,  Iowa,  v.  Illinois  Central  BaUroad  Company,  pag» 
181  Iowa  Railroad  Commissioners'  Report  for  1881.  This  company  charges^ 
$3.00  for  switching  plaster.  We  have  had  no  other  eases  before  the  Com^ 
mission  except  those  of  lumber  and  plaster.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONBBS. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Reed,  a  Rrain  dealer  at  Yinton,  Iowa,  complained  that  the- 
Barlinn^on,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company  diverted  his  ship- 
ments of  grain  from  Vinton  to  Chicago,  which  were  billed  via  the  Chicaga 
&  Northwestern  Railway,  to  either  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  or 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qoincy  Railroads,  and  asked  if  the  railway  com- 
pany has  a  right  to  do  so. 

This  question  was  raised  in  the  case  of  W.  D.  Clow  vs.  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  R'y 
Co.,  before  this  Board,  decided  on  November  18, 1886.  The  Conmiissionerfr 
in  the  latter  case  held  that  the  shipper  had  the  right  to  select '.the  route 
which  his  grain  should  take  to  market.  The  receiving  company  is  entitled 
to  its  local  rate  for  the  short  haul  from  Vinton  to  Cedar  Rapids,  and  it  is 
its  duty  to  deliver  the  car  to  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Company  if  so> 
ordered.  The  Commissioners  have  decided  in  another  case  that  a  railway 
company  is  not  required  to  furnish  cars  to  go  off  its  own  line  to  that  of  an- 
other  company,  unless  they  are  willing  to  do  so.  If  the  B.,  C.  R.  &  N.  Co. 
insisted  on  this  ruling,  it  might  be  necessary  to  send  C.  &  N.  W.  cars  to 
Vinton  for  the  grain.  They  see  no  reason  for  deviating  from  their  former 
ruling.

The  complainants,  Butz  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  Des  Moines,  stated  to  the  Com- 
missioners that  a  box  of  oranges  shipped  by  them  on  December  2, 1885,  via 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  from  Des  Moines  to  Davis  City, 
Iowa,  did  not  reach  their  destination  till  the  7th  of  December,  five  days 
after  being  delivered  to  the  company,  and  that  when  delivered  to  consignees 
the  fruit  was  frozen  and  consequently  spoiled.  They  charged  that  the  goods 
were  unnecessarily  delayed  en  route,  and  made  claim  for  the  amount  of  the- 
loss. 
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The  respondent  having  been  notified  of  the  complaint  by  the  GommiBsion- 
•ers,  replied  that  the  date  of  the  shipping  bill  of  this  consignment  was  De- 
•cember  8d  instead  of  December  2d,  as  alleged;  that  the  train  by  which  they 
were  forwarded  left  Des  Moines  at  3  p.  m.,  and  as  the  goods  were  delivered 
too  late  for  shipment  on  December  3d,  they  were  not  sent  forward  until 
next  day,  December  4th;  that  they  arrived  at  Chariton  at  night,  and  as  there 
was  no  night  transfer  of  goods  at  that  point,  and  the  train  going  south 
leaves  at  a  very  early  hour  in  the  morning,  they  could  not  be  forwarded  by 
this  train  on  Saturday  the  6th.  As  there  was  no  train  south  on  Saturday 
afternoon,  the  goods  were  obliged  to  remain  at  that  point  over  Sunday,  and 
were  not  sent  forward  until  Monday,  December  7th.  The  following  letters 
eet  forth  the  facts  in  the  case,  and  the  action  taken:

Dkab  BiBr— Tour  faTors  of  the  9th  and  29th  of  I>eeomber,  in  regard  to  oomplalnt  of  Bats 
Bros,  ft  Co.,  of  Des  Holnes,  of  delay  to  shipment  of  one  box  of  oranges  from  Dee  Moines  to 
Davis  City,  Iowa,  were  duly  received.  I  have  had  the  matter  thoroughly  Investigated,  and 
find  the  facts  to  be  as  fellows : 

These  goods  were  not  received  at  our  station  until  the  afternoon  of  December  sd,  too  late 
to  be  sent  out  on  our  train  No.  48  on  that  day,  although  the  date  of  the  bill  of  lading  waa  De- 
oember  2d  ;  oonsequentty  they  could  not  leave  Des  Moines  until  the  4tb,  arriving  at  Charlton 
at  8  p.  M .  the  same  day.  As  we  do  no  night  transferring  at  Charlton,  the  freight  had  to 
remain  till  the  5th,  which  was  Saturday,  and  as  there  was  no  freight  train  south  from  Charl- 
ton on  Sunday,  of  coufte  the  freight  did  not  go  until  Monday  morning,  the  7th.  As  to  the 
error  made  in  the  shipping  bill,  the  fact  developes  that  the  firm  of  Butz  Bros,  ft  Co.  not 
Infrequently  give  their  shipping  bills  a  wrong  date,  without  any  Intention,  no  doubt,  of  doing 
wrong,  but  their  shipping  clerk  wlU  make  out  a  lot  of  bills  on  a  certain  day  and  date  them 
that  date,  not  getting  the  goods  out,  however,  until  ttie  next  day,  too  late  perh^is  for  our 
train.   I  trust  this  explanation  will  be  satisfactory.

Dbar  Sib— We  have  received  your  letter  of  the  18th  inst.,  relative  to  the 
complaint  of  iiutz  Bros.  &  Co.,  of  Des  Moines,  against  your  company  for 
delay  in  shipment  of  a  box  of  oranges  to  Davis  City,  Iowa,  from  this  point. 
It  cannot  seem  to  us  that  in  shipping  the  distance  from  Des  Moines  to 
Davis  City  an  arrangement  of  trains  can  be  approved  that  would  delay  a 
shipment  from  December  4  to  December  7,  three  days,  especially  perishable 
articles  like  oranges. 

Messrs.  Butz  Bros,  insist  that  you  are  mistaken,  and  that  December  2, 
tiie  date  on  the  bill,  is  the  true  date,  and  that  the  goods  were  shipped  on 
that  day.  They  state  that  they  made  no  shipment  on  December  3  at  all. 
But  let  that  be  as  it  may,  they  (Butz  Bros.  &  Co.)  complain  that  you  do  not 
furnish  Des  Moines  with  proper  and  speedy  transportation  on  your  lines 
from  the  city,  and  they  claim  that  in  consequence  of  this  fact  it  is  difficult 
for  Des  Moines  merchants  to  sell  goods  on  either  your  main  line  or  its 
branches. 

We  ask  you,  therefore,  to  look  into  this  matter  with  a  view,  if  possible, 
of  so  arranging  your  trains  as  to  facilitate  shipments  from  Des  Moines.  It- 
seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  you  should  be  able  without  great  incon- 
venience to  do  this.    Please  give  us  a  reply  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Hotnes,  lesrardlng  delay  in  shipment  of  a  box  of  oranges  from  that  plaee  to  Davis  City,  was 
"duly  received.  I  have  had  the  matter  very  carefolly  investigated,  and  beg  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing reply : 

ist  Regarding  the  date  In  the  shipping  reoeipt  appearing  as  Dec,  Sd,  when  in  faet  the 
goods  were  delivered  at  oar  fteight  house  on  the  afternoon  of  Dee.  dd,  and  in  support  of  the 
statement  in  my  letter  of  Jan.  lith,  1886,  that  Messis.  Bntz  Bros,  ft  Oo.  are  in  the  habit  of 
giving  their  shipping  bills  a  wrong  date,  I  desire  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  enclosed 
copies  of  four  shipping  receipts  for  freight  delivered  at  oar  fi eight  house  at  10 :45  a.  x.,  on 
Jan.  18th,  the  receipts  bearing  date  of  JaH*y  Wi.  This  date  was  changed  to  the  isth,  as  indi- 
cated, by  our  agent  before  signing  receipt 

You  will  note  that  this  occurred  since  the  shipment  of  oranges  in  question  was  made,  and 
that  the  bills  antedated  the  delivery  of  the  goods  by  four  days.  Butz  Bros.'  attention  was 
-called  to  this,  and  they  claim  that  the  goods  were  held  on  aoconnt  of  the  snow  blockade; 
however,  It  shows  that  they  were  not  particalar  to  have  the  correct  dates  on  the  receipts. 

2d.  As  to  the  practicability  of  making  a  better  arrangement  of  trains  than  we  now  have, 
the  fact  Is  that  there  is  hardly  enough  business  for  one  freight  train  a  day  from  Des  Moines 
south,  and  with  only  one  train,  the  present  time  Is  the  best  that  could  be  anahged.  If  thete 
was  sufficient  freight  offered  to  enable  us  tn  load  a  full  carload  each  day  for  the  south  Chari- 
^n  branch,  It  would  obviate  the  delay  at  Ohariton  on  account  of  transfer,  and  the  freight 
leaving  Des  Moines  In  the  afternoon  would  reach  the  towns  south  of  Ohariton  the  forenoon 
•of  the  following  day;  but,  as  above  stated,  the  shipments  from  Des  Moines  to  points  on  the 
Chariton  branches  are  so  small  that  our  present  arrangement  is  the  best  we  can  make  under 
the  circumstances. 

Referring  to  that  part  of  your  letter  tn  which  you  say  that  the  Board  cannot  approve  of  an 
.arrangement  of  trains  which  would  delay  a  shipment  from  Des  Moines  to  Davis  City  from 
Dec.  4th  to  Dec  7th,  I  beg  to  again  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  a  Sunday  intervened 
between  those  dates,  and  that  we  run  no  fMght  trains  south  from  Charlton  on  Sunday.  Had 
^he  oranges  been  delivered  to  us  on  Dec  8d,  in  time  for  our  train  leaving  Des  Moines  on  the 
afternoon  of  that  day,  they  would  have  reached  Davis  City  on  Saturday,  Dec.  6th. 

While  we  regret  the  misfortune  of  Bhtz  Bros,  ft  Co.  in  not  delivering  the  f^lfht  to  as 
earlier,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  handled  by  as  as  promptly  as  possible  nnder  the  elr- 
.eomstances,  we  cannot  see  wherein  there  Is  jost  cause  for  complaint

GKNTI.SMSN— Your  attention  is  called  to  the  enolosed  copy  of  a  letter 
from  Vice-President  Potter,  of  the  Chicago,  Barlington  &  Quincy  Bailroad, 
•dated  February  16, 1886,  with  regard  to  your  complaint.  From  the  fact  as 
stated  by  you  that  your  clerk,  although  quite  positive  as  to  the  shipment 
having  been  made  on  tiie  2nd  of  December,  is  yet  unwilling  to  make  such 
statement  under  oath,  and  the  further  fact  brought  to  our  attention  that 
goods  shipped  by  you  on  the  18th  of  January  were  presented  for  shipment 
•on  January  9th,  we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  the  preponderance  of  tes- 
timony is  to  the  effect  that  the  shipment  was  made  on  December  8d,  and 
actually  left  Des  Moines  on  December  4th. 

It  was  a  kind  of  goodb  that  must  be  transferred,  being  a  broken  or  parcel 
shipment.  The  schedule  time  and  your  knowledge  of  the  train  must  have 
advised  you  that  it  could  not  be  put  on  board  the  train  for  shipment  for 
Chariton  on  Saturday,  December  6th.  You  also  must  be  held  to  have  known 
that  there  was  no  Sunday  train  south  from  Chariton.  It  is  evident  that 
you  contemplated  your  shipment  on  the  2d  of  December,  and  if  it  had 
been  sent  that  day  it  would  probably  have  reached  Davis  City  on  the  4th. 
It  seems  to  us  that  you  were  called  upon  in  making  your  shipments  to  take 
notice  of  the  time  of  trains,  the  necessity  of  transfer,  and  the  intervention 
•of  the  Sabbath.  For  that^reason,  it  seems  to  us,  you  must  yourselves  sus- 
tain the  loss.  Mr.  Potter's  attention  has  been  called  to  your  complaint  that, 
•by  running  trains  as  they  do,  Des  Moines  business  is  kept  from  going  south. 
He  replies  that  there  is  hardly  enough  business  for  one  train  a  day  south, 
and,  this  being  the  case,  the  present  schedule  of  time  is  the  best  that  can  be 
made.  We  do  not  feel  altogether  satisfied  in  this  matter,  but  it  would  seem 
very  natural  to  suppose  that  if  Mr.  Potter  could  be  convinced  that  his  road 
could  increase  business  and  revenue  by  running  more  trains,  he  would  at 
once  take  steps  to  secure  this  revenue.  If  satisfied  that  there  was  a  studied 
l^urpose  to  delay  and  obstruct  Des  Moines  business  from  going  south,  the 
Commissioners  would  feel  it  their  duty  to  use  all  means  in  their  power  to 
•endeavor  to  break  up  such  a  method,  but  before  undertaking  it  they  ought 
•to  be  fully  satisfied  of  such  a  purpose.

Dbab  Sib—Tqut  letter  of  the  18th  tnst.  enclosing  eopy  of  letter  sent  by  the  Oommlssio&ers- 
to  Measrs.  Butz  Bros,  ft  Go.  x>t  Des  Moines,  In  regard  to  their  complaint  of  delay  to  shipment 
of  oranges,  was  dnly  received.  Beferring  to  the  point  suggested  in  yoor  letter  as  to  our 
freight  train  leaving  Des  Moines  at  an  earlier  hour  of  the  day,  so  as  to  make  the  transfer  the 
same  day  at  Chariton  of  freight  for  points jBOUth  of  l  harlton,  so  as  to  leave  on  the  train  south 
the  next  morning,  I  beg  to  say  tbat  we  do  not  think  it  advisable  to  change  our  present 
schedule.  As  It  now  stands,  our  trains  accommodate  all  classes  of  business  on  that  branch 
and  points  off  of  that  branch,  excepting  that  destined  to  points  south  of  Charlton,  to  the  best 
possible  advantage. 

Further,  our  train  arriving  in  Des  Moines  at  11  a.  k.  carries  in  a  great  many  people  who  do 
their  trading  there,  having  four  hours  before  our  afternoon  train  leaves.  If  we  should 
change  the  time  of  our  train  to  arrive  in  Chariton  in  time  to  make  the  transfer  for  pointa 
south  of  there,  as  suggested,  we  would  have  to  leave  Des  Moines  by,  at  latest,  12.15  p.  m.,  and 
the  people  going  Into  Des  Moines  in  the  morning  would  have  to  wait  for  our  10  p.  m.  train 
before  they  could  get  out  It  Is  certainly  as  muph  to  the  advantage  of  Des  Moines  merehanta 
as  to  us  to  have  this  train  run  as  it  does  at  present.  Another  important  point  to  be  eonsid* 
ered  Is,  that  should  we  change  our  present  schedule  it  would  be  a  serious  disadvantage  to 
our  stock  shippers  on  the  Indlanola  branch. 

We  get  considerable  stock  from  that  branch,  but  not  enought  to  warrant  running  a  train 
east  from  Chariton  for  It.  Should  we  leave  Des  Moines  earlier  it  would  necessitate  holdlnic 
this  stock  three  or  four  hours  at  Chariton.  Under  our  present  schedule  the  stock  fMm  the 
north  is  put  in  with  that  from  the  sonth  and  leaves  Charlton  for  the  east  by  train  No.  SO,  im- 
mediately  after  arrival. 

I  think  you  will  agree  that  In  view  of  the  above  statement  our  trains  are  run  to  the  best 
advantage  of  all  concerned,  and  accommodate  the  greatest  amount  of  business.  This  Is  a 
matter  which  is  closely  watched,  and  whenever  any  Improvement  suggests  itself  it  is  made.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Dec.  80, 1886. 
M.  Blow,  Esq., -Bst/i^mZle,  Iowa  : 

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  the  10th  inst ,  complaining  that  the  Burling- 
ton, Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern  Railway   Company  refuses  to  lease  you 
grounds  within  the  limits  of  their  station  on  which  to  build  coal  sheds,  as 
they  have  already  leased  to  other  parties,  and  asking  if  this  is  not  unjust 
63 
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discriminatioii  a^^ainst  yon,  and  that  if  within  our  jurisdiction  we  take 
action  for  your  relief,  has  been  received.  We  have  given  your  inquiry  care- 
ful consideration,  and  while  the  laws  of  Iowa  give  us  power  to  deal  with  all 
cases  of  unjust  discrimination  in  shipments,  yet  we  are  unable  to  conclude 
that  we  have  power  to  compel  the  granting  of  a  lease  of  land  to  one  man, 
because  a  lease  has  been  granted  to  another.  It  seems  to  be  the  policy  of  the 
law  to  leave  all  who  own  lands  to  dispose  of  them  by  deed  or  other  grant,  aa 
they  may  see  fit.  It  is  not  so  with  regard  to  shipments.  Incident  to  the 
employment  of  a  common  carrier  is  the  duty  to  work  for  all,  and  render 
service  to  all  alike.  The  reason  assigned  by  the  railroad  company  for 
refusing  to  lease  to  you  is  altogether  one  to  be  condemned,  yet  we  feel  our 
inability  to  reach  such  a  case.  President  Ives'  expression  in  his  letter  to 
you— which  we  return— that  ''  the  party  now  handling  coal  at  Estherville  ia 
giving  us  our  full  share  of  the  coal  business  of  that  town  to  which  we  are 
entitled,"  certainly  shows  a  spirit  which  cannot  be  commended,  and  a  strange 
view  of  business,  coming  from  a  railroad  manager.

Mr.  Tuttie's  claim  and  complaint  were  laid  before  the  proper  officers  of  the 
company,  and  the  C!ommissioners  were  notified  on  December  26th,  1885,  that 
a  re-examination  of  the  matter  had  led  to  a  determination  to  settle  with 
complainant  in  accordance  with  his  claim,  of  which  fact  complainant  was 
notified  January  9th,  1886.  The  Board  was,  however,  subsequently  advised 
by  complainant  that  he  should  not  press  this  claim,  as  it  was  made  under  a 
misunderstanding  of  the  facts.  The  contract  for  shipping  contained  the 
conditional  clause  that  the  shippers  of  baled  bay  from  Gorwith  should  have 
a  rate  of  $40  per  car  of  20,000  pounds,  while  complainant  had  loaded  them 
to  their  full  capacity,  sometimes  putting  in  several  thousand  pounds  more 
than  this  weight.  At  his  suggestion  the  case  was  closed  without  further 
demand  upon  the  company.

Mr.  Hankee  made  complaint  to  the  Commissioners  on  Deoember  28, 1886, 
that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  refused  to  furnish  him 
with  a  farm  crossing  of  sufficient  width  to  allow  the  passage  of  his  ma- 
chinery, alleging  that  the  crossing  was  only  eleven  feet  in  width.  The  at- 
tention'of  General  Manager  Hughitt  was  called  to  the  matter,  the  Commis- 
sioners suggesting  the  necessity  of  making  this  crossing  wide  enough  for 
farm  machinery,  and  on  January  6, 1886,  they  were  informed  that  instruc- 
tions had  been  given  to  the  proper  officials  to  reconstruct  it  in  accordance 
with  the  wishes  of  complainant.  The  latter  was  at  once  advis^^  of  these 
instructions.

Faiknre  to  fumiah  cars. 


On  December  28, 1886,  the  above  named  complainant  filed  two  complaints 
against  the  respondent,  charging  that  the  latter  failed  to  furnish  them 
cars  at  Carroll  on  the  10th  of  December,  for  the  shipment  of  hogs,  by  which 
action  they  were  damaged;  also  that  on  the  11th  of  December  at  Breda 
station  they  were  delayed  by  the  failure  to  promptly  provide  a  car,  and  by 
its  detention  over  night  at  Carroll,  and  by  an  extra  charge  of  $6  for  switch-  • 
ing  at  that  place. 

Respondent  was  notified  of  this  complaint  December  29,  1885,  and  on 
January  28, 1886,  the  complainants  filed  with  the  Conmiissioners  a  written 
statement  to  the  effect  that  respondent  had  settled  in  full  with  them,  and 
they  had  released  their  claim  for  damages. 

On  February  8d  the  following  letter  was  received,  which  fully  explains 
the  whole  matter:

Dkab  Sib— Your  letter  of  December  29tb  to  Bir.  M.  Hoghttt,  Second  Vice-President  and 
General  Manager  covering  copies  of  two  complaints  against  the  G.  ft  N.  W.  B'y  Co.,  made 
by  Priest  ft  Stocker,  of  Carroll,  Iowa,  has  been  referred  to  me  for  reply.  In  answer  to  the 
complaint  regarding  the  shipment  of  a  carload  of  hogs  from  fireda  station  to  Manning,  on 
December  llth,  I  desire  to  make  the  following  statement  of  facts : 
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▲bout  9  p.  M.  Deeember  lOtb,  after  business  hours  and  away  from  the  station,  PHest  9t 
Stoclcer's  agent  met  oar  scent  at  Breda,  Mr.  Wilson,  and  said  he  wanted  a  stoek  oar  to  load 
next  day,  not  specifying  at  what  time  or  for  what  train.  On  the  morning  of  the  llth  he  called 
at  our  freight  office  and  asked  our  agent  when  the  car  would  arrive,  and  said  if  it  came  in 
time  for  train  No.  74,  which  leaves  there  at  il* :  36  a.  m.,  he  would  load  lor  that  train,  and  If 
pot,  he  would  load  for  train  No.  76,  at  6 :  SO  p.  m.  The  ear  was  ordered  by  the  agent  on  his 
telegraphic  car  report  at  8  a.  m.  of  the  llth,  from  the  train  dispatcher  at  Boone.  It  was 
then  too  late  to  fill  the  order  by  train  No.  75,  which  leaves  Oairoll  at  T :  15  ▲.  M.,  and  Maple 
Blver  Junction  at  7 :40  a.  x.,  but  a  car  was  forwarded  by  the  first  train  possible  after  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  order,  which  was  train  No.  78,  arriving  at  Broda  at  4 :25  p.  m.  It  was  loaded  for 
train  No.  16,  leaving  at  6  UM)  p.  m.,  same  date  as  order.  There  was  no  stock  car  set  out  on 
the  morning  of  the  llth  of  December  for  Priest  ft  Stocker  at  Broda,  neither  was  thero  any 
car  on  the  sidetrack  or  any  other  place  at  that  station  at  any  time  between  9  p.  m.  of  the  16th 
and  4  :S5  P.  H.  of  the  llth,  that  they  could  have  oflerod  to  load  with  hogs  to  takb  on  train 
going  south  at  ll  :85  a.  m.,  as  they  allege.  Neither  did  they  offer  to  load  any  car  on  the  fore- 
noon of  the  llth  in  time  to  go  out  on  said  train,  nor  did  the  employes  of  this  company  decline 
to  permit  them  to  load  hogs  at  any  time  between  9  p.  h.  of  the  lOth  and  ll  'J86  a.  m.  of  the 
llth.  The;  requested  ti»  have  the  car  unloaded  at  Carroll,  and  roquest  was  marked  on  the 
waybill  made  by  our  agent 

These  aro  the  facts  as  given  by  our  agent,  and  are  confirmed  so  far  as  the  furnishing  of  the 
car  is  concerned  by  our  train  books  at  Boone.  The  additional  charge  of  96  was  not  made  ss 
alleged  for  stopping  and  switching  at  Carroll,  but  for  unloading  the  car  as  requested  by  the 
shippers  and  roloading,  and  the  consequent  switching  thereof,  and  it  is  not  an  unu&ual.  nor 
do  we  consider  it  an  extortionate  charge.  Messrs.  Priest  ft  Stocker  understood  very  well 
that  the  train  on  which  their  hogs  went  to  Carroll  did  not  make  connection  for  Manning  at 
Oairoll,  consequently  they  have  no  claim  against  us  in  equity  on  account  of  delay  either  at 
Breda  or  Carroll.  In  answer  to  the  second  complaint  rogarding  the  failuro  to  :f  umish  a  car 
at  Carroll  for  shipment  of  a  car  load  of  hogs  to  Manning,  we  have  only  to  say  that  the  failure 
to  furnish  the  car  as  ordered  was  due  to  a  misapprohenslon  on  the  part  of  some  one  in  our 
train  dispatcher's  office  at  Boone.  We  do  not  wish  to  withhold  cars  ordered  for  the  ship- 
ment of  livestock  or  any  other  froight.  by  Priest  ft  Stocker  or  any  other  fiim,  so  long  as  we 
have  the  cars  to  furnish,  and  we  regret  very  much  that  they  should  have  had  occasion  to 
make  complaint  against  us  in  that  particular.  I  will  undertake  to  say  that  If  a  complaint 
had  been  made  to  our  General  Froight  Department  or  to  the  General  Superintendent  by 
Messrs.  Priest  ft  Stocker,  as  to  the  action  of  the  Carroll  agent  in  rof using  to  furnish  a  car  for 
the  shipment  in  question  from  that  point  to  Manning,  thero  would  have  been  no  occasion  for 
petitioning  your  honorable  Board  in  the  matter.  We  feel  It  hardly  necessary  to  aasun  the 
Board  that  we  will  at  all  times  upon  proper  notice  from  an  Intending  shipper  furnish  can- 
when  in  our  power  to  do  so,  for  the  shipment  of  livestock  or  other  froight,  from  any  station 
on  our  line  to  any  other  station  whatever,  and  Messrs.  Priest  ft  Stocker  will  have  no  further 
occasion  for  complaint,  in  this  particular  at  least.  In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  we  have 
seen  Messrs.  Priest  &  Stocker,  and  have  satisfactorily  adjusted  with  them  the  matters  of 
complaint  referrod  to  your  honorable  Board,  of  which  no  doubt  you  will  be  advised  by  tb& 

oompSainants  themselves.

On  the  29th  of  December,  1885,  certain  citizens  of  Oakley,  Iowa,  com- 
plained that  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company  had 
<d08ed  up  Oakley  station  on  the  Des  Moines  &  Chariton  Branch  of  said 
road ;  that  a  tax  was  voted  in  aid  of  said  road  by  the  township,  and  in  set- 
tlement of  some  litigation  between  the  tax  payers  of  the  township  and 
the  Chariton,  Des  Moines  &  Southern  Railroad  Company,  (to  which  tiie  re- 
spondent succeeded).  It  was  stipulated  that  the  company  should  locate  a 
station  in  the  township,  which  was  done,  but  afterward  abandoned,  and 
had  been  so  abandoned  for  three  years  preceeding  the  filing  of  the  com- 
plaint. 

Mt.  Potter,  Vice-President  of  the  company,  having  been  advised  of  the 
<somplaint  by  the  Commissioners,  and  furnished  with  the  evidence  of  com- 
plainants in  support  of  the  same,  informed  the  Board  by  letter  on  February 
8, 1886,  that  on  the  4th  of  that  month  the  station  was  opened  again  as  a  reg- 
ular freight  and  passenger  station.

Mr.  Miller  made  complaint  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  tsrm  crossing 
of  respondent's  road  on  his  land  was  so  badly  constructed  as  to  be  impassa- 
ble by  his  wagons  and  machinery ;  that  the  plank  had  been  removed  and 
deep  ditches  cut  on  each  side  of  the  track.  He  asked  the  assistance  of  the 
Commissioners  in  the  hope  of  getting  a  new  crossing  built.  On  taking  the 
matter  up  with  the  officers  of  the  road,  they  explained  to  the  Board  that  the 
planks  in  all  farm  crossings  had  been  removed  during  the  severe  cold 
weather  in  order  that  the  operations  of  their  snow  flangers  might  be  unob- 
structed, these  latter  being  devices  attached  to  the  cars  to  remove  snow  and 
ice  from  the  inside  of  the  rails.  On  the  return  of  warm  weather  the  planks 
would  all  be  replaced  and  crossings  put  in  shape  for  use.  The  ditches  at  the 
crossing  on  complainant's  land  were  bridged  over  at  the  recommendation  of 
the  Commissioners,  and  he  expressed  himself  as  satisfied  with  the  action  of 
the  company.

ClasgificaUon  of  freights 


The  Star  Wagon  Company  of  Cedar  Bapids  presented  to  the  Commis- 
sioners for  consideration  a  matter  involving  the  rates  and  classification  of 
wagons  shipped  from  Iowa  manufacturing  points  to  statiop0  on  the^various 
railway  lines  of.  the  State,  their  grievance  being  as  follows:  The  dealers  in 
agricultural  implements  and  wagons  in  the  small  towns  and  villages  of  the- 
State  are  accustomed  to  ship  their  wagons  from  the  wholesale  dealer  or 
manufactory  in  partial  carloads,  making  up  the  remainder  of  the  carload 
with  goods  of  another  kind,  as  farm  machinery,  etc.,  and  on  consignments- 
of  this  kind  are  compelled  to  pay  only  carload  rates,  while  the  rate  on  ship- 
ments of  wagons  in  partial  carloads,  or  the  local  rate,  is  very  much  higher, 
and  in  the  Judgment  of  complainants,  disproportionately  so.  In  the  clas- 
sification and  rates  in  use  on  Iowa  lines,  the  rate  on  wagons  by  the  carload 
would  be  three  times  as  much  as  the  local  rate,  and  this  amounted  practi- 
cally to  a  discrimination  in  f^vor  of  Chicago  firms,  as  dealers  could  buy 
this  class  of  goods  only  in  partial  car  loads.  Complainants  stated  that  the 
classification  and  rates  were  made  several  years  ago,  when  the  price  of 
wagons  was  much  greater  than  at  present,  and  the  weight  much  more. 
They  also  cited  the  eastern  roads,  on  which  the  same  kind  of  goods  was 
classified  as  fourth  and  fifth  class,  instead  of  first,  as  here. 

Having  referred  this  case  to  the  officers  of  several  of  the  railway  lines  en- 
tering Cedar  Bapids,  the  Commissioners  were  advised  by  them  that  for  the 
purpose  of  acting  fairly  toward  the  manufacturers  in  Iowa  as  well  as  the 
jobbers  of  wagons  and  agricultural  implements,  they  should  in  future  re- 
fuse to  make  one  half  carload  rates  to  stations,  or  permit  a  car  of  wagons 
to  be  billed  to  one  station,  with  a  stop  off  at  another.  This  new  rule 
would  oblige  the  carload  to  be  billed  to  the  station  selected,  and  if  distribu- 
tion was  to  be  made  from  there,  it  must  be  made  on  the  less  quantity  rate. 
Begarding  a  change  in  the  classification,  it  was  asserted  that  if  it  was 
chuiged  for  the  complainants  it  must  also  apply  to  manufacturers  of 
wagons,  etc.,  at  Mississippi  river  points,  and  also  to  those  in  Illinois,  which 
would  give  the  latter  an  advantage  on  shipments  of  single  wagons  to  the 
points  in  Iowa  reached  by  the  Cedar  Bapids  factory.  A  change  in  classifi- 
cation would  also  enable  Chicago  dealers  to  retail  single  wagons  in  lovia,  as 
against  the  competition  of  Iowa  manufacturei-s,  which  they  had  hitherto 
been  unable  to  do. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  as  above  set  forth,  the  Commissioners  regarded  it 
as  unwise  to  recommend  any  changes  in  classification  or  rates  on  the  ar- 
ticles in  question.

THB  BbIDGJB  oyer  THB  DB8  MOINIES  BIVJBB. AT  FOBT  DODGB,  ON  THB 

Illinois  Central  Bailboad. 

On  the  20th  of  February,  1886,  Commissioner  Coffin,  from  information  re- 
ceived by  him,  directed  an  inquiry  into  the  condition  of  the  bridge  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad  over  the  Des  Moines  River  at  Fort  Dodge,  and 
asked  that  a  report  be  made  by  the  superintendent  of  bridges  of  the  road. 
The  report  of  Mr.  £.  F.  Wise,  Supervisor  of  Bridges,  who  examined  it 
after  the  receipt  of  Mr.  Coffin's  communication,  says  ''  the  bridge  is  safe 
beyond  any  doubt,''  and  that  of  Mr.  Gilleas,  Division  Superintendent,  says 
that  last  summer  he  had  four  trestles  put  under  the  bridge  as  a  precau- 
tion, but  regarded  the  bridge  as  perfectly  safe  without  them  ;  also  that  he 
had  directed  some  general  repairs  to  be  made  on  the  bridge,  but  that  noth- 
ing was  required  in  the  matter  of  safety  in  the  passage  of  trains. 

With  the  statements  of  these  two  officers  who  were  specially  detailed  for 
the  purpose  of  examining  the  bridge,  the  Commissioners  are  satisfied,  and 
feel  relieved  of  any  further  anxiety  on  the  subject.

Bemoval  of  station 
house.

On  January  26th,  1886,  Levi  Krysher  of  Avon,  Iowa,  called  the  attention 
of  the  Commissioners  to  the  new  joint  depot  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  & 
Quincy,  and  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Bailways  at  that  place,  alleging 
that  it  was  inconveniently  located;  that  it  was  inaccessible,  not  being  on 
any  public  highway,  and  very  inconvenient  for  approach  by  foot;  that  the 
country  is  abundantly  supplied  with  public  highways,  and  the  people  did 
not  feel  that  they  should  be  put  to  any  expense  and  trouble  in  getting  a  new 
highway;  also  that  from  ten  to  twelve  passengers  per  day  take  the  trains  at 
this  station. 

The  officers  of  the  two  roads  having  been  informed  of  the  complaint,  on 
the  16th  of  February  reported  to  the  i3oard  as  follows:

Dbab  SiBr-YouT  letter  of  the  26th  Jan'y,  in  regard  to  complaiiit  made  by  Mr.  Levi  Kry- 
sher, of  Avon,  Iowa,  that  the  depot  at  that  point  is  located  in  an  inoouvenlent  place  for  the 
public,  was  duly  received.  The  matter  has  been  fully  investigated,  and  I  find  the  facts  to  be 
as  follows :  ^  t 
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Wlien  tbe  junetloii  was  made  with  the  G.,  B.  I.  ft  P.  B'y  at  that  plaoe,  this  eompany,  with 
the  Bock  Island,  tried  to  purchase  from  the  owner  (whose  name  Is  Gooch,  I  anderstand,)  the 
little  piece  of  land  located  between  tbe  rights  of  way  of  the  two  oompanles,  and  marked  A 
on  section  S8,  on  the  tracing  herewith  Inclosed ;  but  he  said  he  did  not  want  to  sell  it.  This 
land  was  wanted  to  make  connection  with  the  Book  Island  road  somewhere  west  of  the  east 
line  of  section  28,  and  to  make  a  good  approach  to  pur  depot  from  the  highway  which  runs 
on  the  line  between  sections  27  and  28.  When  it  was  f  eund  that  we  could  not  purchase  this 
ground,  the  depot  was  located  where  it  now  is,  as  shown  on  the  inclosed  tracing.  In  order  to 
facilitate  transfer  between  the  two  roads,  and  more  especially  the  registering,  which  would 
have  to  be  done  by  the  conductors,  and  to  aToid  obliging  passengers  to  walk  a  long  distance 
from  the  train  to  the  station  building. 

This  man  Gooch,  it  Is  understood,  some  time  last  fall  said  that  he  would  give  the  right  of 
way  for  the  highway  from  the  east  line  of  section  28  up  to  our  right  of  way  line,  as  indicated 
In  blue  pencil  on  the  tracing,  providing  the  highway  should  run  across  both  railroads  to  the 
southwest  right  of  way  of  the  Book  Island  Gompany. 

When  our  Mr.  Merrill,  in  company  with  officials  of  the  Bock  Island  road,  was  at  Avon  on 
the  Sth  instant,  and  sent  for  Mr.  Gooch,  asking  that  he  come  over  to  the  depot ;  he  declined 
to  do  so,  and  said  that  the  proposition  he  made  last  fall  he  did  not  propose  to  keep  open  tot 
anybody.  The  fact  developes  that  the  people  in  that  locality  are  opposed  to  the  rallToads, 
and  while  they  complain  to  your  Board  that  they  have  no  highway,  they  stand  directly  in 
the  way  of  any  legal  proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  opening  one. 

We  are  ready  to  do  what  we  can  to  make  access  to  the  depot  convenient,  but  do  not  under- 
stand that  we  are  obliged  to  locate  a  depot  on  the  public  highway,  or  to  open  a  road  to  it  at 
our  own  expense.

After  a  full  consideration  of  the  case,  the  Commissioners  decided  as  fol- 
lows:

Deab  Sib— Your  attention  is  called  to  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  letter  from. 
General  Manager  Potter  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  A  Quincy  Railroad  with 
regard  to  the  joint  station  at  Avon.  It  seems  that  if  the  railroad  com- 
panies had  been  able  to  buy  the  land  between  the  two  roads  from  Mr. 
Goouch,  a  very  fair  highway  could  have  been  obtained  to  the  station.  It 
further  appears  that  this  stationr,  being  a  junction  station,  necessarily  was 
located  at  a  point  where  the  two  lines  were  very  near  each  other  for  the 
convenience  of  the  employes  of  the  roads  and  also  the  public.  There  is  no 
law  compelling  the  railroad  companies  to  locate  their  stations  on  a  public 
highway,  or  compel  them  to  establish  highways  at  their  own  expense.  It 
seems  that  the  citizens  are  unwilling  to  establish  a  highway  to  the  station, 
and  there  is  po  way  one  can  be  established  except  by  petition  of  the  citizens. 
We  have  no  power  to  order  the  removal  of  the  station  house,  and  upon  con- 
sideration do  not  see  that  It  could  be  better  located  for  all  concerned,  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  at  that  point  the  roads  have  a  joint  running  arrange- 
ment.

Neglect  to  rtin  trains. 


S.  F.  Cass,  of  Sumner,  Iowa,  complained  on  January  28, 1886,  that  only 
two  trains  on  the  Dubuque  &  Dakota  Railroad  had  reached  Humner  ETince 
January  6th ;  that  all  work  of  clearing  the  road  had  been  done  east  of  Sum- 
ner, and  the  road  west  of  that  point  entirely  neglected ;  that  the  mails  had 
been  laying  at  Waverly  without  any  attempt  to  forward  tiiem ;  that  after  a 
twelve  days  blockade,  the  train.ran  into  Sumner  in  four  hours  without  any 
material  hindrance  from  snow. 

Having  been  advised  of  this  complaint  b^  the  Commissioners,  the  Super- 
intendent replied  that  between  January  6th  and  February  6th  four  trains  had 
run  into  Sumner ;  that  limited  locomotive  power,  and  ,  unprecedented 
weather  was  the  cause  of  the  trouble ;  that  there  are  on  their  line  seven 
stations  east  and  two  west  of  Waverly,  Sumner  being  one  of  the  two ;  that 
•during  the  period  named,  the  west  part  of  the  line  had  two  more  mail  trains 
than  Sumner ;  that  the  train  business  on  the  two  parts  of  the  line  from 
January  6th  to  February  9th  was  as  follows :  Waverly  to  Hampton,  91  cars 
forwarded  and  89  cars  received ;  Wavery  to  Sumner,  13  cars  forwarded  and 
86  cars  received ;  that  the  company  had  only  two  locomotives,  an  inadequate 
number  in  time  of  snow  storms ;  that  the  company  had  in  vain  tried  to  hire 
a  locomotive  from  connecting  lines.  As  the  principal  part  of  the  line  was 
east  of  Waverly,  their  efforts  in  opening  the  road  had  been  spent  on  that 
part,  on  the  principle  of  working  for  the  many  and  not  for  the  few.  On 
February  10th  the  President  informed  the  Commissioners  that  the  road  was 
now  open  and  traffic  had  been  resumed.  The  Board  responded,  expressing 
their  gratification  that  the  line  was  again  in  operation,  and  stating  that  the 
reasons  given  for  the  delay  in  doing  so  did  not  appear  to  be  satisfactory,  and 
•expressing  the  hope  that  under  similar  circumstances  a  better  showing 
might  be  made  for  delay  than  in  this  case. 

In  a  further  explanation  of  the  difficulties  under  which  they  had  labored 
in  keeping  the  road  open  during  the  severe  storms.  Superintendent  Good- 
rich stated  to  the  Commissioners  that  during  the  time  mentioned  in  com- 
plainants letter  the  road  east  of  Waverly  could  not  be  opened,  as  their 
engines  were  blockaded  at  points  west  of  Waverly,  and  could  not  reach  that 
point.  On  the  6th  of  January,  Sumner  had  a  train,  and  on  the  7th  both 
engines  were  caught  at  Hampton  in  a  snowstorm  which  lasted  four  days,  so 
that  they  did  not  reach  Waverly  until  the  14th.  On  the  same  date  the  plow 
was  started  toward  Sumner,  but  a  storm  stopped  the  work,  and  the  engines 
were  sent  west  over  that  portion'of  the  road  which  was  opened  to  take  out 
.stock  which  was  in  the  yards,  and  the  engines  were  caught  west  of  Waverly 
64 
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and  did  not  get  back  to  that  point  until  until  Sunday  the  17th.  On  Monday 
the  18th  the  road  was  opened  to  Sumner,  and  trains  were  running  over  that 
part  of  the  road  until  the  2l8t.  On  the  night  of  the  21st  the  two  locomo- 
tives and  a  stock  train  were  blockaded  at  Allison,  and  the  road  was  not 
opened  to  Waverly  until  the  26th.  Up  to  the  27th  no  trains  except  the 
blockaded  stock  train  had  been  run  from  Waverly  west  since  the  21st.  Sujoh 
ner  had  a  train  on  the  21st  also.  Traffic  on  the  west  end  of  the  line  required 
all  the  motive  power  possessed  by  the  company,  aad  on  the  27th  the  work  of 
opening  the  road  west  was  commenced,  and  this  brings  the  operation  up  to 
the  date  of  the  complaint.  On  the  90th  and  31st  the  road  was  opened  to  Sum- 
ner, and  trains  run  to  that  point.  On  February  1st  the  engines  were  caught 
west  of  Waverly,  and  did  not  get  back  to  that  point  until  the  4th,  and  since 
the  6th  trains  had  been  ninning  on  schedule  time.  General  Manager  Booth 
added  by  way  of  explanation  that  with  but  two  locomotives  at  their  com- 
mand, hislcompany  was  by  no  means  well  prepared  to  cope  with  the  severe 
storms  which  followed  one  another  in  almost  immediate  succession.  They 
had  made  efforts  to  hire  locomotives  from  different  railway  companies,  but- 
without  succesfr,  as  they  were  in  equally  bad  condition.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

A  petition  dated  Feb.  6, 1886,  was  filed  in  this  office,  signed  by  forty- two 
citizens  of  Bussell  and  vicinity,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners 
to  the  great  inconvenience  caused  the  traveling  public  by  the  closing  of  the  * 
office  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Bailroad  Company  at  night. 
Trains  arrive  from  the  east  at  Bussell  at  1  A.  M.,  from  the  west  at-2:15  a.  m. 
The  hour  for  these  trains  being  so  unseasonable  that  hotels  and  all  public 
places  are  closed,  there  is  no  place  for  strangers  to  go.  On  March  27th  a 
letter  was  presented  by  Hon.  George  C.  Boggs  from  J.  F.  Sprague,  of  Bus. 
sell,  announcing  that  on  the  night  of  March  26th  Bobert  Hatfield  was  killed 
and  another  person  seriously  injured  while  leaving  the  train  from  the  east 
by  a  freight  train  from  the  west  running  through  the  station  at  a  rapid  rate, 
there  being  no  light  nor  anything  to  warn  passengers  leaving  the  train  of 
danger. 

On  April  20th  the  Conmiissioners  visited  Bussell,  and  took  the  testimony 
of  a  number  of  residents  at  that  place  with  regard  to  the  conveniences  for 
passengers  by  night  trains,  also  with  regard  to  their  safety.  At  Bussell 
there  are  double  tracks,  besides  two  side  tracks  running  nearly  the  full. 
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length  of  the  gioonds.  The  distance  between  the  awitches  on  side  tracka* 
is  1,760  feet,  or  one-third  of  a  mile.  The  platform  where  paBsengers  take 
the  trains  is  about  180  feet  long  and  ten  feet  wide,  and  is  between  the  main 
tracks.  This  would  leave  a  space  of  four  feet  and  four  inches  for  passen- 
gers to  occupy  while  two  passenger  trains  were  passing,  something  more 
where  one  train  was  a  freight.  The  distance  between  the  south  main  line 
track  and  the  south  side  track  at  this  platform  Is  fifteen  feet.  The  depot  is- 
on  the  north  side  of  the  north  main  track,  and  south  of  the  north  side 
track.  It  has  in  front  of  it  platforms  and  walks  more  than  800  feet  in 
length.    These  are  used  largely  for  unloading  and  handling  freight. 

It  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  first  point  to  be  determined  is 
whether  a  platform  ten  feet  wide  between  the  tracks  where  trains  may 
rapidly  pass,  leaving  a  space  of  four  feet  four  inches  between  the  moving 
cars  is  a  safe  place  for  passengers  to  await  their  arrival.  Their  answer  is 
that  it  certainly  is  not.  The  next  question  is,  what  is  the  remedy?  If  it  is 
necessary  to  have  platform  between  these  tracks,  and  from  the  arrangement 
of  the  freight  depot  and  its  tracks  they  are  inclined  to  think  it  is,  the  proper 
remedy  is  to  widen  the  distance  between  the  main  tracks  at  the  platform  to 
fifteen  feet,  and  make  the  platform  for  receiving  and  discharging  passengers 
to  correspond  in  width.  This  can  be  done,  so  far  as  they  can  see,  without 
interf erring  with  any  purposes  for  which  the  tracks  are  used,  by  throwing 
the  south  track  five  feet  south.  If  this  cannot  be  done  two  platforms 
should  be  built  for  receiving  and  discharging  passengers,  one  on  the  north 
side  of  the  north  track,  and  one  on  the  south  side  of  the  south  track. 
With  either  arrangement  they  think  the  present  danger  may  be  to  a  great 
degree  avoided. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  trains  that  pass  at  1  and 
2:15  A.  M.  are  to  stop  at  llussell,  the  station  house  should  be  kept  open, 
warmed  and  lighted  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  passengers.  They 
think  that  a  platform  lamp  kept  lighted  might  be  of  some  service,  but  with- 
out the  other  changes  above  suggesW  would  hardly  insure  the  comfort  and 
safety  of  passengers  waiting  for  or  leaving  trains.

:fnraphlc  despatch,  at  once  opened  communication  with  the  officers  of  the 
railroad  company.    February  9th  they  received  the  following  dispatch:

Dbab  Sib— V  ours  of  Feb.  8th,  with  enclosures,  is  at  hand.  Replying,  would  say  that  after 
a  succession  of  unprecedented  storms  of  snow,  wind  and  low  thermometer,  coyerlng  a  period 
of  nearly  four  weeks,  our  line  was  dosed  to  traffic  from  the  afternoon  of  Feb.  2d  until  tbe 
afternoon  of  the  Sth.  Everything  that  human  power,  aided  by  the  unsparing  use  of  money, 
could  do  was  brought  into  requisition,  in  the  effort  to  keep  the  road  open,  and  when  closed 
to  re-open  it.  Thursday  eyening,  the  4th  (the  time  of  the  change  in  the  weather),  found  ua 
with  nearly  all  the  cuts  from  Newmarket  to  Humeston  with  from  two  to  eleven  feet  of  snow 
in  them,  and  on  the  prairies  of  Decatur  county  the  rails  were  covered  with  snow  frozen  to 
them,  so  that  it  all  had  to  be  taken  out  with  picks. 

NotwitDstanding  the  erippled  condition  ot  our  men  and  machinery,  we  saeoeeded  In  get- 
ting the  trains  moving  Saturday  p.  m.,  the  6th,  and  since  then  tliey  have  moved  without  in- 
terruption.   Hoping  that  we  have  had  the  last  of  the  storms,  I  am

On  February  10,  1886,  Hod.  W.  C.  Earle  at  the  request  of  certain  of  his 
constituents,  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  facts  communicated  to 
him:  Waukon  and  Postville  are  eighteen  miles  apart,  and  active  com- 
petitors for  the  cattle  and  hog  shipments  of  the  ricinity. 

Until  tbe  two  months  preceding  the  complaint  the  trade  has  been  about 
equally  divided  between  the  two  points.  The  parties  complain  that  the 
respondents  are  believed  to  be  buying  the  stock,  and  shipping  the  same, 
thus  discriminating  against  Waukon,  and  that  the  prices  paid  favor  Post- 
TiUe  from  20  to  26  cents  per  hundred. 

Respondents  deny  the  charge,  and  allege  that  rates  from  the  two  towns

are  the  same ;  they  attribute  the  disturbance  to  actiye  and  perhaps  ruinoua 
competition  between  buyers.  One  of  the  Ck>ouni88ioners  went  to  Postville, 
interviewed  the  buyers  at  that  point  and  satisfied  himself  that  they  were 
getting  no  rebates,  were  buying  on  their  own  aceount,  were  competing 
actively,  and  results  were  seen  in  the  advantageous  prices  secured  by  those 
having  cattle  and  hogs  to  sell.  On  the  17th  of  February,  and  again  on  th& 
18th  of  March,  complainant's  attention  was  called  to  the  result  of  the  inves- 
tigations, but  having  wholly  failed  to  furnish  any  testimony,  or  make  any 
further  showing,  the  case  was  dismissed  April  2, 1886.

Danger  at  Higkway  Crossings^ 


Filed  February  10, 1886. 

The  complainant  stated  to  the  Ck>mmissioners  that  the  highway  crOssinga 
over  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  and  Illinois  Central  Railroads  at  Fort 
Dodge  were  dangerous  for  teamsters  and  the  public  generally,  the  railroad 
companies  having  no  watchmen  or  other  precautionary  measures  to  warn 
persons  of  the  approach  of  trains,  and  the  tracks  and  switches  of  bothroada 
lying  near  together,  in  many  places  crossing  the  highway  several  times  in  a^ 
distance  of  a  few  rods.  It  was  also  rumored  in  the  hearing  of  one  of  the' 
Commissioners  that  the  enginemen  were  in  the  habit  of  crossing  these 
streets  without  sounding  their  whistles  or  ringing  bells  as  they  should. 

The  matter  was  promptly  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  railways,  who 
reported  to  the  Commissioners  that  Instructions  had  -been  given  requiring 
their  trainmen  to  exercise  the  strictest  care  while  crossing  these  streets,  in 
sounding  their  bells  and  whistles,  and  looking  out  for  persons  and  teams, 
and  that  in  future  they  wt)uld  endeavor  to  see  that  no  cause  for  complaint 
should  arise  in  the  matter  of  running  trains  or  engines  over  these  crossings.

The  complainant,  by  his  attorney,  asked  the  Commissioners  to  award  him 
damages  for  the  killing  of  a  cow  by  a  train  on  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapida 
&  Northern  Railway,  at  Clermont,  Iowa.  He  stated  that  the  notice  and 
affidavit  required  by  iaw  had  been  served  on  the  respondent,  who  offered 
him  about  half  the  value  of  the  animal  in  settlement  of  his  claim,  but  this 
he  had  declined  to  accept,  and  wished  to  place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of 
the  Conmiissioners  for  adjustment.  He  was  advised  that  the  Board  had  no 
power  to  render  a  money  judgment  against  the  defendant,  and  the  relief 
sought  must  be  obtained  from  the  courts.

In  a  letter  to  the  Commissioners  dated  February  15th,  1886,  Mr.  Williams 
complained  that  shippers  on  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy 
Bailroad  were  required  to  sign  a  contract  releasing  the  company  from  liabU- 
ity  for  damage  to  shipments,  except  by  collisions  of  trains,  with  the  alter- 
native of  paying  twenty  cents  per  hundred  pounds  in  addition  to  the  regular 
rate  when  goods  were  shipped  at  company's  risk.  Complainant  held  that 
the  railroad  company  should  be  responsible  for  the  safe  delivery  of  goods 
without  extra  compensation.    He  was  a  shipper  of  dairy  products. 

Eef erring  the  matter  to  the  officers  of  the  road,  the  Board  was  advised 
that  in  accordance  with  the  Joint  Western  Classification  in  use  on  all  west- 
em  roads,  butter  when  shipped  at  carrier's  risk  is  billed  as  first-class,  and 
when  taken  at  owner's  risk,  second-class,  the  shipper  being  presented  with 
the  option  of  assuming  the  risk  himself  and  shipping  at  second-class,  or 
transfering  the  risk  to  the  company  and  paying  the  higher  rate.  Respond- 
ent regarded  this  arrangement  as  reasonable,  and  stated  that  it  was  not  a 
recent  one,  the  classification  having  remained  the  same  for  many  years ; 
also  that  the  company  did  not  seek  to  relieve  itself  from  liability  caused  by 
its  own  negligence,  but  endeavored,  while  providing  every  possible  facility 
for  the  shipment  of  butter,  to  guard  against  a  liability  for  damage  from  the 
•effects  of  heat  and  cold,  a  simple  agreement  releasing  them  from  damage 
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•caused  by  these  being  all  the  company  would  ask,  and  upon  whioh  they 
were  entirely  willing  to  take  the  shipments  at  second-class. 

Subsequent  to  the  transmission  of  this  explanation  to  the  complainant, 
he  informed  the  Ck>mmissioners  that  the  matters  in  dispute  had  been  satis- 
factorily settled  by  the  respondent.

DECISION  OF  THB  OOMIOSSIONEBS. 

In  a  letter  of  complaint  to  the  Commissioners,  Mr.  EUyson  stated  that  he 
:  shipped  a  horse  from  Dubuque  to  West  Liberty  over  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
A  St.  Paul  and  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Bailways;  that  he  was 
charged  $7.60  from  Dubuque  to  Cedar  Bapids  on  the  former  road,  a  distance 
of  eighty  miles,  and  $6  from  Cedar  Bapids  to  West  Liberty,  a  distance  of 
thirty-seven  miles.  The  latter  charge  he  regarded  as  excessive,  particularly 
as  the  car  in  which  the  horse  was  carried  was  a  C,  B.  &  Q.  car,  and  on  its 
way  empty  to  Burlington.  The  horse  was  estimated  at  2,000  pounds  weight 
and  charged  at  the  usual  rate,  thirty  cents  per  hundred.  As  the  car  had  no 
other  freight,  it  does  not  appear  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  charge  was 
excessive.  The  fact  that  railway  companies  are  often  compelled  to  haul 
empty  cars  is  not  a  good  reason  for  reducing  rates.  Under  the  circum- 
stances, they  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  cause  for  complaint.

In  this  case  Squires  &  Son  and  four  other  merchants  of  Milo  complain 
that  in  shipments  from  Des  Moines  to  Milo  the  respondent  charges  local 
distance  traffic  rates  from  Des  Moines  to  Indianola,  and  then  adds  thereto 
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local  distance  tttriff  rates  from  Indianola  to  Milo.  Accompanying  the  com- 
plaint are  several  expense  bills  offered  to  support  the  allegations  of  the 
complaint. 

The  respondent  replies  admitting  the  truth  of  the  allegation,  but  claim- 
ing that  it  does  not  own  a  road  from  Milo  to  Des  Moines,  but  that  desiring 
to  make  a  short  connection  for  the  convenience  of  the  passenger  business 
between  Des  Moines  &  St.  Joseph  it  made  an  arrangement  for  the  use  of 
the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  track  from  Indianola  to  Avon^ 
which  arrangement  is  terminable  on  one  year's  notice,  and  to  consununate 
this  passenger  arrangement  they  pay  out  more  than  they  receive;  that  the 
rates  charged  are  ^considerably  less  than  if  carried  to  Milo  by  any  other 
route,  and  a  little  less  than  they  were  by  this  route  before  respondent  made 
the  running  arrangement  above  mentioned.  The  Commissioners  have  often 
held  that  where  the  freight  passes  over  two  lines  it  may  be  charged  two 
local  rates.  The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company,  in  order 
to  put  an  important  train  into  Des  Moins  from  St.  Joseph  pays  more  than 
its  total  income  from  the  part  of  the  line  leased  to  the  Rock  Island  for  the 
use  of  its  line  from  Indianola  to  Avon,  and  thereby  gives  much  needed 
facilities  to  northern  Missouri  and  southwestern  Iowa  for  reaching  Des 
Moines.  Besides  the  advantages  to  Milo  from  the  train  between  Des 
Moines  and  St.  Joseph  there  has  been  no  enhancement  of  freight  rates,  but 
a  considerable  reduction  from  the  rates  via  Knozville  and  Albia,  and  a 
slight  reduction  on  former  rates  by  the  route  used  for  the  passenger  train. 
In  accordance,  therefore,  with  all  former  rulings  of  the  Commissioners,  and 
because  it  appears  that  no  rate  has  been  increased,  but  rather  diminished  by 
the  arrangement  for  the  passenger  train,  we  think  complainants  have  no^ 
just  ground  for  complaint.

DISSBNTING  OPINION  BY  COHMI8SIONKB  COFFIN. 

I  am  obliged  to  dissent  from  the  decision  of  the  majority  of  the  Boards 
for  the  following  reasons:  The  Chicago,  Burlington  ft  Quincy  Railroad 
Company  advertises  to  run  through  trains  from  Des  Moines  to  Chariton  via. 
Indianola  and  Milo,  and  asks  for  business. 

The  public  has  no  reason  to  suppose  that  two  local  rates  will  be  charged 
for  freight  to  any  stations  between  these  two  points,  any  more  than  betweei^ 
Des  Moines  and  Albia  via  Knozville,  on  the  road  of  this  same  company. 
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The  fact  that  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  B.  Co.  hires  trackage  between  Avon  and 
Indianola  of  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y  Co.,  should  be  no  reason  for  making  two 
local  charges  on  freight  from  Des  Moines  to  Milo,  for  it  is  evidently  cheaper 
to  hire  such  trackage  than  to  build  a  track  of  their  own.  The  Des  Moines 
&  Fort  Dodge  Bailroad  Company  hires  trackage  of  the  111.  Cent.  B.  B.  Co. 
from  Tara  into  Fort  Dodge,  but  it  does  not  charge  two  local  rates  for 
freight  between  Fort  Dodge  and  Des  Moines  because  it  does.  The  111. 
Cent.  B.  B.  hires  trackage  of  other  companies  part  of  its  way  from  Sioux 
City  to  Chicago,  in  fact  runs  over  not  less  than  four  difterent  roads,  yet  it 
does  not  for  that  reason  charge  four  local  rates. 

Strangers  lookhig  for  a  business  place  on  the  line  of. the  road  between 
Des  Moines  and  Chariton  have  a  right  to  expect  just  as  low  rates  of  freight 
on  that  line  as  on  the  hne  from  Des  Moines  to  Albia.  I  think  it  a  mistake 
to  say,  as  in  the  minority  opinion:  ''  The  Commissioners  have  ofteh  held 
that  where  freight  passes  over  two  lines  it  may  be  chained  two  local  rates." 

I  do  not  remember  of  a  single  instance  of  the  kind,  where  the  same  com- 
pany operated  the  two  lines  with  its  own  cars,  motive  power  and  train  men. 

The  two  lines  were  in  fact  run  as  one  continuous  road,  with  no  change  of 
freight  or  way  bills.  On  the  contrary,  do  not  the  facts  warrant  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  rates  from  Des  Moines  south  over  this  and  the  C,  B.  I.  ft  P. 
B'y  should  be  less  rather  than  more  than  one  local  rate?  The  C,  B.  I.  &  P. 
line  to  Indianola  and  to  Winterset  certainly  does  not  have  all  the  work  the 
road  could  accommodate,  and  it  is  an  ecbnomical  management  for  both 
companies  to  use  one  track.  Hence  the  fixed  charges  can  be  less  than  they 
would  be  if  each  company  had  to  maintain  separate  tracks.  It  certainly  is 
not  consistent  to  make  greater  charges  than  usual  when  the  running  ex- 
penses are  lessened.

Lack  of  station  facUities. 


On  March  11, 1886,  certain  citizens  complained  that  the  depot  and  platform 
at  Meridan  had  been  destroyed  by  fire  December  18, 1885,  and  that  the  res- 
pondent neglected  to  rebuild  it,  or  provide  any  accommodations  al  that 
point.  Upon  investigation  it  appeared  that  upon  the  destruction  of  their 
depot  by  fire,  the  respondent  rented  a  room  in  the  building  south  of  the 
track  for  use  as  a  telegraph  office  and  passenger  waiting  room,  and  also 
placed  the  body  of  a  box  car  upon  the  ground  opposite  the  main  track  for 
storing  freight,  and  ordered  the  erection  of  a  new  depot  building  as  soon  as 
the  frost  was  out  of  the  ground.  March  2Uth  the  citizens  advised  the  Board 
that  the  arrangements  of  respondent  would  meet  the  case  in  hand  well,  and 
they  could  all  most  truly  appreciate  the  same.

The  complainants  shipped  from  Chicago  to  Des  Moines  over  respondents 
road  a  consignment  of  furniture,  consisting  of  chair  frames,  and  lounge 
feet,  back  and  frames,  the  latter  being  partly  ^^  knocked  down."    They 
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were  charged  at  the^  rate  of  $1.S0  per  hundred,  or  double  first-class  rates, 
and  for  this  made  complaint  to  the  Commissioners,  alleging  that  the  charge 
should  have  been  75cents  per  hundred,  or  first-class.  On  taking  the  matter 
up  with  the  company  on  behalf  of  the  parties,  the  Commissioners  found 
that  the  chairs  included  in  this  shipment  were  set  up  or  put  together,  while 
the  lounges  and  frames  were  not,  for  which  reason  the  latter  should  not 
have  been  billed  at  double  first-class  rates.  The  bills  were  accordingly  cor- 
rected to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parties.

DBCISION  OF  THE  OOMMISBIONBB8. 

In  this  case  on  the  18th  of  March,  1886,  E.  £.  Adams  by  his  attorney,  W. 
E.  Bradford,  complained  that  in  1884  the  respondent,  by  its  agents,  employed 
complainant,  a  newspaper  publisher,  to  print  certain  special  notices  of  elec- 
tions for  a  tax  in  aid  of  the  extension  of  the  line  of  its  road,  for  which  it 
became  indebted  to  complainant  In  the  sum  of  fifty-four  dollars  and  fifty 
cents,  which  it  refuses  to  pay.  On  the  8th  of  April,  the  respondent,  by  its 
Genera)  Manager,  denied  ever  having  requested  an  order  for  the  election  in 
<luestion,  or  any  publication  of  notices  pertaining  thereto ;  also  denied  any 
knowledge  that  complainant  ever  made  any  claim  against  the  respondent 
for  publishing  the  notices.  On  the  27th  of  April  the  respondent  filed  a 
special  answer  pleading  and  claiming  that  the  Board  had  no  jurisdiction  of 
the  subject  matter  upon  which  complainant  predicates  his  claim.  Atten- 
tion of  the  complainant  being  called  to  this  question  of  the  power  and  juris- 
diction of  the  Board,  on  the  7th  of  May  Mr.  Bradford,  complainant's  attor- 
ney, filed  an  argument  in  support  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board. 

The  claim  is  one  pure  and  simple  for  a  sum  of  money  due  upon  a  con- 
tract. The  contract  is  in  no  way  connected  with  the  operation  of  a  railway, 
the  condition  of  its  line,  or  the  accommodation  or  safety  of  the  public.  Nor 
is  it  a  contract  in  any  way  affected  by  the  rights,  duties  or  liabilities  of  a 
common  carrier.  The  only  connection  it  seems  to  have,  in  any  way,  with 
railway  matters,  is  the  fact  that  the  respondent  party  is  a  railway  company. 
The  only  relief  that  could  be  given  if  resisted  by  the  respondent  would  be 
through  the  judgment  of  a  court,  and  perhaps  the  processes  of  which  courts 
enforce  payment  of  a  judgment  rendered. 

The  general  supervision  of  railways  required  of  the  Commissioners  has 
reference  to  the  operation  of  steam  railways,  and  the  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  State  for  their  operation,  the  condition  and  equiqment  of  the  lines 
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for  public  safety  and  oonvenience,  the  condition  of  bridge,  the  charter  and 
other  legal  liabilities  of  railways,  the  necessity  of  repairs,  addition  to  roll- 
ing stock,  changes  or  additionii  to  station  hoases,  erection  of  stations  at 
crossings,  rates  of  fare  for  freight  and  passengers,  and  in  all  these  mattera 
the  Commissioners  are  to  have  in  view  the  promotion  of  the  security,  con- 
yenience,  and  accommodation  of  the  public. 

It  is  possible,  as  contended  by  complainant's  attorney,  that  in  the  many 
hundred  varied  cases  considered  by  the  Commissioners  since  the  law  haa 
been  in  force  there  have  been  some  acted  upon  that  would  not  come  strictly 
within  the  lines  above  marked  out,  but  if  so  they  have  been  cases  in  which 
no  question  of  jurisdiction  has  been  raised  by  either  of  the  contending  par- 
ties. But  in  this  case  the  question  has  been  raised  and  must  be  met,  and 
we  think  it  evident  that  the  case  does  not  come  within  the  defined  limits. 

It  was  very  plausibly  and  forcibly  contended  by  complainant's  counsel 
that  the  theory  of  arbitration  pervaded  the  Commissioner  law,  and  was  its 
true  spirit.  We  believe  and  have  ever  acted  upon  this  idea.  But  we  do 
not  find  in  the  law  the  idea  of  enforced  arbitration  of  matters  outside  th» 
limits  of  the  law  above  set  forth.  The  matter  in  question  in  the  case  is 
one  of  purely  private  rl^ht,  and  has  no  reference  to  the  duties  of  the  rail* 
way  as  a  public  carrier,  nor  to  the  method  of  its  operation  nor  equipment, 
nor  is  it  in  any  way  connected  with  the  promotion  of  the  security,  conveni- 
ence and  accommodation  of  the  public.  It  does  not  seem  to  us  nearly  so 
strong  a  case  as  that  of  a  personal  injury  resulting  from  the  alleged  negli- 
gence of  those  charged  with  the  operation  of  the  railway,  and  yet  the  Com- 
missioners would  not  feel  authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  such  a  case, 
unless  all  parties  voluntarily  submitted  the  facts  to  the  Board  for  investiga- 
tion and  determination.  Our  opinion,  therefore,  is  that  the  case  is  not  one 
which  the  i^oard  is  authorized  to  hear  and  determine,  against  the  objection 
formally  made  to  its  Jurisdiction  by  one  of  the  contending  parties,  and  we 
must  therefore  decline  to  further  consider  the  same.  All  papers  will  b» 
returned  to  the  parties  upon  their  request  made  therefor.

Mr.  Ames,  a  stock  dealer  at  Marcus  made  complaint  to  the  Board  that  he 
was  imable  to  obtain  large  cars  for  the  shipment  of  his  stock  to  eastern 
points,  and  that  a  discrimination  was  made  by  the  respondent  company 
against  Marcus  and  in  favor  of  Le  Mars,  Cherokee,  and  other  stations  oa 
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this  road.  Complainant,  in  a  subsequent  letter  to  the  Board,  stated  that 
durinjt  a  trip  to  Chicago  in  September,  1885,  he  took  pains  to  notice  and 
count  the  number  of  large  stock  cars  at  different  points  on  the  line,  and 
saw  a  number  of  them  at  Dubuque,  Chicago  and  other  places;  also  that  he 
had  been  informed  by  an  official  of  this  road  that  they  owned  over  two'hun- 
dred  of  these  long  cars  (34  feet),  and  that  nearly  every  stock  train  passing 
througn  Marcus  contained  from  one  to  five  of  these  cars.  This  complaint 
having  been  communicated  to  General  Manager  Jeffery  of  respondent's 
road,  reply  was  duly  received  from  him  by  the  Commissioners,  stating  that 
his  company  owned  about  650  standard  stock  cars,  they  being  28i  feet  long, 
the  same  as  those  of  all  the  railroads  of  the  country.  In  May,  1885,  the 
Illinois  Central  Company  directed  that  all  their  stock  cars  be  made  thirty- 
five  feet  in  length,  and  all  old  ones  re-built  were  to  be  made  of  this  length. 
In  pursuance  of  this  order  twenty-five  or  thirty  of  these  long  cars  had  been 
made  and  put  in  service,  but  when  distributed  over  the  2,100  miles  of  road 
operated  by  this  company,  no  particular  shipper  could  be  allowed  the  privi- 
lege of  their  use  very  often. 

The  Commissioners,  in  view  of  the  facts  as  above  set  forth,  called  upon 
Mr.  Ames  for  evidence  to  substantiate  his  complaint,  which  he  seemed  en- 
tirely unable  to  furnish,  and  the  case  was  by  them  ordered  closed.

DECISION  OF  THB  COMMISSIONBRS. 

In  this  case,  for  himself  and  the  public,  A.  S.  Murchison  made  complaint 
on  the  24th  of  March,  1886,  against  the  respondent,  that  to  the  great  incon- 
venience of  the  public  the  respondent  had  put  down  sidetracks  across  the 
only  highway  leading  into  the  incorporated  town  of  Williamsburg  from  the 
east ;  that  there  was  no  highway  crossing  said  track  from  the  east  for  a  dis- 
tance of  three  miles  to  the  south ;  that  the  sidetracks  could  be  moved  at 
small  expense,  and  thus  avoid  the  danger  of  having  a  highway  ceoss  the 
tracks,  and  asked  that  the  Commissioners  take  action  in  relation  thereto. 

The  attention  of  the  respondent  company  being  called  to  the  matter,  on 
the  24th  of  March  its  officers  replied,  denying  that  they  had  permitted  cars 
to  remain  standing  on  the  track ;  admitting  that  trains  when  doing  work  at 
the  .station  for  a  time  did  obstruct  the  main  track  more  or  less,  but  not  to 
exceed  ten  or  fifteen  minutes,  and  alleging  that  the  orders  of  the  company 
were  positive  that  the  highway  crossings  should  be  kept  open  when  they 
were  to  be  occupied  longer  than  five  minutes  at  a  time ;  also  claiming  that 
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the  present  location  is  the  only  available  one  for  station  grounds  in  the  vio- 
inity,  owing  to  the  low,  swampy  nature  of  the  ground.  Accompaning  the 
papers  was  a  map  or  tracing,  showing  the  location  of  the  station  grounda 
and  vicinity.  The  company's  answer  having  been  communicated  to  Mr. 
Murchison,  on  the  6th  day  of  April  he  repried,  averring  that  the  orders 
given  to  the  effect  that  the  highway  crossing  must  npt  be  obstructed  more 
than  five  minutes  at  a  time  were  not  enforced  or  obeyed ;  that  he  had  fre- 
quently seen  trains  left  on  the  crossing  and  the  engine  taken  off  to  do  work, 
and  had  himself  waited  from  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes  before  he  could  get 
through.  He  further  stated  that  WiUiamsburg  is  located  west  of  Old  Man's 
Creek,  the  depot  being  south  of  the  road ;  that  the  water  tank  and  coa^ 
house  are  between  the  depot  and  the  highway,  and  that  owing  to  natural 
causes  the  town  is  likely  to  be  always  entirely  on  the  west  side  of  the 
present  line  of  the  railroad. 

Believing  it  to  be  necessary  so  to  do,  on  the  27th  of  April,  1886,  having 
notified  the  several  parties,  the  Commissioners  visited  Williamsburg,  in- 
spected the  station  grounds,  and  held  personal  interviews  with  numerous 
persons  representing  the  views  of  the  contending  parties,  taking  the  testi- 
mony of  numerous  witnesses. 

The  Commissioners  found  the  highway  in  question  crossing  the  side  and 
main  tracks  about  410  feet  from  the  north  end  of  the  switch.  This  is  the 
only  approach  from  the  east  to  the  town,  except  one  some  three  miles  south, 
and  one  about  one  mile  north.  They  also  found  that  the  dirt  approaches  of 
the  highway  to  the  track  crossing  did  not  probably  exceed  twelve  feet  in 
width,  and  the  plank  crossing  between  the  rails  were  also  twelve  feet  in 
width.  In  the  nature  of  things  the  highway  in  question  is  the  main  one  in 
use  for  persons  coming  from  the  east  into  Williamsburg,  and  goinct  out  of 
the  town  eastward.  This  use  will  increase  as  the  country  settles,  the  town 
grows  and  the  business  of  the  railroad  increases. 

The  evidence  discloses  the  fact  that  there  are  three  [regular  trains  each 
way  daily,  and  more  or  less  irregular  trains.  The  stock  yards  are  located 
abutting  the  highway  on  the  north,  and  on  the  west  side  of  the  tracks.  The 
road  approaching  from  the  east  after  it  crosses  Old  Man's  Creek,  which  is 
about  forty  rods  east  of  the  railway  line,  passes  over  low  ground  with  fences 
on  each  side,  and  to  avoid  the  mud  and  marshy  nature  of  the  ground  is 
graded  to  a  narrow  roadway.  A  consideration  of  the  surroundings  shows 
clearly  that  the  approach  is  one  accompanied  both  with  inconvenience  and 
danger  from  passing  trains.  The  evidence  of  one  or  two  witnesses  detailed 
instances  of  special  hardship  where  there  was  an  obstructing  of  the  high- 
way for  ten,  fifteen  and  twenty  minutes,  but  the  weight  of  the  testimony 
was  to  the  effect  that  there  had  been  no  extraordinary  or  causeless  delay  by 
the  company's  trains. 

All  the  witnesses  agreed  that  if  the  company's  order  requiring  trains 
standing  on  the  highway  to  exceed  five  minutes  to  be  opened  for  passing 
teams  across  the  railway  was  rigidly  enforced,  there  would  be  no  cause  for 
complaint.  One  witness  testified  that  sometime  in  the  autumn  of  1886,  hav- 
ing been  detained  by  trains  for  twenty  minutes,  he  complained  to  the  station 
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agent  and  obtained  relief,  and  tbat  the  result  of  the  complaint  was  the  post- 
ing of  a  bulletin  in  the  station  calling  the  attention  of  employes  to  the  lule 
lequiring  trains  standing  on  the  track  five  mhiutes  to  be  opened  for  the  pas- 
sage of  teams  and  travel  on  the  highway,  and  most  of  the  witnesses  agreed 
that  the  delays  had  been  less  frequent  since  that  time.  The  Commissioners 
are  not  able  to  see  any  relief  in  this  case,  except  to  urge  upon  the  officials 
of  the  road  a  rigid  enforcement  of  the  order  as  to  allowing  a  train  to  stand 
only  five  minutes  on  the  track,  without  opening  it  for  the  passage  of  teams 
and  travel.  They  also  suggest  that  the  station  agent  should  be  admonished 
to  report  all  violations  of  this  order,  that  the  evil  may  be  corrected.  Also 
that  the  plank  crossings  between  rails  should  be  not  less  than  sixteen  feet 
in  width,  and  the  dirt  approaches  widened.  In  all  cases  like  the  one  under 
consideration,  it  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  great  care  should  be  taken 
in  the  location  of  coal  houses  and  water  tanks,  to  the  end  that  the  public 
using  the  highways  should  be  subjected  to  the  least  possible  inconvenience 
and  danger.  The  Conunissioners  deem  it  a  proper  occasion  to  express  their 
disapproval  of  the  practice  too  common  in  the  State  of  having  highways 
cross  the  station  grounds.  It  ought  not  to  be  allowed,  and  all  such  situ- 
ations must  result  in  great  public  inconvenience  and  danger,  both  to  life  and 
property,  the  danger  and  inconvenience  increasing  as  the  business  of  the 
station  increases.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  March  26th,  1886,  John  Trueblood  and  eighty  others,  citizens  of  Earl- 
ham  and  vicinity,  complained  to  the  Railroad  Commissioners  that  the 
Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Bailway  Company  refused  to  stop  its  trains 
Ko.  1  and  2  at  the  station,  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  business  detri- 
ment of  the  citizens;  that  the  town  has  a  population  of  three  hundred 
and  fifty,  and  is  provided  with  depot,  side  tracks,  etc.,  and  asks  the  Com- 
missioners to  make  an  order  requiring  the  company  to  stop  these  trains.  It 
is  further  urged  by  one  of  the  signers  that  when  the  railroad  was  in  process 
of  construction  the  citizens  of  Earlham  raised  $1,400,  and  purchased  eighty 
acres  of  land  and  presented  to  the  company,  on  condition  that  the  officers 
would  locate  and  maintain  a  passenger  and  freight  station  at  this  place. 
In  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  Board  on  this  subject.  General  Superintendent 
Kimball  says:    ^'  We  think  Earlham  is  well  served  now,  as  six  passeuger 
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trains  per  day  stop  there,  and  two  freight  trains  which  carry  passengen. 
Train  No.  2  is  a  heavy  through  train,  and  passes  at  11.-08  p.  m.  No.  22, 
which  passes  Earlham  at  9:86  is  flagged  if  jmy  passengers  wish  to  go  east 
at  that  time  of  night."  No.  22  reaches  Des  Moines  at  11:86,  so  that  pass- 
engers goin  east  of  that  point  can  there  take  No.  2. 

Train  No.  1  going  west  passes  Earlham  at  4:22  in  the  morning. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  case  as  stated,  the 
passenger  facilities  at  Earlham  are  reasonably  good  for  a  town  with  860  in- 
habitants. The  trains  that  are  asked  to  stop  there  are  very  fast  through 
express  trains,  and  if  compelled  to  stop  at  every  point  of  the  importance  of 
Earlham,  would  be  unable  to  make  their  time.  As  public  interests  eveiy 
year  demand  faster  mail  and  express  trains,  private  convenience  must  yield 
to  public  demands.  The  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  trans-continental 
trains  must  run  much  more  rapidly  than  they  do  now,  and  the  Commission- 
ers feel  that  the  State  of  Iowa  should  impose  no  obstacle  to  this  rapid  tran- 
sit. The  fast  express  trains  of  the  through  eastern  lines  rarely  stop  at 
towns  of  ten  times  the  population  and  business  importance  of  Earlham, 
The  Commissioners  feel  that  any  rule  for  the  government  of  these  trains 
would  for  the  same  reasons  require  application  of  the  same  rule  at  all  points 
of  like  importance,  and  as  the  travel  that  seeks  these  trains  during  the 
night  is  certainly  not  large,  they  decline  to  make  the  recommendatioii.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMI8BIONBB8. 

A  paper  was  filed  in  this  office  dated  March  25, 1886,  signed  by  W.  A. 
Seevers,  T.  K.  Smith  and  H.  S.  England,  to  which  is  appended  a  statement 
of  James  Bridges  that  the  above  Is  substantially  true,  and  that  they  desire 
the  immediate  attention  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  subject  complained  of. 
The  first  charge  in  this  paper  is  that  the  Central  Iowa  Bailway  Company  is 
violating  the  terms  and  condition  by  which  the  right  of  way  was  obtained 
through  the  city  -,  that  a  valuable  and  important  street  was  vacated  and 
given  up  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  railway  company,  in  consideration  of 
certain  agreements  in  relation  to  their  depots,  which  have  not  been  carried 
out.' 

The  second  charge  is  that  the  present  depot  arrangements  are  dangerous 
to  citizens  and  others  who  travel  on  said  railroad,  by  reason  of  the  close- 
ness of  the  depot  to  the  track  and  trains ;  that  the  platforms  are  usually 
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crowded,  and  that  it  is  impossible  at  times  for  ladies  to  pass  from  the  wait- 
ing rooms  to  the  cars  and  hacks. 

The  third  charge  is  that  the  depot  for  passengers  was  located  and  is  main- 
tained at  its  preseQt  location  through  an  unjust  arrangement  with  a  prop- 
erty owner  and  hotel  proprietor,  in  pursuance  of  a  contract  against  public 
policy  and  in  violation  of  law. 

The  Ck>mmissioners  visited  Oskaloosa  on  April  20th,  and  took  the  testi- 
mony offered  by  complainants.  They  met  Mr.  Dudley,  Superintendent  of 
the  Central  Iowa  Bailway.  The  first  charge,  viz.,  that  the  conditions  by 
which  the  right  of  way  was  obtained  are  violated  was  taken  up,  and  the 
Commissioners  were  referred  to  ordinances  61, 52  and  63  of  the  Revision  of 
1876,  and  44  and  45  of  1885. 

The  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Burr  v.  City  of  OskaJoosa^  46  Iowa  276, 
construes  one  of  the  ordinances  and  determines  its  legality.  Section  1312  of 
the  Code  of  1873  prohibits  railway  companies  from  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  any  such  contract  with  a  municipal  corporation.  There  seems  to 
be  the  elements  from  which  a  case  might  be  made  to  submit  to  the  courts. 
The  Commissioners,  however,  decline  to  make  any  finding  on  this  charge, 
thinking  that  the  enforcement  of  the  performance  of  a  contract  with  the 
city,  or  the  determination  as  to  whether  the  Blackstone  lease  is  against 
public  policy  and  void  belongs  rather  to  a  court  than  a  commission.  It 
might  be  proper  to  state  in  this  connection  that  papers  signed  by  about  one 
hundred  and  forty-one  persons  purporting  to  represent  a  very  large  business 
and  property  interest  in  the  city  protesting  against  the  removal  of  the  depot 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Commissioners.  In  addition  to  this,  the  present 
financial  condition  of  the  company  would  make  them  hesitate,  even  if  they 
had  no  doubts  about  their  powers  before  making  a  recommendation  that 
would  call  for  a  large  expenditure  of  money. 

With  reference  to  the  second  charge,  L  6.,  that  the  present  depot  arrange- 
ments are  dangerous  and  unsuitable  for  the  place  and  business,— from  the 
testimony  introduced  and  from  their  own  observation,  the  Commissioners 
are  very  decided  in  their  conclusion  that  the  charge  is  fully  sustained,  and 
that  something  should  immediately  be  done  to  relieve  it.  Mr.  Dudley,  Gen- 
eral Manager  of  the  road,  proposes ''  to  at  once  throw  the  room  now  used  as 
a  baggage  room  into  the  gentlemens'  waiting  room,  taking  the  baggage 
room  out  altogether  ;  also  to  extend  the  platform  north,  so  that  it  will  reach 
Liberty  street,  making  it  extend  the  entire  length  of  the  block,  and  to 
widen  the  platform  about  fifteen  feet,  which  additional  width  shall  extend 
the  whole  length  of  the  block ;  further  than  this  the  platform  sl^all  be  low- 
ered, so  as  to  make  it  conform  to  those  most  approved  in  use."  When  this 
is  done,  and  due  regard  to  the  rights  and  safety  of  persons  crossing  the 
tracks  on  High  street  exercised,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cause  of 
complaint  would  mainly  be  removed,  and  about  all  the  station  facilities  that 
should  under  present  circumstances  he  asked  of  the  company  afforded. 

The  Commissioners  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  plans  suggested 
by  Mr.  Dudley  be  immediately  carried  out.

A  petition  si^ed  by  John  8.  Penny  and  ninety-nine  other  citizens  of  Latty 
and  ricinity  was  presented  to  the  Commissioners  on  April  7, 1886,  askini^ 
that  some  action  be  taken  by  the  Board  looking  to  the  procurement  of  a 
suitable  waiting  room  and  telegraph  office  at  that  station,  being  on  the  line 
of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway.  After  a  brief  cor- 
respondence with  President  Ives,  the  latter  assured  the  Commissioners  on 
June  19th,  that  his  company  were  making  arrangements  for  the  erection  of 
a  building  at  this  point,  part  of  which  was  to  be  used  for  offices,  waiting 
room,  etc.,  and  suppled  with  the  necessary  accommodations  for  a  passenger 
station,  it  being  also  their  intention  to  construct  a  commodious  platform  in 
front  of  it.  The  building  would  be  completed  within  a  month,  and  he  was 
assured  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  petitioners  and  residents  of  Latty.  On 
July  80th  one  of  the  Commissioners  visited  this  station,  and  was  informed 
by  Mr.  Penny  that  the  needed  improvements  had  been  made  by  the  company 
and  accepted  by  the  citizens  as  good  and  sufficient.

DBCfSION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

On  April  5th,  1886,  John  S.  Blanch,  of  Nugent,  Linn  county,  Iowa,  made 
a  complaint  to  the  Commissioners  stating  that  he  was  a  merchant  and  re- 
ceived his  goods  at  Manchester,  a  station  on  the  line  of  the  Illinois  Central 
Railroad,  seventeen  miles  distant  from  Nugent;  that  on  the  second  of  April 
he  went  to  Manchester,  called  for  and  paid  his  freight  bill  at  10  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  but  was  unable  to  get  the  freight  until  forty-five  minutes  past 
one  in  the  afternoon,  or  was  subjected  to  a  delay  of  three  hours  and  forty- 
five  minutes.  He  says  that  from  9  until  12  o^clock  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  freight,  as  the  railway  employes  will  not  deliver  it  as  long  as  trains 
are  at  the  station  to  be  loaded  or  unloaded,  and  that  during  the  time  stated 
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above  there  are  usually  trains  at  this  station;  that  from  12  to  1  p.  u,  the 
offices  and  depot  are  usually  closed.  At  one  a  train  usually  comes  in  that 
occupies  the  warehousemen  for  half  an  hour  or  more. 

Mr.  Blanch  has  been  getting  his  freight  at  this  station  for  fiye  years,  and 
claims  that  almost  invariably  he  is  subject  to  delays. 

He  also  complains  that  the  platforms  are  badly  arranged,  and  the  places 
for  receiving  goods  dangerous  when  teams  are  not  used  to  cars.  The  great 
distance  Mr.  Blanch  has  to  haul  his  goods  by  wagon  makes  this  delay  a  pe- 
culiar hardship.  After  considerable  correspondence  and  a  thorough  inves- 
tigation. General  Manager  JefEery  wrote  the  Gommisoioners  on  June  5th 
that  in  this  case  the  fault  was  with  the  company,  and  stated  that  he  had 
"  ordered  the  extension  of  the  freight  platform  at  Manchester,  and  given 
such  orders  and  instructions  as  would  in  future  lead  to  a  proper  conduct  of 
the  business  at  that  potnt."  This  seems  to  the  Commissioners  to  be  all  that 
Mr.  Blanch  has  asked,  and  if  carried  out  in  the  spirit  of  the  letters  above 
quoted  must  be  satisfactory.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMinSSIONERS. 

Mr.  Babcock  complained  and  verified  the  facts  by  his  own  oath  that  cer- 
tain lands  owned  by  him  had  been  occupied  for  track  and  line  of  road  with- 
out condemnation  for  right  of  way  purposes ;  that  he  was  induced  to  allow 
respondent  to  enter  upon  and  use  said  lands  upon  the  promise  of  Charles  N. 
Gilmore,  Superintendent,  that  the  company  would  locate  a  depot  on  the 
north  line  of  the  land,  and  if  for  any  reason  the  location  was  not  made, 
then  he,  Babcock,  was  to  be  paid  for  the  land  its  reasonable  value  and  all 
damages  the  building  of  the  road  might  occasion ;  that  the  company  did  not 
locate  the  station  on  the  land,  but  one  mile  south  thereof ;  that  in  entering 
his  lands  it  cut  and  destroyed  his  fence,  left  his  crops  of  hay  and  grain  open 
to  the  ravages  of  a  large  number  of  cattle,  one  stack  of  oats  being  entirely 
destroyed,  and  several  others  injured ;  that  with  heavy  wagons  drawing 
over  marshy  meadows,  the  blue  grass  sod  was  cut  up  and  destroyed ;  that  a 
small  portion  of  his  land  was  cut  off  from  the  remainder,  and  made  com- 
paratively useless  and  worthless,  and  he  itemizes  his  claim  as  follows : 

Grain  destroyed $30.00 

Right  of  way 270.00

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The  respondent  being  notified  of  this  claim,  Mr.  Gilmore  under  date  of 
April  14, 1886,  denied  the  statements  of  complainant,  and  said  that  the  right 
of  way  through  complainant's  farm  was  obtained  from  him  under  a  written 
contract,  eyery  stipulation  of  which  had  been  fully  performed ;  that  Mr. 
KaufEman,  respondent's  attorney,  drew  the  contract,  and  Mr.  Babcock 
signed  it  in  the  presence  of  BIr.  KaufEman,  Mr.  J.  J.  Bruce  and  himself. 
The  complainant  was  notified  of  this  answer,  and  advised  that  it  was  appar- 
ent that  with  such  widely  different  claims,  a  court  of  Justice  alone  could  set- 
tle the  controversy.  On  the  80th  of  April,  1886,  complainant  replied  that  he 
would  like  to  have  the  Commissioners  investigate  the  case,  and  see  what 
could  be  made  out  of  it,  and  said  that  he  never  signed  such  a  contract  as  Mr. 
Gilmore  described. 

On  the  19th  of  June,  1886,  Mr.  Bruce's  testimony  was  obtahied,  and  on 
the  20th  of  July  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Gilmore  and  Mr.  KaufPman. 

This  testimony  was  considered  as  to  the  fact  of  a  contract,  and  its  having 
been  signed,  on  accoimt  of  a  claim  that  the  contract  was  lost*  or  misplaced, 
find  so  could  not  be  produced.  These  three  witnesses  state  in  most  positive 
terms  that  on  the  26th  of  July,  1881,  after  full  knowledge  of  the  fact  com- 
municated to  him  that  a  station  would  not  be  located  on  this  land,  for  a 
small  but  valuable  consideration  Mr.  Babcock  signed  a  contract  for  the  right 
of  way.  The  Commissioners  therefore  close  the  case  by  saying  to  claimant 
that  while  they  regard  the  clear  preponderance  of  evidence  as  against  the 
complainant,  yet  if  he  is  not  satisfied,  the  case  can  only  be  determined  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction.

Mr.  Rodgers  complained  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  Minneapolis  &  St. 
Louis  Railway  Company,  in  grading  for  their  road  across  lots  62  and  67,  of 
the  Town  Company's  Addition  to  Fort  Dodge,  made  a  deep  excavation  on 
the  south  side  of  the  track  which  has  never  had  any  drainage,  and  that  the 
standing  water  in  this  hole  was  very  unhealthy  in  the  summer.  He  asked 
the  Board  to  order  same  to  be  filled  or  drained  by  the  railway  eompany.  A 
member  of  the  Commission  having  visited  the  locality  and  inspected  the 
premises,  it  was  found  that  the  lots  mentioned  by  complainant  were  ao 
situated  as  to  receive  a  very  large  part  of  the  drainage  of  the  land  in  the 
vicinity,  and  that  a  spring  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  had  been  obstructed  ao  as 
to  be  without  an  outlet,  in  consequence  of  which  a  lar^e  pond  had  been 
formed  on  the  west  side  of  the  railroad  track. 
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In  addition  to  this,  the  lots  had  been  made  a  dumping  ground  for  the 
garbage  of  the  city,  making  the  place  very  unhealthy  for  residents  in  the 
neighborhood.  The  complainant  was  advised  that  it  was  obviously  the 
duty  of  the  city  authorities  to  open  the  natural  drainage  of  this  tract  of 
ground,  before  calling  upon  the  railway  company  for  relief.

The  complainants  stated  to  the  Commissioners  that  they  had  been  lately 
refused  the  privilege  accorded  to  other  shippers  on  respondent's  road  in  the 
matter  of  the  collection  of  advanced  charges  on  goods  rebilled  to  them  by 
parties  or  firms  who  had  purchased  same  in  Chicago  or  the  east.  They 
asserted  that  the  usual  custom  had  been  for  the  railway  companies  to  col- 
lect the  advanced  charges  from  parties  re-shipping  the  goods,  thus  relieving 
consignees  of  the  trouble  of  paying  them  to  the  company  and  afterward 
collecting  them  from  consignors.  After  a  considerable  amount  of  corre- 
spondence between  complainants  and  the  Commissioners  in  the  endeavor  to 
ascertain  just  what  their  claims  were,  the  officers  of  the  company  assured 
the  Board  that  they  were  entirely  willing  to  accede  to  the  request  of  com- 
plainants, and  collect  charges  as  asked.

On  the  14th  of  April,  1886,  the  Commissioners  received  a  letter  signed 
^'Passenger",  dated  at  DeWitt,  stating  that  the  waiting  room  at  Noel  Junc- 
tion, on  the  BurliDgton,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  and  Chicago,  Milwaukee 
&  St.  Paul  Railways  was  closed  against  passengers  waiting  to  take  the 
trains  on  the  latter  road,  the  man  in  charge  notifying  passengers  that  the 
house  was  not  built  by  that  company,  and  its  passengers  had  no  right  there; 
also,  that  a  lady  was  standing  on  the  platform  waiting  for  the  train  the 
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evening  on  which  the  letter  was  written,  and  that  the  door  was  locked,  and 
that  it  was  not  pleasant  standing  out. 

It  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Ck)mmissioner9  never  to  notice  any  com- 
plaint to  which  a  name  was  not  attached,  believing  that  the  man  who  dis- 
guises himself  under  a  fictitious  one  has  some  element  in  his  complaint  for 
which  he  is  unwilling  to  be  held  personally  responsible.  In  this  case  they 
unwisely  violated  the  rule,  only  to  find  on  investigation  that  the  charge  had 
no  foimdation  in  fact  whatever,  except  that  a  duck  hunter  was  requested 
not  to  soil  the  floors  of  the  waiting  room  with  the  blood  from  his  game. 

In  future  the  Commissioners  wiil  decline  to  notice  any  communication 
that  has  not  the  claim  to  respectability  given  by  the  name  of  the  person 
aggrieved.

The  petition  of  complainants  filed  with  the  Board  affirms  that  on  the 
morning  of  December  16, 1886,  Miles  B.  Judge  who  was  their  agent  at  Hal- 
bur,  Carroll  county,  Iowa,  ordered  from  the  agent  of  the  Chicago  &  North- 
western Bailway  Company  at  that  place  three  large  stock  cars  to  be  loaded 
with  hogs  which  the  firm  had  for  shipment  at  that  station,  telling  him  that 
there  were  t¥(0  hundred  and  fifteen  animals  in  the  lot;  that  on  the  day  after 
the  order  was  given  two  large  cars  were  set  out  at  Halbur  for  their  use,  and 
Mr.  Judge  was  notified  by  the  agent  of  the  company  that  he  could  not  get 
the  third  large  car,  but  that  if  a  medium  sized  car  would  answer,  it  would 
be  furnished.    The  medium  sized  oar  was  then  ordered. 

Mr.  Judge  loaded  the  two  large  cars  and  billed  them  to  Manning,  a  star 
tion  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway,  intending  to  ship  them 
by  that  road  to  Chicago.  After  billing  the  two  cars  to  Manning,  the  agent 
refused  to  ship  the  remainder  of  the  hogs  to  Manning,  and  the  third  car 
that  was  in  transit  for  Halbur  to  fill  this  order  was  set  out  at  Carroll  and 
did  not  come  to  Halbur. 

The  agent  notified  Messrs.  Priest  &  Stocker  through  Mr.  Judge  that  the 
C,  &  N.  W.  B'y  Co.  would  not  furnish  cars  to  ship  to  Manning.  The  bogs 
were  then  hauled  by  complainants  to  Templeton,  the  nearest  station  on  the 
C,  M.  &  St.  P.  B'y. 

After  a  full  investigation  of  the  citse  before  the  Commissioners,  the  cost 
of  haulage,  feed,  shortage  in  weights  and  depreciation  in  value  on  the  mar- 
ket during  the  delay  were  voluntarily  settled  by  the  company,  by  the  pay* 
ment  of  $110.50.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complaint  of  Messrs.  Priest  &  Stocker  states  that  the  firm  are  dealers 
in  and  shippers  of  live  stock ;  that  they  have  been  aecustomed  to  ship  from 
Carroll,  Breda,  Halbur  and  Manning  in  Carroll  county,  and  from  Gray  in 
Audubon  county,  all  points  on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway.  That 
on  or  about  July  16, 1886,  they  had  at  the  depot  grounds  of  the  0.  &  N.  W. 
B'y  Co.  at  Gray,  eighty-three  fat  hogs,  the  weight  of  which  was  21,690 
pounds,  sold  to  Thomas  Dutt  at  four  and  a  quarter  cents  per  pound  deliv- 
ered at  Manning. 

Mr.  H.  Stocker,  a  member  of  the  firm,  for  the  purpose  of  sending  the  hogs 
to  Manning,  ordered  from  John  Bobinson,  station  agent,  a  car.  Mr.  Robin- 
son refused,  saying  that  the  company  would  not  furnish  cars  to  ship  to  Man- 
ning. He  then  ordered  a  car  to  ship  the  hogs  to  Chicago.  The  company  re- 
fused to  furnish  the  car  unless  the  order  stated  that  they  were  to  go  to  Chi- 
cago over  the  C.  &  N.  W.  B'y.  This  Mr.  Stocker  declined  to  do,  and  the  car 
was  not  furnished.  By  reason  of  this  refusal  they  were  unable  to  deliver 
the  hogs  upon  their  contract,  and  were  compelled  to  haul  them  to  Manning 
by  team.  They  claim  that  by  reason  of  the  refusal  to  furnish  the  car  they 
lost  $212.36,  less  the  freight  from  Gray  to  Manning,  $10,  or  $202.86. 

On  November  II,  1886,  Commissioners  McDill  and  CofSn  went  to  Carroll 
and  met  the  complainants  and  officers  in  charge  of  the  freight  department 
of  the  G.  &  N.  W.  U'y  Co.  The  railway  company  introduced  papers  B.,  C, 
D.  and  E.  Exhibit  B.  addressed  to  Mr.  Hunt,  says :  "  Don't  send  stock 
car  for  Priest  Sc  Stocker.  By  H.  Stocker.  No  date."  Exhibits  E.  and  D. 
fays:  '^  Gray,  July  16th.  M.  S.  B.,  Boone:  Please  send  one  long  stock  oar 
on  88  for  Stocker  &  P.,  for  Chicago.  J.  B."  Exhibit  C. :  ''  Gray,  Iowa, 
1886,  July  16.  One  large  stock  car  for  Chicago,  C.  So  N.  W.,  for  Priest  & 
Stocker,  by  H.  Stocker." 

Mr.  Bobinson,  station  agent,  says  that  he  sent  a  written  order  to  Mr.  Biser 
at  Boone,  for  a  car  to  ship  hogs ;  in  about  an  hour  Mr.  Stocker  revoked  the 
order,  and  said  he  would  haul  his  hogs  to  Manning.  Mr.  Riser,  train  dis- 
patcher,  says  he  received  an  order  not  to  send  the  car.  The  G.  &  N.  W.  Co. 
do  not  allow  an  agent  to  send  cars  ofE  their  lines.  The  practice  of  the  com- 
pany is  to  distribute  cars  in  proportion  to  the  supply  as  they  are  called  for 
by  the  stations.  The  station  agent  supplies  the  individuals  at  the  stations. 
Mr.  McCullough,  General  Freight  Agent,  says  the  road  has  4,000  freight  cars, 
and  the  Elkhom  2,000,  which  are  used  in  common.  The  supply  at  times  is 
short.    It  is  not  the  practice  to  allow  these  cars  to  go  over  the  Chicago, 
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Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  and  that  company  will  not  haul  the  G.  &  N. 
W.cars. 

From  the  testimony  it  does  not  appear  that  the  company  refused  to  furn- 
ish this  car,  hut  at  the  same  time  there  seems  to  hare  heen  a  conflict  in  the 
testimony,  which  we  are  unahle  to  understand  on  any  other  theory  than  a 
supposition  that  the  car  would  not  he  furnished. 

The  la^  is  very  plain  and  clear.  Section  10,  Chapter  77  of  the  laws  of  the 
Seyenteenth  Greneral  Assembly,  says  :  ''It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  railroad 
corporation,  when  within  their  powers  to  do  so,  and  upon  reasonable  notice, 
to  furnish  cars  to  any  and  all  persons  who  may  apply  therefor,  for  the  trana- 
portation  of  any  and  all  kinds  of  freight,  and  to  receive  and  transport  any 
and  all  kinds  of  freight  with  ail  reasonable  dispatch,  and  to  provide  and 
keep  suitable  facilities  for  the  receiving  and  handling  of  the  same,  at  any 
depot  on  the  line  of  its  road." 

The  Commissioners  have  repeatedly  held  that  this  means  that  cars  are  to 
be  supplied  to  all  stations  asking  them,  when  in  the  power  of  the  companies 
to  furnish  them.  When  the  supply  by  reason  of  scarcity  is  short,  the  duty 
of  the  railways  is  to  furnish  the  cars  in  proportion  to  the  usual  demands  of 
stations  or  individuals. 

It  would  seem  in  the  present  case  that  the  order  for  the  cars  was  revoked^ 
and  it  does  not  appear  without  dispute  that  there  was  any  nteson  for  believ- 
ing that  they  would  not  be  furnished. 

The  Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  revocation,  if  any  order 
for  a  car  was  made  for  this  service,  releases  the  railway  company  from  any 
liability  for  a  violation  of  the  statute. 

Messrs.  Bobinson  &  Stocker  agree  that  no  car  was  ordered  for  Manning, 
and  only  disagree  in  the  statement  that  Bobinson  told  Stocker  there  was  no- 
use  to  order  a  car  for  Manning. 

To  make  a  violation  of  the  law,  Mr.  Stocker  should  have  ordered  a  car  for 
the  place  where  he  wanted  to  send  the  hogs.  On  a  reCasual  to  furnish  the 
car,  the  Commissioners  could  determine  the  case.

DECiaiON  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complainant,  a  carpenter,  alleged  that  the  respondent  had  refused  to* 
receive  and  check  as  baggage  a  tool-chest  containing  his  baggage  and  some 
carpenters'  tools.    An  investigation  was  had,  and  the  Conmiissioners  ^ 
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about  to  issoe  an  order  with  a  view  to  placing  the  question  of  the  reasona- 
blenesB  and  justice  of  the  order  before  the  courts  for  determination,  bat 
some  correspondence  with  the  officials  of  the  road  led  to  a  surmise  that  the 
respondent  was  depending  more  upon  questions  of  fact,  namely,  whether 
the  tool-chest  contained  baggage,  than  upon  the  rightfulness  or  otherwise 
joit  the  order.  Believing  that  the  conclusion  reached  in  the  Dusey  case  (Be- 
port  1885  of  R.  B.  Commissioners  Iowa,  pages  617, 518  and  519>),  (that  any 
nde  for  baggage  made  by  a  railroad  company  which  excludes  tool -chests  as 
iudi  containing  baggage,  is  unwarranted  and  a  discrimination,  and  that  the 
companies  are  required,  under  the  law,  to  carry  in  tool-chests  the  baggage 
of  carpenters,  along  with  a  reasonable  quantity  of  carpenters'  tools),  was  a 
conclusion  supported  by  sound  reason,  founded  in  justice  and  fully  sus- 
tained by  the  decisions  of  all  respectable  courts  ;  they  are  not  wUling  to 
certify  a  case  which  might  by  failure  in  the  fac  or  any  other  cause  go  off 
upon  any  other  question  an  one  involving  the  merits  of  the  principle  laid 
down  by  the  Gommissioi  rs.  They  therefore  advise  the  complainant  that 
if,  in  fact,  his  baggage  •.  .  {contained  in  the  tool-chest  offered  for  checking 
as  baggage,  and  the  respondent  refused  to  check  the  same  because  con- 
tained in  a  tool-chest,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  the  act  of  refusal 
was  an  act  of  unjust  discrimination  which  is  prohibited  by  the  laws  of  the 
State,  and  that  his  remedy  in  court  would  be  found  complete  in  such  a  case.

The  complainants,  F.  B.  Bogers  and  H.  A.  Lott,  wrot^  the  Commission-, 
ers  that  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway  Company  had  failed  to 
construct  the  crossing  over  their  road  where  the  highway  was  graded  up  to 
the  same  on  the  section  line  between  sections  28  and  29,  township  96,  range 
25,  near  the  town  of  Britt,  Hancock  county,  and  that  it  was  impossible  to 
cross  the  track  at  that  point  with  teams,  to  the  great  annoyance  and  incon- 
venience of  complainants  and  other  citizens  of  the  county.  Having  called 
the  attention  of  officers  of  the  road  to  the  matter,  the  Board  was  advised  on 
April  26th  that  orders  had  been  given  for  the  immediate  opening  of  the 
crossing,  and  later  they  were  notified  by  complainants  that  the  work  had 
been  done  to  their  full  satisfaction.

BBPOBT  OF  THE  BAILROAD  C0MMIS8I0NBBS. 

Under  date  of  April  29th,  1886,  this  office  received  from  Hon.  William 
Larrabee,  Governor  of  the  State,  a  communication  covering  a  correspond- 
ence between  the  Mayor  of  Coimcil  Bluffs,  Hon.  John  W.  Chapman  and  the 
President  of  the  Union  Pacific  Bailway,  Hon.  Chas.  F.  Adams,  Jr., ''  with 
the  request  that  you  take  such  action  as  to  your  judgment  appears  proper." 
This  correspondence  commenced  with  a  letter  from  Mayor  Chapman  to 
President  Adams,  dated  March  19th,  1886,  making  serious  charges  against 
the  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Bailway  alleging  discrimination  against 
Council  Bluffs  and  Iowa  in  favor  of  Omaha,  which  charges  will  appear  in 
the  formal  specifications  of  complaints  made  by  the  Citizens  Committee, 
and  a  reply  from  the  latter  to  the  former  dated  March  26th,  1886.  On  the 
29th  of  the  same  month  Mr.  Chapman  again  writes  BIr.  Adams«  and  a  reply 
is  made  to  the  same  by  Mr.  Adams  April  6th,  which  letters  are  on  file  in 
this  office;  also  Mr.  Adams'  letter  to  the  Governor,  asking  that  the  whole 
matter  be  turned  over  to  the  Bailroad  Commissioners  for  investigation.  On 
May  6th  the  Governor  sent  to  this  office  another  communication  from  Mr. 
Adams  dated  May  3d,  relative  to  the  concurrent  resolution  passed  by  the 
last  legislature,  memorializing  Congress  on  its  contemplated  action  as  to 
matters  between  the  government  and  the  Union  Pacific  Bailway  Company, 
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4ind  requestmg  the  Commissioners  to  give  it  their  '^  careful  consideration." 
Under  date  of  April  28th,  this  office  receiyed  the  following  letter:

GxNTUEMEN— We  Tespectf  olly  reqaeet  you  to  meet  the  Citizens'  Committee  of  this  city  at 
4MI  early  day  for  the  purpose  of  hearlDg  the  grieyaQces  our  citizens  have  against  the  Union 
Paclllc  Bailway.  Toor  truly.

After  consultation  the  Commissioners  decided  to  go  to  Coimcil  Bluffs  and 
investigate  all  the  questions  involved  in  the  above  named  correspondence, 
and  set  the  time  May  24th,  1886,  and  so  notified  all  the  parties  intei-ested. 
'On  the  day  appointed  the  Board  met  the  representatives  of  the  Union  Pa- 
cific Bailway  and  the  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs  at  the  Ogden  House  in  that 
city,  and  took  a  large  amount  of  testimony  on  both  sides,  continuing  the 
investigation  some  ten  days,  giving  the  widest  and  freest  latitude  possible 
for  all  parties  to  present  any  grievance  they  might  have,  and  also  for  the 
railway  company  to  explain  any  and  all  charges  made. 

The  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs  charge  that  the  Union  Pacific  Bailway  Com- 
pany in  1878  and  1879,  ovming  ground  near  the  terminus  in  Council  Bluflii, 
granted  a  lease  to  certain  citizens  and  residents  of  Omaha  for  the  term  of 
ten  yeurs,  authorizing  the  lessees  to  erect  stock-yards  at  Council  Blufb; 
that  in  the  years  above  mentioned  the  lessees  did  erect  large,  suitable  and 
•convenient  stock-yards,  and  built  up  an  extensive  and  profitable  business 
-therein.  That  in  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  erection  of  large 
slaughter  houses  at  Council  Bluffs,  which  were  about  to  be  erected,  and 
-with  the  connivance  and  consent  of  the  U.  P.  B'y  Co.,  the  lessees  and  oth- 
-ers  associated  with  them  removed  nearly  all  of  said  stockyards  to  Omaha, 
-erected  stockyards  at  Omaha,  and  neglected  to  maintain  suitable,  convenient 
and  safe  stockyards  at  Council  Bluffs,  and  failed  to  furnish  suitable  and 
proper  feed  for  cattle,  and  to  keep  the  yards  clean  and  disinfected.  That  in 
1ihe  years  1884  and  1885,  cattle  infected  with  the  Texas  and  Spanish  fever 
were  unloaded  into  the  remnant  of  the  Council  Bluffs  yards,  then  left,  and 
that  the  necessity  for  disinfection  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  railway 
management  and  the,  lessees,  and  that  they  failed  and  neglected  to  disinfect 
and  clean  the  yards.  That  by  such  neglect  and  wrongful  treatment  stock 
shippers  from  the  west  have  been  compelled  to  abandon  the  use  of  the 
Council  Bluffs  stock-yards.  That  through  bills  of  lading  are  issued  from 
western  points  to  Chicago,  and  in  order  to  injure  Council  Bluffs  and  un- 
justly discriminate  against  Council  Bluffs  in  this  matter,  the  Union  Pacific 
Bailway  Company  fails  to  run  its  trains  through  to  Council  Bluffs  on  one 
uniform  schedule,  but  stops  the  trains  at  the  Omaha  stockyards  and  allows 
the  cattle  to  be  there  transferred  to  Iowa  roads,  and  that  this  is  done  for  the 
-express  purpose  of  making  connection  at  Omaha  and  not  at  Council  Bluffs, 
the  eastern  terminus  and  connecting  point  with  the  Iowa  roads. 

The  words  of  ^  the  writ  of  mandamus  issued  many  years  ago  by  the 
43upreme  Court  of  the  United  States  with  reference  to  the  method  of  oper- 
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ating  the  17.  F.  B'y  between  Omaha  and  Council  Bluffs  are  that  it  shall 
operate  the  whole  of  its  line  as  one  continuous  line  to  Council  Bluffs,  under 
one  uniform  time  schedule. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  believe  that  the  order  of  the  U.  S.  Supreme 
Coiui^  was  intended  to  prohibit  the  issuing  of  through  bills. of  iading  for 
stock  from  points  west  of  Omaha  to  Chicago  or  any  other  eastern  point 
with  which  the  road  is  able  to  do  business  by  connecting  roads.  The  tend- 
ency is  and  has  been  for  many  years  to  increased  facilities  in  the  matter  of 
transportation  by  through  bills  of  lading,  transfer  of  cars  and  a  continuous 
haulage,  thus  combining  separate  lines  of  road  so  far  as  the  public  is  con- 
cerned into  one  continuous  line,  for  purposes  of  shipment,  and  the  evit 
which  the  decision  and  order  of  the  Supreme  Court  above  referred  to  in- 
tended to  forbid  was  a  persistent  effort  to  break  up  a  continuous  line  from 
Ogden  to  Council  Bluffs  and  make  two  lines,  one  from  Ogden  to  Omaha^ 
the  other  fr<  m  Omaha  to  Council  Bluffs. 

The  language  of  the  order  shows,  we  think,  very  clearly  thai  it  was  the^ 
rights  of  the  public  to  a  free  use  of  the  whole  line  of  the  U.  P.  R*y  as  one> 
continuous  line  for  communication,  travel  and  transportation  that  wore  to- 
be  maintained.  Hence,'  we  think  to  give  the  writ  or  order  of  the  Supreme 
Court  a  construction  which  would  forbid  through  bills  of  lading  from  points 
west  of  Omaha  to  Chicago  and  other  eastern  points  would  be  entirely  sub- 
versive of  its  true  spirit  and  purpose.  We  suppose  the  requirement  that 
trains  should  be  operated  on  one  uniform  time  schedule  meant  simply  that 
the  time  tables  should  represent  a  continuous  run  from  Ogden  to  Council 
Bluffs,  so  that  without  unreasonable  delay  goods  and  passengers  should  be 
transported  over  the  entire  line  from  eastern  to  western  or  from  western  to 
eastern  terminus.  The  charge,  however,  is  that  through  bills  of  lading  are 
issued  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  large  stock  interest  at  Omaha,  with 
intent  to  injure  the  stock  business  at  Council  Bluffs;  to  increase  such  busi- 
ness at  Omaha  and  thereby  unjustly  discriminate  against  Council  Blufb- 
and  the  people  of  Iowa.  It  is  somewhat  difficult  to  understand  how  the 
issuing  of  through  bills  of  lading  from  western  points  to  Chicago  and  eaat- 
em  points  could  be  deemed  to  be  an  injury  to  and  discrimination  against 
Council  Bluffs  and  the  people  of*  Iowa.  If  it  is  intended  thereby  to  claim, 
and  demand  that  through  bills  of  lading  shall  be  abandoned,  because  the 
result  may  be  that  on  the  long  ride  over  Territories  and  States  the  cattle 
may  not  stop  to  be  fed  and  watered  in  Iowa,  and  thereby  business  to  be  lost 
to  the  people  of  the  State,  the  Commissioners  cannot  go  so  far  as  that. 
But  it  it  can  be  shown  that  by  devices,  schemes,  evasion  or  neglect  to  do 
clearly  defined  duty  the  U.  P.  B'y  Co.  has  brought  about  a  diversion  of  bus- 
iness from  Iowa  to  Nebraska  or  the  reverse,  then  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
missioners they  may  justly  hold  the  railroad  company  liable  to  censure,  and 
with  this  view  of  the  situation  after  disposing  of  one  other  preliminary 
matter  we  shall  consider  the  evidence  with  reference  to  the  two  stock  yards 
at  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha. 

It  is  charged  that  the  U.  P.  B'y  Co.  fails  to  run  its  trains  through  to> 
Council  Bluffs,  but  causes  said  trains  to  be  stopped  at  Omaha,  the  cattle  to-

te  unloaded  at  said  stock  yards  at  Omaha,  and  to  be  there  transferred  to 
•cars  of  the  Iowa  roads,  which  are  transported  to  the  said  yards  for  the  most 
part  over  the  U.  F.  B'y  from  Ckmncil  Bluffs,  for  the  express  purpose  of 
making  connection  at  Omaha  instead  of  Council  Bluffs. 

It  cannot,  we  think,  be  seriously  contended  that  a  shipper  holding  a 
through  bill  of  lading  from  a  point  west  of  Omaha  to  Chicago  or  some  other 
•eastern  point,  might  not  at  his  own  option  order  his  cattle  to  be  unloaded 
and  fed  either  at  Council  Bluffs  or  other  points  where  stock  yards  are 
located,  and  any  interference  with  such  shipper  on  the  part  of  the  railroad 
-company  would  be  unwarranted  and  highly  censurable,  and  in  our  opinion 
if  done  for  the  purpose  of  building  up  one  point  and  taking  business  which 
naturally  would  go  to  another  point  out  of  its  natural  course,  would  be  an 
act  of  unjust  discrimination  on  the  part  of  the  railway  company.  As  to 
hauling  the  empty  cars  of  Iowa  roads  from  Council  Bluffs  to  Omaha  stock 
yards  for  the  purpose  of  there  loading  them  for  Chicago  and  eastern  points, 
section  10  of  chapter  77  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly 
of  Iowa,  being  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners, 
requires  railroad  companies  "to  receive  and  transport  *  ♦  *  » 
the  empty  or  loaded  cars  furnished  by  any  connecting  road  to  be  delivered 
at  any  station  or  stations  on  the  line  of  its  road,  to  be  loaded  or  discharged, 
•or  reloaded  and  returned  to  the  road  so  connecting,  and  for  compensation  it 
shall  not  demand  or  receive  any  greater  sum  than  is  accepted  by  it  from 
any  other  connecting  road  for  a  similar  service."  In  the  opinion  of  the 
-Commissioners  this  requirement  of  the  Iowa  law  is  a  wise  and  just  one, 
«nd  they  could  not  hold  that  allowing  the  cars  of  the  Iowa  roads  to  go  to 
the  Omaha  stock  yards  to  load,  and  hauling  them  over  by  its  engines  and 
-delivering  them  loaded  to  the  Iowa  roads  is  a  reprehensible  act  on  the  part 
of  the  U.  P.  B'y. 

i3ut  we  now  come  to  the  consideration  of  a  failure  to  act  on  the  part  of 
the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  which  we  consider  censurable,  and 
which  may  have  resulted  in  serious  injury  to  Council  Bluffs  and  her  busi- 
ness interest.  The  evidence  established  the  fact  that  in  1878  the  U.  P.  B'y 
Co.  leased  ground  at  Council  Bluffs  to  William  Paxton,  of  Omaha,  and  re- 
-quired  him  to  erect  thereon  stock  yards  extensive  in  their  character.  The 
term  of  lease  was  for  sixteen  years,  the  lease  however  not  being  reduced  to 
writing  until  1881,  and  running  thirteen  years  from  the  latter  date.  In  that 
lease  the  U.  P.  R^y  Co.  covenanted,  "  that  all  stock  in  transit  over  said  road 
should  be  stopped  for  unloading  at  said  stock  yards,  whenever  consigned  thereto^ 
ijr  when  directed  by  the  shipper^  consignee  or  owner  having  atUhority  to  control  the 
same  in  that  respect. ^^  The  lessee  was  required  to  maintain  said  stock  yards 
in  the  most  approved  method,  to  improve  and  enlarge  the  same  from  time  to 
time  to  accommodate  and  transact  business,  and  enable  them  to  compete 
successfully  with  any  other  stock  yards  or  stock  yard  company^  doing  or  oompet- 
ingfor  the  same  business.  Charges  were  to  be  made  such  as  to  attract  and  hold 
all  business  which  can  he  made  tributary  therdo^  and  compete  successfully  with 
rival  yards^  and  enable  said  lessor  to  control  and  transport  the  largest  amount 
of  business  in  the  transportation  of  stock,  and  to  insure  the  performance  of 
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this  contract  the  railway  company  reserved  the  right  by  any  authorize<X 
agent,  designated  by  the  General  Manager  or  other  authorized  managing  of- 
ficer to  examine  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  lessee.  If  the  lessee  failed 
to  perform  his  duties  faithfully,  the  lessor  reserved  the  right ''  to  build  and 
maintain  its  own  stock  yards  at  Omaha  or  Council  Blaffs,  and  also  the  right 
to  cancel  or  annul  the  lease  for  neglect." 

The  stock  yards  erected  at  Council  Bluffs  did  a  very  large  business  in  1878 
and  1879.  The  attention  of  eastern  capitalists  was  attracted  to  the  point  aa 
a  convenient  one  for  the  erection  of  packing  houses,  but  for  some  reason 
such  proposed  enterprises  were  all  abandoned,  the  packing  houses  were 
erected  at  Omaha,  large  and  commodious  stockyards  were  built  and  main- 
tained there;  the  stock  yards  at  Council  Bluffs  were  allowed  to  go  out  of  re- 
pair, and  a  portion  of  them  were  removed  to  Omaha,  their  capacity  being^ 
reduced  one-third.  The  Commissioners  in  person  visited  and  inspected 
both  the  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha  stock  yards,  and  the  contrast  between 
the  two  yards  was  very  marked.  It  was  shown  that  at  times  the  hay  at  the^ 
Council  Bluffs  yards  was  very  bad— some  of  the  witnesses  said  "rotten.'*" 
One  shipper  testified  that  strenuous  efforts  were  made  to  compel  him  to  un- 
load at  Omaha,  and  he  was  compelled  to  use  exertions  and  threats  to  have 
his  cattle  unloaded  at  Council  Bluffs. 

When  the  Omaha  stockyards  were  established,  Mr.  Paxton,  lessee  of  tbe^ 
Council  Bluffs  stockyards,  became  one  of  its  stockholders  aud  officers,  and 
it  ought  to  have  been  apparent  to  the  management  of  the  Union  Paciflc- 
Bailway  that  as  officer  and  stockholder  of  the  Omaha  stockyards  he  was  not 
in  a  position  to  make  the  Council  Bluffs  yards  a  successful  competitor  with 
the  new  Omaha  enterprise,  in  which  he  was  so  deeply  interested.  It  appears 
from  the  evidence  that  the  entire  management  and  control  of  the  Council 
Bluffs  stockyards  was  turned  over  to  its  competitors,  the  company  owning 
and  controling  the  Omaha  stockyards. 

It  does  not  seem  to  the  Commissioners  to  be  a  successful  answer  to  say 
that  the  management  did  not  know  of  these  things. 

It  was,  in  our  opinion,  their  duty,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  management, 
to  know  the  detailed  work  of  the  company,  and  results  have  followed  in  thia^ 
case,  which,  even  though  they  may  have  followed  with  the  performance  of 
its  duty  by  the  management,  their  duty  performed  would  have  been  a  com- 
plete answer  to  the  charge  brought  against  them  by  the  citizens  of  Council 
Bluffs.  As  it  is,  the  Commissioners  feel  that  they  are  justified  in  saying 
that  the  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  were  guilty  in 
neglecting  to  cancel  the  lease,  place  the  Council  Bluffs  stockyards  in  new 
hands,  and  see  that  it  was  made,  as  far  as  possible,  a  competitor  for  the 
stock  business.  And  the  evidence  shows  that  parties  at  Council  Bluffs  were 
ready  and  willing  to  take  the  Council  Bluffs  yards  and  make  them  a  success* 
f ul  competitor.  It  may  be  as  contended,  that  the  packing  houses  were  not 
erected  at  Council  Bluffs  because  of  fear  of  high  water  and  defective  sew- 
erage ;  that  the  reason  that  the  cattle  of  the  west  stop  at  the  Omaha  stock- 
yards is  because  the  ranch  owners  of  the  west  are  stockholders  in  the  yards^ 
and  it  may  be  a  thousand  sufficient  reasons  can  be  given  why  Omaha  out- 
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strips  Council  Bluffs  in  her  contest  for  business,  yet  the  fact  remains  that 
for  years  the  lessee  of  the  Council*  Bluffs  yards  has  been  a  large  stockholder 
and  officer  in  the  Omaha  stockyards,  its  successful  rival,  and  the  circum- 
stances condemn  the  management  of  the  U.  P.  R'yCo. 

We  do  not  find  that  there  was  anything  censurable  about  the  infection  of 
the  Council  Bluffs  yards  with  Spanish  fever.  As  soon  as  the  fact  was  made 
known  steps  were  promptly  taken  to  disinfect  them,  and  so  far  as  we  could 
see,  with  success. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  cancellation  of  the  lease  to  William  Paxton, 
and  that  every  opportunity  be  given  to  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs,  or  others 
who  wish  to  do  so,  to  lease  the  Council  Bluffs  stockyards,  and  that  every 
facility  be  afforded  by  the  railway  company  to  such  lessees,  enabling  them 
to  compete  with  all  rival  stockyards. 

The  failure  to  run  a  caboose  to  the  freight  trains  from  Omaha  to  Council 
Bluffs  was  charged.  The  evidence  seems  to  show  that  formerly  such  was 
the  custom  of  the  company,  but  that  latterly  the  caboose  has  been  seat 
over.  One  witness  gave  an  account  of  peculiar  hardship  suffered  while  on 
a  cold  stormy  night  riding  across  the  bridge  on  the  top  of  a  cattle  car. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  that  the  caboose  should  invariably 
go  with  the  train  to  its  destination,  and  nothing  short  of  this  would  be  a 
compliance  with  the  duty  of  the  company. 

It  is  made  a  matter  of  complaint  that  engines  and  crew  are  changed  at 
Omaha,  and  the  bridge  and  approaches  operated  as  a  distinct  division  made 
of  that  portion  of  the  road  lying  between  Council  Bluffs  and  Oma&a,  known 
as  the  bridge  division.  Our  attention  was  caUed  to  the  fact  that  this  divis- 
ion was  only  a  few  miles  in  length,  whUe  the  average  length  of  a  division 
was  from  one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles.  The  evidence  seems 
to  us  to  establish  a  necessity  for  operating  this  portion  of  the  road  as  a  div- 
ision, on  account  of  the  great  amount  of  work  done  thereon,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  having  persons  by  daily  contact  familiar  with  the  yards  at  Omaha 
and  Council  Bluffs.  We  are  unable  to  find  any  purpose  to  injure  Council 
Bluffs  by  this  method  of  operation. 

It  was  charged  that  Council  Bluffs  was  discriminated  against  by  omitting 
its  name  as  the  terminus  from  the  printed  time  cards,  maps,  and  advertis- 
ing sheets,  and  by  printing  the  name  of  Omaha  in  large  prominent  type,  and 
Council  Bluffs  in  small  type,  the  object  and  purpose  being  to  lead  the  gen- 
eral public  to  look  upon  Omaha  as  the  terminus.  It  is  a  matter  of  history 
that  up  to  1873  when  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  definitely  de- 
cided that  Council  Bluffs  was  the  legal  terminus,  it  was  the  constant  claim 
of  the  citizens  of  Omaha  and  the  railroad  management  that  Omaha  was  the 
legal  terminus,  and  that  it  was  no  violation  of  law  to  operate  the  bridge  and 
its  approaches  by  means  of  a  separate  and  independent  company.  It  seems 
very  clear  that  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  forever  settled  that  ques- 
tion adversely  to  the  claim  of  the  citizens  of  Omaha  and  the  railroad  com- 
pany. 

It  was  claimed  that  the  maps,  schedules,  advertisements,  etc.,  were  a  r^lic 
of  the  old  contest,  the  plates  not  having  been  changed  but  continued  in  us^ 
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because  of  convenience,  and  perhaps  from  economical  considerations,  and 
that  in  this  matter  there  existed  no  thought  or  purpose  of  discriminatioii 
against  or  injury  to  Council  Bluffs.  The  Commissioners  are  not  able  to  say 
from  the  evidence  that  this  is  not  true,  but  having  been  called  upon  to  pass 
upon  this  matter,  and  the  evidence  with  reference  to  this  matter  having  now 
been  brought  before  the  ofScers  of  the  company,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  fit 
time  to  remove  all  such  causes  of  complaint. 

The  controversy  having  been  deflnitely  settled  in  1873,  it  is  perhaps  time 
that  every  vestige  of  the  old  contention  should  disappear. 

It  was  claimed  that  proper  terminal  facilities  were  not  granted  to  Council 
Bluffs,  and  that  as  a  terminus  Council  Bluffs  was  entitled  to  repair  shops, 
round  houses,  general  agents,  stockyards,  etc.,  and  it  had  none  of  these. 
Such  evidence  as  was  given  coincides  with  the  general  idea  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, that  round-houses  and  machine  shops  are  not  essential  terminal  fa- 
cilities. 

It  was  shown  that  in  many  instances  such  structures  were  not  maintained 
at  termini  in  the  case  of  other  roads,  and  the  Commissioners  suppose  that 
if  all  proper  facilities  are  furnished  to  shippers  at  the  terminus,  it  is  all  that 
could  be  required. 

Before  the  establishment  of  the  Broadway  depot,  we  think  the  citizens  of 
Council  Bluffs  were  not  properly  accommodated.  It  would  seem  reasonable, 
however,  to  require  that  at  the  terminus  should  be  kept  every  facility  neces- 
sary for  the  shelter  and^  speedy  transfer  of  all  freight  offered,  for  the  con- 
venience and  accommodation  of  passengers,  for  the  shelter  and  housing  of 
all  necessary  cars,  and  for  such  repairs  as  might  be  nece^sary  when  by  any 
accident  the  terminus  is  cut  off  from  the  main  shops.  It  would  seem,  too, 
that  Council  Bluffs,  being  a  city  of  considerable  business,  there  should  be 
maintained  a  general  office  and  an  officer  authorized  to  deal  with  shippers 
with  more  facility  and  power  than  the  ordinary  station  agent.  It  does  not 
seem  to  us  that  such  facilities  have  heretofore  been  furnished  CouncU  Bluffs 
and  in  the  degree  in  which  the  company  has  failed  to  furnish  such  facilities 
we  think  it  has  failed  in  its  duty. 

It  was  claimed  that  the  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs  had  by  ordinance 
granted  to  the  company  the  right  to  use  Twelfth  avejiue  for  a  freight  track, 
the  object  being  to  erect  freight  houses  at  the  east  end  of  said  avenue. 
This  point  would  be  the  most  favorable  in  the  city,  as  at  that  point  are  lo- 
cated the  large  agricultural  houses,  and  it  would  be  quite  convenient  for  all 
other  business  points.  All  arrangements  seem  to  have  been  made  for  adopt- 
ing that  line  for  the  freight  track.  Afterward,  as  the  officials  of  the  rail- 
way company  allege,  without  their  knowledge  and  consent,  there  was  added 
to  the  ordinance  an  amendment  providing  that  local  freight  originating  at 
Council  Bluffs  and  deliverable  west  of  the  Missouri  river  should  take  the 
same  rate  as  through  freight  deliverable  west  of  the  Missouri  river,  and 
coming  to  Council  Bluffs  for  transfer.  Complainants  say  that  the  addition 
or  amendment  to  the  ordinance  does  not  mean  what  is  claimed.  Upon  this 
there  may  be  ground  for  discussion.  It  seems  clear,  however,  that  with  such 
a  requirement  added  to  the  ordinance,  the  company  could  not  reasonably 
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Iw  expected  to  occupy  the  ayenae  in  question.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  city 
should  strike  out  the  objectionable  clause  from  the  ordinance,  and  relieve 
the  company  from  the  requirement  to  maintain  a  freight  depot  at  Broadway, 
and  then  the  company  should  occupy  Twelfth  avenue  with  its  freight  track, 
erecting  a  freight  depot  at  Main  street,  and  then  with  a  passenger  depot  at 
Broadway  and  freight  depot  on  Main  street  approached  by  freight  track 
along  Twelfth  avenue,  Council  Bluffs,  would  be  very  favorably  situated  as 
to  local  pas^anger  and  freight  accommodations.  We  are  assured  by  counsel 
for  the  respondent  that  under  the  conditions  above  named  he  would  recom-  . 
mend  the  adoption  of  the  Twelfth  avenue  track  for  freight,  and  the  erection 
of  a  commodious  freight  house  on  Main  street.  We  understood  the  other 
officers  of  the  company  present  to  have  entertained  the  same  state  of  feel- 
ing on  their  part,  and  it  seems  to  us  to  be  a  very  desirable  thing  for  all  par- 
ties. 

BBBATlfiS  ALLOWED  TO  OMAHA  MBBCHANT8  AND  JOBBBR8  NOT  ALLOWED 
TO  MBRCHANTB  AND  J0BBSB8  OF  C0T7NCIL  BLUFFS,  AND  FRBIOHT 
CHABOV  LOWEB. 

We  do  not  think  the  evidence  sustains  this  charge.  It  is  true  that  rebates 
were  given  in  both  cases,  and  it  is  in  evidence  that  the  Council  Bluffs  ship- 
per had  more  difficulty  in  collecting  his  rebates  than  the  Omaha,  from  the 
fact  that  there  was  no  general  agent  at  Council  Bluffs  with  full  powers  to  do 
this  business. 

This,  we  think,  to  a  considerable  extent  was  shown.  -  We  think  there 
should  be  a  general  agent  at  Council  Bluffs  with  powers  to  adjust  these  mat- 
ters. 

It  is  proper  for  the  Commissioners  here  to  state  that  they  regard  the  whole 
system  of  rebates  as  vicious,  and  although  circumstances  may  seem  to 
require  them  in  some  cases,  the  sooner  business  is  done  on  the  principle  that 
all  parties  and  places  under  like  circumstances  should  be  treated  alike,  the 
sooner  the  difficulties  between  the  shippers  and  the  roads  will  be  adjusted 
•on  a  permanent  basis. 

We  think  it  has  not  been  established  that  freights  are  higher  to  points  on 
the  Union  Pacific  Bailway  from  Council  Bluffs  than  Omaha,  although  pos- 
sibly one  or  two  cases  shown  might  make  a  presumption  of  that  character. 
It  seems  to  us  plain  from  a  review  of  all  the  testimony  that  this  certainly 
has  rarely  been  the  case.  It  should  never  be,  with  the  points  treated  alike 
by  the  eastern  roads. 

BBOADWAY  DBPOT— INSUFFICISNT  FACILITIBS. 

If  it  is  the  intention  for  the  future  to  do  all  the  business,  freight  and  pas- 
49enger,  from  Broadway  depot,  we  regard  the  complaints  well  founded. 
There  should  be  a  waiting  room  for  ladies,  and  also  for  gentlemen,  with 
water  closets  kept  clean  and  decent  in  both. 

There  should  certainly  be  more  track  room  than  is  furnished,  and  storage 
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for  all  freight  offered.  The  room  now  provided  is  very  small  for  a  town  that 
does  the  business  with  the  road  that  Council  Bluffs  should.  The  roads  to 
the  platforms  should  be  made  so  that  teams  could  haul  as  much  as  on  the 
paved  streets. 

Without  attempting  to  discuss  the  merits  of^the  differences  with  regard 
to  the  Main  street  line,  other  than  to  say  that  they  had  the  right  to  refuse  to 
accept  the  ordinance  if  it  was  not  satisfactory,  if  it  is  the  intention  to  put  a 
track  to  the  point  from  where  the  heaviest  shipments  should  naturally 
come,  no  change  of  freight  accommodations  would  possibly  be  necessary 
at  Broadway  depot.  Otherwise,  we  think,  they  should  be  materially 
enlarged. 

We  find  nothing  in  the  rules  of  the  company  inconsistent  with  correct 
business  methods,  except  the  refusal  to  receive  freight  after  the  time  for 
the  trains  to  leave.  This,  however,  is  the  result  of  insuflacient  room  for  the 
storage  of  freight. 

FAILURB  TO  ATTACH  CABOOSE  TO  CABS  8TABTIN0  FBOM  COUNCIL  BLUFFS. 

While  this  has  not  been  general  of  late,  we  think  that  it  is  sufficiently 
shown  that  in  the  past  the  practice  has  been  such  as  to  make  it  clear  that 
the  charge  was  well  founded.  Starting  trains  from  the  terminal  point  and 
running  them  to  it  without  the  appliances  that  are  necessary  for  the  com- 
fort, convenience  and  safety  of  those  who  are  compelled  to  travel  on  them 
in  our  judgment  is  without  excuse  or  paliation.  The  experience  of  all  rail- 
way operations  from  the  inception  goes  to  establish  the  tsct  that  these 
things  have  always  been  regarded  as  necessary,  and  second  only  in  impor- 
tance to  the  power  that  hauls  the  train. 

We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  this  should  never  be  permitted  in  the 
future. 

BB-BtLLING  AT  OMAHA. 

It  seems  to  have  been  the  practice  when  freight  parcels  of  less  than  five 
thousand  pounds  were  shipped  from  Broadway  depot.  Council  Bluffs,  to 
bill  them  through  to  destination,  and  on  arrival  of  the  car  at  Omaha  to  add 
Omaha  freight  for  the  same  points,  or  transfer  the  Council  Bluffs  freight  to 
a  car  partially  loaded  for  the  same  points,  depending  upon  which  car  had 
the  largest  amount  of  freight.  A  new  bill  would  be  made  covering  all  the 
freight  checked  into  the  car.  This,  the  evidence  shows  did  not  detain  the 
freight  except,  perhaps,  in  isolated  cases,  the  freight  generally  going  for- 
ward without  delay.  It  can  hardly  be  expected,  consulting  the  economies 
of  the  service,  that  any  duty  imposed  by  the  terminal  relations  would  re- 
quire the  railway  company  to  forward  cars  partially  loaded,  when  they  can 
add  freight  from  another  point  without  subjecting  the  shipment  to  delays. 

GRAND   ISLAND  PASSBNOBB  TRAIN. 

The  Grand  Island  passenger  train  was  started  from  Omaha  instead  of 
Council  Blufib.    As  we  understand  the  testimony,  this  train  was  withdrawn. 
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some  time  since,  not  being  profitable.  While  it  is  true  that  all  railways  run 
local  trains  between  points  that  are  not  terminal,  and  properly  so,  we  regard 
this  as  a  different  case.  Council  Bluffs  is  a  jobbing  center,  only  four  miles 
east  of  Omaha.  lis  merchants  and  business  men  are  as  much  entitled  to 
communication  with  the  towns  to  which  this  train  gives  special  facilities, 
as  are  the  business  men  of  Omaha,  and  we  would  recommend  in  future  that 
all  passenger  trains  that  reach  as  far  east  as  the  Missouri  river  start  from 
Council  Bluffs,  whether  local  or  through.  This  we  believe  to  be  the  spirit 
of  the  mandamus. 

DT7MMT  TBAINB. 

We  find  from  time  table  ''Supplement  No.  8  to  Time  Table  No.  47,  for 
Employes,^'  which  took  effect  August  29, 1886,  and  is  practically  a  continua- 
tion of  the  time  table  in  use  for  a  long  period,  so  far  as  dummy  trains  are 
concerned,  that  dummy  trains  run  as  follows:  * 

From  Council  Bluffs  Broadway  depot  dummy  trains  leave  for  Omaha 
depot  at  the  following  times,  a.  m.:  7:05, 8:08, 9:80, 10:30,  11:40;  p.  m.:  1:30, 
2:80, 8:30, 4:30, 6:35, 6:85,  7:80, 8:40^  10:35,  11:45.  From  Omaha  depot,  trains 
leave  for  Broadway  depot.  Council  Bluffs  at,  a.  m.:  6:85,  7:35,  8:50,  10:00, 
11:10;  p.  M.:  1:00, 2:09,  8:00,  4:00, 5:00, 6:10,  7:00,  8:15, 10:00,  11:10.  The  run- 
ning of  these  trains  upon  the  schedule  is  not  a  strict  compliance  with  the 
ordinance,  except  as  hereafter  explained.  The  reasons  given  for  the  failure 
to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  ordinance  are  that  with  the  business  of  the 
road  it  is  a  physical  impossibility  at  ceitain  times  to  get  this  train  over  the 
bridge.  The  company  are  now  building  a  new  bridge  with  double  tracks  to 
accommodate  the  business,  and  when  completed  they  will  be  able  to  run 
their  trains  every  half  hour,  and  promise  then  to  do  so.  They  claim  that 
they  are  now  as  near  a  compliance  with  the  ordinance  as  possible  under  the 
circumstances.  Bunning  west  from  Council  Bluffs  there  is  no  dummy  at 
tbe  noon  hour  from  11:40  A.  m.  to  1:30  p.  M.,  and  from  8:40  to  10:35  p.  M. 
From  Omaha  there  is  no  dummy  train  at  noon  from  11:10  a.  m.  to  1:00  p.  m., 
and  from  8:15  to  10:00  p.  h. 

The  balance  of  the  day  is  so  nearly  a  compliance  that  we  presume  no  ob- 
jections would  be  raised,  particularly  as  the  ordinance  seems  to  have  taken 
into  account  the  prior  claims  of  the  general  business  of  the  road.  Section 
2  says:  ''Such  trips  shall  be  made  as  nearly  as  practicable  and  is  consistent 
with  the  uses  of  its  Missouri  river  bridge  for  its  general  business,  at  lea  t 
every  half  hour  except  Sundays." 

IHTERPBBTATIOK  OF  THE  KEASINO  OF  THE  ORDIKANClfi  GBAKTIKO  RIGIIT 
OF  WAT  OF  UNION  AVENUE. 

The  Commissioners  are  asked  to  interpret  the  meaning  of  the  following 
part  of  section  1  of  the  ordinance  that  "  The  Union  Pacific  Bailway  Com- 
pany shall,  when  completed,  operate  on  and  over  said  track  a  dummy  pas- 
senger and  ferry  traia  between  said  passenger  depot  at  Council  Bluffs  at  the 
point  above  indicated,  and  its  passenger  depot  in  the  city  of  Omaha  in  the 
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State  of  Nebraska,  fit  and  suitable  to  acoommodate  a  flnt-class  trayel,  and 
to  run  said  trains  with  sufficient  frequency,  not  less  frequent  than  every 
half  hour,  and  in  such  a  manner  as  to  furnish  to  the  inhabitants  of  said 
cities  of  Omaha  and  Ck)uncil  Bluffs  and  to  the  general  public  safe,  suitable 
and  adequate  transportation." 

The  claim  of  the  citizens  of  Ck)uncil  Bluffs  as  presented  to  the  Commis- 
sioners was  that  the  words  '*  not  less  frequent  than  every  half  hour  "  meant 
that  the  dummy  trains  should  leave  Ck)uncil  Bluffs  and  Omaha,  both  stations 
every  half  hour,  or  should  cross  the  river  every  fifteen  minutes.  The  Com- 
missioners do  not  so  interpret  the  ordinance,  their  view  being  that  a  train 
«very  half  hour  from  one  depot  to  the  other  is  all  that  is  required,  unless  it 
should  fail  to  ''furnish  the  inhabitants  of  Council  Bluffs  and  Omaha  ade- 
quate transportation."  There  was  no  proof  that  this  was  not  fully  furn- 
ished, except  in  the  trains  at  noon  and  nine  in  the  evening. 

As  before  stated,  the  reason  given  was  that  the  running  of  these  trains 
was  impossible  ''  with  the  uses  of  the  Missouri  river  bridge  fbr  its  general 
business,"  this  being  an  exception  provided  for  in  the  ordinance,  and  as 
before  stated,  the  officers  of  the  company  promised  that  the  omission  would 
be  supplied  as  soon  as  the  double  track  bridge  was  finished,  or  it  was  possi- 
ble to  do  so  consistent  with  the  other  necessary  uses  of  the  bridge. 

MISSOURI  BlVn  CHANNEL  ^ABROWIED. 

The  last  of  the  charges  presented  was  as  follows:  '^  We  allege  that  said 
Union  Pacific  Bailway  Company  are  reconstructing  and  remodeling  this 
present  bridge  over  the  Missouri  river  at  Council  Bluffs,  and  in  doing  so  will 
narrow  the  channel  of  the  river  about  800  feet;  and  in  constructing  the  ap- 
proaches to  their  bridge  on  the  Iowa  shore,  said  Union  Padfic  Bailway 
Company  are  using  earth  and  stone  embankments,  instead  of  trestle  work, 
which  wiU,  when  completed,  form  an  impediment  to  the  free  flow  of  the 
liver  during  periods  of  high  water,  endangering  the  lives  and  property  of 
our  citizens  and  the  people  of  Iowa  living  on  the  lands  bordering  on  said 
river."    No  testimony  was  adduced  in  support  of  this  claim. 

Mr.  Tostevin,  an  engineer  produced  by  the  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs  fa- 
miliar with  the  Missouri  river  at  all  stages  of  water  for  many  years,  in  reply 
to  a  question  of  the  Commissioners,  stated  that  in  his  judgment,  if  the 
present  bottom  of  the  river  was  rock  or  other  material  which  the  water 
would  not  affect,  the  proposed  filling  under  the  bridge  would  raise  the  water, 
snd  that  the  amount  could  readily  be  calculated,  but  expressed  no  opinion 
as  to  the  effect  in  a  river  whose  bottom  was  silt,  and  where  the  rock  was  so 
deep  as  probably  not  to  be  laid  bare  by  any  flood.  By  the  consent  of  all 
parties  the  determination  of  the  effect  of  floods  was  left  to  the  Commis- 
sioners. They  are  without  some  of  the  data  to  exactly  determine  the  ques- 
tion, such  as  the  velocity  of  the  current  on  the  overflowed  lands  in  the  year 
1881,  the  highest  water  of  which  any  record  has  been  kept. 

On  the  plat  of  the  Missouri  river  surveyed  by  Major  Charles  B.  Suter,  of 
the  Engineer  Corps,  United  States  Army,  the  country  from  the  mouth  of 
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the  Platte  river  to  the  bluifs  above  Florence  is  shown  to  have  been  surveyed 
between  July  14  and  Jnly  22, 1879.  The  stage  of  water  is  given  as  9-10;  from 
the  fact  that  the  stage  of  water  above  Florence  is  marked  as  high  water, 
and  the  difference  between  high  and  low  water  that  year  was  14  feet,  we  in- 
fer that  the  stage  of  water  at  |this  time  was  12|  feet  above  low  water.  At 
this  stage  the  width  of  the  river  is  reported  as  varying  in  width  from  640  to 
680  feet.  As  the  Commissioners  understand  from  the  testimony  of  Mr. 
Ledderlee,  the  rise  in  1881  was  22  feet  above  extreme  low  water, 
or  91  feet  above  the  water  of  1879.  The  opening  is  1,500  feet  clear 
of  all  obstructions,  or  in  other  words  there  are  four  spans  of  the 
main  brdge  of  260  feet  each,  and  four  spans  of  125.  East  of  this  a 
trestle  begins,  and  runs  760  feet.  The  trestle  work  is  permanent,  built  on 
piles  driven  to  ultimate  resistance,  and  the  ground  underit  is  filled  up  to  a 
height  two  feet  below  the  flood  of  1881,  so  that  for  the  passage  of  water  at 
two  feet  below  that  elevation  it  affords  no  outlet.  After  reaching  that 
point,  the  high  water  will  pass  over  this  additional  750  feet,  making  a  total 
opening  of  2,260  feet.  The  rock  at  pier  11  of  the  old  bridge  was  80  feet  be- 
low low  water ;  at  pier  A  of  the  new  bridge  67  feet,  B  70  feet,  C  67  feet,  D 
52  feet,  and  at  £  42  feet.  This  is  covered  with  a  deposit  of  silt  varying  in 
depth  on  the  rock  with  the  stage  of  water  and  the  width  in  which  the  chan- 
nel is  confined.  In  other  words,  if  tlie  water  in  flood  could  be  confined  to  a 
channel  narrow  enough,  it  would  scour  until  it  reached  the  rock  or  some 
other  material  that  afforded  resistance.  This  would  particularly  be  true  in 
the  Missouri  river,  which  has  a  fall  of  nine  inches  to  the  mile. 

The  cross  section  of  the  waterway  with  the  current  which  this  fall  would 
make  would  in  our  judgment  furnish  all  the  waterway  required,  even  though 
the  750  feet  of  trestle  at  the  east  end  of  the  bridge  were  filled  above  high 
water.  In  our  judgment  the  levee  which  is  partially  built  north  of  Council 
Bluffs  should  be  continued  and  connected  with  the  railway  embankment. 
TheMlssouiiriver  if  confined  will  deepen  its  channel,  and  we  apprehend 
less  danger  if  it  can  be  kept  within  a  width  of  1,500  feet  than  with  a  wider 
waterway.  The  displacement  of  the  silt  below  will  furnish  room  for  the 
passage  of  the  water  without  raising  its  level. 

The  only  records  of  the  rise  in  the  river  that  the  Commissioners  have 
been  able  to  get  were  in  1877, 14  feet,  1878, 144  feet,  1879, 14  feet,  1880, 13  feet^ 
1881, 22  feet.  The  22  feet  may  be  regarded  as  the  maximum  fiood,  and  any 
provision  to  pass  this  stage  we  should  regard  as  ample.  At  a  point  above 
Florence  and  one  near  Belleview  the  river  washes  the  bluffs  and  confines 
itself  to  a  channel  that  is  always  deep  and  narrow.  The  impression  of  the 
Commissioners  is  that  at  these  points  it  is  less  than  800  feet  in  width.  The 
ground  between  the  river  and  the  bluffs  is  usually  (we  have  no  testimony  at 
this  point)  lower  than  near  the  river,  so  that  if  the  water  is  not  confined  it 
wHl  cover  the  entire  bottom  when  high. 

In  our  judgment  safety  to  the  land  owners  is  best  assured  by  keeping  tho 
river  within  a  channel  of  moderate  width,  and  making  it  cut  deeper.  We 
regard  the  provision  made  as  ample. 
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It  was  charged  that  the  company  diBcooraged  its  employes  from  residing 
at-Gouncil  BJuifs  and  required  them  to  reside  at  OmAha. 

We  think  the  evidence  failed  to  establish  this  claim. 

The  Commissioners  have  endeavored  to  consider  the  case  in  candor  and 
fairness  to  all  the  parties.  The  record  is  very  voluminous  and  covers  very 
broad  ground,  and  in  conclusion  we  venture  to  express  a  hope  that  as  the 
result  of  their  investigation  the  complainants  and  the  officers,  having  been 
brought  together  and  each  having  heard  fully  all  that  either  had  to  say,  may 
see  the  way  by  which  all  cause  of  complaint  may  be  removed.  The  Union 
Pacific  Railway  Company  owes  to  Council  BlufEs  as  it  does  to  Omaha,  the 
amplest  facilities  and  accommodations  it  is  in  her  power  to  give. 

Whatever  may  be  the  Jealousy  brought  on  by  rivalry  and  past  contention 
between  the  two  cities,  nothing  of  this  should  be  felt  by  the  railroad 
officials,  but  evenhanded  Justice  should  be  dealt  out  to  each  alike.

Whxrbas,  This  proposition  does  ylolenee  to  aU  business  principles;  and, 

Whbbsab,  The  management  of  said  Union  Pacific  Ballroad  Company  has  been  wastefQl 
and  extravagant,  having  misappropriated  its  earnings  and  proceeds  from  the  sales  of  Ito 
domain  granted  to  it  by  the  general  government  to  aid  In  its  oonstruction;  and, 

Whbbbas,  Such  misappropriation  of  its  proceeds  and  mismanagement  is  the  cause  of  Ito 
present  impoverished  condition;  and, 

Whkbbas,  It  has  unceasingly  discriminated  against  Iowa  and  Iowa  interests,  crushing 
■  out  enterprises  of  vital  consequences  to  the  State  and  its  growth  and  material  prosperity, 
together  with  other  enterprises  along  with  the  line  of  the  road,  varied  in  their  character, 
in  other  States  and  Territories,  thus  giving  continued  evidence  of  its  hostility  to  the  Interests 
of  the  people  who  must  ultimately  bear  these  enormous  burdens;  and, 

Whkbbas,  By  its  past  record  of  misappropriation  and  wastefulness  of  Its  eaminga  and 
revenues,  giving  no  assurance  by  this  record  that  its  credit  would  be  improved  In  the  end.  or 
that  the  government  or  the  people  would  in  any  measure  be  relieved  of  other  additional 
burdens  thus  sought  to  be  imposed;  therefore. 

Be  it  reBdlved  by  the  SenaUy  the  House  conourrina^  That  we  do  solemnly  proteet  against  the 
enactment  of  this  law,  and  that  our  Senators  be  instructed  and  our  Bepresentatlves  be  re- 
quested to  use  all  honorable  means  in  their  power  to  prevent  the  passage  of  such  law. 

Beaolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  forward  duly  oertifled 
-copies  of  the  foregoing  preambles  and  concurrent  resolution  to  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Bepresentatlves.

On  the  8d  of  May,  1886,  Hon.  Charles  F.  Adams,  Jr.,  President  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  addressed  to  Hon.  William  Larrabee,

Dbab  Sibp-I  haye  to  acknowledge  receipt  from  F.  W.  Hossf eld  of  a  letter  In  acknowledg- 
ment of  my  previous  communication  of  the  26th  ult,  informing  me  that  In  compliance  with 
my  request  the  documents  to  which  my  letter  related  had  been  transmitted  to  the  Ballroad 
Commissioners.  Since  writing  the  letter  in  question  and  transmitting  the  documents  it  con- 
tained, my  attention  has  been  called  to  a  Joint  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Iowa, 
which  was  presented  by  Senator  Wilson  of  your  State,  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  on 
Thursday,  April  29th,  and  which  was  ordered  to  be  laid  on  the  table  and  be  printed  in  the 
"Becord." 

This  memorial  as  I  am  credibly  advised,  was  passed  on  motion  of  the  Mayor  of  Council 
BluJEs,  and  as  a  step  in  pursuance  of  the  policy  indicated  in  the  communications  from  him  to 
me,  which  I  have  already  transmitted.  The  memorial  never  could  have  been  properly  con- 
sidered, or  it  certainly  could  not  have  been  passed.  It  contains  statements  which  as  matters 
of  record  are  manifestly  erroneous,  and  which  do  great  injustice  to  this  company.  I  do  not 
think  therefore  that  It  should  pass  unnoticed.  Before  being  arraigned  in  this  matter,  the 
Union  Pacific  should,  I  would  submit,  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 

In  order  that  as  little  injustice  as  possible  may  yet  be  done,  I  would  respectfully  ask  that 
this  memorial  be  referred,  with  the  other  papers  which  I  have  already  transmitted  relating 
to  this  matter,  to  the  Board  of  Ballroad  Commissioners,  with  instructions  to  hear  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  company  in  regard  to  the  allegations  made.

On  the  6th  day  of  May,  1886,  Hon.  William  Larrabee  referred  said  com- 
munication to  the  Board  with  the  following  remarks :  ^'  Bespectfully  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Ballroad  Commissioners,  with  the  request  that  they 
give  it  their  careful  consideration." 

The  Commissioners  at  their  hearing  in  Council  Blufb  called  upon  those 
present  occupying  adverse  relations  to  the  Union  Pacific  Bail  way  Company 
to  offer  any  testimony  they  desired  upon  the  charges  contained  in  the  con- 
current resolution,  as  to  the  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Bailway 
having  been  wasteful  and  extravagant ;  as  to  the  misappropriation  of  its 
earnings  and  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  lands,  etc.,  as  set  forth  in  said  reso- 
lution, but  the  Board  was  informed  that  the  only  evidence  they  wished  to 
offer  would  be  entirely  upon  the  charges  of  discrimination  and  unfriendly 
treatment  of  Council  Bluffs  and  her  interests,  and  in  fact  no  evidence  was 
offered  in  support  of  the  charge.  On  the  other  hand  the  railway  company 
offered  evidence,  consisting  of  reports  of  the  different  officers  of  the  com- 
pany, as  also  reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Bailroads  of  the  United  States 
for  the  years  1884  and  1886.    In  the  report  of  the  officers  for  1884,  the  Com- 
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misBioner  on  page  21,  says :    ^^  In  my  annual  report  for  1882, 1  called  atlen- 
tion  to  the  unsatisfactory  working  of  the  present  system. 

'*  I  said,  page  15 :  It  is  manifest  that  when  the  bonds  mature  at  the  close 
of  the  present  century,  the  present  sinking  fund  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
meet  them,  and  if  left  to  be  dealt  with  then  as  a  mere  book  account,  with 
the  risk  of  possible  diminution  of  income  from  the  rapidly  increasing  com- 
petition which  they  must  surely  encounter,  adjustment  may  then  be  more 
difficult  and  embarrassing  than  now.  *****  It  is  respectfully  sub- 
mittedt  otitis  worthy  of  careful  consideration  whether  it  would  not  be 
wisest  an  best  for  Cougress  now  to  commute  the  present  mode  of  payment 
into  one  ol  fixed  amounts  not  dependent  upon  the  fluctuations  of  net  earn- 
ings or  the  contingencies  of  competition,  which  might  cause  net  eaminga  to 
disappear. 

''  In  my  report  for  1888,  pages  18  to  16, 1  again  called  attention  to  the  sub- 
ject. Without  repeating  that  discussion,  I  may  quote  an  opinion  as  then 
expressed,  that  at  the  rate  provided  for  in  the  Thurman  act.  it  would  reqoire 
a  century  or  more  to  accumulate  a  fund  sufficient  to  discharge  this  debt ; 
and  with  strong  probability  that  by  this  method  it  cannot  be  done.  Nor 
would  it  be  practicable  to  increase  the  percentage  without  manifest  detri- 
ment, as  well  to  the  companies  as  their  patrons.  The  payment,  by  whatever 
mode  it  be  collected,  must  come  from  the  earnings  of  the  road.  If  the  rates 
be  too  high,  the  burden  falls  with  onerous  weight  upon  the  business,  and 
would  work  directly  in  the  interest  of  non-aided  competing  lines. 

^^  Reflection  has  strengthened  my  conviction  of  the  wisdom  of  the  change  I 
have  suggested.  The  results  of  the  past  year  and  of  preceding  years  clearly 
exhibit  the  grave  uncertainties  which  must  be  encountered  in  any  system 
which  makes  the  payment  of  this  vast  debt  depend  upon  a  mere  percentage 
of  net  earnings.  The  question,  so  far  as  the  duties  of  this  office  is  con- 
cerned, is  only  that  of  debtor  and  creditor;  any  other  considerations  beinj^ 
solely  to  the  discretion  of  congress.  I  am  solicitous  only  to  secure  for  the 
government  the  surest  and  speediest  possible  payment.  It  is  a  question  to 
be  determined  only  on  business  principles,  and  it  has  seemed  to  me  that  any 
private  creditor  with  a  debtor  similarly  situated  would  gladly  extend  the 
time,  if  thereby  additional  and  valuable  security  could  be  obtained.  I  be- 
lieve the  method  proposed  would  give  certainty  for  uncertainty,  and  by  in- 
creasing the  security  of  the  governmeut,  render  the  ultimate  payment  of 
both  the  debt  and  interest  entirely  certain." 

The  Commissioners  were  also  favored  with  a  clear,  full  statement  of  the 
situation  from  Oliver  W.  Mink,  Comptroller  and  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
U.  F.  B'y  Co.,  and  it  is  so  complete  and  perfect  a  statement  that  we  set  the 
same  out  in  full.    It  is  as  follows:

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commiasioners  of  the  State  orf  Iowa,  Des  MokieSr 
Iowa: 

Okmtlsickk— The  legislature  of  your  State  by  means  of  a  ooncurrent  resolution  passed  on 
April  Sth  last,  gives  an  expression  of  its  view  In  relation  to  the  character,  responsibility  and 
management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway,  which  it  is  believed  was  based  on  misapprehen- 
sion or  misrepresentation,  and  which,  if  allowed  to  go  unchallenged,  may  do  great  harm  to 
the  interests  of  the  company. 

The  Union  Pacific  Railway  Oompany  is  a  consolidation  duly  made  under  the  provisions  of 
law,  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company  and  the 
Denver  Pacific  Railway  and  Telegraph  Company.  Its  lines  of  road  extend  from  Council 
Bluffs,  in  Iowa,  to  a  point  five  miles  west  of  Ogden,  in  Utah  Territory,  and  from  Kansas  Olty,. 
hi  MIsaQurl,  by  way  of  Denver,  Colorado,  to  Cheyenne,  in  Wyoming  Territory,  where  a  con> 
nection  is  made  with  the  line  running  from  Council  BluiEs.  The  length  of  the  company's  road 
is  1,838  miles.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  owns  the  controllings 
interest  in,  and  operates,  the  road  of  twenty-one  other  independent  corporations.  The  llnea 
of  these  eorporations,  represent  iug  2,687  miles  of  completed  road,  constitute  the  so-called 
branch  or  auxiliary  system  of  the  Union  Pacific  Company.  There  is,  therefore,  under  oper- 
ation by  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  including  the  roads  owned  and  roads  controlled, 
an  aggregate  of  4,519  miles. 

The  Union  Paeifie  Railway  Company,  through  Wi  constituent  companies,  has  received  from 
Che  United  States  six  per  cent  subsidy  bonds  to  the  amount  of  933,689,018.  One  of  the  condi- 
tions upon  which  these  bonds  were  issued  by  the  United  States  to  the  company  was  "that 
said  company  should  pay  said  bonds  at  maturity." 

The  bonds  thus  issued  mature  within  the  period  extending  from  1806  to  1899.  The  aver- 
age due  date  is  not  far  from  July  1, 1897. 

The  act  of  Congress  under  which  the  bonds  were  issued,  and  under  the  terms  of  which 
they  were  accepted  by  the  company,  provides  that "  all  eompensation  for  services  rendered 
for  the  government  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  said  bonds  and  interest,  until  the- 
whole  amount  is  fully  paid,"  and  that  "after  said  road  is  completed,  until  said  bonds  and 
interest  are  paid,  at  least  five  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings  of  said  road  shall  also  be  annuallr 
applied  to  the  payment  thereof."  (Section  6  of  the  act  of  July  1, 1862.)  Subsequently  the-  . 
provision  In  respect  of  the  application  of  the  sum  due  for  services  rendered  was  changed  so- 
that  **  only  one  half  of  the  compensation  for  services  rendered  for  the  government  by  said 
company  shall  be  required  to  be  jaipplled  to  the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  by  the  govern- 
ment in  aid  of  the  construction  of  said  roads."   (Section  6  of  the  act  of  July  8, 1861.) 

The  acts  of  1862  and  1861,  therefore,  required  the  company  to  apply  to  the  payment  of  the 
subsidy  debt  one  half  of  the  earnings  derived  from  the  transportation  of  government  troops,, 
mails,  supplies,  etc.,  and  five  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  company's  road.  In  1878- 
Gongress  deemed  it  advisable  to  alter  and  amend  the  provisions  of  the  contract  between  the- 
United  States  and  the  company  as  that  contract  was  expressed  or  implied  in  the  legislation 
of  1862  and  1864,  and  In  that  year,  to- wit :  on  May  7th,  it  passed  the  so-called  Thurman  act, 
which  required  the  oompany  to  pay  annually  into  a  sinking  fund,  established  by  virtue  of 
the  act.  In  the  United  States  treasury,  a  sum,  which  when  added  to  the  half  transportation 
and  the  five  per  cent  of  net  earnings  payable  under  the  then  existing  legislation,  would,  with 
those  sums,  equal  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  company's  road. 

The  provisions  of  the  Ihurman  act  extend  to  and  cover  the  lines  of  this  company's  road 
extending  from  Omaha  to  a  point  five  miles  west  of  Ogden.  The  piece  of  road  extending 
from  Kansas  Olty,  Missouri,  to  a  point  394  miles  west  thereof,  was  not  embraced  within  the 
provisions  of  that  act  The  obligations  of  the  company  in  respect  of  the  subsidy  debt  on  the 
line  in  Kansas  are,  therefore,  limited,  under  the  acts  of  1862  and  18^4  to  one  hal  of  the  gov- 
ernment transportation  and  five  per  cent  of  the  net  earnings.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  payments  made  by  the  company,  aggregating  920,900,896.27,  art 
equal  to  68  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  interest  paid  by  the  United  States.  In  other 
words,  while  the  payments  of  the  United  States  have*  been  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  annu- 
ally on  the  amount  of  the  debt,  the  annual  payments  of  the  company  have  averaged  about 
8.6  per  cent 

This  result  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  payments,  based  upon  net  earnings,  though  compara- 
tively small  during  the  years  immediately  following  the  completion  of  the  road,  were  subse- 
quently Increased  so  that  at  times  they  were  nearly  sufBcient  in  amount  to  meet  the 
annual  Interest  payments  made  by  the  United  States. 

Since  1888,  however,  owing  mainly  to  competition,  the  company's  net  earnings  have  so  far 
fallen  off  as  to  materially  reduce  the  amount  of  these  payments.  They  are,  therefore,  no 
longer  deemed  satisfactory  to  either  the  government  or  the  company. 

Various  methods  have  been  under  consideration  with  reference  to  an  adjustment  of  the 
question.  One  of  the  methods  involves  an  increase  in  the  percentage  fixed  in  the  Thurman 
act. 

This  method  is  objected  to  by  the  company  for  the  reason  that  it  would  continue  to  lock  up 
in  the  sinking  fund  In  the  United  States  treasury  large  sums  of  money  which  could  only  be 
invested  so  as  to  earn  as  at  present  but  a  trifle  over  two  per  cent  annually. 

This  course  Is  open  to  the  further  objection  that  it  falls  to  provide  for  thb  ultimate  refund- 
ing of  the  d<ibt.  These  were  the  general  principles  of  the  sorcalled  Thompson  bill  whieti 
passed  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1884,  but  which  were  not  aequieseed  in  by  the  Judi- 
ciary committee  of  the  Senate,  to  which  the  bill  was  subsequently  referred. 

Another  method  of  dealing  with  the  problem  is  that  set  forth  In  the  so-called  ftmdfng 
plan.  This  method  of  settlement  was  proposed  by  the  United  States  Oommlssioner  of  Ball- 
^ads  in  1882,  and  has  been  recommended  to  the  attention  of  Oonsrress  by  the  government 
directors  of  the  company,  and  by  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  from  time  to 
time  since  then.  This  last  named  method  looks  to  a  definite  adjustment  of  all  questions 
arising  out  of  the  debt,  avoids  all  questions  in  relation  to  definitions  of  the  term  **net  earn- 
ings," and  places  the  obligations  of  the  company  upon  so  definite  a  basis,  that  both  parties 
in  Interest  may  know  in  advance  what  to  expect.  If  some  such  method  of  settlement  can 
be  agreed  qpon,  under  the  terms  of  which  the  period  of  payment  will  be  extended  over  a 
number  of  years,  the  annual  or  semi-annual  Installments  definitely  fixed,  and  placed  within 
the  reasonable  limits  of  the  company's  financial  strength,  it  is  believed  that  the  company 
will  be  able  to  ultimately  discharge  to  the  full  extent  its  liability  to  the  United  States. 

Under  this  plan,  which  has  been  under  discussion  in  the  United  States  Senate  and  in  the 
House  of  Representatives  during  the  current  year,  the  annual  obligations  of  the  company 
will  be  increased  very  largely  over  the  present  requirements  of  the  Thurman  act.  If,  hofw- 
ever,  this  increased  liability  is  fixed  and  made  payable  under  nome  definite  plan,  free  from 
possible  controversy  concerning  the  extent  of  our  obligations  for  any  given  year,  and  where 
the  payments  thus  made  would  be  in  full  satisfaction  of  all  claims  against  the  oompaay 
to  the  period  of  such  payment,  the  effect  upon  the  company's  credit  would,  it  Is  believed, 
be  such  as  to  warrant  the  company  in  undertaking  to  assume  the  increased  liability. 

In  order,  however,  to  discharge  any  increase  in  its  obligations  the  company  should  be 
left  tree  to  go  on  with  the  work  of  enlarging  its  system  of  branch  or  aoxillary  lines..    If 
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ithe  mouey  or  resouices  required  for  such  construction  must  be  kept  in  hand,  awaiting  a 
possible  amendment  of  the  Thurman  act,  with  increased  payments  into  the  sinking  fund, 
the  work  on  such  construction  will  have  to  be  kept  within  the  narrowest  possible  limits. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  thp  period  of  payment  Is  extended,  the  annual  payments  on  the 
^debt  fixed  and  brought  within  the  limits  of  our  financial  strength,  a  sufficient  sum  could, 
it  Is  hoped,  be  provided  from  time  to  time  to  enable  the  company  to  go  forward  with  the 
-work  of  enlarging  its  system  of  branch  and  feeding  lines. 

Under  the  first  proposition,  the  moneys  reserved  for  or  placed  on  deposit  in  the  sinking 
fond  in  the  United  States  treasury,  can  be  made  to  earn,  when  invested  under  the  terms 
-of  the  Thurman  act,  but  a  trifle  over  two  per  cent  per  annum,  while  under  the  funding 
proposition,  so  far  as  our  resources  can  be  made  available  for  extensions,  they  can  be 
fmade  to  earn  from  ten  to  twelve  per  cent  per  annum. 

The  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  for  years  invested  its  surplus  earnings  and 
means  in  a  system  of  branch  or  auxiliary  lines.  Its  interest  in  these  Unes  is  represented 
by  a* cost  of  upward  of  $46,000,000.  It  is  to  this  system  of  branch  or  auxiliary  lint,  that 
the  company  must  necessarily  look  for  the  means  with  which  to  discharge  its  obligations 
to  the  United  States  and  others,  as  those  obligations  mature.    The  Union  Pacific  System 

embraces  the  line  of  the  Uuion  Pacific  Railway  Company 1,832  miles, 

And  the  lines  of  its  auxiliaries :....  2,687  miles. 

Making  a  total  of 4,619  miles. 

*On  this  mileage  there  is  outstanding,  including  the  United  States  subsidy  bonds  and  the 
l>alance  of  Interest  accrued  thereon,  a  debt  amounting  to  •82,086.88  per  mile.  The  amount 
of  stock  outstanding  per  mile  on  these  4,619  miles  is  •16,211.60. 

In  addition  to  the  investment^  madCi  in  the  securities  of  branch  lines,  the  company  has 
on  hand  settlers'  notes  representing  the  amount  due  for  lands  sold,  and  cash  In  the  hands 
of  the  trustees  under  the  land  grant  mortgages,  amounting  to  •18,160,289.81.  This  amount 
was  derived  from  the  sale  of  lands  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the  company.  About 
•14,000,000  is  applicable  to  the  redemption  of  the  land  grant  and  sinking  fund  bonds  of 
the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  balance  is  mainly  applicable  either  to  the 
redemption  of  the  consolidated  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
-or  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  those  bonds.  The  disposition  to  be  made  of  this 
fund,  so  far  as  the  Kansas  Pacific  consolidated  bonds  is  concerned,  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  obligations  imposed  upon  the  company  by  Congress.  If  the  obligation  placed 
upon  the  company  does  not  require  for  its  liquidation  the  application  of  any  portion  of 
this  fund,  then  the  present  intention  of  this  company  is  to  apply  it  to  the  redemption  of 
the  b^nds. 

The  United  States  is  represented  on  our  Board  of  Direction  by  five  directors,  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  President,  one  of  whom  is  assigned  to  each  of  the  standing  or  special  com- 
mittees of  the  Board.  < 

The  government  has  also  a  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  who  under  the  powers  eonfened 
upon  him  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  June  19, 1878,  makes  annually  a  thorough  Investigation 
Into  and  a  report  upon  the  condition  and  affairs  of  the  company. 

In  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Government  Directors  made  to  the  honorable,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior,  under  date  of  January  90, 1886,  they  united  in  saying  : 

'*The  salient  feature  in  the  relations  of  the  Union  Pacific  to  the  government  is  that  the 
road  is  a  debtor  to  the  government  to  a  very  large  amount,  the  debt  being  secured  only  by  a 
-second  mortgage  upon  a  portion  of  the  property  of  the  company.  Under  these  cireum- 
■stances  there  has  grown  up  an  uneasiness  on  the  part  of  Congress  lest  the  debt  to  the 
United  States  might  be  finally  lost,  and  legislation  has  been  had  with  a  view  to  prevent  that 
result.  But  the  legislation  had  so  far  seems,  admitted  upon  all  sides,  to  have  failed  of  its 
object,  and  to  have  brought  about  a  state  of  affairs  whicn  calls  for  early  action. 

For  some  years  every  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  every  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  and 
«very  Board  of  Government  Directors,  has  reported  to  Congress  that  the  Thurman  act, 
under  conditions  changed  since  its  passage.  Is  yearly  locking  up  in  comparative  idleness 
large  sums  of  money,  to  the  mutnibl  loss  and  Injury  of  debtor  and  creditor. 
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The  direetots  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  value  to  the  Union  Paeifle  of  its  auxiliary 
or  branch  line  system  as  a  whole.  Som§  of  the  lines  it  is  true  are  injadieionsly  located,  anA 
in  themselves  are  only  operated  at  a  loss.  Bat  as  feeders  to  the  main  line,  all  have  a  valoe- 
which  does  not  appear  upon  their  own  balance  sheets.  In  fact,  without  them  the  mam  lino 
would  to-day  be  a  bankrupt  property.  Figures  showing  the  exact  value  to  the  main  line  ot 
the  branch  line  business  have  not  until  recently  been  kept  As  far  as  ascertained,  however, 
they  indicate  that  the  annual  gross  income  of  the  main  line  from  the  branch  line  traffic  for 
the  year  past  was  about  95,000,000.  As  this  traffic  is  handled  with  less  average  expense  than 
traffic  originating  on  the  main  line,  the  officers  estimate  that  the  net  value  to  the  company 
of  this  busincfs  was  about  98,000,000.  If  the  next  earnings  of  the  company  were  reduced 
by  that  amount  it  could  not  meet  its  fixed  charges  and  the  requirements  of  the  govern- 
ment. Thh  transcontinental  business  which  a  few  years  ago  made  it  rich  and  prosperous,  is 
now  divided  over  so  many  routes  that  the  gross  receipts  of  the  Union  Pacific  from  the 
Pacific  coast  business  for  the  year  ended  December  81, 1884,  were  only  9.8  per  cent  of  its 
gross  earnings,  although  the  natural  advantages  of  the  route  are  certainly  not  inferior  to- 
those  of  any  other  line. 

•But  valuable  as  the  present  auxiliary  branch  system  may  be,  it  is  far  below  the  develop- 
ment  which  it  must  have  to  properly  occupy  the  local  territory  tributary  to  the  road,  and 
which  will  certainly  be  occupied  by  its  rivals,  if  neglected  by  the  Union  Pacific. 

As  matters  now  stand,  the  debt  of  the  road  is  growing  larger  from  year  to  year,  and  the 
time  of  its  maturity  is  not  far  distant 

The  uncertain  attitude  and  intention  of  the  government  are  calculated  te  impair  the 
credit  of  the  company,  and  not  only  hamper  it  in  efforts  to  secure  its  present  and  future 
business  on  a  safe  foundation,  but  even,  in  case  of  serious  financial  crises,  to  threaten  grave 
present  disaster.  This  is  so  olear  and  simple  that  no  argument  seems  necessary  to  enforce - 
it  The  government  is  the  principal  creditor  of  the  company,  and  has  power  to  precipitate 
it  into  bankruptcy,  should  it  choose  to  exercise  it. 

To  let  matters  alone  is  practically  to  exercise  the  power,  for  every  year  that  a  settlement  is 
postponed  the  position  of  the  company  is  weakened. 

The  course  of  the  government  should  be  that  which  any  practical  business  man  would 
pursue  with  a  private  debtor  in  a  similar  situation.  He  would  first  estimate  carefully  thd- 
Value  of  the  debtor's  business,  and  decide  whether  it  was  such  that  it  could  reasonably  be 
expected  to  pay  off  the  debts,  if  extended  and  made  to  fall  due  in  installments.  If  satisfied 
that  it  could,  the  creditor  while  maintaining  h|s  lieu  upon  the  property  would  promptly  make 
whatever  announcements  and  arrangements  might  be  necessary  to  establish  the  general 
credit  of  the  debtor  in  his  business,  and  enable  him  to  extend  It  and  put  it  upon  the  firmest 
foundation  possible.  And  in  estimating  what  extension  of  time  could  be  given,  and  what  in- 
stallments should  be  paid,  a  prudent  business  man  would  allow  some  margin  for  possibly 
fluctuations  in  business,  as  well  as  a  reasonable  support  for  the  debtor,  to  assure  a  faithful 
and  competent  management  of  the  business. 

It  is  for  Ctongress  to  apply  these  principles  to  the  case  of  the  Union  Pacific  road." 

The  United  States  Commissioner  of  Ballroads  in  his  report  to  the  Honorable  Secretary 
of  the  Interior  of  November  1, 1884,  says : 

*'  Bxperience  has  fully  demonstrated  that  the  act  of  May  7, 1878,  for  reasons  which  could 
not  be  anticipated  when  it  was  passed,  has  failed  to  realize  the  expectations  upon  which  it 
was  baaed,  and  it  has  become  increasingly  plain  that  it  is  inadequate  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  In  my  Judgment  it  is  clear  that  the  government  will  be  best  protected  by 
a  reasonable  extension  of  time,  and  by  funding  the  whole  remaining  debt  and  interest  in 
obligations  of  fixed  amounts  and  maturity." 

In  his  report  of  October  27, 1885,  In  speaking  of  the  operations  of  the  sinking  funds  of  the 
Union  Pacific  and  Central  Pacific  Railway  Companies  established  under  the  Tburmau  act, 
the  Commissioner  says :  '*  In  the  seven  years  since  1878,  only  the  sum  of  98,600307.60  haa 
been  paid  into  the  sinking  fund ;  which  has  produced  in  interest  but  9437,524.03.  This- 
proves  that  the  law  of  1878  cannot  accomplish  the  object  intended,  that  of  furnishing  a 
sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  debts  due  from  theJPacific  Ballroad  companies  to  the  United 
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"States.  It  l8  therefore  soggested  that  it  might  be  alike  advantageous  to  the  gOTemment 
:and  to  the  Paolflo  Ballroad  companies  to  substitute  for  the  present  law,  one  fixing  an  an* 
Dual  or  semi-annual  payment  by  the  oompanies  concerned,  which  should  extinguish  their 
•debts  to  the  government  in  a  reasonable  time,  as  Is  proposed  In  two  bills  reported  by  Sena- 
tor Hoar  In.  the  last  session  of  the  Senate,  viz. :    S.  M68,  and  H.  S.  8771." 

The  remarks  of  these  representatives  of  the  government  are,  I  submit,  entitled  to  the 
most  considerate  attention.  They  show  no  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Union  Pacific  Ck)m- 
pany  to  procure,  in  the  language  of  the  memorial  of  your  legislature,  "the  passage  of  an 
act  providing  for  the  cancellation  of  Its  present  bonded  indebtedness,  and  the  obligations 
to  the  government."  On  the  contrary  it  is  evident  that  in  the  opinion  of  these  gentle- 
men our  present  relations  with  the  United  States  are  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  condition, 
and  further  that  the  course  of  the  government  should  now  be  "  that  which  any  practical 
business  man  would  pursue  with  a  private  debtor  in  a  similar  situation."

I  -copy  of  a  compilation  of  Pacific  Railroad  Laws;  also  a  few  copies  of  a  pamphlet  entitled : 

"  Pacific  Railroad  Legislation."   I  beg  to  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Govern- 
I  ment  directors,  which  is  printed  in  full  in  our  annual  report  at  page  187,  et  nq,   I  desire  a&o 

to  call  your  attention  to  the  statement  of  our  President,  Mr.  Adams,  before  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Pacific- Railroads,  on  February  Mth  last,  which  is  printed  in  the  report  at  page  146, 
tiwq. 

The  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  ever  been  obedient  to  the  law.  It  has  aimed  to 
meet  its  lawful  obligations  as  they  have  matured.  The  funding  proposition  now  under  oon- 
-slderation  proposes  that  In  the  case  of  the  government  it  shall  do  more :  that  it  shall 
anticipate  the  payment  of  the  subsidy  debt,  by  paying  portions  of  that  debt  in  installments 
in  advance  of  Its  maturity. 

The  Union  Pacific  Company  desires  to  deal  Justly  and  fairly  with  all ;  in  turn  it  desires  to 
be  Justly  and  fairly  dealt  with.  The  ofilcers  of  the  company  cannot  ajford  to  let  the  voice  of 
the  great  and  powerful  State  of  Iowa  be  lifted  up  in  an  arraignment  of  its  affairs  and  man- 
agement, without  uttering  a  respectful  but  most  earnest  protest  They  feel  that  the  memo- 
rial of  your  legislature  could  not  have  received  that  careful  consideration  which  the 
importance  of  the  subject  merited,  and  they  trust  that  your  honorable  Board,  with  such 
facts  and  particulars  as  are  now  submitted,  will  be  able  to  redress,  to  some  extent  at  least, 
the  wrong  which  your  legislature  has  inflicted  upon  the  company.

From  all  the  evidenoe  before  them  therefore,  the  GommiBBioners  do  not 
hesitate  to  say  that  they  do  not  find  any  warrant  for  the  changes  contained' 
in  the  concurrent  resolution  of  the  General  Assembly,  and  a  policy  com- 
mended by  the  Bailroad  Ck)mmissioner  of  the  United  States  and  the  Gov* 
emment  Directors  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company,  all  representar 
tives  of  the  Government,  ought  not,  without  evidence  to  be  characterized 
as  **  a  proposition  doing  violence  to  all  business  principles.^'  This  concur- 
rent resolution  is  not  published  with  the  "  acts  and  resolutions  passed  at 
the  regular  session  of  the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  cf 
Iowa,''  published  '  under  authority  of  the  State.'  Upon  inquiry  at  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  with  reference  to  this  matter,  we  are  informed 
that  only  such  acts  and  resolutions  are  published  as  are  approved  by  the- 
Governor  and  ordered  enrolled;  that  this  resolution  was  not  ordered  en- 
rolled, nor  presented  to  the  Governor  for  approval,  and  hence  not  published. 
Whether  this  want  of  enrollment  and  of  approval  by  the  Governor  has  any^ 
effect  upon  the  force  or  validity  of  the  resolution,  is  a  question  the  Com- 
missioners do  not  feel  it  proper  for  them  to  consider,  contenting  themselves 
with  stating  the  facts.  The  original  resolution  is  filed  and  in  the  custody 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  an  exact  copy  of  the  same  is  set  forth  in  this 
report.  The  Senate  Journal  shows  that  on  the  2d  day  of  April  Senator 
Carson  presented  the  concurrent  resolution,  but  that  it  was  not  referred  to 
any  committee.  (Senate  Journal,  page  538).  The  House  Journ&l  page  588, 
notes  a  message  from  the  Senate,  notifying  the  House  that  the  Senate  had. 
passed  the  resolution,  and  on  page  620  it  is  recorded  that  Hon.  Mr.  Keatley 
called  the  resolution  up,  and  the  House  concurred  therein.  It  does  not 
seem  to  have  been  referred  to  any  committee,  nor  to  have  elicited  any  dis- 
cussion. It  was  never  enrolled  and  never  presenied  to  the  Governor  for  ap- 
proval. On  the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  Hon.  Mr.  Eeatley  of  the- 
House  furnished  us  the  following  statement  in  relation  thereto:

I  do  not  have  a  copy  of  such  Joint  resolution  before  me. 

The  Journals  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatlves  will  show  the  leading  facts  of 
the  transaction,  but  not  all  of  the  circumstances  accompanying  the  adoption  of  the  Joint 
resolution. 

During  one  of  the  visits  of -Senator  Carson  at  his  home  In  Council  BlufEs,  pending  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Twenty-first  General  Assembly,  he  was  requested  by  a  committee  representing 
themselves  as  authorized  by  an  assembly  of  merchants  and  other  business  men  of  that  city; 
to  prepare  and  Introduce  a  joint  resolution  urging  the  Senatois  and  Representatives  In  Con- 
gress from  Iowa  to  oppose  the  passage  of  any  bill  looking  to  the  extension  of  the  time 
of  the  payment  of  the  Indebtedness  of  the  Union  Pacific  Ballroad  Company  to  the  United 
States  to  sixty  years,  as  seemed  to  be  contemplated  In  the  proposition.  About  the  date 
of  Senator  Carson's  return  to  Des  Moines,  I  also  received  a  letter  purporting  to  come  fMm 
the  same  group  of  business  men,  requesting  me  to  give  such  a  joint  resolution  personal 
attention  in  the  House,  the  moment  it  passed  the  Senate  and  reached  the  House  as  a  Senate 
message. 

The  business  men  of  Council  Bluffs  who  were  urging  this  matter  were  representatives,  and 
It  seemed  to  us  that  the  subject  conveyed  to  lis  an  Instruction  from  our  constituents  that  we 
could  not  well  disregard.  Senator  Carson  after  some  weeks  prepared  the  Joint  resolution, 
introduced  it  and  called  it  up,  and  it  passed  the  Senate  without  a  dissent.  A  delegation  of 
the  representative  business  men  of  Council  Bluffs  was  here  at  Des  Moines  urging  the  pass- 
age of  the  resolution  on  the  day  on  which  It  was  so  brought  forward  in  the  Senate.  I  have 
forgotten  the  date  of  that  transaction.  When  it  came  to  the  House  as  a  Senate  message,  it 
was  laid  on  the  table  at  my  request,  to  be  called  up  at  some  opportune  moment.  After  a 
lapse  of  a  day,  I  think,  and  in  the  morning  hour  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  journal, 
I  called  up  the  joint  resolution,  asked  and  procured  a  suspension  of  the  rules,  explained  the 
object  of  the  joint  resolution,  and  on  my  motion  it  was  unanimously  adopted  precisely  as  it 
passed  the  Senate. 

This,  gentlemen,  is  an  exact  history  of  the  matter,  with  the  exception  of  the  receipt  of  a 
telegram  signed  by  President  Adams  of  the  Union  Pacific  and  by  General  G.  M.  Do<|ge,  after 
the  joint  resolution  had  passed  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  directed  to  Mr.  Carson 
and  myself,  asking  postponement  of  the  resolution. 

I  understand  that  the  telegram  was  Introduced  in  evidence  during  your  sitting  and  Inves- 
tigation at  Council  BIuBa.

It  seems  clear  that  there  was  no  investigation  into  the  facts  in  either  the 
House  or  the  Senate.  Undoubtedly  reliance  was  placed  upon  the  state- 
ments of  the  gentlemen  referred  to  in  Mr.  Keatley's  statement,  as  a  group 
of  business  men,  citizens  and  representative  men  of  the  city  of  €k)uncil 
Blufb.  The  Commissioners  can  only  say  that  their  hearing  at  Council 
Bluffs  was  public  and  generally  known,  and  if  any  gentlemen  there  were  in 
possession  of  facts  sustaining  the  allegation  of  fact  in  the  concurrent  reso- 
lution, they  failed  to  give  them  to  the  Commissioners. 

We  are  therefore  compelled  by  the  record  to  report  that  the  resolution 
seems  to  have  been  passed  without  discussion  or  investigation,  and  that  all 
evidence  before  us  seems  to  contradict  rather  than  to  support  the  allega- 
tions of  fact  contained  in  the  resolution.

The  citizens  of  Herndon  petitioned  the  Board  that  they  require  the 
respondent  companies  to  furnish  them  better  conveniences  to  enable  them 
to  get  freight  to  and  from  the  depot,  which  Was  owned  and  used  jointly  by 
these  roads,  viz  :  The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  and  Wabash,  St. 
Louis  &  Pacific.  They  also  complained  that  there  were  no  separate  waiting 
rooms  for  women,  but  the  public  were  crowded  into  one  room,  entirely  too 
small  for  the  purpose. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  the  managers  of  the  two  roads,  and  the  Com- 
missioners are  informed  that  the  approach  to  the  station  house  has  been 
made  passable,  and  outbuildings  erected  to  accommodate  the  public.

The  complainant  owns  and  occupies  a  fton  through  which  the  Chicago  & 
Northwestern  Railway  runs,  and  has  a  crossing  over  the  track  to  get  from 
one  pasture  to  another.  He  makes  complaint  to  the  Commissioners  that  in 
driving  his  stock  across  the  track,  they  escape  and  run  up  and  down  the 
railroad  on  account  of  a  lack  of  cattle  guards  at  this  point ;  he  also  com- 
plains that  the  gates  are  not  wide  enough  to  allow  the  passage  of  a  reaper  or 
load  of  hay. 

The  Commissioners  on  receipt  of  this  complaint  directed  a  communica- 
tion to  be  forwarded  to  Yice-E^esident  Hughitt  of  the  company,  suggesting 
that  although  there  was  no  law  in  this  State  compelling  railway  companies 
to  put  in  cattle  guards  at  farm  crossings,  the  extraordinary  hardships  in 
this  case  seemed  to  demand  an  immediate  remedy,  and  asking  if  something 
could  not  be  done  to  relieve  the  pressing  necessities  of  complainant.  Tbey 
were  later  advised  that  the  matter  had  been  looked  into  by  the  company, 
and  the  crossing  repaired  apd  put  in  proper  shape.

Unsafe  condition  of  road. 


Mr.  L.  J.  Kasson,  of  Des  Moines,  appeared  before  the  Commissioners  at 
their  office  and  stated  that  on  April  21, 1886,  in  walking  over  the  track  of 
the  Central  Iowa  Railway  from  the  College  grounds  at  Grinnell  to  a  point 
one  and  a  half  miles  north,  he  picked  from  the  ties  outside  of  the  rails  with 
his  fingers  nine  spikes,  and  that  in  this  distance  fully  one-half  the  ties  were 
rotten,  in  some  places  three  or  four  together  being  so  decayed  as  to  furnish 
but  little  support  for  the  rails;  also,  that  frequently  the  spike?  on  the  out- 
side of  the  rails  were  loose.  He  said  that  the  rails  were  new  or  nearly  so, 
the  connections  first-class,  and  that  all  that  was  needed  to  make  the  road 
entirely  safe  was  some  new  ties  in  the  superstructure.  Mr.  Easson  said 
that  in  this  distance  there  was  one  cut  about  five  hundred  feet  long  and 
eighteen  feet  deep  at  the  highest  point,  also  a  bridge  seventy  feet  long  and 
eighteen  feet  high.  Some  years  ago  at  a  bridge  one  and  a  half  miles  north 
of  this  point  a  heavy  freight  train  ran  ofC  the  track  and  one  or  two  employes 
were  killed.  Having  lately  been  a  juror  in  a  case  arising  from  an  accident 
of  this  kind,  the  complainant  had  had  his  attention  particularly  called  to 
matters  of  this  nature,  and  he  thought  it  due  to  the  public  that  some  inves- 
tigation be  made  of  the  road  in  question. 

Having  communicated  this  complaint  to  the  officers  of  the  company,  the 
Commissioners  were  advised  by  General  Manager  Dudley  that  the  company 
had  purchased  105,000  cross  ties,  which  were  being  put  into  the  track  as  fast 
as  possible.  As  evidence  that  the  track  was  not  dangerous,  he  thought  was 
best  shown  by  the  fact  that  they  had  been  running  heavy  passenger  trains 
•at  a  high  rate  of  speed  for  more  than  a  year,  without  having  a  wheel  off  the 
track,  and  that  there  had  been  as  few  derailments  of  freight  trains  as  on 
any  road  in  the  State. 

In  a  report  to  the  General  Manager  of  the  road  dated  May  17th,  Assistant 
Superintendent  Johnston  stated  that  1,125  ties  in  the  two  miles  of  road 
above  referred  to  would  be  renewed  this  season,  leaving  4,982  sound  ties; 
that  this  track  was  relaid  in  April,  1885,  with  60  pound  steel  rails,  and  all 
ties  then  requiring  renewal  were  then  put  into  the  track,  and  very  little  had 
been  done  to  it  since  that  time.  That  the  track  was  in  good  surface,  line, 
and  well  ballasted  with  gravel,  and  was  perfectly  safe.  The  pile  bridges  on 
the  line  were  all  in  good  condition  and  would  not  require  renewal  for  sev- 
eral years.  Regarding  the  accident  mentioned  by  Mr.  Kasson,  Supt.  John- 
ston said  that  this  derailment  occurred  in  1874,  and  was  caused  by  plowing 
^snow  with  two  engines  coupled  together.  On  July  1st,  one  of  the  members 
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of  the  Board  walked  over  and  examined  a  portion  of  the  road  north  or 
Grinnell,  and  confirmed  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Eassoh  to  the  Boards 
A  letter  was  accordingly  addressed  to  General  Manager  Dudley,  urging 
upon  him  the  immediate  necessity  of  replacing  the  unsound  ties  with  new 
ones.  They  were  replied  to  with  the  assurance  that  he  would  immediately 
make  a  personal  examination  of  the  track,  and  have  it  repaired  without 
delay,  to  the  extent  of  making  it  safe  beyond  a  doubt.

DECISION  OF  THB  COMMISSIONBBS. 

On  May  17, 1886,  E.  B.  Wyatt  and  Alexander  Bright,  farmers .  and  Thomas- 
Kimball,  a  merchant,  all  residing  at  ox  near  Lamoille,  Iowa,  complained  to 
the  Commissioners  that  they  were  detained  twenty-fiye  minutes  with 
wagon  loads  of  hogs  at  the  crossing  of  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Bail* 
way  leading  into  Lamoille ;  that  they  asked  the  conductor  to  divide  the- 
train  and  let  them  pass,  as  the  hogs  were  suffering  from  standing  in  the  hot 
sun,  but  this  was  refused.  They  also  assert  in  a  postscript  that  the  deten- 
tion has  been  of  weekly  and  daily  occurrence  for  the  last  ten  years,  and 
that  detentions  of  thirty  minutes  at  a  time  have  been  reported  to  the  com- 
pany, but  no  improvement  has  been  made. 

Mr.  Burt,  Superintendent  of  the  Iowa  Division,  admits  the  detentton 
complained  of,  but  thinks  a  delay  of  from  five  to  eight  minutes  is  all  that 
occurs  usuaUy,  but  thinks  that  under  the  most  careful  management  these 
delays  must  sometimes  occur,  and  says  that  if  these  gentlemen  had  called  * 
on  the  station  agent,  the  road  would  have  been  opened.  It  is  not  easy  for 
the  parties  delayed  to  always  determine  who  is  the  right  party  to  apply  to- 
for  relief. 

It  seems  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  man  using  the  highway  with  his 
team  has  the  same  rights  at  the  crossing  as  the  man  drawing  his  cars,  and 
if  it  is  impracticable  for  the  train  to  look  out  for  and  accommodate  the 
wagon,  it  has  no  right  to  obstruct  the  passage  longer  than  the  time  required 
for  crossing,  and  if  it  becomes  necessary  to  stay  longer,  except  in  case  of 
accident,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  person  in  charge  to  cut  their  trains  and  per- 
mit the  highway  to  be  used  for  its  legitimate  purposes.  It  is  certainly  a. 
mistaken  idea  that  the  railway  train,  because  large  and  bulky,  can  be  prop- 
erly used  to  deprive  the  public  of  its  rights. 

The  Conomiissioners  make  the  same  recommendation  in  this  case  that  tber 
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did  in  case  No.  29,  A.  S.  Murchison,  of  Williamsburg  v.  the  C,  M.  &  8t.  P. 
By. :  *^  that  the  company  should  make  an  order  requiring  trains  standing  on 
the  highway  longer  than  five  minutes  to  be  opened  for  passing  teams."  A 
rigid  enforcement  of  such  an  order  they  belieye  would  remove  this  cause- 
for  complaint.

Complainant  stated  to  the  Board  that  the  highway  one  mile  northwest  of 
the  station  of  Donahue  on  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway,  in 
Scott  county,  was  in  very  bad  condition  at  the  point  of  crossing  the  track, 
and  that  it  was  the  general  opinion  of  the  people  living  in  the  vicinity  that 
there  should  be  a  bridge  over  the  railroad  instead  of  a  grade  crossing,  as  the^ 
highway  was  on  a  ridge,  and  considerably  higher  than  the  level  of  the  grade. 

The  complaint  having  been  referred  to  the  officers  of  the  road  they 
reported  to  the  Commissioners  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  construct 
an  overhead  crossing  at  this  point,  as  the  lay  of  the  ground  was'such  as  ta 
make  too  steep  a  raise  to  reach  the  level  of  the  highway  put  over  the  road  at 
the  necessary  heighth  to  clear  a  car  safely  for  train  men.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  the  county  road  authorities,  the  grade  was  widened  at  this  point  and 
riprap  put  on  the  sides,  and  the  crossing  otherwise  improved  to  the  full  sat- 
isfaction of  complainants.

DECIBIOK  OF  THE  COMMISSIONEBS. 

On  the  81st  of  March,  1886,  the  complainant  shipped  two  cars  of  hogs  from^ 
Waukon  to  Chicago  by  the  line  of  the  respondent  road. 

There  was  a  delay  in  transit,  the  train  containing  the  cars  reaching 
Savanna  nearly  four  hours  behind  time.     At  that  point  the  hogs  were- 
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unloaded  and  fed.  The  delay  in  reaching  Savanna  was  on  account  of  an 
engine  running  off  the  track  at  South  Junction  switch. 

The  hogs  laid  in  the  Savanna  yard  Hi  hours,  reaching  Chicago  April  2d 
instead  of  April  1st,  when  they  were  due.  Complainant  claims  on  account 
of  shrinkage,  which  he  alleges  was  more  than  double  ordinary  shrinkage, 
the  sum  of  $28.00;  for  feed  at  Savanna,  $5.60;  making  a  total  claim  of 
$33.50.  The  hogs  weighed  when  loaded,  84,330  pounds ;  when  weighed  at 
Union  Stock  Yards,  32,650  pounds,  thus  showing  a  shrinkage  of  1,680 
pounds.  There  were  one  hundred  and  seventy-one  hogs.  The  only  dispute 
between  the  parties  is  with  reference  to  the  claim  for  shrinkage.  The  com- 
plainant says  that  the  ordinary  shrinkage  is  not  more  than  half  the  shrink- 
age in  this  case.  The  respondent  claims  that  ten  pounds  per  head  is  the 
natural  shrinkage  for  hogs,  for  the  distance  of  this  shipment,  and  is  the 
accepted  basis  of  settlement  for  all  stock  men  and  live  stock  commission 
firms.  The  Commissioners  have  sought  information  from  men  of  large 
experience  in  shipping  hogs  for  that  distance,  and  have  arrived  at  the  con- 
clusion that  ten  pounds  per  hog  is  the  natural  shrinkage.  They  therefore 
find  that  complainant  ought  not  to  press  his  claim  for  shrinkage.  The 
natural  shrinkage  in  their  opinion  would  have  been  1,710  pounds ;  the  actual 
shrinkage  was  1,690  pounds  In  our  opinion  the  respondent  should  pay  the 
complainant  the  amount  of  the  feed  bill  at  Savanna,  $5  50,  and  complainant 
should  accept  that  sum  in  full  settlement  of  his  claim.

John  Smull,  of  Wick,  Iowa,  complains  to  the  Bailway  Commission  that 
the  Des  Moines,  Osceola  &  Southern  Bailway  Company  has  failed  to  fence 
its  right  of  way  where  its  road  runs  through  his  land,  as  was  stipulated  in 
hJs  contract  for  right  of  way.  This  complaint  being  forwarded  to  £.  B. 
Mason,  receiver  of  said  railway  company.  Mr.  Mason  replies  that  the  rail- 
way company  will  fulfill  its  part  of  the  contract  when  Mr.  Smull  makes 
deed  of  said  right  of  way  to  the  company.  The  recommendation  of  the 
Commissioners  is  that  Mr.  Smull  make  out  and  duly  acknowledge  a  formal 
deed  of  the  land  to  the  railway  company,  and  when  this  is  done  that  the 
railway  company  then  build  a  fence  along  each  side  of  its  right  of  way, 
such  as  will  turn  all  ordinary  farm  stock.

DBCISION  of  THB  OOMMIBSIONBB8. 

In  March,  188S,  Bir.  Berry  the  complainant  made  a  right  of  way  deed  to 
the  respondent.  It  was  for  one  hundred  feet  of  the  north  end  of  certain 
land  described  in  said  deed  by  nnmbers.  In  the  deed  Mr.  Berry  stipulated 
that  he  was  to  have  an  under  crossing  at  the  west  end  of  the  Iowa  river 
bridge  eight  by  twelve  feet,  and  the  company  was  to  put  gates  in  the  fence 
on  each  side  of  the  crossing.  » 

He  says  that  the  agents  of  the  railroad  company  represented  to  him  that 
the  Iowa  river  bridge  would  extend  out  in  such  a  manner  that  he  would 
have  a  good  crossing;  that  as  constructed,  in  consequence  of  ditches,  em- 
bankments and  excavations,  and  the  bridge,  the  under-crossing  would  be  of 
little  or  no  benefit  to  him  as  agreed  upon  in  the  deed.  He  claims  that  he  is 
also  and  in  addition  to  the  crossing  stipulated  for  in  the  deed  entitled  under 
the  law  to  have  a  crossing  at  such  point  as  he  may  designate.  (Code,  section 
1268.)  That  he  wants  this  additional  crossing  to  be  adequate  and  complete 
at  Che  northwest  comer  of  his  land;  that  there  is  about  one  quarter  of  an 
acre  of  his  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  railroad  track;  that  this  crossing 
which  he  now  demands  will  not  cost  half  as  much  as  the  one  originally 
stipulated  for,  wliich  would  be  of  little  use;  that  the  road  had  been  built  for 
three  years,  and  during  all  that  time  he  has  had  no  crossing,  and  that  he 
should  be  paid  damage  therefor. 

The  respondent  says  that  Mr.  Berry  originally  granted  the  right  of  way 
without  consideration,  but  afterward  and  at  the  execution  of  the  deed  de- 
manded and  received  one  hundred  dollars  from  respondent;  that  since  Sep- 
tember, 1883,  there  has  been  a  fence  along  the  south  side  of  the  railroad 
from  his  west  line  to  the  river;  that  In  December,  1884,  Mr.  Berry  claimed 
$500  damage;  that  he  was  offered  the  gates  and  crossing,  and  plank  for  the 
bridge,  which  he  declined,  saying  he  had  an  outlet  from  and  inlet  to  his 
land,  by  an  arrangement  with  an  adjoining  owner,  whose  land  lies  between 
Mr.  Berry's  land  and  the  public  road;  that  Mr.  Berry  owns  only  about  one- 
fourth  of  an  acre  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  track,  which  he  has  never 
utilized.  If  the  crossing  stipulated  for  is  worthless,  it  is  not  the  fault  of 
the  company;  that  in  March,  1888,  when  it  was  stipulated  for  in  the  deed, 
the  roadbed  was  constructed,  bridge  built  and  track  laid  thereon,  and  Mr. 
Berry  could  see  for  himself,  as  he  did,  what  kind  of  a  crossing  he  stipulated 
for;  that  there  are  five  bents  in  the  bridge  on  the  west  side  of  the  river, 
under  either  of  which  a  reasonably  good  crossing  could  be  built,  and  a  safer 
and  more  accessible  one  than  he  now  demands  and  by  actual  measurement. 
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-one  of  the  bents  is  thirteen  feet  high  under  the  stringers;  that  a  good  cross- 
ing can  be  made  under  the  bridge  from  the  public  road  to  and  from  his  land, 
which  respondent  is  ready  and  willing  to  make.  A  plat  of  the  grounds  is 
submitted,  and  also  a  profile  of  the  proposed  crossing  demanded  by  Mr. 
Berry. 

On  the  22d  of  JuJy  two  of  the  Commissioners,  in  company  with  Mr.  Berry, 
the  complainant,  and  Mr.  George  G.  McMichael,  respondent's  General  Man- 
ager, visited  the  ground  near  Marshalltown.  The  railroad  passes  along  the 
n6rth  side  of  complainant's  land  from  west  to  east  toward  the  riyer,  leay- 
ing  probably  about  one-fourth  of  an  acre  on  the  north  side.  At  or  near  the 
northwest  comer,  Mr.  Berry  wishes  the  crossing  constructed.  To  make  it 
there  would- require  considerable  and  expensive  work  in  constructing  ap- 
proaches, bridges  across  borrow  pits,  etc.  The  top  of  the  track  is  about 
seven  feet  above  the  general  level  of  the  adjoining  land,  and  it  was  evident 
to  the  Commissioners  that  a  crossing  there  would  be  at  considerable  expense. 
There  is  a  fence  from  the  west  line  of  Mr.  Berry's  land  along  the  south  line 
of  the  track  to  the  bridge.  Barbed  wire  along  the  bents  constitutes  the  pro- 
tection at  the  bridge. 

Mr.  McMichael  admitted  that  this  was  not  sufficient,  and  agreed  that  a 
fence  which  would  reasonable  withstand  the  assaults  of  fishermen  and  other 
travelers  should  be  constructed  under  the  bridge.  While  the  crossing  may 
not  be  all  that  Mr.  Berry  now  desires,  he  stipulated  for  it  under  the  bridge, 
and  it  seems  demanded  and  received  $100  in  money  for  the  deed.  The  8itu»> 
tion  was  as  apparent  to  him  then  as  now,  and  we  feel  that  we  have  no  power 
to  relieve  Mr.  Berry  from  his  own  contract. 

Whether  Mr.  Berry,  having  stipulated  for  a  crossing,  has  a  right  under 
the  law  to  designate  another  point  and  demand  a  second  crossing  would 
•depend  upon  a  construction  of  the  deed  or  contract,  and  section  1288  of  the 
Code,  the  province  and  work  of  a  court,  to  which  Mr.  Berry  must  be 
remitted.  The  opinion  of  the  Commissioners,. however,  is  that  he  would  be 
entitled  to  only  one  crossing,  and  that  in  the  deed  he  designated  the  point. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  recommend  to  the  respondent  that  it  con- 
struct the  crossing  as  stipulated  in  the  deed,  and  make  it  from  Mr.  Berry's 
land  to  the  public  road;  that  it  make  a  strong  and  sufficient  fence  at  the 
river  bridge,  and  furnish  plank  for  bridge  as  stipulated,  and  put  gates  in 
the  fence  at  each  side  of  the  crossing.

It  appears  from  correspondence  received  by  the  Commi  sioners  that  on 
March  22, 1886,  the  Iowa  Northern  Bailway  Company  and  the  Wisconsin, 
Iowa  &  Nebraska  Bailway  Company,  now  called  the  Chicago,  St.  Paul  & 
Kansas  City  Bailway  Company,  (the  ^'  Diagonal  Boute "),  made  a  traffic 
contract,  by  which  the  Iowa  Northern  was  to  do  the  switching  at  Valeria 
station,  and  on  the  Valeria  branch  of  the  complaining  rotfd,  that  is,  taking 
the  empty  cars  to  the  mines,  placing  them  where  they  could  be  loaded,  and 
when  loaded  taking  the  cars  to  Valeria  station  and  placing  the  same  in  pos- 
ition for  the  main  line  trains,  so  that  they  coald  be  taken  without  unneces- 
sary switching  at  Valeria.'  2d.  Care  was  to  be  taken  to  prevent  accident  or 
damage  in  switching,  and  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with  regular 
•passenger  trains,  dd.  The  agreement  to  take  effect  March  22d,  and  con- 
tinue till  October  1, 1886,  unless  discontinued  by  notice  to  that  effect  from 
either  party  of  fifteen  days.  4th.  For  this  service  the  Iowa  Northern  Bail- 
way  Company  was  to  receive  $112.60  per  month,  to  be  paid  on  the  regular 
pay  day.  5th.  The  I.  N.  B'y  Co.  to  have  permission  to  run  its  psssenger 
trains  to  Valeria  after  the  departure  of  passenger  trains  on  the  W.,  I.  &  N. 
B'y,  by  keeping  out  of  the  way  of  all  trains  of  the  latter  company.  6th. 
The  engines  of  the  I.  N.  B'y  were  to  be  permitted  to  go  to  the  South  Skunk 
tank  for  water,  upon  the  order  of  the  dispatcher,  the  water  to  be  without 
charge. 

On  April  6, 1886,  Mi*.  Couch,  Superintendent  of  the  Iowa  Northern  Bail- 
way,  notified  W.  T.  Block,  General  Freight  Agent  of  the  W.,  I.  &  N.  B'y 
Co.,  that  he  should  terminate  the  contract  on  ApriJ  21st,  the  contract  re- 
quiring fifteen  days  notice.  On  April  7th  Mr.  Block  proposed  to  modify  the 
contract,  and  asked  for  a  continuation  of  the  switching  service.  On  April 
9th  Mr.  Block  notified  Mr.  Couch  that  the  service  was  so  poor  that  his  com- 
pany would  do  its  own  switching  after  April  10th.  On  May  12th  Mr.  Block 
notified  Mr.  Couch  that  he  must  not  use  the  W.,  I.  <Ss  N.  line  to  Valeria 
depot  in  future,  without  special  permission  in  each  instance.  This  brings 
the  histories  of  the  relations  of  the  companies  up  to  the  time  of  the  com- 
plaint which  is  made  in  a  letter  of  Mr.  Block,  dated  May  26th,  accompanied 
by  one  from  B.  C.  Johnson,  agent  at  Valeria.  The  complaint  is  that  the 
Iowa  Northern  Company  refuses  to  accept  from  and  deliver  freight  to  the 
-complaining  company  at  Valeria ;  that  they  have  freight  for  Colfax ;  the 
•complainant  raises  the  question  whether  a  common  carrier  can  refuse  this 
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business.  Mr.  Couch  replies  that  he  is  ready  and  willing  to  reoeiye  and  de- 
liver all  freight  froin  and  to  his  road  at  the  depot,  provided  he  can  get  there, 
or  he  will  receive  and  deliver  freight  and  baggage  at  the  chutes,  if  the  com- 
plaining company  will  receive  them  there.  He  has  no  station  house  at  Val- 
eria, and  has  no  business  there  except  in  connection  with  complainants 
road,  and  as  their  depot  is  800  yards  east  of  any  point  he  is  allowed  to  go, 
there  is  no  convenient  method  of  transfer.  The  whole  controversy  seems 
to  the*  Commissioners  unworthy  of  business  men.  Without  attempting  to 
charge  the  blame  specially  upon  either  party,  they  simply  refer  to  Mr. 
Block's  letter  of  April  7th  and  9th,  the  former  asking  a  continuance  of  the 
switchmg  service  in  a  manner  indicatinff  it  to  be  satisfactory,  and  two  days 
after  saying  it  is  so  poor  it  cannot  be  depended  upon.  The  opinion  of  the 
Commissioners  is  that  both  roads  are  public  carriers,  and  by  law  required  to 
perform  all  the  duties  implied  by  this  term  from  one  end  of  their  lines  to 
the  other.  In  our  view,  the  simplest  method  of  managing  the  800  yards  be- 
tween the  depot  of  one  road  and  the  chutes,  the  end  of  the  other,  is  to  make 
some  sensible  and  joint  arrangement  whereby  the  cars  of  the  Iowa  North- 
em  road  may  run  to  the  Valeria  depot,  subject  of  course  to  the  superviBion 
and  regulation  of  the  W.,  I.  &  N.  company,  and  that  all  freight  and  passen- 
ger business  be  transacted  between  the  companies  on  a  purely  business 
basis,  looking  alone  to  the  wants  of  traffic  that  seeks  interchange.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

-  On  May  26, 1886,  £.  B.  Maple  wrote  the  Commissioners,  complaining  of 
the  loss  of  a  gasoline  stove  by  the  burning  of  respondent's  depot  at  Clarinda 
started  by  a  stroke  of  lightning.  The  company  being  notified,  claimed  it 
was  not  responsible,  as  the  loss  was  due  to  the  act  of  God.  To  this  com- 
plainant replied  that  respondent  was  negligent  in  f  ailmg  at  night  to  detach 
the  key  board.  To  respondent's  claim  that  the  goods  could  have  been  taken 
out  on  the  2^  of  May,  the  day  preceding  the  fire,  respondent  answered  that 
complainant's  drayman  was  at  the  depot  the  day  of  arrival  of  the  goods 
and  refused  to  take  the  goods,  and  allied  that  the  wires  were  disconnected 
and  the  '^cut-out"  pulled,  as  is  usually  done  by  the  operator  when  he  leaves 
the  building.  September  8, 1886,  the  complainant  was  notified  of  the  claim 
or  contention  of  the  respondent  in  lelation  to  the  case.    Beceiving  no  reply. 
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he  was  again  notifled  on  November  11th,  and  November  15th  he  addreeeed 
the  foUowlng  letter  to  the  Board: 

"Oabboll,  Iowa,  Nov.  is,  iSM,

Mt  Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  inquiry  of  Nov.  llth  was  forwarded  to  me  here  and  reeelTed 
yesterday.  In  reply  I  would  say  that  I  hardly  thought  It  necessary  to  answer  your  letter  of 
Sept  8, 18W.  I  saw  very  clearly  your  unwillingness  to  be  of  any  assistance  to  me,  even  In 
the  remotest  degree.  In  obtaintng  my  rights  in  the  premises,  and  thought  it  wholly  useless  to 
eontinue  the  MnretpODdenee.  Tour  forwarding  my  letters  to  Mr.  Potter  and  his  to  me  was 
all  the  assistance  you  seemed  disposed  to  glye.  That  being  the  case,  I  will  simply  submit  to 
the  unfair  adyantage  the  railway  company  have  taken  in  the  premises,  as  hundreds  of  other 
men  have  been  compelled  to  do  from  inability  to  obtain  Justice  through  the  authorized 
channel.   I  am  very  sincerely.

This  letter  aptly  illustrates  the  oondact  of  many  complainants  before  the 
Commission,  either  concluding  for  some  reason  that  they  do  not  wish  to 
press  their  claim,  or  anticipating  that  their  complaint  will  not  stand  under 
investigation,  they  withdraw  their  complaint  and  *'abuse  the  Commission- 
ers."   This  claim  is  dismissed  for  want  of  prosecution  by  the  complainant.

DSCISIOK  OF  THE  COKMISSIONSRS. 

On  July  19, 1886,  the  mayor,  recorder,  marshal,  treasurer  and  live  trus- 
tees and  thirty-one  citizens  of  the  town  of  Ruthven,  Palo  Alto  county,  filed 
a  complaint  against  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Company, 
and  asked  the  Commissioners  to  investigate  and  determine  upon  the  neces- 
sity of  moving  the  depot  building  out  of  the  line  between  north  and  south 
Gk)wrie  streets  in  said  town. 

The  complaint  states  that  the  building  as  it  now  stands  is  a  great  incon- 
venience and  damage  to  the  public,  and  is  detrimental  to  the  best  interests 
of  said  town. 

The  reply  of  Roswell  MiUer,  General  Manager,  is  that  the  depot  is  not  in 
the  street.  The  land  on  which  it  stands  is  the  property  of  the  railway  com- 
pany, and  to  remove  the  depot  and  put  a  street  across  the  station  grounds 
would  be  a  great  inconvenience  for  all  future  time,  and  for  the  damage  the 
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oompaay  should  be  compensated  before  the  street  was  opened.  These  dam- 
ages he  thinks  should  be  yery  large.  On  August  24th  the  Oommissioners 
Yisited  Buthven,  and  by  previous  arrangement  met  the  Mayor  and  citizens 
of  the  town,  as  well  as  Mr.  J.  B.  Moll,  Superintendent  of  the  Iowa  &  Da- 
kota Division  of  the  road,  and  Mr.  George  £.  Clark,  attorney  for  the  com- 
pany. 

Buthven  is  located  on  a  summit,  and  the  depot  grounds,  a  strip  300  feet 
wide  and  1586  feet  long,  occupy  all  the  ground  on  which  the  grade  is  level. 
This  land  was  deeded  to  the  company  in  fee,  described  by  metes  and  bounds 
without  any  restriction  thereon,  except  the  location  of  a  depot  is  part  of 
the  consideration  of  the  purchase.  The  date  of  the  acknowledgement  of 
this  instrument  is  January  16,  1879.  The  plat  of  the  town  of  Buthven 
from  a  certified  copy  was  filed  for  record  November  18,  1882 ;  (this  date 
seems  to  the  (Commissioners  to  be  an  error,  and  probably  refers  to  that  part 
of  the  plat  north  of  the  railway,  as  it  is  not  probable  that  nearly  four  years 
elapsed  after  conveyance  to  the  railroad  company  and  the  building  of  the 
road,  before  the  plat  was  recorded.) 

Gowrie  street  is  near  the  center  of  the  station  grounds  of  the  C,  M.  A  St. 
P.  B'y.  The  stteet  comes  from  the  south  and  terminates  in  Main  street,  a 
street  parallel  with  and  running  the  full  length  of  the  station  grounds. 
Gowrie  street  again  starts  from  the  north  side  of  the  depot  grounds  from 
Bailroad  street,  and  continues  north  to  the  station  grounds  of  the  Des 
Moines  &  Fort  Dodge  EUtilroad,  being  a  continuation  of  the  line  of  the 
street  south  of  the  CM.  &  8t.  P.  B'y.  The  depot  of  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P. 
B'y  was  built,  according  to  the  testimony,  before  the  town  was  laid  out.  It 
is  used  as  a  passenger  and  freight  house,  being  about  ninety  feet  in  length, 
the  east  forty-eight  feet  of  the  building  being  in  the  line  Ck>wrie  street 
would  be,  if  continued  across  the  right  of  way.  A  platform  extends  from 
the  water  tank,  which  is  about  200  feet  west  of  the  building,  east  820  feet, 
running  past  the  building,  crossmg  the  line  of  Gowrie  street  and  reaching 
46  feet  east  of  the  east  line  of  this  street  produced.  The  railway  is  crossed 
by  two  streets ;  by  Stewart  street  one-eighth  of  a  mile  east  of  Gowrie 
street  and  on  the  east  line  of  the  station  grounds,  and  by  WashingUm 
Avenue  about  the  same  distance  west  of  Gowrie  street. 

This  latter  street  is  eighty  feet  in  width,  the  other  streets  being  sixty-six 
feet.  It  was  in  testimony  before  the  Commissioners  that  the  intent  of  the 
proprietors  of  the  town  and  the  officers  of  the  railway  that  the  business  of 
the  town  should  be  located  on  this  street,  as  it  could  be  used  without  affect- 
ing the  use  of  the  depot  grounds  for  railway  purposes.  It  seems  to  be 
admitted  by  the  mayor  in  his  argument  that  under  the  provisions  of  section 
926  of  the  Code  the  city  cannot  force  the  street  through,  as  it  would  require 
the  removal  of  this  building  therefor.  The  Commissioners  are  asked  to 
order  the  removal  of  the  station  house  from  its  present  location,  in  order 
that  a  street  may  be  opened  over  and  across  the  station  grounds,  about  the 
middle  of  said  grounds. 

Their  attention  is  called  to  section  8  of  the  Commissioner  law  as  a  basis 
for  such  action.    It  provides  that  *'  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  BaU-

road  GommiBaionera  any  change  or  addition  to  its  station  houses  are  leasona- 
hle  and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  they  shall  so  inform  the  railroad  company." 

Passing  by  a  question  as  to  what  is  meant  by  change  or  addition  to  sta* 
tion  houses,  and  whether  the  law  means  change  of  location,  the  Commis- 
sioners hold  that  the  security  and  accommodation  of  the  public,  meaning 
thereby  the  traveling  public,  would  be  endangered  by  putting  a  street 
across  the  station  grounds  at  the  point  desired  in  this  case.  They  there- 
fore, if  possessed  of  the  power  to  do  so,  decline  to  order  the  removal  of  the 
station  house,  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  street  crossing  at  that  point. 

Quite  recently  the  Commissioners  condemned  the  practice  too  common 
in  the-  State,  of  crossing  highways  at  grade  over  station  grounds,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  legislative  action  in  the  way  of  prohibition  or 
restriction  was  desirable.

On  the  2d  day  of  October,  1886,  Governor  Larrabee  referred  the  following 
letter  to  the  Commissioners  with  the  request  that  prompt  attention  be 
given  it : 

Bttthysk,  Iowa,  Sept.  ao,  I888. 
To  the  Hon.  William  Labrabes,  Oovemor  State  of  Towa: 

Dbab  Sir— I  write  yoa  In'behalf  of  the  citizens  of  this  town  and  Ylcinlty,  and  In  regard  to 
a  complaint  made  by  the  business  men  of  this  town  to  the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  R'y  Go ,  and  later  to 
the  State  Ballroad  Gommissionem.  We  made  our  complaint  by  petition  to  the  railroad  eom- 
paay,  signed  by  every  business  man  of  the  town,  without  exception,  asking  the  company  to 
move  their  depot  out  of  Oowrle  street,  of  this  town,  and  give  us  a  crossing  over  their  tracks  on 
said  street  We  explained  to  them  that  as  the  depot  now  Is.  it  is  an  eyesore  to  the  town,  spoils 
the  looks  of  our  business  street  (said  street  being  the  business  street),  hinders  the  growth  and 
business  prosperity  of  the  whole  town,  and  more  especially  so  of  the  north  side  of  the 
town.  We  have  no  crossings  on  that  street  for  either  teams  or  footmen.  Having  no  crossing 
on  tnat  street  is  a  great  inconvenience  to  travel,  both  for  the  town  and  country  people,  as 
they  have  to  go  one  fourth  of  a  mile  around  to  get  from  the  north  to  the  south  side,  and  vice 
versa.  Whenever  there  Is  a  passenger  train  at  this  depot,  and  from  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes 
before  Its  time,  there  is  always  a  freight  train,  and  many  times  two,  on  the  north  siding,  so 
that  people  from  the  north  side  that  want  to  take  either  train  must  go  around  to  where  there 
is  a  crossing,  or  climb  over  or  ander  these  freight  trains,  and  there  are  a  great  many  people 
eangfat  In  that  Ok,  as  there  are  two  hotels  on  the  north  side.  Many  times  both  crossings  east 
and  west  of  Gowrie  street  are  also  blockaded  at  the  same  time.  And  this  Is  a  special  hin- 
drance to  the  growth  of  the  north  side  of  the  town,  as  people  who  live  north  would  come  and 
go  throu||i  North  Gowrie  street,  if  It  were  opened  up;  but  as  it  Is  now,  they  go  around  the 
north  side  iJmoet  entirely,  as  nearly  an  the  business  is  on  the  south  side.  ^The  business  of 
north  Bide  oonslsts  of  one  grocery,  restaurant,  two  hotels,  coal  yard,  lumber  yard,  grain  ware- 
house, livery  stable,  and  the  D.  H.  ft  Ft  D.  B.  B.  depot 

The  railroad  company  made  reply  to  our  petition  that  they  would  be  pleased  to  eonsider 
our  proposition,  providing  the  town  would  stand  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  moving.  The 
town,  through  our  mayor,  informed  them  that  we  were  perfectly  willing  to  do  so,  and  for 
them  to  state  what  portion  of  the  expense  they  would  expect  us  to  stand,  and  how  mueh  they 
considered  the  expense  would  be.  To  this  they  never  made  any  reply.  The  mayor  wrote 
them  twioe  after  that,  but  coold  get  no  reply;  therefore  we  made  complaint  to  and  petitioned 
the  Commissioners  to  help  us  to  get  the  obstruction  from  the  street  and  give  us  a  crossing 
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there.  They  appointed  a  day  of  hearing,  eame  and  made  a  tmy  parUdl  tnyeBtiKafilon  of  the 
eaee,  so  far  as  the  railway  oompany'S  Interests  were  eoneemed. 

We  supposed  that  they  were  appointed  to  look  to  the  interests  of  the  people  of  thefr  State^ 
as  InvolYed  with  the  railway  companies ;  but  we  have  ooncluded  from  experience  that  they 
are  Commissioners  for  the  railroad  oompanles  only.  The  inyestisation  was  held  In  the 
Superintendent's  ear,  and  it  was  remarked  by  several  of  our  people  who  were  present  at  the- 
Inyestigatlon  that  there  was  no  hope  for  the  town,  as  Mr.  I>ey,  who  was  eondoeting  the  in- 
Testlgatlon,  was  trying  to  draw  out  all  he  oonld  in  the  Interest  of  the  railway  company  and 
as  little  as  possible  in  the  interest  of  the  town.  And  In  taking  the  testimony.  If  any  one  tried 
—as  many  did— to  get  in  a  little  voluntary  information  in  the  Interest  of  the  town,  Mr.  Dey 
would  say :  "  Oh,  yes ;  we  know  all  about  that.  What  we  want  to  know  Is  thus  and  so ; "  (in 
favor  of  the  railroad  company.) 

But  two  of  the  Commissioners  were  present,  Dey  and  Coffin.  They  decided  against  us,  of 
eonrse,  and  we  must  submit  to  the  nuisance  the  same  as  though  we  never  made  any  com- 
plaint 

I  write  you  to  ask  if  you  cannot  do  something  for  us  in  this  matter.  If  you  can  help  us  to 
get  rid  of  this  nuisance,  and  need  anything  from  the  citizens  here,  as  a  petition  or  other 
writing,  please  let  me  know,  and  I  will  attend  to  It  at  once.  If  It  be  not  in  your  power  to  do- 
anythlng  for  us,  then  we  would  respectfully  ask  that  in  case  you  again  appoint  Bailroad  Com- 
missioners that  you  appoint  an  entire  new  Board,  as  we  do  not  consider  that  the  present 
Board  have  acted  toward  the  people  here  with  honor  or  Justice. 

Please  let  me  hear  from  you  in  regard  to  this  matter  at  an  eariy  date.

Hon.  Wm.  Larrabee,  Qovemor  of  Iowa: 


Dear  Sir— We  are  in  receipt  of  the  communication  of  C.  D.  Mesick  of 
Buttven,  complaining  in  somewhat  bitter  terms  of  the  action  of  this  Board 
in  reference  to  the  removal  of  the  depot  of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St. 
Paul  BiUlway  from  its  present  location  in  Ruthven.  It  is  true  that  only 
two  of  the  Commissioners  were  present  at  the  investigation.  The  reason 
for  this  was  that  the  other  Commissioner  was  at  the  time  otherwise  engaged* 
and  having  quite  recently  visited  Ruthven,  and  believing  that  he  understood 
the  situation,  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  return,  as  it  would  require  two 
or  three  days  travel  for  him  to  reach  the  point.  ^ 

Yon  will  see  that  the  citizens  of  Ruthven  wish  to  open  a  highway  or  street 
across  the  depot  grounds  in  such  a  way  as  to  pass  through  the  space  now 
occupied  by  the  station  house.  This  cannot  be  done  tmder  the  law,  but  the 
citizens  wished  us  to  declare  that  such  removal  was  necessary  in  the  interr 
est  of  the  public.  This  we  could  not  do  in  the  conscientious  discharge  of 
our  duties,  for  the  reason  that  we  are  deeply  impressed  with  the  great  dan- 
ger to  the  traveling  public  and  the  property  and  lives  of  citisEens  in  having 
highways  cross  the  network  of  switches  and  main  track  of  depot  grounds. 
We  have  felt  so  impressed  with  the  danger  of  such  crossing  that  we  have 
heretofore  expressed  our  belief  that  they  should  be  prohibited  by  law.    A 
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copy  of  our  decision  in  the  Bnthven  caee  is  herewith  submitted  for  your 
consideration.    If,  upon  reflection,  you  think  we  should  review  our  action 
we  will  do  so  with  pleasure.

DlBOfSION  OF  THB  C0MMI88I0NBB8. 

On  the  8th  day  of  June,  1886,  there  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners,  the  petition  of  more  than  four  hundred  citizens  of 
Murray,  Iowa,  expressing  a  belief  that  the  location  of  the  elevator  at  Murray 
was  dangerous  to  the  lives  and  property  of  people  crossing  the  track  near  it, 
for  the  reason  that  west  bound  trains  cannot  be  seen,  especially  by  teams 
crossing  from  the  south,  until  they  get  nearly  or  quite  on  the  track,  and  ask- 
ing the  removal  of  the  elevator  at  once.  Accompanying  the  petition  was  a 
communication  from  a  committee  appointed  by  the  citizens  of  Murray,  con- 
sisting of  J.  W.  Martindale,  J.  W.  Flynn,  B.  C.  Gregg,  H.  B.  Hermance  and 
O.  E.  Garrett,  stating  that  the  petition  had  been  presented  to  the  Chicago, 
Burlington  &  Quincy  Bailroad  Company,  and  that  it  had  not  granted  the 
petitioners  any  relief,  and  requesting  the  personal  attention  of  the  Commis- 
sioners to  the  situation  and  necessity  for  relief  from  the  extraordinary 
danger. 

The  attention  of  the  respondent  being  called  to  the  papers,  it  replied,  ad- 
mitting that  the  elevator  obstructed  the  view  of  the  track  to  people  driving 
from  the  south,  and  claiming  that  if  business  is  to  be  done  at  stations,  it  is 
impossible  to  so  locate  buildings  that  they  will  not  somewhat  obstruct  the 
view  of  all  crossinflrs,  and  further  claimini?  that  the  question  was  one  of 
private  pecuniary  interest  between  the  owner  of  the  elevator  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Murray,  who  should  be  reimbursed  by  them  if  he  moved  his  elevator 
away  from  the  crossing. 

On  the  5th  day  of  July,  1886,  one  of  the  Commissioners  visited  Murray 
for  the  purpose  of  viewing  the  situation,  and  of  taking  any  testimony 
which  either  party  might  desire  to  offer.  Upon  inspection  the  crossing 
was  found  on  account  of  obstructions  to  be  a  very  dangerous  one.  The 
railroad  passes  through  Murray  running  in  a  southwesterly  and  northeast- 
erly direction.  The  street  or  highway  crosses  the  railway  running  directly 
north  and  south. 
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It  crosses  at  the  west  end  of  the  neck  of  the  network  of  main  track  and 
switches.  It  is  the  main,  almost  the  only  crossing  for  Murray.  There  is  of 
necessity  a  good  degree  of  passing  and  repassing.  Very  many  trains  pasa 
each  way  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours.  Some  of  the  trains  pass  through 
the  town  without  stopping,  and  at  a  high  rate  of  speed.  The  drivers  of 
wagons  and  vehicles  going  north  to  the  crossing  are  precluded  from  seeing^ 
trains  coming  from  the  east  and  also  from  the  west,  on  account  of  the 
houses  on  each  side  of  the  street.  When  emerging  into  the  open  space  in 
front  of  the  track,  first  the  station  house,  and  then  the  elevator  and  shutea 
obstruct  the  view.  There  does  not  seem  to  he  so  much  danger  from  the 
east  bound  trains,  and  yet  there  is  danger  from  that  direction.  There  is 
very  great  danger  from  w^t  bound  trains  when  moving  rapidly.  It  is  a 
well  known  fact  that  people  using  highway  crossings  at  grade  over  railways 
are  dependent  for  protection  upon  the  vigilant  use  of  the  two  senses  of  sight 
and  hearing,  and  are  held  by  the  courts  to  the  careful  use  of  both. 

The  situation  and  the  location  of  the  elevator  and  other  buildings  in  this 
case  pretty  effectually  cut  off  the  use  of  the  more  efficient  of  these  senses. 
The  whistle  and  the  bell,  if  used,  and  the  rumbling  of  the  wheels  if  the 
winds  are  averse  may  not  be  heard,  and  death  or  disaster  ensues.  The  evi- 
dence detailed  by  people  who  use  the  crossing  in  question  was  all  to  the 
effect  that  it  was  a  very  dangerous  crossing.  One  witness^  said  it  was  ''  a 
dangerous  place  both  for  man  and  beast."  Another  witness  said  It  was  the 
most  dangerous  crossing  he  ever  saw,  on  account  of  the  elevator,  the  diag- 
onal direction  of  the  road,  and  the  reckless  manner  of  running  of  trains  by 
the  engine  men;  the  evidence  shows  that  many  trains  daily  pass  through 
at  a  very  high  rate  of  speed,  without  stopping  al;  Murray.  Several  per- 
sonal experiences  were  given  by  witnesses,  showing  almost  miraculous 
escapes  from  death  or  injury.  The  situation  and  the  evidence  brings  the 
Commissioners  to  the  conclusion  that  the  danger  at  this  crossing  is  extreme. 

It  is  the  main  thoroughfare  of  the  town.  Part  of  the  business  of  the 
town  is  done  on  the  north  and  part  on  the  south  side. 

Certainly  in  such  a  case  while  the  highway  traveler  is  held  to  a  high  de- 
gree of  care,  the  railway  itself  will  be  held  to  an  equally  high  degree  of 
care.  Neither  party  could  be  declared  to  have  an  exclusive  or  paramount 
right  to  the  crossing.  Their  use  is  necessarily  joint.  If  the  crossing  is  ex- 
tremely dangerous,  if  the  highway  traveler  is  put  in  a  situation  which  pre- 
cludes him  from  the  use  of  the  valuable  sense  of  sight,  and  throws  him 
upon  the  use  alone  of  the  less  valuable  sense  of  hearing,  surely  the  railway, 
if  in  its  power,  should  as  far  as  possible  remove  the  obstructions  to  the 
sense  of  sight  located  on  its  right  of  way,  or  if  that  be  impossible  or  im- 
practicable, then  some  other  method  should  be  adopted  for  compensating 
the  traveler  for  loss  of  sight,  such  as  passing  the  crossing  at  a  low  rate  of 
speed,  erecting  or  aiding  in  the  erection  of  a  viaduct,  or  employing  and 
keeping  at  the  crossing  a  flagman,  and  in  such  cases  involving  the  safety  of 
the  public  at  a  point  where  the  public  has  common  right  with  the  railway, 
the  question  of  expense  cannot  be  regarded,  but  the  whole  degree  of  care 
must  be  taken,  cost  what  it  may. 
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There  aie  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  as  shown  by  the  railway  reports  in  this 
offloe,  7,810  highway  crossings  at  grade,  or  nearly  one  for  every  mile  of  rail- 
way in  the  State. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Qaincy  has 1,092 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  has 666 

The  Chicago  &  Northwestern  has 1,096 

The  three  roads  have 2,848 

highway  crossings  at  grade.  All  these  roads  and  others  are  constantly  run- 
ning tBSt  freight  trains,  and  it  seems  probable  that  increasing  commerce 
will  demand  more  and  faster  freight  trains,  which  will  result  In  increasing 
danger  at  crossings  like  the  one  under  consideration,  so  that  the  duty  of  the 
railways  seems  to  be  in  the  line  of  increasing  care  and  watchfulness  at  such 
crossings. 

Last  year  in  Iowa  eight  persons  were  killed  and  fifteen  injured  at  high- 
way crossings. 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  elevator  in  question  is  the  property  of  an 
individual,  upon  grounds  leased  from  the  railway  company  being  upon  the 
right-of-way;  that  the  lease  is  to  run  twenty  years  from  date,  or  until  the 
raUroad  company  shall  order  its  removal. 

This  power  of  ordering  the  removal  remaining  by  stipulation  in  the  com- 
pany. It  becomes  a  serious  question  whether  it  may  not  be  the  duty  of  the 
company  to  take  steps  under  the  contract  for  its  removal.  The  Commis- 
sioners are  asked  to  order  its  removal. 

In  view  of  the  property  rights  involved,  the  Commissioners  do  not  think 
their  powers  extend  so  far.  Courts  alone  can  construe  contracts  and  deter- 
mine rights  thereunder,  and  declare  objects  nuisances  and  order  their 
removal.  But  in  view  of  the  danger  of  the  situation,  the  Commissioners 
recommend  to  the  respondent  a  careful  consideration  of  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  with  a  view  to  determining  the  right  on  its  part  to  order  the  removal 
of  the  elevator,  and  say  that  in  their  opinion  the  respondent  should  either 
order  the  removal  of  the  elevator,  or  if  that  be  found  impracticable  that 
extraordinary  care  be  taken  in  the  operation  of  trains  at  this  crossing,  by 
special  orders  to  trainmen  and  reduced  rate  of  speed  of  all  trains,  or  by 
adopting  some  other  method,  such  as  having  a  flagman  at  the  crossing,  a 
viaduct  or  some  other  expedient,  the  method  adopted  being  a  matter  of  de- 
tail which  naturaUy  must  be  left  to  the  operatlnff  road.  Less  than  this  can- 
not in  their  opinion  be  expected  from  the  resi>ondent.  The  (Commissioners 
regard  the  habit  which  seems  to  be  too  common,  or  putting  highway  cross- 
ings at  grade  across  station  grounds,  as  extremely  dangerous,  and  one  which 
legislative  action  might  be  profitably  invoked  to  prevent.

DBCI8ION  OF  THB  COMMI88IONSR8. 

On  June  6, 1886,  J.  G.  Hise  &  Co.  dealers  in  butter,  eggs  and  poultry  at 
Washington,  Iowa,  made  complaint  to  the  Bailroad  Commissioners  that  the 
Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Bailway  Company,  while  running  lines  of 
refrigerator  cars  from  Oskaloosa  and  Kansas  City  through  Washington  to 
Chicago,  refuses  to  carry  in  these  cars  butter  from  any  local  stations  to 
Washington,  and  they  ask  if  that  is  not  discrimination.  Mr.  Kimball,  yice- 
president,  replies  that  it  is  not,  as  no  shipper  is  permitted  the  use  of  these 
cars  except  for  shipments  to  Chicago  and  the  seaboard.  He  says  that  for 
the  purpose  of  encouraging  the  development  of  the  dairy  products  of  Iowa 
the  company  furnishes  a  fast  time  schedule,  and  a  line  of  refrigerator  cars 
iced  without  charge  to  the  shippers  for  the  expeditious  transit  of  these  pro- 
ducts to  Chicago.  That  applications  have  been  made  on  the  part  of  the 
dealers  in  Iowa  to  use  this  line  for  short  hauls  beetween  stations.  This  has 
been  found  impracticable,  as  it  would  be  impossible  to  run  the  cars  on  this 
time  schedule  if  this  local  business  was  allowed,  and  the  amount  is  too 
small  to  furnish  special  facilities  for  it.  The  handling  of  butter,  if  done  at 
all,  in  hot  weather,  must  ba  done  in  refrigerator  cars,  as  it  is  of  so  delicate 
a  character  that  once  heated  it  can  never  be  restored  to  its  original  condi- 
tion. On  the  posted  time  card  of  these  refrigerator  cars,  among  the  rules 
and  regulations  the  following  is  found :  ''  Way  freight  between  stations  on 
the  route  cannot  be  loaded  in  any  of  these  cars.''  This  rule  we  understand 
to  be  inflexible.  The  reason  for  it  seems  to  be  that  the  general  interests 
along  the  lines  of  this  company  would  suffer,  if  any  other  than  through 
business  was  done  on  these  cars.  This  may  be  true,  although  it  does  not 
seem  to  the  Commissioners  that  a  car  which  stops  at  every  station  to  take 
on  perishable  freight  might  not  discharge  it  at  the  same  points,  without 
diminishing  to  any  great  degree  its  usefulness  as  a  through  line.  They  are 
willing  to  concede,  if  it  does,  that  the  general  good  requires  that  the  interests 
of  the  lo^a  dealer  should  be  second  to  that  of  the  producer. 

At  the  same  time,  the  result  of  the  rule  laid  down  seems  to  be  this,  that 
no  Iowa  point  shall  ever  become  a  market  for  this  class  of  products.  A 
system  that  starts  with  this  position  as  a  cardinal  point  in  the,management 
of  great  interests,  contains  in  it  an  element  that  is  contrary  to  the  general 
spirit  that  should  govern  the  carrier,  and  has  the  appearance  of  unjust  dis- 
crimination. 

The  Commissioners  would  recommend  to  the  officers  of  the  Chicago,  Bock 
Island  &  Pacific  Bailway  that  they  give  this  business  a  fair  trial,  and  if  it 
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cannot  be  handled  without  too  great  detriment  to  the  fi^neral  objects  for 
which  the  line  was  established,  that  it  may  then  be  abandoned.  They  see 
with  regret  any  line  of  policy  adopted  by  the  great  corporations  that 
seemed  to  dictate  who  shall  control  and  manage  any  business  that  origi- 
nates in  the  State.

Complainant  in  his  petition  to  the  Board  sets  forth  that  upon  the  highway 
leading  north  from  Charles  City  and  crossing  respondent's  right  of  way 
there  is  a  culvert  made  necessary  by  the  building  of  the  railway  across  the 
highway ;  that  the  bridge  over  this  culvert  has  become  unsafe  and  unfit  for 
use ;  that  he  has  caused  notices  to  be  served  upon  the  agents  of  the  com- 
pany notifying  them  to  repair  the  bridge,  but  the  company  disclaims  any 
leeponsibUity  in  tbe  matter.

On  June  12, 1886,  the  citizens  of  Ck)uncil  Bluffs,  through  E.  H.  Merriam, 
Chairman  of  the  Citizens  Committee,  petitioned  the  Commissioneni  to  re- 
quire the  several  railroad  companies  whose  lines  terminate  in  the  city  of 
Council  Bluffs  to  erect  and  maintain  at  some  convenient  point  a  union  local 
depot.  Although  satisfied  that  under  the  laws  the  Board  had  no  power  to 
order  a  union  depot,  the  Commissioners  opened  correspondence  with  the 
various  roads  interested,  with  a  view  if  possible  to  aid  in  bringing  about  the 
erection  of  such  a  depot  at  Council  Bluffs.

It  seems  probable,  however, 
that  by  direct  conmiunication  on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  Council  Bluffs 
with  the  representatives  of  the  various  roads  terminating  in  the  city,  and 
an  organization  under  the  laws  of  the  20th  General  Assembly,  the  matter 
can  be  successfully  accomplished."

On  May  81, 1886,  a  petition  signed  by  51  persons,  citizens  of  Sheldabl  and 
vicinity,  was  filed  in  this  office,  asking  the  Railroad  Commissioners  to  order 
the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company  to  establish  a  depot  ^^ 
receive,  forward  and  deliver  local  freight"  at  the  crossing  of  that  road  with 
the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Bailway,  one  and  a  half  miles  north  of 
»ieldahl. 

The  petition  was  forwarded  to  both  roads,  and  the  General  Manager  of 
the  C,  M.  &  St.  P.  fi'y  answered  that  they  were  now  furnishing  all  tte 
f^udlities,  and  but  little  business  offered,  in  proof  of  which  they  show  tot 
three  months  a  total  weight  of  7,880  pounds,  and  freight  charges  of  tl^M. 
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TheYioe-Fresidfliitof  theC&K.  W. 8*7 Co. rspllea that tbe Sheldahl sta- 
tion fninishea  ample  facilities  for  all  business  offering^,  and  they  see  no 
reason  for  maintaining  another  station  so  near.  On  June  22d  a  remon- 
strance was  presented  to  the  Board,  signed  by  81  citizens  of  Sheldabl  and 
yidnity,  asking  the  Ooomiissioners  not  to  order  a  freight  station  at  that 
point. 

On  Jnne  28th,  Mr.  A.  M.  Jenks  replies  to  this  remonstrance;  and  tenders 
a  petition  with  900  names,  which  he  thinks  be  can  get  in  favor  of  the  new 
station  for  freight  The  Gonmiissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  ordering 
a  joint  station  for  the  transfer  of  passengers  at  the  junction  of  the  two 
roads,  they  carried  the  authority  conf eired  upon  them  by  the  law  to  the  full 
extent  that  public  interest  required,  and  that  any  further  requirement 
would  only  seem  to  injure  interests  already  established,  without  conferring 
any  public  benefit  to  compensate.

DSCIBIOH  OF  THB  OOlfiaSSIOlSnEBS. 

On  page  668  of  the  Commissioners'  report  for  1886  will  be  found  the  de- 
cision of  the  Board  in  this  case.  The  Commissioners  there  reconmiend  that 
*' cattle-guards  te  put  in  on  the  lines  of  these  cultiyated  lands."  After- 
ward upon  receiving  a  letter  from  Mr.  Onnerem,  complaining  that  his  line 
was  still  left  unprotected,  one  of  the  Gonmiissioners  addressed  Mr.  Hop- 
kins, Superintendent,  a  letter  asking  him  what  was  contemplated  with 
reference  to  Mr.  Onnerem's  line  and  the  cattle-guards  desired.  Thereupon 
Mr.  Cook,  counsel  for  the  C.  &  N.  W.  By.  Co.,  appeared  and  asked  for  a 
rehearing,  and  was  heard  at  length  in  argument  orally  and  afterward  in 
writing.  He  says  Mr.  Onnerem's  grievance  is  a  private  one.  80  the  Com- 
missioners understood,  and  made  no  order,  but  made  a  reconmiendation. 
(See  above.) 

He  suggests  that  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  is  a  judicial  body ; 
that  both  railroad  companies  and  people  are  alike  interested  in  its  success, 
and  the  success  of  every  such  tribunal  depends  upon  its  assuming  no  more 
than  it  can  accomplish  within  its  jurisdiction,  and  that  there  can  be  no 
surer  means  of  failure  than  for  members  individually  or  collectively  to  as- 
sume to  act  as  arbitrators  in  every  individual  or  private  grievance.  That  if 
the  complainant  has  a  dispute  with  the  respondent,  it  is  a  private  matter  to 
be  decided  by  the  courts,  and  that  the  Board  organized  by  the  public  to 
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protect  public  rights  only  ought  not  to  interfere  even  to  the  extent  of  throw- 
ing its  influence  on  one  side  or  the  other ;  that  it  is  clear  that  the  decision 
of  the.Board  could  not  JM  certified  for  enforcement,  and  therefore  its  opin- 
ion ought  not  to  be  officially  given  even  by  way  of  advice. 

Any  action  the  Board  has  taken  is  already  a  matter  of  record  and  given  to 
the  public  in  its  report  of  1886,  page  568,  and  in  view  of  the  above  remarks 
made  by  counsel  for  the  respondent  it  seems  proper  to  say  that  the  Board 
of  Bailroad  Gommissioners  have  not  intended  to  thrust  themselves  as  arbi- 
trators upon  any  parties,  and  have  always  when  advised  that  either  party  to 
a  controversy  over  which  they  have  no  jurisdiction  by  the  law  felt  unwilling 
to  submit  the  controversy  to  the  Board,  declined  to  act  in  the  matter. 

In  this  case,  as  the  petition  for  rehearing  comes  from  one  of  the  partiea, 
who  objects  to  any  action  in  the  matter  in  controversy,  on  account  of  a 
want  of  jurisdiction  on  the  part  of  the  Board  to  act,  and  as  the  question  in 
controversy,  namely,  whether  the  respondent  is  bound  under  the  law  to 
put  in  cattle-guards  at  the  line  of  complainant's  land,  is  one  which  must  be 
settled  by  the  courts,  the  Gommissioners  decline  to  take  any  action  in  the 
matter,  and  remit  the  parties  to  the  forum  and  the  remedies  provided  by 
law.

In  a  letter  to  one  of  the  Commissioners  dated  June  28, 1886,  Mr.  Doroas 
complained  that  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company,  when  they 
obtained  the  right-of-way  through  his  farm  in  1878,  gave  him  a  written  con- 
tract to  oohstract  a  sidetrack  for  the  use  and  convenience  of  his  ftum  in  the 
shipment  of  live  stock,  grain,  etc.,  the  work  to  be  completed  immediately. 
That  said  track  never  was  bnilt,  although  the  attention  of  officers  of  the 
company  had  frequently  been  called  to  it.  Complainant  was  requested  by

In  a  letter  dated  July  5, 1886,  the  complainant  informed  the  Commission- 
ers that  the  Burlington,  Cedar  liapids  &  Northern  Railway  Company  were 
charging  ten  cents  for  carrying  passenorers  from  the  station  of  Spirit  Lake 
to  the  Hotel  Orleans,  a  distance  of  one  mile,  this  b^ing  in  direct  violation 
of  the  statutes  regulating  passenger  fares  within  the  State.  The  matter

Messrs.  Townsend  So  Gaies  complain  that  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company  charge  them  on  oats  shipped  in  bulk  from  Croton 
to  Keokuk,  a  distance  of  25  miles,  &k  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  They  say 
that  the  rate  is  ezcessiye  and  out  of  all  proportion  to  rates  in  almost  any 
direction.  The  parties  daim  that  5  cents  per  hundred  pounds  is  a  reasona- 
ble rate,  in  fact  a  liberal  one,  and  that  U  cents  would  be  the  proper  charge. 
It  does  not  seem  to  be  understood  by  the  complainants  that  the  law  con- 
fers no  power  on  the  Iowa  Comsiissioners  to  fix  rates.  The  answer  of  the 
Company  to  the  complaint  is  that  this  tariff  fixing  the  rates  complained  of 
was  submitted  to  the  Commissioners  and  approved  by  them  as  reasonable, 
and  that  ten  of  the  cars  were  foreign  cars,  and  brought  to  Croton  without 
charge,  for  the  sake  of  their  being  loaded  through  to  St.  Louis.  On  these 
cars  the  railroad  company  paid  mileage.  It  is  true  that  the  Commissioners 
approved  of  this  tariff  and  held  it  was  reasonable ;  although  this  was  some 
years  ago,  they  have  not  been  called  upon  to  pass  an  opinion  on  the  reasona- 
bleness of  tariffs  since.  They  do  not  regard  the  rate  upon  a  through  line, 
competing  with  the  Mississippi  river  from  Keokuk  to  St.  Louis,  as  the 
proper  criterion  from  which  to  fix  rates  on  an  interior  line  doing  a  small 
amount  of  business. 

The  rate  from  Croton  to  Keokuk  is  the  same,  dropping  fractions,  as  was 
called  for  in  the  '^  Granger  Tftrifl."  In  the  last  schedule  of  maximum  rates 
made  by  the  Illinois  Railroad  Commisssioners  for  roads  included  in  class  B« 
the  rate  on  grain  per  hundred  pounds  for  25  miles  is  7  cents.  The  rate 
fixed  by  the  Minnesota  Commissioners,  June  29, 1886,  is  for  20  miles  6  cents 
per  hundred  pounds ;  for  28  miles,  8{  cents.  The  table  in  which  this  latter 
is  found  is  claimed  by  the  Commissioners  as  a  very  large  reduction  on 
former  rates,  although  the  reduction  on  short  distances  is  slight.  As  at 
present  advised  the  Commissioners  do  not  consider  the  rate  unreasonable*

On  July  7, 1886,  Mr.  C.  J.  Nash  called  the  attention  of  the  Commiflsioners 
to  the  rale  adopted  by  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway,  running^ 
between  Ottumwa  and  Given,  Iowa,  on  the  Keokuk  and  Dee  Moines  division 
of  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B^y, ''  that  it  will  not  honor  on  this  portion  of  the  line 
the  mileage  tickets  of  either  of  the  three  roads,"  (C,  B.  I.  &  P.;  W.,  St.  L. 
&  P.,  and  Central  Iowa),  but  the  fiure  must  be  paid  in  cash.  The  company 
admits  the  facts  as  stated  and  assigns  as  the  reason  that  it  is«  by  the  terms 
of  its  contract,  required  to  account  to  the  Bock  Island  load  at  the  rate  of 
three  cents  per  mile  for  all  passengers  it  carries  between  the  points  men- 
tioned, and  cannot  honor  tickets  sold  at  less  than  that  rate. 

This  business  properly  belongs  to  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y,  and  should  be 
carried  on  its  trains.  The  Commissioners  agree  with  this  proposition,  and 
are  clear  that  the  Wabash  Company  on  this  road  over  which  they  lease  the 
right  to  run  their  cars,  can  properly  refuse  to  accept  the  mileage  tickets  of 
the  Cm  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y,  as  also  the  Central  Iowa.  This,  however,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Commissioners  does  not  apply  to  the  mileage  tickets  sold 
by  the  W  ,  St.  L.  &  P.  Company,  unless  there  should  be  in  the  book  a  special 
notice  to  purchasers  that  these  mileage  tickets  are  not  good  over  the  leased 
roads.  The  Commissioners  think  it  is  competent  for  the  company  to  limit 
their  mileage  tickets  to  thefr  own  lines.  Not  having  done  so  when  the 
tickets  were  sold,  they  should  accept  them  on  their  trains,  or  all  lines  that 
they  operate.

'    decision  OF  THE  commissioners. 

The  above  case,  wherein  certain  proceedings  were  pending  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  United  States  for  the  Northern  District  of  Iowa,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  enjoining  the  Waverly  Short  Line  and  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapids  & 
Northern  Bailway  Companies,  the  latter  being  interested  as  lessee  in  the 
former,  from  laying  track  and  crossing  and  operating  a  line  of  railway  at  a 
point  specified  across  the  right  of  way  of  the  Cedar  Falls  &  Minnesota  Bail- 
road  Company,  now  leased  and  operated  by  the  Illinois  Central  Bailroad 
Company,  was  submitted  by  stipulation  dated  July  16, 1886,  to  the  Bail- 
road Commissioners  of  the  State  of  Iowa.  The  stipulation  recites  that  ^*  all 
matters  of  difference  whatsoever  between  said  railway  companies  or  either 
of  them,  arislDg  or  growing  out  of  the  attempted  crossing  by  said  Waverly 
Short  Line  of  said  line  of  road  and  right  of  way,  operated  and  occupied  by 
said  Illinois  Central  at  the  point  and  place  aforesaid,  are  hereby  submitted 
to  and  shall  be  heard,  adjudicated  and  determined  by  and  before  the  Bail* 
road  Coimnissioners  of  the  State  of  Iowa."  The  Commissioners  are  to 
determine  whether  the  crossing  for  the  Waverly  Short  Line  shall  be  at  grade 
or  over  or  under  the  liue  of  the  Illinois  Central.  They  are  to  determine  as 
between  the  respective  companies,  how  the  expense  of  making  the  erossinff 
shall  be  apportioned  and  paid,  shHll  fix  the  amount,  if  anything,  that  shall 
be  paid  for  right  of  way  damages.  The  parties  are  to  have  the  right  to  ap- 
pear and  be  heard  before  the  Commissioners  in  support  of  their  respective 
claims  as  to  said  crossing  and  ''  such  hearing,  adjudication  and  determina- 
tion shall  be  full,  complete  and  final,"  and  the  companies  agree  that  ^^  they 
will  in  good  faith  abide  by,  submit  to  and  comply  with  such  judgment  and 
determination."  The  determination  may  be  enforced  in  manner  provided 
by  Chapter  183,  of  the  laws  of  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State 
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of  Iowa.  ''  I  he  time,  place  and  manner  of  hearing  aforesaid  to  be  fixed 
and  established  by  said  Board  of  Commissioners.  The  salt  to  be  con- 
tinned  and  to  be  dismissed  when  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners  is  car- 
ried out." 

The  Commissioners  fixed  Thursday,  July  l!2d,  as  the  day  for  the  hearing, 
reached  Waverly  on  the  evening  of  that  day,  examined  the  crossing  and  the 
location,  also  the  plans  submitted  by  the  Illinois  Central  engineer  for  an 
under  crossing.  On  the  morning  of  July  23d  affidavits  were  submitted, 
made  by  Mr.  X.  B.  Bidgway  and  8.  R.  Hunt,  establishing  the  fact  that  pre- 
vious to  the  grading  of  the  track  of  the  Waverly  Short  Line  within  one 
mile  of  the  crossing  and  fixing  its  crossing,  Mr.  Ridgway  in  the  capacity  of 
president  of  this  company  had  called  upon  Mr.  J.  C.  Clark,  president  of  the 
Illinois  Central  Company  in  Chicago,  and  given  him  a  correct  profile  show- 
ing the  grades  of  the  Waverly  Short  Line  on  each  side  of  the  crossing  now 
in  controversy,  and  that  Mr.  Clark  stated  to  them  that  his  company  would  in- 
terpose no  obstruction  to  the  crossing,  at  that  point,  and  the  only  condition 
and  requirement  made  was  that  they  should  construct  and  maintain  in  good 
repair  a  suitable  crossing  at  grade  over  the  track  of  the  Illinois  Central  road, 
and  when  completed  he  would  send  some  competent  person  to  see  that  it  was 
properly  done.  That  after  carefully  examining  the  profiles  he  stated  to^ 
Messrs.  Hunt  and  Ridgway  that  the  point  in  controversy  was  as  good  a  one 
as  could  have  been  selected.  That  on  the  faith  of  this  agreement  of  Mr. 
Clark  to  allow  the  road  to  cross  at  grade  at  this  point,  the  Waverly  Short 
Line  Company  made  contracts  for  grading  the  road  on  each  side  of  this 
crossing,  and  were  compelled  to  expend  large  amounts  of  money  that  would 
be  useless  if  they  are  required  to  abandon  the  right  of  way  and  line  graded. 
Mr.  Clark  appends  a  note  to  these  affidavits,  admitting  the  substance  of 
them  to  be  correct,  but  says  he  did  not  particularly  examine  them,  and  had 
he  fully  understood  the  situation,  he  should  have  objected  to  the  grade 
crossing  at  that  point. 

The  entire  controversy  was  fully  reviewed,  and  an  exhaustive  argument 
made  by  Mr.  £.  A.  Dawson  of  Waverly  for  the  Waverly  Short  Line,  and  the 
position  of  the  Illinois  Central  and  Cedar  Falls  &  Minnesota  fully  stated 
by  Mr.  W.  J.  Knight,  attorney  for  these  companies.  Mr.  S.  K.  Tracy,  Gen- 
eral Solicitor  for  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  3l  Northern  Railway  ap- 
peared for  that  company.  These  gentlemen  presented  a  large  number  of 
authorities  for  the  instruction  of  the  Commissioners,  covering  in  the  main 
all  the  recent  important  decisions  and  the  law  on  the  subject  of  crossings. 

The  physical  characteristics  of  the  crossing  selected  are  as  follows:  It  is 
in  the  valley  of  a  small  stream,  or  rather  a  depression  that  carries  the  water 
drained,  the  Commissioners  were  informed,  from  a  basin  containg  about 
1,700  acres  of  land,  which  falls  quite  rapidly.  The  crossing  selected  is  abqut 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  south  of  the  channel,  and  the  grade  of  the  Illi- 
nois Central  Road  is  about  ten  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  depression. 
The  point  of  the  crossing  is  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  foot  of  a  grade 
of  fifty-nine  feet  per  mile  from  the  south,  of  six  thousand  feet  in  length. 
78 
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South  of  this  for  some  distance  there  seems  to  be  a  grade  of  about  twenty- 
five  feet  to  the  mile.  One  hundred  feet  north  of  the  crossing  the  grade  is 
level  for  three  hundred  feet,  then  rises  going  north  for  1,600  feet  at  the  rate 
of  fifty-seven  feet  per  mile;  or,  to  state  it  differently,  the  crossing  is  within 
one  hundred  feet  of  the  bottom  of  a  sag,  approached  on  one  side  by  a  long 
fifty-nine  foot  grade,  on  the  other  by  a  short  grade  of  fifty- seven  feet. 
These  conditions  alone  from  the  engineering  standpoint  would  prohibit  a 
grade  crossing  at  this  point.  From  a  profile  of  the  Waverly  Short  Line 
furnished  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Illinois  Central  Bailroad,  this  crossing  is 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  east  of  the  foot  of  a  grade  of  seventy-two 
feet  per  mile,  for  a  distance  of  4,300  feet.  The  road  to  the  east  continuing 
to  descend  quite  rapidly  1,000  feet  east  of  the  crossing,  some  question  was 
made  as  to  the  accuracy  of  this  profile,  and  it  is  possible  that  there  may  be 
errors  in  it,  but  not  enough  to  make  any  material  difference.  This  feature 
of  this  line,  added  to  what  has  been  previously  stated  of  the  Illinois  Oentral 
line,  satisfies  the  Commissioners  that  a  grade  crossing  at  this  point  would 
have  so  many  elements  of  danger  that  it  should  not  be  allowed.  There  is, 
however,  one  advantage  that  is  unusual  in  dangerous  crossings:  There  is 
nothing  to  obstruct  the  view  in  any  direction  on  either  of  the  roads  for  a 
long  distance.  This,  however,  they  do  not  think  sufficient  to  counterbalance 
either  of  the  other  elements  of  danger. 

The  engineer  of  the  Illinois  Central  Company  proposes  to  deflect  the  Wa- 
verly Short  Line  a  point  west,  and  run  under  the  bridge  over  the  depression 
above  alluded  to,  the  grade  to  be  three  feet  above  the  bottom  of  the  depres* 
sion.  This  would  raise  the  grade  at  this  bridge  thirteen  feet,  and  he  esti- 
mates the  cost  to  be  $5,000.  The  additional  cost  of  right  of  way,  new  grad- 
ing, etc.,  on  the  Short  Line  would  not  probably  be  less  than  $3,000,  or  the 
whole  expense  of  both  roads  would  not  be  less  than  $8,000. 

The  Commissioners  did  not  regard  this  plan  as  suitable,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  at  times  large  bodies  of  water  would  pass  through  this  bridge  and  in- 
terfere with  its  use  for  railroad  purposes,  tearing  out  track,  etc.  The  Com- 
missioners suggested  that  the  seventy  foot  grade  of  the  Short  Line  from  the 
west  should  be  continued  to  the  present  crossing,  and  the  grade  of  the  Illi- 
nois Central  road  be  raised  to  allow  the  Short  Line  to  pass  under  at  this 
point. 

This  would  raise  the  grade  about  eighteen  feet.  On  this  the  engineers  ef 
the  two  companies  have  submitted  estimates.  That  of  the  Short  Line  Com- 
pany is  $12,558.23,  that  of  the  Illinois  Central  $13,380.00.  Assuming  the 
larger  amount  to  be  correct,  and  the  change  required  of  the  Waverly  Short 
Line  at  $220,  the  total  amount  required  to  make  the  crossing  would  be 
$18,600.00. 

7?he  Commissioners  acting  as  arbitrators  between  the  disagreeing  roads  in 
this  case  do  not  find  their  powers  and  jurisdiction  in  the  generallaws  of  the 
State  creating  the  Board,  but  altogether  in  the  stipulation  of  submlssian. 
By  that  their  powers  and  jurisdiction  seem  to  be  full,  and  co-extensive  with 
the  whole  subject.  All  matters  of  disagreement  are  submitted.  They  are 
to  determine  the  right  of  way  damages;  whether  the  crossing  shall  be  at. 
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-over  or  luider  grade,  and  to  apportion  the  cost  of  the  work  necessarily  to  be 
<lone  in  effecting  the  crossing.  It  was  said  in  the  argument  of  counsel,  and 
we  think  truly,  that  the  agreement  of  submission  clothed  the  arbitrators 
with  all  the  powers  both  of  a  sheriff's  jury  for  determination  of  the  right  of 
way  damages,  and  also  those  of  a  court  of  equity  with  reference  to  the 
whole  subject. 

The  inquiry,  then,  from  a  legal  standpoint,  must  be  two  fold,  namely, 
with  reference  to  the  right  of  way  law,  and  again  with  reference  to  equit- 
able considerations.  For  convenience  the  old  roa^  will  be  designated  as  the 
^senior  road,  and  the  new  road  seeking  to  cross  as  the  junior  road.  It  will 
be  important  to  ascertain  the  rights  of  the  senior  and  junior  roads  with 
reference  to  their  respective  franchises.  The  senior  or  old  road  then  has  no 
absolute  rights  over  the  new  road,  except  its  property  in  its  roadbed  for  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  constructed.  The  junior  road  is  being  constructed 
over  a  different  route  for  a  pfecisely  similar  purpose,  and  may  have  a  co-op- 
erative use  of  the  same  property  under  the  law. 

Under  section  1265  of  the  Code  it  is  authorized  ^'  to  construct  and  carry 
its  railway  across,  over  and  under  any  railway,  when  it  may  be  necessary  in 
the  construction  of  the  same."  The  law  further  provides  that  such  cross- 
ings shall  be  so  constructed  as  not  ''  unnecessarily  to  impede  the  travel, 
transportation  or  navigation  upon  the  railway  so  crossed. 

It  is  evident  that  certain  questions  are  left  open,  and  to  be  determined  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances  of  each  case.  These  are,  whether  the  cross- 
ing shall  be  at  grade,  under  grade  or  over  gradp;  whether  it  is  necessary  to 
cross  the  senior  or  old  road;  and  whether  the  proposed  crossing  unneces- 
sarily impedes  the  travel  and  transportation  of  the  old  or  operated  road. 
The  law  is  silent  as  to  the  method  by  which  the  several  questions  which 
may  arise  and  about  which  there  may  be  disagreement,  are  to  be  deter- 
mined. Usually  such  questions  are  decided  by  the  courts.  But  it  was  very 
earnestly  contended  by  counsel  for  the  junior  or  new  road  that  all  these 
-questions  were  to  be  determined  by  the  road  desiring  to  cross,  and  the  case 
of  the  Lake  Shore  <&  Michigan  Soyikem  BaiLway  et  a2.  v,  Chicago  d  Western 
Indiana  BaUway  Co.^  97  111.,  page  606,  was  cited  as  maintaining  this  claim: 
On  page  519  of  the  opinion  Judge  Dickey  says,  speaking  of  the  Illinois  law. 
^^  The  railroad  act  authorizes  appelle  to  cross  or  intersect  any  other  railway 
before  constructed  at  any  point  on  its  route,"  (which  it  is  dldO  avihorized  to 
seiUct) ''  and  upon  the  grounds  of  such  other  railway  company."  ^ith  re- 
ference to  the  above  statute  the  Supreme  Court  of  Illinois  held  in  the  case 
cited  8uj!>ra  that ''  the  railroad  company  seeking  the  right  of  way  must  select 
the  place  and  manner  of  the  proposed  crossing."  Counsel  contended  that 
the  manner  being  Mt  to  ttie  junior  road  for  its  selection,  included  all  the  de- 
tails of  the  work,  whether  the  crossing  should  be  effected  at  or  over  or  under 
grade,  and  all  other  details.  This  view  the  Commissioners  cannot  take  for 
several  reasons.  The  Illinois  law  as  quoted  by  Judge  Dickey  and  construed 
by  the  Supreme  Court  expressly  gave  to  the  junior  road  the  right  to  select 
^e  point  of  crossing. 

The  Iowa  law  puts  two  limitations  upon  the  right  of  crossing:  Itmuist 
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be  necessary  to  cross  at,  over  or  aader  grade,  and  the  crossing  most  not  on- 
necessarily  impede  travel  and  transportation  of  the  railway  crossed. 
While  it  might  be  held  under  the  Illinois  law,  and  it  was,  that  the  junior 
road  could  select  the  point  and  manner  of  crossing,  yet  it  seems  to  us  tliat 
the  Iowa  law,  imposing  restrictions  as  to  the  necessity  for  a  crossing  at, 
over,  or  under  grade,  and  inhibiting  an  unnecessary  hindrance  of  travel  and 
transportation  on  the  senior  road  is  so  different  in  Its  terms,  that  the  decis- 
ion on  this  point  can  have  but  little  weight  in  giving  construction  to  our 
law.  Our  own  law  does  not  in  terms  give  the  junior  road  the  right  to  select 
the  point  of  crossing.  It  gives  the  right  to  cross  if  necessary.  By  the  Il- 
linois law,  *'  in  case  the  right  of  way  for  the  crossing  of  another  railway 
cannot  be  obtained  by  consent  or  agreement  with  the  owners  thereof,  as  to- 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  or  the  points  and  manner 
of  such  crossings  and  connections,"  it  is  provided  that  the ''  same  shall  be 
ascertained  and  determined  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ;"  and  it  then 
provides  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  damages  by  a  jury,  and  the  court 
says :  ''  The  language  of  this  statute  is  general,  and  so  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  embracing  all  cases  where  the  right  to  exercise  the  power  of  con- 
demnation should  be  allowed  by  law.  The  language  is  applicable  in  itfr 
terms  as  fitly  to  a  case  wherein  the  right  of  way  across  another  railway  la- 
sought,  as  it  is  to  the  case  where  the  right  of  way  across  the  land  of  a  citi- 
zen is  desired."    Same  case,  97  111.,  pages  518  to  619. 

8o  we  conclude  that  the  law  of  Illinois  is  so  different  in  terms  from  that 
of  Iowa,  that  the  decision  cannot  aid  in  the  construction  of  our  law.  W& 
understand  the  stipulation  of  submission  to  give  us  full  power  over  the 
manner  of  crossing,  that  is  to  say,  whether  it  shall  be  at,  over  or  undor 
grade.  But  it  was  urged  by  counsel  for  the  junior  road  that  while  the 
terms  of  the  submission  were  broad  enough  to  give  us  as  arbitrators  the 
power  to  determine  the  manner  of  crossing,  yet  the  law,  giving  it  the  con- 
struction contended  for  upon  the  authority  of  the  Illinois  case,  precluded 
us  from  determining  any  question  save  the  damages  and  the  apportionment 
of  the  cost  of  the  work.  What  we  have  already  said  will  show  that  we  da 
not  take  this  view  of  the  case.  We  believe  from  an  examination  of  such 
authorities  as  have  been  within  our  reach  in  the  limited  time  we  have  had, 
owing  to  the  nature  of  the  case,  that  when  there  has  been  a  right  to  joint 
occupancy  and  a  co-operative  use,  courts  have  hi  the  exercise  of  equitable 
powers  determined  the  relative  rights  and  duties  of  the  disagreeing  parties, 
and  we  think  the  stipulation  of  submission  grants  to  us  for  the  purposes  of 
the  case  just  such  powers  as  a  court  would  have. 

In  the  case  of  Baitway  Co,  v.  Ailing^  Denver  A  Bio  Orande  Bailway  Com- 
pany V.  Canon  CUy  dk  San  Juan  Bailway  Campa/ny,  99  U.  S.,  463,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  seems  to  have  proceeded  upon  the  idea  that  it 
was  the  province  of  a  court  of  equity  to  hear  and  determine  the  rights  of 
contending  railroads  jointly  occupying  the  same  road-bed,  track  or  right  of 
way.  In  the  case  of  Chicaqo  cfe  Northwestern  B*y  Co,  v.  Chicago  A  P.  B.  B. 
Co.y  6th  BissePs  Reports,  page  221,  Judge  Drummond  says :  '*  I  an  inclined 
to  think  that  under  certain  circumstances  an  application  may  be  made  to  a 
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1.  C.  R.  R.  CO.,  BT  JlL,  vs.  W.  S.  L.  RT  CO.,  et  al.  53]^ 

<»tirt  of  equity  for  the  purpose  of  controlling  to  some  extent  the  right  of 
one  railroad  to  cross  another."  I  am  more  and  more  inclined  to  hold  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  a  court  of  equity  to  interfere  in  cases  of  this  kind,  unless 
the  legislature  has  unmistakably  declared  what  the  rule  is.  If  the  legisla- 
turo  comes  in  and  says  all  crossings  shall  be  located  in  a  particular  way  as  a 
police  matter,  we  will  submit.  But  so  long  as  they  have  left  it  open,  I  am 
inclined  to  hold  that  a  court  of  equity  can  protect  and  assert  the  rights  of 
railroads,  the  old  and  the  new,  and  those  of  the  public." 

The  case  Judge  Drummond  was  considering  was  in  its  facts  quite  similar 
to  the  one  under  consideration.  The  G.  &  P.  wished  to  cross  the  C.  &  N. 
W.  at  grade.  At  that  point  the  grade  of  the  G.  &  N.  W.  road  was  24  feet  to 
the  mile,  and  the  danger  was  increased  by  the  line  there  taking  a  sharp 
ourve  to  the  north  through  a  deep  cut  about  one  thousand  feet  in  length, 
shutting  off  from  view  trains  approaching  from  the  west  on  either  line. 
Some  500  feet  distant  an  elevated  crossing  could  be  made,  which  would  cost 
about  $18,000  moro,  and  an  injunction  was  granted  restraining  the  junior 
road  from  crossing  at  grade.  In  speaking  of  the  necessity  of  an  over  cros- 
sing. Judge  Drummond  says:  ''  The  crossing  of  a  road  at  grade  involves  a 
continuing,  never-ending  expense  and  damage  to  both  roads.  It  is  not  a 
•question  of  a  day,  a  month  or  a  year,  but  it  is  a  question  of  all  time,  so  to 
speak,  at  any  rate  for  an  indefinite  time."  The  question  of  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  costs  between  the  two  roads  is  one  attended  with  great  diffi- 
culty. We  have  been  unable  to  find  any  precedents,  but  as  we  find  that  the 
cost  of  going  under  grade  is  much  greater  than  at  grade,  and  as  the  senior 
road  is  benefited  by  the  under  crossing,  we  have  sought  to  apportion  the 
<K)st  upon  principles  which  we  believe  to  be  just  and  equitable. 

On  this  precise  point  Judge  Drummond  says:  '*If  there  is  any  additional 
expense  involved  in  this  to  the  new  road,  I  do  not  say  that  expendituro 
would  have  to  be  incurred  exclusively  by  that  road.  I  should  be  very  much 
inclined  to  apportion  the  expense,  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  be- 
cause the  old  railroad  comes  in  and  asks  for  the  interposition  of  a  court  of 
equity,  and  under  the  equity  rule  might  be  required  to  be  bear  its  proper 
sharo  of  the  expense,  because  the  crossing  at  elevation  is  for  the  common 
advantage  of  both." 

In  our  determination  we  have  sought  to  provide  for  and  protect  both 
roads,  the  old  and  the  new,  also  the  public,  and  to  so  order  the  crossing  as 
in  the  least  degree  possible  to  impede  travel  and  transportation  on  the  sen- 
ior road. 

FINDING  OF  ABBITBATORS. 

We  thereforo  find  and  roport,  inasmuch  as  it  was  conceded  on  argument 
that  the  damages  for  right-of-way  wero  largely  nominal,  that  the  Waverly 
Short  Line  pay  as  right-of-way  damages  to  the  senior  road  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  ($50). 

That  the  junior  road  should  pass  under  the  senior  road  at  the  point  indi- 
cated by  its  graded  line. 
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That  the  junior  road  should  pay  the  entire  cost  of  the  bridging  made  neo- 
esBary  by  the  crossing,  and  after  said  bridges  are  built,  it  shall  become  the- 
duty  of  the  senior  road  perpetually  to  maintain  the  same. 

That  the  actual  cost  of  the  balance  of  the  work  should  be  paid  in  equal 
proportions  by  the  junior  and  senior  roads;  that  is  to  say,  each  shall  pay 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  remaining  cost,  after  building  bridges,  and  the  senior 
road  should  perpetually  maintain  the  same.  This  work  from  its  character 
and  its  connection  with  the  use  of  the  road,  must  necessarily  be  done  by 
the  senior  road,  except  any  changes  that  the  junior  road  may  be  compelled 
to  make  on  its  line,  which  latter  changes  should  be  made  by  the  junior  road 
at  its  own  expense. 

The  payments  by  the  junior  road  to  be  made  monthly  on  the  estimates  of 
the  enorineer  in  charge  of  the  work.  Opportunity  should  be  given  the 
junior  road  to  verify  the  correctness  of  the  estimate. 

Payments  to  be  made  for  the  amount  of  work  done  in  one  month  on  the 
lOth  day  of  the  ensuing  month. 

We  have  not  information  sufficient,  nor  do  we  think  it  within  the  range 
of  the  submission  to  determine  questions  which  may  arise  between  the  les- 
sors and  lessees  of  the  two  roads. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  we  should  make  some  order  as  to  security  to 
be  given  by  tlie  respective  roads  for  the  performance  of  this  award,  but  as 
the  stipulation  provides  that  the  action  now  pending  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court  shall  "be  dismissed  when  the  decision  of  the  Commissioners 
is  carried  out,"  it  seems  to  us  if  there  is  no  compliance  within  a  reaaonable 
time,  ample  Teiief  can  be  found.

STATEMENT  OF  THE  CAfiB. 

On  August  12, 18S6,  Mr,  A.  Keeler  of  Imogene,  Iowa,  writes  the  Commis- 
sioners that  the  Council  Biuffa  &  St.  Louis  Kailway  Company  chained  Mm 
ISi  cents  per  hundred  weight  by  the  ear-load  lot  for  posts  brought  him  from 


Pattonsburgf,  Missouri,  while  for  the  same  service  this  company  charges 
other  parties  7f  cents,  making  a  discrimination  against  him  of  fourteen  to 
eighteen  dollars  per  car,  the  distance  being  about  one  hundred  miles.  The 
second  charge  is  that  the  rate  is  extortionate,  being  nearly  three  cents  per 
ton  per  mile.  The  third  charge  is  that  the  agent  informed  him  when  he 
applied  for  a  rate  that  it  would  be  7f  cents  per  hundred  pounds.  There 
were  no  rates  posted  in  the  depot. 

Thomas  McKissock,  receiver,  under  date  of  September  11th  replies  that 
the  car  was  carried  78  miles  in  the  State  of  Missouri  and  27  in  the  State  of 
Iowa,  or  a  distance  of  105  miles,  and  that  the  tariff  rate  is  thirteen  cents ) 
hundred.  In  January,  1886,  the  division  freight  agent  of  the  Wabash,  St. 
Louis  &  Pacific  Railway,  then  operating  this  line,  made  a  special  tariff, 
which  he,  as  receiver,  had  continued  in  force,  by  which  posts  would  be 
hauled  from  Pattonsburg  to  Shenandoah,  96  miles,  at  9  cents;  Imogene,  10& 
miles,  no  rate  quoted;  Malvern,  118  miles,  9i. cents.  He  also  says  that  in- 
termediate stations  were  to  be  charged  no  higher  than  the  stations  either 
side,  or  as  the  Commissioners  understand  him,  admitting  that  the  rate 
charged  Mr.  Keeler  should  have  been  not  to  exceed  9i  cents. 

Pattonsburg  is  the  southern  terminus  of  the  C.  B.  A  St.  L.  R'y*  the  yards 
and  station  at  this  point  belonging  to  the  Wabash  company,  which  does  the 
business  of  both  roads,  making  bills  to  all  points  reached  by  either.  Mr. 
McKissock  denies  that  the  agent  at  Imogene  gave  Mr.  Keeler  the  rate  of 
7f  cents  on  the  posts. 

The  Commissioners  called  for  testimony,  and  Mr.  Keeler  furnished  an 
affidavit  that  on  the  —  day  of  May,  1886,  he  asked  the  agent  of  the  C.  B.  & 
St.  L.  B'y  at  Imogene  for  a  rate  on  posts  by  the  car  load  from  Pattonsburg 
to  Imogene,  which  he  gave  him  as  7f  cents  per  hundred  pounds;  that  he 
ordered  the  posts  and  on  their  arrival  was  charged  13i  cents,  and  the  reason 
given  for  the  extra  charge  was  that  special  rates  were  given  to  those  only 
who  shipped  through  Col.  Baker,  who  had  been  shipping  during  the  year 
past  to  George  Palmer  and  others  at  the  rate  of  7f  cents  per  hundred. 

The  Commissioners  then  called  on  Mr.  McKissock  for  denial,  which  was 
furnished  in  an  affidavit  of  George  A.  Morse,  who  had  been  station  agent 
at  Imogene  since  December,  1885  Mr.  Morse  swears  that  he  never  fumishd 
Mr.  Keeler  a  rate  of  7f  cents,  nor  did  he  ever  talk  with  him  about  rates 
until  the  car  was  received.  He  further  stated  that  parties  had  received 
posts  billed  at  Pattonsburg  at  7f  cents,  but  since  September,  1886,  this 
special  rate  had  been  withdrawn. 

OPINION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

In  our  judgment  it  makes  very  little  difference  whether  the  agent  furn- 
ished Mr.  Keeler  the  rate  claimed  or  not;  it  is  fair  under  the  circumstances 
to  presume  that  he  was  legitimately  under  the  impression  that  his  rate 
would  be  the  same  as  that  of  other  shippers.  Mr.  Morse  frankly  and  with- 
out equivocation  says:  ''  I  further  state  that  parties  at  Imogene  have  re. 
ceived  posts  billed  from  Pattonsburg,  Mo.,  at  72  cents  per  hundred." 


584  ADJUSTMENT  OF  COMPLAINTS. 

Section  11  of  the  Commissioner  law  reads  as  follows:  '^  No  railroad  cor- 
poration shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any  person,  company  or 
corporation  for  the  transponation  of  persons  or  property,  or  for  any  other 
service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge,  demand  or  re- 
ceive from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation  for  a  like  service,  from 
the  same  place,  or  upon  like  condition  and  under  similar  circumstanees;  and 
all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks  and  contracts  for  special  rates  shall  be 
open  to  and  allowed  all  persons,  companies  and  corporations  alike,  at  the 
same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  by  the  car-load,  upon  like  condition  and  under 
similar  circumstances,  unless  by  reason  of  the  extra  cost  of  transportation 
per  car-load  from  a  different  point,  the  same  would  be  unreasonable  and 
inequitable;  and  shall  charge  no  more  for  transporting  freight  from  any 
point  on  its  line  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges  for 
the  same  kind  of  freight  transported  from  any  other  point.'' 

The  action  of  the  company  is  so  clearly  a  violation  of  this  section  of  law, 
that  the  Commissioners  deem  it  unnecessary  to  discuss  it.  They,  therefore, 
recommend  the  receiver  that  he  refund  Mr.  Keeler  the  amount  paid  on  his 
freight  for  posts  in  excess  of  the  7f  cents  per  hundred  charged  other  parties. 
As  the  second  and  third  charges  are  not  necessary  for  reaching  a  conclusion 
in  this  case,  they  have  not  deemed  it  necessary  to  investigate  them.

decision  of  THIB  COMMISSIOKBRS. 

The  original  complaint  was  made  August  21, 1886,  and  from  the  papers 
submitted  it  appears  that  this  is  a  public  highway,  and  had  been  in  use  six 
or  seven  years  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  railway.  This  the  Commis- 
sioners understand  the  company  to  admit.  If  not,  the  statements  of  several 
persons  seem  to  settle  it  beyond  question.  Section  1262  of  the  Code  says 
that  '*  any  railway  corporation  may  raise  or  lower  any  turnpike,  plank  road 
or  other  highway,  for  the  purpose  of  having  its  railway  cross  over  or  under 
the  same ;  and  in  such  cases  such  corporation  shall  put  such  highway  as 
soon  as  may  be,  in  as  good  repair  and  condition  as  before  such  alteration  at 
such  place  of  crossing.'*  In  the  opinion  of  the  Commissioners  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  railway  company,  when  passing  over  a  highway,  to  make  the  cross- 
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iDg  practically  aa  good  as  before,  as  soon  as  this  dan  be  done,  regardless  of 
the  condition  of  the  highway  at  other  points.  The  neglect  of  the  township 
Authorities  to  keep  the  highway  generally  in  good  repair  does  not  justify  the 
railway  company  in  a  refusal  to  construct  the  crossing. 

The  Commissioners  would  recommend  to  the  railway  company  that  ''  as 
floon  as  may  be  "  they  put  the  highway  ''  in  as  good  repair  and  condition  as 
before  such  alteration  at  such  point  of  crossing."

On  May  18, 1886,  D.  H.  McDaneld  &  Co.,  of  Iowa  City,  wrote  the  freight 
agent  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Rapids  &  Northern  Railway,  at  that  point, 
complaining  that  they  were  charged  on  this  road  twelve  cents  per  hundred 
pounds,  in  all  127.72,  on  a  lot  of  dead  hogs  from  Cedar  Rapids  to  Iowa  City, 
a  distance  of  thirty-two  miles,  while  they  charged  on  the  same  lot  from 
Belle  Plaine  to  Cedar  Rapids,  a  distance  of  thirty-five  miles,  seven  cents  per 
hundred,  or  116.17.  The  distance  being  less,  the  excess  charges  amount  to 
^11.55  more.  This  matter  was  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Railroad  Com- 
missioners, on  the  26th  of  August,  and  was  submitted  to  the  company  on  the 
same  day.  After  examination  of  the  matter.  President  Ives  sends  the  Board 
a  letter  from  the  general  freight  agent,  who  claimed  that  the  hogs  died  of 
iJie  cholera,  and  it  might  be  a  question  whether  they  could  be  compelled  to 
handle  this  freight. 

The  rate,  Mr.  Ives  said,  was  fifth  class,  which  he  regarded  as  none  too 
hiffh  for  this  freight,  and  adds  that  they  do  not  want  it  at  any  price,  and 
does  not  think  they  could  be  required  to  receive  and  forward  it.  The  cor- 
respondence was  submitted  to  complainants  on  the  28th  of  September,  and 
ron  December  18th  the  complaint  was  withdrawn.

decision  of  the  commissioners. 

On  September  9th,  1886,  J.  D.  Newcomer  and  C.  D.  Abbott  came  south  oi^ 
the  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern  Railway  to  Abbott  Crossing,  ar- 
riving there  at  12:50  in  the  morning,  expecting  to  take  the  1:30  a.  m.  train 
south  on  the  Central  Iowa  Railway.  The  train  came  to  a  full  stop  at  the 
crossing,  but  passed  the  platform  and  depot  where  they  were  directed  by 
the  agent  to  stand  to  take  the  train,  without  stopping  for  them.  The  par- 
ties having  entered  complaint  before  the  Board,  in  reply  to  a  letter  from  the 
latter,  Mr.  Dudley,  the  General  Manager,  says  that  upon  investigation  he 
finds  that  neither  the  engineer  nor  conductor  saw  the  parties,  and  as  they 
rarely  get  passengers  there  for  this  train,  probably  did  not  specially  look 
for  them. 

Chapter  24  of  the  laws  of  Twentieth  General  Assembly  requires ''  that  all 
railroad  corporations  shall  at  all  points  of  connection,  crossing  or  intersec- 
tion with  the  roads  of  other  corporations  unite  with  such  corporations  in 
establishing  and  maintaining  suitable  station  houses  and  platforms  for  the 
convenience  of  passengers  desiring  to  transfer  from  one  road  to  another, 
and  for  the  transfer  of  passengers'  baggage  or  freight,  whenever  the  same 
shall  be  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commissioners;  and  such  corporations 
shall,  when  so  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commiasionerg,  keep  such  depot  or 
paBBengeF  houae  warmed,  lighted  and  opened  to  the  iagreas  and  egrees  of  all 
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passengers  a  leasonable  time  before  the  arrival  and  until  after  the  departure 
of  all  trains  jcarrying  passengers  on  said  railroads,  *  •  •  *  • 
*  *  and  said  railroads  shall  stop  all  trains  at  said  depots  at  said  con- 
nections, crossings  or  intersections  for  the  transfer  of  passengers,  baggage 
and  freight,  vhen  bo  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commission." 

The  depot  at  the  Abbott  crossing  was  erected  before  the  passage  of  the 
law  above  quoted,  under  the  orders  of  the  Bailroad  Commission,  the  power 
to  make  the  order  having  been  derived  from  another  law,  so  that  it  was  not 
necessary  to  make  a  special  order  in  this  case.  It  seems  to  the  Commis- 
sioners that  the  failure  to  stop  this  train  was  a  disregard  of  the  duty  im- 
posed by  law,  and  the  neglect  of  the  persons  in  charge  of  the  train  to  look 
out  for  passengers  waiting  to  take  it  was  censurable.  They  would  recom- 
mend that  in  future  the  terms  of  the  law  be  fully  complied  with. 

The  depot  seems  to  have  been  warmed,  lighted  as  required,  and  an  agent 
there  to  sell  tickets.

September  10, 1886,  Mr.  McDonald  called  at  the  office  of  the  Commission- 
ers and  laid  before  them  his  wish  for  a  crossing  over  the  track  of  respond- 
ents railway  on  his  farm,  desiring  to  know  his  rights  in  the  matter  and  to 
what  extent  the  Board  could  aid  him.  On  September  16th  the  Commission- 
ers addressed  to  him  the  following  letter: 

DBS  Moines,  Iowa,  September  16, 1886. 

Thomas  McDonald,  Esq  ,  Bayard,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— The  case  you  present  raises  some  questions  that  it  is  difficult 
to  answer.  The  courts,  we  understand,  have  not  passed  on  them.  Section 
1268  of  the  Code  gives  one  causeway  or  other  adequate  means  of  crossing 
to  one  who  owns  land  on  both  sides  of  the  railway.  You  own  160  acres  of 
land,  and  propose  to  sell  the  80  on  which  the  crossing  is:  Can  you  require  a 
crossing  on  the  remaining  80  unsold?  It  might  be  argued  that  the  duty  of 
the  railway  company  had  been  fully  discharged  as  to  that  piece  of  land,, 
under  the  provisions  of  section  1268  of  the  Code.  The  railway  company, 
we  understand,  has  not  raised  this  question.  You  demand  an  overhead 
crossing.  The  law  guarantees  ''a  causeway  or  other  adequate  means  of 
crossing,"  and  in  Qray  v.  B.  <&  M.  B.  JS.,  87  Iowa,  120,  defines  a  causeway  as- 
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an  OYertiead  crotviiig;  and  where  another  croaalog  was  propoeed,  nja  that 
whether  or  not  it  was  adequate  was  a  qneetion  of  fMt,  not  of  law.  Tbis 
Board  oonld  inyeetigate  and  determine  whether  the  ciooBing  proposed  is 
adequate,  and  report,  bat  as  it  is  a  matter  of  prwaie^  not  pMk  Tight,  ^ 
conld  make  no  order,  and  yoor  remedy  would  be  with  the  courts.  If  yoa 
desire,  the  ConmiissionerB  will  look  over  the  ground.

Mr.  Boybar  made  complaint  to  the  Oonmiissioners  on  S^tember  7, 1886, 
that  passengers  taking  the  trains  on  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapids  &  North- 
em,  and  Central  Iowa  at  Abbott  crossing  were  obliged  to  handle  their  own 
trunks  and  baggage,  and  that  no  trucks  or  other  facilities  had  ever  been 
provided  for  this  purpose,  passengers  being  compelled  to  carry  heavy  bag- 
gage from  one  side  of  the  depot  to  the  other  and  load  it  on  trains.  Com- 
plaints made  by  him  to  the  officers  of  these  roads  he  said  were  ignored. 

On  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  Board  on  this  subject,  the  officera  of  the 
roads  notified  them  of  their  willingness  to  furnish  wtiatever  was  necessary 
for  the  handling  of  baggage  at  this  depot,  but  stated  further  that  it  was  the 
business  of  train  men  to  load  baggage.  Complainant  waK  notified  in  accord- 
ance with  the  above.

On  July  1, 1886,  Messrs.  Bichie  &  Son  made  complaint  to  this  Board  that 
they  were  charged  on  one  carload  of  oats—car  No.  469— weighing  22,856 
pounds,  an  excess  of  $1.20  between  Bayfield  and  Peoria,  the  oats  passing 
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respectiyely  over  the  lines  of  the  Burlington,  Cedar  Bapids  &  Northern,  the 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  and  the  Rock  Island  &  Peoria  roads.  It 
seems  that  the  charge  from  Bayfield  to  Peoria  in  carload  lots  of  24,000* 
pounds  was  ten  cents  per  hundred,  and  twenty-six  cents  in  less  than  carload 
lots.  The  company  treated  this  shipment  as  a  full  car-load,  and  gave  them 
the  benefit  of  the  ten  cent  rate  on  24,000  pounds. 

A  second  car.  No.  484,  was  partially  loaded  at  Bayfield  with  oats,  and  on 
its  arrival  at  Muscatine  some  rye  was  put  into  the  car,  the  two  together, 
however,  not  making  the  total  of  24,000.  On  this  car  they  were  charged  tho 
rate  of  a  full  car  load  of  oats  from  Bayfield  to  Peoria.  There  was  no  charge 
for  the  rye  put  in  at  Muscatine,  but  for  stopping  at  that  point  there  waa 
added  a  switching  charge  of  $8. 

On  November  8th,  and  before  the  Conimissioners  had  determined  the  case, 
Richie  &  Son  withdrew  the  complaint,  stating  that  the  same  had  been  satis- 
factorily explained.

Messrs.  CoUamore  &  Campbell,  merchants,  and  ten  other  business  men  of 
Astor  complain  that  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  Railway  Compai;Ly, 
upon  the  completion  of  their  line  of  railway  in  1882  established  the  town  of 
Astor,  and  that  they  purchased  lots  and  erected  buildings,  and  improved 
and  built  up  the  TX)wn;  that  the  company  has  now  laid  out  a  town  two  miles 
east  of  Astor  which  will  command  most  of  the  trade  of  the  country  tribu- 
tary to  both  points.  They  ask  the  Commissioners,  if  they  can,  to  take  ac- 
tion in  their  behalf. 

The  complaint  was  submitted  to  Roswell  Miller,  General  Manager  of  the 
railway,  who  admits  establishing  the  station  of  Astor,  and  further  states 
that  owing  to  engineering  difficulties,  the  company  was  unable  to  make  the 
junction  of  their  Sioux  City  line  with  the  Council  Bluffs  line  at  Astor,  as 
they  desired  to  do;  that  they  must  have  a  station  at  this  junction  as  a  mat- 
ter of  necessity. 

The  situation  as  stated  is  unfortunate,  but  the  Commissioners  do  not  see 
that  anything  in  the  line  of  their  powers  will  afford  relief.

On  the  28th  of  September,  1886,  the  oomplaiiumt  addieeaed  the  Boaid^ 
stating  that  the  respondent  lefosed  to  haul  ooal  for  them  a  distance  of  four 
miles,  for  less  than  60  cents  per  ton  actual  wei^t;  that  two  or  three  years 
ago  the  respondent  did  the  same  work  for  $4  per  car.  Upon  inyestigatlon 
it  was  found  that  there  had  been  some  disagreement  between  lespondent 
and  complainant,  with  regard  to  a  contract  for  water  at  Oskaloosa.  After 
considerable  correspondence,  the  parties  were  enabled  to  settle  all  their 
difflculties  satisfactorily,  as  will  appear  from  the  following  letter  written 
by  the  camplainants  December  2,  1886 :  ^*  We  have  succeeded  in  finally 
closing  a  deal  with  the  Central  Iowa  Bailway  Company  for  balance  of  this 
year  and  1887.

DECISION  OF  THB  COMMISSIONBRS. 

The  complaint  made  by  Mr.  Schooler  is  that  for  many  years  before  the 
railroad  was  built  on  section  31,  township  77,  range  28  west,  there  was  a  reg- 
ularly laid  out  and  traveled  road  to  Summerset;  that  the  company  had 
made  a  crossing  when  they  constructed  the  road,  and  maintained  it  ever 
since.  The  owner  of  the  land  through  which  the  road  passed,  desiring  to 
fence  his  land,  by  the  petition  of  many  residents  in  the  vicinity  had  the  road 
changed  to  the  land  lines,  in  the  expectation  that  the  company  would  make 
a  crossing  where  the  changed  road  crossed  the  railroad,  the  company  having 
fenced  the  abandoned  road  and  closed  the  crossing.

DECISION  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS. 

The  complaint  made  by  the  mayor  and  tmetees  of  the  town  of  Gorwith^ 
under  the  proYisions  of  section  16,  chapter  77,  lawb  of  the  Seventeenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  is  that  the  streets  of  the  town  are  parallel  to  and  at  rif^ht 
angles  to  the  line  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Bailway  track  crossingr 
the  same ;  that  the  railway  company  has  never  made  proper  crossingB  at 
the  point  where  Main  street  crosses  the  main  line  and  sidings  of  the  rail- 
way, and  asks  the  Commissioners  to  order  a  crossing  put  in. 

The  answer  of  the  company  is  that  when  the  town  of  Corwith  was  laid 
out  and  platted,  neither  Main  street  nor  any  other  street  was  laid  out  over 
the  station  grounds,  but  that  the  company  put  in  a  crossing  at  Elmer  street, 
which  was  the  most  convenient  street  to  get  freight  and  passengers  to  or 
from  the  depot.  Th0  company  further  state  that  they  are  willing  to  plank 
their  tracks,  if  the  citizens  of  Corwith  will  furnish  the  timber  for  culverts 
to  pass  the  water,  and  do  the  work  necessary  to  open  the  street. 

The  Commissioners  do  not  believe  that  any  crossing  that  can  be  avoided 
should  be  made  over  the  station  grounds  main  tiack  and  sidings  of  any 
railway  company,  as  every  crossing  at  such  places  they  regard  as  dangerous, 
and  if  there  is  one  crossing  there  now,  they  certainly  wiU  not  advise  any- 
thing that  will  increase  the  danger.  They  have  gone  so  far  as  to  recom- 
mend legislation  to  prevent  crossings  at  stations.  They  cannot  therefore 
advise  the  opening  of  l^is  street.

Come  now  the  complainants,  and  by  way  of  amended  complaint,  allege : 

First,  That  the  defendaDt's  line  of  railway  was  built  through  section  6  of 
Mager  township,  Hancock  county.  Iowa,  in  the  year  1880,  the  direction  of 
said  railway  through  said  township  being  from  northeast  to  southwest. 

Second,  That  the  same  year  there  was  laid  out  by  officials  connected  with 
said  railway,  but  in  their  own  behalf,  a  town  plat  in  said  section  6,  adjoining 
and  abutting  said  railway,  on  the  northwest  side  thereof.  The  blocks  in 
said  plat  are  rectangular,  but  the  streets  do  not  run  according  to  the  four 
cardinal  points  of  the  compass,  but  run  parallel  with  and  at  right  angles  to 
said  line  of  railway.  As  originally  platted,  all  of  said  plat  and  town  was 
on  the  northwest  side  of  said  railway,  and  none  of  the  streets  running  at 
right  angles  to  said  raUway  (from  northwest  to  southeast)  Crossed  it.  Since 
then  all  the  ground  on  the  southeast  of  said  railway  and  adjoining  it  ha& 
been  platted  or  subdivided  into  acre  property ;  that  all  of  said  territory  and 
all  of  said  section  6,  and  other  land,  is  now  the  incorporated  toiKTi  of  Corwith, 
Iowa. 

Ihird,  That  complainants  are  citizens  and  officers  of  said  incorporated 
town,  as  heretofore  set  forth,  and  are  interested  in  its  prosperity  and 
growth. 

Fourth,  That  said  town  has  now  a  population  of  about  400  and  is  growing 
rapidly,  and  has  a  large  trade  with  the  territory  lying  on  the  southeast  side 
of  said  railway. 

Fifth.  That  the  business  part  of  said  town  is  on  Elm  street  of  said  orig- 
inal plat,  but  popularly  called  "  Main  street,"  which  is  a  street  running^ 
from  the  railway  just  north  of  the  depot,  about  due  northwest  to  the  north 
boundary  of  said  section  6. 

Sixth,  That  all  the  trade  from  the  south  and  east  comes  into  the  town 
upon  a  public  highway,  which  starts  where  said  Main  street  (Elm  street) 
ends,  and  runs  thence  southeast  across  said  railway,  and  on  southeast  to  the 
eastern  boundary  of  .said  section  6,  where  it  connects  with  the  highway  run- 
ning south  or  east  to  all  parts  of  the  territory  tributary  to  said  town.  That 
this  highway  was  laid  out  and  put  on  file  by  the  county  auditor  or  board  of 
supervisors  of  said  county  from  June  1  to  September  1, 1886. 

Seventh,  That  the  trade  from  the  southeast  and  southwest  all  comes  into 
said  town  over  this  diagonal  highway  and  thence  onjto  Main  street,  the  high- 
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way  and  street  being  one  continuous  straight  line  for  the  length  of  one  and 
one  fourth  miles.  There  is  no  other  way  for  said  trade  to  get  into  said  town 
nor  oyer  said  highway  or  street. 

Eighth.  That  said  railway  has  not  graded  nor  put  in  the  crossing  where 
said  highway  crosses  the  track,  and  the  same  is  impassable  and  cannot  be 
crossed  by  teams. 

NifUh.  That  now  the  travel  coming  from  the  east,  south  and  southeast 
comes  up  on  this  diagonal  highway  (running  from  southeast  to  northwest), 
as  far  as  the  railroad  limits,  thence  it  has  to  go  southwest  on  southeast  side 
of  the  railway  about  twenty  rods,  behind  the  depot,  through  lumber  yards 
and  between  warehouses,  but  on  no  street  or  highway,  and  thence  crosses 
the  sidetrack  and  main  track  (but  on  no  street  or  highway),  and  thence  winds 
in  a  northwesterly  direction  (but  on  no  street),  to  '^  Main  street "  (Elm 
street.) 

Tenth*  That  the  present  crossing  causes  everyone  to  go  about  forty  rods 
out  of  his  way  each  trip,  and  the  present  crossing  is  dangerous  on  account 
of  sidetrack  and  main  track,  with  depot,  warehouses,  lumber  yards,  etc., 
obstructing  the  view,  and  freight  cars  usually  stand  on  this  part  of  the  side 
track  to  be  loaded  and  unloaded. 

Eleventh,  That  the  diagonal  highway  and  ''Main  street"  crossing  is 
clear  of  such  obstructions,  and  would  be  far  safer  than  the  present  crossing, 
which  is  on  no  street. 

1  wdfth.  That  a  crossing,  by  reason  of  the  lay  of  the  land,  and  other 
reasons,  to  be  of  any  service  must  cross  both  side  track  and  main  track, 
and  the  place  where  the  highway— Main  street-  crosses  it  is  at  as  safe  and 
convenient  a  place  as  can  be  found  to  both  company  and  people. 

Thirteenth.  The  county  board  of  supervisors  having  established  a  high- 
way across  the  railroad  right  of  way  at  the  before-mentioned  point,  your 
complainants  understood  it  to  be  the  duty  of  defendants  to  put  in  said 
crossing  and  keep  it  in  repair. 

Fourteenth.  Tour  complainants  do  not  ask  any  increase  in  the  number  of 
crossings,  but  that  a  crossing  be  put  on  a  highway^  instead  of  compeUing 
people  to  go  forty  rods  out  of  their  way,  and  cross  the  railway  where  there 
is  neither  street  nor  highway.  Your  complainants  further  represent  that  there 
is  not  a  single  crossing  on  a  street  or  established  highway  within  the  cor- 
poration. 

Fifteenth.  That  defendants  have  made  excavations  and  ditches  where  the 
diagonal  highway  (Main  street)  crosses  the  railway,  side  track  and  main 
track,  which  they  ought  to  fill. 

Wherefore  they  ask  that  your  honorable  Board  will  re-open  this  case  and 
grant  them  a  re-hearing,  and  advise  them  of  any  answer  filed  by  defendants 
or  other  papers  so  filed,  and  in  case  of  an  issue  of  fact  being  formed,  that 
you  will  call  on  us  for  proofs ;  and  in  case  a  disputed  question  of  law  arises, 
that  you  will  call  on  us  for  a  written  argument,  and  that  as  soon  as  i>068ible 
you  will  order  defendants  to  put  in  said  crossing.

Dear  Sir— Your  letter  of  November  15th  is  received  and  contents  noted, 
.«]so  a  petition  for  re-opening  the  complaint  against  the  M.  &  St.  L.  R'y  Ck)., 
and  a  re-hearing. 

The  reasons  you  give  for  a  highway  across  the  station  grounds  are  prob- 
ably as  strong  as  can  be  given  for  this  purpose.  At  the  same  time  the  set- 
tled policy  of  the  Commission  has  been  not  to  lend  their  influence  to  force  a 
crossing  over  station  grounds  under  any  circumstances.  They  have  regarded  the 
crossings  where  there  are  sidings  as  dangerous.  From  the  amended  petition 
they  learn  that  between  the  first  of  June  and  the  first  of  September,  1886,  the 
highway  across  these  depot  grounds  was  laid  out  and  put  on  file  in  the  office 
•of  the  county  auditor ;  and  that  it  was  ordered  by  the  board  of  supervisors; 
but  that  the  railway  company  has  neglected  to  put  in  the  crossings  where 
the  highway  crosses  the  tracks,  and  that  there  are  some  ditches  for  drainage 
that  are  not  bridged. 

While  not  so  stated,  it  is  presumed  that  the  railway  company  was  made  a 
party  to  this  proceeding, and  that  an  award  of  damage,  if  any  was  sustained, 
was  made.  The  law  as  it  now  stands,  in  the  view  of  the  Commissioners,  Is 
•defective.  Last  year  in  their  report  (page  60)  they  recommend  to  the  legis- 
lature such  changes  in  the  law  as  to  make  it  effective,  and  be  just  to  all 
parties.  This  matter  was  neglected,  and  the  Commissioners  do  not  find 
authority  you  seem  to  have  found  in  specification  13,  where  you  say:  *'  The 
county  board  of  supervisors  having  established  a  highway  across  the  rail- 
road right  of  way  at  the  fore-mentioned  point,  your  complainants  under- 
stand it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  defendants  to  put  in  the  road  crossing  and 
keep  it  in  repair." 

We  send  you  copy  of  the  Bailroad  Commissioners  report  for  1885.  This 
road  was  established  by  the  county  legislative  authority,  within  limits  that 
it  is  perfectly  competent  for  it  to  act.  The  enforcement  of  its  authority  is 
plainly  marked  out  in  the  statute. 

The  Commissioners  holding  the  views  they  do,  and  having  in  similar  cases 
declined  to  interfere,  think  the  proper  way  is  to  let  the  law  take  its  course, 
believing  there  is  ample  authority  in  the  board  of  supervisors  to  have  their 
orders  enforcejd,  if  properly  made.

It  la- 
difficult  to  drive  cattle  across  the  hundred  feet  right  of  way,  cattle  running  each  way  where 
there  is  no  cattle-guard  and  fence  to  it.  1  write  to  ask  you  If  they  are  obliged  to  put  In 
cattle-guards  at  farmers'  crossings,  also  whether  they  are  obliged  to  build  cattle-guards- 
where  they  enter  and  leave  Improved  farms,  notwlthstandine  they,  the  company,  are  fenc- 
ing the  railroad.  There  Is  a  difference  of  opinion  among  lawyers  in  regard  to  the  wlthla 
questions.   Please  let  me  hear  from  you  at  your  earliest  convenience,  and  oblige.

On  the  18th  of  October,  1886,  the  Oommissioners  replied,  as  follows: 

Dkb  Moikes,  Iowa,  October  18, 1886. 
Thos.  Dbluhsby,  Esq.,  Sumnw^  Iowa: 

DsAB  Sib— Replying  to  your  letter  of  the  llth  inst.,  I  am  instructed  by^ 
the  Commissioners  to  advise  you  that  sections  1268  and  1288  of  the  Code  of 
Iowa  covers  the  questions  you  ask.  Section  1268  reads  as  follows:  ^'  When 
any  person  owns  land  on  both  sides  of  any  railway,  the  corporation  owninjc 
the  same  shall,  when  requested  so  to  do,  make  and  keep  in  good  repair  one 
cattle-guard  and  one  causeway  or  other  adequate  means  of  crossing  the 
same,  at  such  reasonable  place  as  may  be  designated  by  the  owner.'' 

Under  this  section,  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  has  held  that  railway 
companies  have  the  right  to  construct  fences  at  private  crossings,  but  must 
provide  same  with  good  and  sufficient  gates.  The  Commissioners  have 
always  construed  this  section  of  the  Code  literally,  and  recommended  a 
compliance  with  its  provisions,  when  desired  by  land  owners,  except  that 
they  have  refused  to  so  recommend  the  crossings  and  cattle-guards  con- 
structed in  dangerous  or  unstjatahle  places. 

In  regard  to  your  other  question,  viz.:  Whether  railway  companies  ara 
obliged  to  put  in  catUe-guards  where  their  roads  enter  or  leave  improved 
farms,  I  am  directed  to  inform  you  that  section  1288  of  the  Code  provides 
for  cases  of  this  character,  and  is  as  follows:  *'  Every  corporation  construct- 
ing or  operating  a  railway  shall  make  proper  cattle-guards  where  the  same 
enters  or  leaves  any  improved  or  fenced  land,  and  construct  at  all  points 
where  such  railway  crosses  any  public  highway,  good,  sufficient  and  safe 
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catUe-goards  and  crossings,  and  erect  at  such  points  at  a  sufficient  elevation 
from  such  highway  to  admit  of  free  passage  of  vehicles  of  every  kind,  a  sign 
with  large  and  distinct  letters  placed  thereon,  to  give  notice  of  the  proximity 
of  the  railway  etc.   »»*♦.» 

17e  do  not  find  any  legislation  since  this  section  was  enacted,  and  the 
€ommissioner8  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  refers  to  cases  where  (he  track  is  not 
fenced.

I  would  respectfully  represent  that  on  the  SBth  day  of  July,  1886, 1  loet  by  ftre,  kindled  In  ' 
■my  meadow  adjoining  the  track  of  the  Ohlcago,  Burlington  9t  Qulney  Ballroad  by  a  passing 
engine,  a  large  rick  of  hay,  the  crop  from  20  acres,  for  which  I  presented  to  the  company  a 
claim  for  damages,  including  the  burning  of  the  portable  board  roofing  coYorlng  the  rick 
fencing,  etc.,  and  also  a  claim  for  damage  by  burning  oyer  a  portion  of  the  same  meadow  on 
the  8d  of  August.  The  claim  adjuster  of  the  company  came  to  see  me,  and  I  afterward  re- 
ceived from  the  dlYlslon  superintendent  In  reply  to  my  Inquiry  If  the  claim  was  to  be  settled 
■and  paid,  a  statement  that  on  investigation  It  had  been  found  that  there  was  no  liability  of 
the  company  for  the  loss,  and  that  it  would  not  be  paid.  I  write  to  learn  If  the  Investigation 
«nd  adjustment  of  suchclalms  come  within  the  scope  of  your  powers  and  duties,  and  In  case 
they  do,  to  ask  such  Information  as  It  may  be  convenient  and  proper  for  you  to  give,  as  to  the 
manner  of  presenting  the  case,  and  the  costs.

DsAB  SiB— I  am  directed  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to  ac- 
knowledge receipt  of  your  communication  of  October  16,  and  to  say  In  reply 
that  where,  as  In  the  case  mentioned,  in  your  letter,  a  citizen  has  a  claim 
•against  a  railroad  company  for  damages— that  is,  a  money  demand— it  is  not 
within  the  power  of  the  Commissioners  to  hear  and  determine  the  contro- 
versy, except  by  agreement  of  the  parties.    The  Board  is  not  vested  by  the 
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ment  for  costs  or  for  money.  It  is  the  custom  of  the  Board  wjiere-  the  con- 
tending parties  agree  to  it,  to  investigate  such  cases  in  the  character  of  um- 
pires or  arbitrators,  and  recommend  equitable  settlemept  of  such  contro- 
versies. As  in  this  case  you  inform  us  that  the  railroad  company  denies 
all  liability  and  notifies  you  that  it  will  not  pay  the  loss,  it  would  seem  wise- 
for  you  under  the  advice  of  counsel  to  invoke  the  compulsory  power  of  a.

REPORT  of  arbitrators. 

On  October  30, 1886,  an  agreement  was  made  between  the  Webster  City 
and  Crooked  Creek  Bailroad  and  Coal  Company  and  the  Mason  City  &  Fort 
Dodge  Bailroad  Company,  by  which  the  individual  members  of  the  Bailroad 
Commission  were  selected  as  arbitrators  to  determine  with  regard  to  certaiii» 
projected  crossings  of  the  former  railroad  by  the  latter. 

^r8t— Whether  said  crossings  are  necessary  and  proper.- 

Second—Jt  necessary  and  proper  upon  what  terms  the  latter  road  shall^ 
cross  the  former. 

The  agreement  submitted  to  the  arbitrators  all  matters  of  dispute  between 
the  parties,  which  they  were  to  settle  and  adjust  as  soon  as  practicable 
their  findings  to  be  final  and  bind  all  parties. 

It  was  further  agreed  that  until  the  determination  was  made  known  that 
there  was  to  be  no  interference  with  the  tracks  or  crossings  until  the  arbi- 
trators decide  the  same  to  be  necessary,  and  so  order,  and  both  parties 
joined  in  asking  them  to  be  at  Lehigh  on  Wednesday,  November  8, 18S6. 

The  arbitrators  reached  Lehigh  on  Saturday,  November  6th,  at  which  time 
the  stipulation  that  had  in  the  main  been  agreed  to  was  finally  signed. 

The  situation  is  as  follows:  The  Webster  City  &  Crooked  Creek  RaUroad 
crosses  the  Des  Moines  river  a  short  distance  above  Mill  street  in  the  town 
of  Lehigh  and  on  leaving  the  bridge  with  a  curve  of  about  340  feet  radius, 
turns  in  a  southeasterly  direction,  following  along  the  base  of  the  bluflb, 
and  along  the  coal  mines  a  distance  of  more  than  one-half  mile;  the  road 
then  turns  with  a  similar  sharp  curvature  to  the  west  and  runs  a  tangent  up^ 
Crooked  creek  for  about  2,000  feet  from  the  end  of  the  curve,  and  there  stops. 
This  portion  of  the  road  has  been  in  operation  about  eight  years  and  over 
this  all  the  coal  mined  at  this  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  Des  Moines^ver 
that  went  by  railroad  has  been  carried  to  market. 
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The  Mason  City  &  Fort  Dodge  Railroad  comes  down  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Des  Moines  and  nearly  parallel  to  the  river.  At  the  north  line  of  the 
town  it  nins  into  Main  street  and  follows  it  until  that  street  turns,  when  it 
passes  through  a  block  belonging  to  Charles  Bond,  Silas  Corey  and  J.  M. 
Bennett ;  near  the  south  line  of  this  property  in  Mill  street  it  crosses  within 
one  hundred  of  bridge  over  the  Des  Moines  river,  the  track  of  the  W.  C.  & 

C.  C.  R.  B.  on  the  sharp  curve  before  mentioned,  after  crossing  it  follows  the 
river  very  nearly  in  the  direction  of  Main  street,  continued  and  curves  with 
a  radius  of  965  feet— the  limit  of  curvature  on  the  line— to  the  west  crossinir 
of  the  other  road  on  a  very  sharp  curve  and  runs  up  Crooked  creek  touching 
the  other  road  again  on  lands  owned  by  Mr.  Beam. 

The  objection  offered  to  the  first  crossing  is  that  it  is  at  the  end  of  the 
river  bridge  on  a  very  sharp  curve,  dangerous  because  the  buildings  in  the 
village  shut  off  the  view  both  ways. 

Seccmd.  That  the  grade  of  the  W.  C.  &  C.  C.  road  falls  from  this  crossing 
very  rapidly,  and  it  will  be  impossible  to  run  this  grade  with  the  number  of 
cars  that  are  usually  hauled,  if  they  have  to  make  the  stop  required  by  law 
at  the  crossing,  the  value  of  the  road  will  be  diminished  at  that  amount,  the 
grade  on  the  sharp  curvature  is  to  be  encountered  after  making  the  stop,  re- 
ducing the  value  of  the  property  to  that  amount.  At  the  second  crossing 
the  grade  of  the  W.  C.  &  C.  C.  road  is  about  three  feet  lower  than  that  of 
the  other,  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  crossing  there  is  a  high  point 
which  shuts  out  entirely  the  view  of  any  train  coming  from  the  west 
from  one  coming  from  the  east,  and  the  operation  of  the  two  roads  must 
always  be  attended  with  danger. 

Second.  The  track  of  the  Crooked  Creek  road  is  so  arranged  from  ita 
western  end  that  cars  run  from  any  of  the  mines  by  gravity  to  a  point  be- 
yond the  crossing,  thus  saving  the  use  of  a  locomotive  for  switching  them^ 
the  cars  can  be  dropped  down  wherever  needed. 

In  addition  to  this  the  owners  of  the  W.  C.  &  C.  C.  road  are  willing  to 
change  their  line  and  keep  between  the  other  road  and  the  river,  provided 
the  crossings  will  be  dispensed  with.  The  two  crossings  are  within  three* 
quarters  of  a  mile  of  each  other,  the  roads  are  competitors  for  carrying  of 
this  coal,  while  certainly  one  and  probably  both  were  built  to  reach  this 
coal,  it  is  not  improbable  that  they  may  both  be  extended  at  some  future 
time  and  this  double  crossing  will  always  be  a  source  of  delay,  annoyance 
and  danger.  The  grading  of  the  Mason  City  <&  Fort  Dodge  road  is  com- 
pleted over  both  crossings  and  to  a  point  beyond  where  there  is  any  contro- 
versy except  at  the  second  crossing  where  the  grades  of  the  two  roads  vary 
three  feet  in  hight. 

Ordinance  No.  36,  of  the  town  of  Lehigh  was  tiled,  giving  the  M.  C.  &  Ft. 

D.  R.  R.  the  right  of  way  through  center  of  Main  street  to  a  point  opposite 
the  north  line  of  Silas  Corey's  mill  property.  As  the  road  built  leaves  the 
center  of  the  street  it  was  probably  introduced  to  show  that  there  was  no 
authority  for  placing  the  track  where  it  is.  The  answer  given  was  that  the 
track  was  down,  and  no  one  objected.  In  addition  a  paper  was  filed  with 
the  arbitrators  signed  by  the  mayor,  recorder  and  twelve  other  owners  of 
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this  it  is  thoaf^ht  disposes  of  the  complaint  that  the  occupancy  of  the  street 
does  not  comply  with  ordinance  as  understood  by  the  parties  interested,  as 
from  an  examination  of  the  map  it  would  seem  that  all  the  abutting  prop- 
erty owners  must  have  signed  it. 

The  change  of  line  proposed  would  involve  acquiring  right  of  way  through 
Lehigh,  which  would  be  a  very  considerable  expense,  and  would  compel  the 
abandonment  of  about  a  mile  of  grading  now  done  and  prevent  the  use  of 
this  portion  of  the  road  during  the  present  winter.  That  the  work  on  the 
M.  G.  &  F.  D.  road  was  made  on  the  location  of  the  tracks  as  found  when 
the  road  was  built,  and  that  they  had  no  right  to  consider  anything  etee  but 
the  road  as  they  found  it,  and  as  they  found  it,  they  regarded  anything  other 
than  the  two  crossings  impracticable.  The  position  of  the  two  parties  is 
stated  as  we  understand  it.  The  first  thing  for  the  arbitrators  to  determine 
is  whether  the  two  crossings  are  necessary.  They  are  of  the  opinion  that 
they  are,  and  they  have  reached  this  conclusion  with  the  fullest  conviction 
that  two  crossings  of  the  same  road  in  the  distance  of  three-quarters  of  a 
mile  is  an  evil  that  should  be  avoided  except  where  necessary.  The  next 
question  is  on  what  terms  shall  they  cross.  That  there  should  be  no  mis- 
take about  this,  inquiry  was  made  and  both  parties  agreed  that  the  grades 
and  placing  them'in  proper  position  for  the  operation  of  the  roads  was  en- 
tirely in  the  hands  of  the  arbitrators. 

The  first  requirement  is  that  at  the  crossing  at  the  end  of  the  Des  Moines 
river  bridge  the  crossing  rails  or  frogs  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  curv- 
ature of  the  line  of  the  W.  G.  &  G.  G.  road  so  that  locomotives  and  cars  may 
cross  without  any  risk  of  being  derailed;  second,  that  from  the  crossing  west 
the  track  shall  be  graded  to  a  level  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet,  and 
that  from  that  point  to  the  low  ground  near  Gorey's  mine  the  grade  shall 
be  made  to  descend  at  a  rate  not  faster  than  the  average  with  which  it  now 
falls  to  the  same  level;  this  work  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  M.  G.  & 
F.  D.  B.  B.  Go.;  that  at  the  second  crossing  the  road-beds  shall  be  built  up 
to  the  grade  of  the  M.  G.  &  F.  D.  B.  B.,  and  that  the  road-bed  shall  be  made 
as  nearly  level  as  practicable  until  it  strikes  the  grades  of  the  present  track 
both  ways;  that  in  doing  this  nothing  shall  be  done  to  prevent  the  line  being 
worked  as  it  now  is  by  gravity— the  tiacks  to  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  impair 
the  uses  to  which  they  are  now  adapted;  that  at  this  crossing  a  flagman 
shall  be  kept  to  flag  the  trains;  that  the  grading,  bridging,  fitting  the  tracks 
and  putting  them  in  as  good  order  and  condition  as  they  now  are.  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  flagman  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  .the  M.  G.  &  F.  D.  B. 
B.;  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  shall  be  paid  in  full  for  the 
damage  at  the  crossings,  and  the  tracks  shall  be  raised  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  prevent  the  W.  G.  &  G.  G.  road  from  running  over  them  while  this 
work  is  in  progress;  that  the  crossing  frogs  shall  be  fitted  to  the  curve  as  in 
the  crossing  near  the  bridge;  the  cost  of  this  work  to  be  paid  by  the  M.  G. 
Sa  F.  D.  B.  B.  Co.  In  tlie  crossing  of  the  spur  track  on  Beem's  land  if  the 
parties  cannot  agree  tins  tangent  shall  be  brokea  so  as  to  curve  round  th& 
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•end  of  this  spur  and  not  interfere  with  the  use  of  the  track.  All  the  work 
to  be  done  and  tracks  raised  in  the  manner  usual  with  railroads  while  in 
•operation  without  preventing  the  use  of  the  tracks.  This  arbitrament  does 
not  include  the  lands  owned  by  the  W.  C.  &  0.  C.  B.  B.  Co.,  which  it  is  un- 
derstood, have  been  appraised  by  a  sherifl^s  jury.

AWABD  OF  PBTER  A.  DET  IN  THB  SBCOND  ABBITRATIOK  IN  THE  MATTBB 
OF  THB  BAILBOAD  CBOBSINGS  AT  LBHIG^,  IOWA. 

On  November  17, 1886,  the  Bailroad  Commissioners,  acting  as  arbitrators 
in  matters  of  dispute  between  the  Webster  City  &  Crooked  Creek  Bail  way 
Company  and  the  Mason  City  A  Port  Dodge  Bailroad  Company,  made  the 
4iwanl,  or  perhaps  it  should  be  called  the  adjustment  and  setttlement  of  the 
rights  of  the  parties. 

The  first  requirement  was  that  '^  at  the  crossing  at  the  end  of  the  Des 
lioines  river  bridge,  the  crossing  frogs  shall  be  made  to  conform  to  the  curv- 
ature of  the  line  of  the  W.  C.  &  G.  G.  road,  so  that  the  locomotives  may 
-cross  without  any  risk  of  being  derailed;  second,  from  the  crossing  west 
the  track  shall  be  graded  to  a  level  for  a  distance  of  three  hundred  feet,  and 
from  that  point  to  the  low  ground  near  Corey's  mine  the  grade  shall  be 
made  to  descend  not  faster  than  the  average  with  which  it  now  falls  to  the 
same'level;  this  work  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  M.  G.  &  Ft.  D.  B.  B. 
<lo.;  that  at  the  second  crossing  the  road-beds  shall  be  built  up  to  the  grade 
of  the  M.  G.  &  Ft.  I>.  B.  B.,  and  the  road-bed  shall  be  made  as  nearly  level 
:BS  practicable,  until  it  strikes  the  grades  of  the  present  tracks  both  ways; 
ttiat  in  doing  this  nothing  shall  be  done  to  prevent  the  line  being  worked  as 
It  now  is,  by  gravity,  the  tracks  to  be  so  arranged  as  not  to  impair  the  uses 
to  which  they  are  adapted;  that  at  this  crossing  a  flagman  shall  be  kept  to 
£ag  the  trains;  that  the  grading,  bridging,  fitting  the  tracks  and  putting 
them  in  as  good  order  and  condition  as  they  no^  are,  and  the  mainten- 
4mce  of  the  fiagman  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  M.  C.  &  Ft.  D.  B.  B.  Co.; 
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*  *  *  *  that  the  tracks  shall  be  raised  in  such  manner  as  not  to- 
prevent  the  W.,  C.  &  C.  G.  B'y  Co.  from  running  over  them  while  this  work 
is  in  progress ;  that  the  crossing  froRS  shall  be  fitted  to  the  curve  as  in  the- 
crossing  near  the  bridge ;  the  cost  of  this  work  to  be  paid  by  the  M.,  G.  &• 
Ft.  D.  R.  R.  Go." 

Differences  having  arisen  between  the  parties  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  conditions  of  the  award  were  being  carried  out,  by  an  agreement  all 
work  was  stopped  on  November  27,  and  the  Gommissioners  were  again  called 
to  Lehigh.  Gommissioners  Coffin  and  Dey  reached  there  on  November  80. 
After  looking  over  the  ground  and  hearing  a  full  statement  of  all  matters  of 
difference,  it  was  finally  agreed  between  the  parties  that  the  W.,  G.  &  G.  C. 
Railroad  Company  should  make  the  crossings,  do  the  grading  and  aU  other 
work  necessary  to  carry  out  the  award,  and  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  for 
doing  this  work  should  be  determined  by  Commissioner  Dey. 

The  following  under  the  foregoing  agreement  is  the  award : 

That  the  Webster  City  &  Crooked  Greek  Railway  Company  shall,  as  soon 
as  practicable,  put  in  suitable  crossing  frogs  at  both  crossings,  and  bring  up 
both  roads  to  grade,  so  that  all  trains  can  pass  without  danger  of  derail- 
ment or  injury  of  any  kind.  The  balance  of  the  work  contemplated  by  the 
award  can  be  done,  if  so  desired,  at  a  more  favorable  season  of  the  year.  If 
practicable,  the  crossing  frogs  now  in,  to  be  used ;  but  this  is  left  solely  to 
the  determination  of  Mr.  Willson.  The  only  limit  placed  upon  his  control 
of  the  matter  is  that  they  shall  be  so  made  that  all  trains  shall  cross  without 
danger  of  derailment.  The  following  determination  of  cost  is  made  on  the 
understanding  that  entire  new  crossing  frogs  must  be  put  in.  It  is  but  fair, 
if  practicable,  to  use  the  old  ones  in  whole  or  in  part,  that  the  M.,  G.  &  Ft. 
D.  company  may  have  the  benefit  of  their  expenditure,  and  it  is  so  ordered, 
subject  as  above  stated  to  Mr.  WUlson's  determination. 

The  M.  G.  &  F.  D.  Railroad  Company  shall  pay  to  the  W.  G.  &  G.  G. 
Railway  Company : 

Right  of  way  as  per  award  of  arbitrators $    200.00 

Grading,  etc.,  including  all  work  necessary  to  put  tracks  in 

condition  required  by  arbitrators -. l^iOO.OO 

Crossing  frogs,  freight  and  expense  of  putting  in 490.00 

Total $  1,890.00 

This  does  not  include  any  work  which  is  required  to  preserve  the  advan- 
tages of  gravity  in  operating  the  mines.  The  reason  why  this  was  not 
included  is  that  a  profile  and  level  notes  of  the  track  from  the  track  scales 
at  the  mines  was  submitted  by  the  M.  G.  &  F.  D.  company,  which  shows 
that  for  a  distance  of  450  feet  from  the  scales,  the  present  track  will  not  be 
changed,  and  that  there  is  160  feet  of  level  grade  between  that  and  the  cross- 
ing, so  that  there  is  room  for  fifteen  cars  from  the  scale  east,  on  which  cars 
can  be  moved  by  gravity,  as  they  now  are,  and  that  the  new  drift  will  be 
sufficiently  far  west  to  give  the  additional  track  room  required  for  cars  used 
at  that  mine.  If  this  should  be  shown  to  be  incorrect,  so  as  to  materially- 
change  the  condition,  it  will  be  a  matter  for  future  consideration.

On  October  12, 1886,  Mr.  Bates  addressed  the  Commissioners  in  the  follow- 
ing letter: 

WxsT  Gbovb,  Iowa,  October  12, 2886. 
OtnUemen  of  the  8taU  Railroad  CommisHon: 

I  have  a  farm  of  400  acres  with  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  and  Chicago,  Burlington- 
&  Kansas  City  Railway  (running  on  the  track  of  the  former)  through  it  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  on  one  side  and  one  half  inile  on  the  other.  I  wish  to  learn  what  my  legal  rights  and 
remedies  are  as  to  being  deprived  of  pasturing  my  land,  because  of  the  railroad  not  being 
fenced,  and  the  company  neglecting  to  fence  on  being  urged  to. 

If  you  answer,  "  make  the  company  pay  for  stock  killed,"  then  which  company  is  re- 
sponsible, if  I  cannot  know  which  did  the  killing;  and  further,  must  I  go  to  St.  Louis  and 
obtain  leave  of  court  to  sue,  and  then  wiU  the  Wabash  road  beat  me  on  the  execution,  or  can 
I  collect  of  a  bankrupt  road? 

My  questions  then,  are  (1)  What  are  my  legal  rights  as  to  fence?   (2)  What  are  my  righta< 
as  to  killing  of  stock?    (3)  How  enforce  my  rights?    (4)  How  much  of  my  farm  is  the  rall- 
load  entitled  to?   (6)  Must  this  State  go  into  another  State  for  Justice  against  railroads y 
(Signed)  L.  P.  Batxs.

On  November  11, 1886,  the  Commissioners  replied  as  follows: 

Des  Moinbs,  Iowa,  November  11, 1886. 

L.  P.  Bates,  Esq.,  West  Qrove,  Iowa: 

Dear  Sir— I  am  directed  by  the  Commissioners  to  acknowledge  receipt  of 
your  letter  of  the  12th  October,  and  in  reply  to  say  that  under  the  laws  of 
Iowa  railroad  companies  cannot  be  compelled  to  fence  their  right  of  way, 
but  if  they  do  not  fence,  their  liability  for  damage  to  stock  is  greatly  in- 
creased, and  if  under  such  circumstances  you  prove  the  killing,  you  will 
recover  the  value  of  the  stock  killed,  unless  the  railroad  company  can  show 
that  the  loss  occurred  through  your  own  wilful  act.  If  you  give  notice  in 
writing  of  the  injury  and  the  company  fails  within  thirty  days  to  pay,  yoa 
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competent  jurisdiction,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  road  is  in  the  hands 
of  a  receiver.  If  you  should  be  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  a  judgment  it  might 
turn  out  that  you  could  only  collect  it  by  filing  it  with  the  court  appointing 
a  receiver,  and  obtaining  from  that  court  an  order  upon  the  receiver  to  pay 
the  judgment.  In  such  case  you  would  be  in  precisely  the  same  situation 
as  any  other  creditor  of  a  bankrupt  company.  However,  the  Commission- 
ers think  it  would  be  wise  and  much  better  practice  to  sue  in  the  court 
having  appointed  the  receiver.  Your  counsel  should  examine  the  case  of 
Blair  v  St.  L  ,  H.  <&  K.  B.  Oo,,26  Federal  Reporter,  page  2,  which  will  demon- 
strate we  think  the  wisdom  of  the  practice  commended  above.  If  you  do 
not  know  which  of  two  companies  operating  the  road  killed  your  stock,  you 
are  scarcely  ready  it  would  seem  to  conmience,  as  a  man  ought  to  know 
who  injures  him  before  he  begins  action.  In  Clary  v.  Iowa  M,  B.  Co.,  S7 
Iowa  344,  and  Stevens  v,  B.  &  St.  P.  JB.  Go.,  S7  Iowa  827,  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  State  held  where  two  railroad  companies  operate  trains  upon  the 
same  track,  one  being  the  owner  and  the  other  leasee,  each  is  liable  for 
/Stock  killed  or  injured  by  its  own  train. 

The  Conmiissioners  have,  although  outside  their  official  duty,  endeavor 
to  answer  your  questions,  but  each  question  submitted  to  us  should  be  care- 
fully considered  by  your  own  counsel,  before  you  begin  any  legal  proceed- 
ings, as  your  conclusions  are  only  correct  when  they  tally  precisely  with 
settled  law.

•Commissioners  the  following  letter:

GsNTiJEMSir— Referring  to  enclosed  letter  of  A.  0.  Bird,  General  Freight  Agent  Cbicago, 
Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  Railway,  we  beg  leave  to  inquire  if  this  stoppage  at  Madrid  of  goods 
•consigned  to  Boone,  **  beeati»e  the  ooimeeUna  line  r^ftued  to  receive  the  property  taueas  pre- 
paid," is  not  a  grievance  within  your  province  and  power  to  right  The  goods  in  question 
^ere  billed  to  us  from  Goshen,  Indiana,  October  2d,  and  we  were  in  ignorance  of  their 
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where&bontB  for  nearly  three  weeks  between  the  shipment  and  receipt  of  enclosed  letter^ 
This  is  only  one  of  a  series  of  detentions. 

It  always  happens  when  for  any  reason  goods  are  shipped  over  tl^e  0.,  M.  &  St  P.  B'y,  that- 
freights  most  be  paid  at  Madrid^-not  only  freight  money  earned  to  that  point,  but  also  the 
regular  local  tariff  in  addition  from  liadrid  to  Boone.  This  is  a  thing  that  neyer  happens 
with  other  shipments  to  ns  at  any  other  point,  or  over  any  other  road.  It  never  happened 
with  the  C,  IL  ft  St  P.  shipments  until  perhaps  within  a  year  past  We  know  nothing  as  to 
the  law  in  such  cases,  but  we  know  the  custom  Is  for  connecting  roads  to  receive  freights^ 
advance  the  already  earned  charges  and  to  collect  at  final  station  their  own  freight  charges^ 
together  with  **  advanced  charges."  Any  other  system  would  cause  endless  delay  and  con- 
fusion, and  we  believe  It  well  be  found  that  the  St  Louis,  Des  Moines  ft  Northern  Hallway 
have  no  rijght  to  refuse  to  advance  and  collect  on  delivery,  Just  as  9JI  other  roads  do. 

Please  look  into  this  matter  and  see  if  it  cannot  be  remedied.

Dbab  Sib— Your  favor  of  the  llth  inst,  in  regard  to  this  company  requirlog  the  prepay- 
ment of  freight  charges  on  business  coming  from  the  C,  M.  ft  St  P.  B*y  at  Madrid,  destined 
to  our  stations,  is  received.    • 

In  reply,- 1  beg  to  inform  you  that  we  are  simply  exercising  a  right  to  which  we  are  en- 
titled, for  what  we  deem  a  good  and  suiflclent  cause.  We  do  not.  of  course,  refuse  the 
freight  We  demand  that  the  charges  shall  be  paid  before  we  do  the  work.  I  believe  no  one- 
will  question  our  right  to  do  this.

It  is  thus  seen  that  the  respondent  justifies  its  action  by  or  under  a  claim 
that  a  common  carrier  has  a  right  to  demand  payment  of  freight  in  advance. 
Hutchison  on  Carriers,  section  443,  page  859,  says:  *'The  carrier  has,  of 
course,  the  right  to  make  reasonable  charges  as  compensation  for  the  car- 
riage of  goods,  and  for  the  responsibility  and  risk  which  he  takes  on  him- 
self.  This  he  may  demand  in  advance,  and  make  its  payment,  if  he  so 
chooses,  a  condition  of  the  acceptance  of  the  goods."    The  same  author 
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section  297,  pap;e  239,  speaking  of  the  carriers'  duty  to  serve  the  public 
-equally  and  withoutipreference,  says:  ''All  applying  have  an  equal  right  to 
be  transported,  or  to  have  thehr  freight  transported  in  the  order  of  their 
application.  They  cannot  legally  give  undue  and  unjust  preferences,  nor 
make  unequal  and  extravagant  charges. 

Having  the  means  of  transportation,  they  are  liable  to  an  action  if  they 
refuse  to  carry  freight  or  passengers  without  just  ground  for  such  refusal." 

Mr.  Meek  undoubtedly  stands  for  his  company  upon  what  he  claims  to  be 
its  legal  right— the  prepayment  of  freight.  It  seems  that  such  right  exists 
on  the  part  of  a  common  carrier. 

In  one  of  the  early  cases  considered  by  the  Board,  namely,  the  Keokuk  <& 
Des  M(nne8  BaUway  v,  Dea  Moines  <&  Fort  Dodge  EaUroad^  reported  in  the 
Commissioners'  report  for  1878,  page  16,  it  appeared  from  the  evidence  that 
it  was  the  custom  of  the  respondent  road  to  demand  prepayment  of  the 
<K)mplaining  road  for  hauling  its  empty  cars,  and  that  it  did  not  make  simi- 
lar demand  from  any  other  road  for  similar  service.  The  respondent  road 
4id  not  rely  solely  upon  its  right  as  in  the  case  under  consideration,  but 
gave  as  a  reason  tor  its  demand  that  the  complaining  road  was  insolvent, 
and  that  it  was  unsafe  from  a  business  standpoint  to  haul  its  cars  vyUhout 
prepayment.  Commenting  on  the  facts  in  that  case,  the  Commissioners 
said:  ''Conceding  its,  respondents',  legal  right  to  make  such  demand.  In 
view  of  the  general  custom  of  the  road,  its  enforcement  in  the  exceptional 
case,  if  without  reason  or  excuse  would  in  our  judgment  be  such  discrimin- 
ation as  the  law  forbids,  but  if  its  officers  really  believed  as  they  claim,  that 
by  reason  of  inability  or  insolvency  it  was  unsafe  from  a  business  point  of 
view  to  render  the  service  without  prepayment,  ^  seems  to  have  been  their 
legal  right  to  enforce  it." 

In  the  case  under  consideration,  no  reason  is  given  for  an  enforcement, 
as  we  believe  not  common,  of  an  established  legal  right.  If,  as  the  com* 
plainant  says  in  his  letter  of  complaint,  it  is  the  custom  of  connecting  roads 
to  ship  without  demanding  prepayment,  still  we  suppose  the  legal  right  ex- 
ists and  may  be  asserted. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  any  road  forwarding  goods  from  other  lines 
should  deem  it  essential  to  assert  such  right,  as  its  assertion  leads,  in  the 
language  of  complainant,  to  endless  delay  and  confusion.  In  the  interest 
of  free  commerce  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  respondent  may  be  induced  to 
withdraw  its  demand  for  prepayment,  and  forward  all  freight  received  from 
<K)nnecting  roads  to  its  destination,  unless  there  exists  some  special  reason 
for  demand  for  prepayment  of  the  freight.

On  November  4th,  J.  J.  Wertz,  of  Russell,  Iowa,  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Railroad  Commissioners  his  complaint  that  on  Au^st  2, 1886,  an  engine  of 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  set  out  a  fire  on  his  farm  in  Ben- 
ton township,  Lucas  county,  Iowa,  and  that  the  fire  destroyed  fifty-five  acres 
of  timothy  stubble,  and  that  the  damage  to  this  field  was,  at  one  dollar  per

Porty  acres  of  oats  stubble  burned,  25  cents 10.00 

One  hundred  and  eighty-five  rods  of  fence  burned  (hedge) 188.75 

Ten  tons  of  hay,  at  $7 70.00

Total $282.71 

He  makes  affidavit  that  the  above  bill  is  correct,  just  and  reasonable,  and 
states  that  no  part  of  it  has  been  settled.  ; 

This  matter  was  submitted  to  the  railroad  company,  and  the  answer  given 
by  them  is  that  this  fire  caught  outside  of  the  right  of  way,  on  lands  over 
which  they  could  exercise  no  control;  that  their  engines  were  supplied  with 
the  best  appliances  against  fire  which  have  been  devised.  That  under  the 
decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Iowa  they  have  a  good  defense,  and  pre- 
fer to  test  this  case  in  the  courts.  As  the  claim  is  for  a  money  Judgment, 
and  the  Commissioners  have  no  power  xmder  the  law  to  render  a  money 
judgment,  they  are  compelled  to  refer  the  matter  back  to  complainant,  and 
advise  him  tliat  his  remedy  is  with  the  courts.

&  Northwestern  Company  to  begin  the  erection  of  a  station  honse  at  thia

DECISION  OF  THB  COMMISBIOKEHS. 

Under  date  of  Nov.  13,  1886,  S.  Smith  and  Z.  S.  Brown  of  Newmarket* 
Iowa,  make  complaint  to  the  Commi^sionerB  of  overcharge  on  a  shipment 

of  household  floods  from  Salem  to  Newmarket  via  the  St.  Louis,  Keokuk  <& 
Northwestern  and  Humeston  &  Shenandoah  railroads. 

Complainants  applied  to  the  agent  of  the  former  road  at  Balem  for  a  rate 
on  household  goods  to  Newmarket,  and  were  told  that  it  was  87  cents  per 
hundred  pounds.  The  goods  were  accordingly  billed  at  this  rate  and 
charges  prepaid.  On  arrival  of  the  shipment  at  Newmarket,  complainants 
were  presented  with  an  additional  bill  of  %Z^  for  freight  charges,  which 
had  to  he  paid  before  they  could  take  their  goods.  The  case  was  presented 
to  the  Commissioners,  and  by  them  referred  to  C.  M,  Levey,  superintendent 
of  the  Stp  L„  K.  &  N.  W,  R'y,  who  advised  them  that  complainants'  con- 
tract was  all  right,  and  the  rate  named  was  in  accordance  with  their  tariff, 
viz  ,  65  cents  from  Salem  to  Shenandoah,  and  22  cents,  the  local  rate  of  H,  & 
S.  R,  B.  from  there  to  Newmarket.  He  further  said  that  he  could  not 
explain  why  the  H,  &  S.  B,  B.  had  increased  the  charges  on  this  shipment^ 
unless  the  weights  at  which  the  goods  were  billed  were  incorrect,  and  they 
corrected  them  to  actual  weight. 

On  December  19,  in  reply  to  another  letter  from  the  Board,  Mr,  Lsyvij 
stated  that  Geuenil  Manager  Murphy  of  the  H,  &  S.  H.  B.  bad  written  him 
that  he  had  found  an  error  of  five  cents  per  hundred  pounds,  overchar^  on 
this  shipment,  which  he  would  refund  to  the  complainants,  and  that  the 
remainder  of  the  overcharge  was  for  transfer  from  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  to  bis 
road  at  Shenandoah ;  that  the  correct  rate  on  the  shipment  was  92  cents  per 
lOO,  as  follows  :  Salem  to  Sbenaudoalj,  65  cents  ;  transfer,  6  cents  ;  Shen* 
andoah  to  Newmarket,  ^  cents ;  total,  92. 


The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that*  whenever  a  railway  company  makes  a 
contract  with  a  shipper  through  its  agents,  the  company  should  be  bound  by 
that  contract.  The  general  public  have  no  other  way  to  gain  information  as 
to  rates,  only  as  they  get  it  from  station  or  traveling  agents,  and  when  con- 
tracts are  made  on  the  rates  given  by  such  agents,  the  company  should  be 
held  by  them. 

The  Commissioners  therefore  recommend  that  the  overcharge,  above  the 
sum  contracted  for  as  shown  in  the  bills  of  lading  made  out  by  the  station 
agent,  R.  £.  Hoyt,  at  Salem,  on  November  1, 1886,  be  refunded  to  complain- 
ants by  the  St.  Louis,  Keokuk  &  Northwestern  Railway  Company.

Dbab  Sib— I  wish  to  send  thlB  letter  to  you  to  lay  it  before  the  Railroad  Commissioners  as 
soon  as  possible.  I  have  been  trying  to  get  the  Chicago,  Book  Island  a  Paoiflo  Hallway 
Company  to  make  a  private  farm  crossing.  I  first  wrote  some  time  in  August  to  the  road  mas- 
ter about  it.  The  section  foreman  came  to  see  about  it,  but  they  have  not  made  it  yet,  and  I  do 
not  think  they  will  unless  compelled  to  do  so,  as  I  have  written  three  letters  asking  about  it. 
I  need  a  crossing  very  bad,  as  I  have  none  that  I  can  turn  from  one  field  to  the  oth^  without 
driving  across  my  neighbor's  field.  Will  make  a  diagram  of  the  place  so  you  can  understand 
it.  If  this  case  is  under  your  control,  please  consider  it  at  your  earliest  opportunity,  as  all 
my  winter  pasture  is  north  of  the  railroad,  and  I  have  twenty-nine  head  of  stock  to  drive 
baek  and  forth.  If  you  have  no  authority  in  the  matter,  please  advise  me  how  to  go  about 
compelling  them  to  put  in  a  crossing.  I  saw  in  the  lotoa  StcUe  RegUter  that  you  refused  to 
act  in  one  case,  because  it  was  already  in  court.  This  case  is  not,  as  I  would  rather  risk  get- 
ting it  with  you,  than  in  a  court.

Accompanying  this  letter  was  a  diagram  showing  complainant's  tracts  of 
land  lying  on  either  side  of  the  track,  but  not  directly  opposite  each  other. 
The  Commissioners  replied  as  follows :

Deau  Sttt— YoarletTterof  November  15th  received  and  coi^ tents  noted. 
The  Commissioners  understand  that  you  own  two  forty  acre  tracts  of  land

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that  comer  on  each  other,  the  railioad  running  on  the  line  dividing  them ; 
that  when  the  railroad  was  constructed,  one  party  owned  the  three  forties, 
and  that  a  crossing  was  constructed  between  your  north  forty  and  the  forty 
south  that  you  do  not  own,  and  that  the  only  way  that  you  can  avail  your- 
self of  the  use  of  your  north  forty  is  to  pass  through  your  neignbor^s  forty, 
and  over  the  crossing  constructed  when  the  railroad  was  built. 

Section  1268  of  the  Ck)de  says :  "'  When  any  person  owns  land  on  both 
sides  of  any  railway,  the  corporation  owning  the  same  shall  when  requested 
so  to  do,  make  and  keep  in  good  repair  one  cattle-guard  and  one  causeway 
or  other  adequate  means  of  crossing  the  same,  at  such  reasonable  place  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  owner." 

It  seems  to  the  (Commissioners  that  your  land  is  so  located  that  it  hardly 
comes  within  the  limits  of  the  statute.  It  is  true,  your  lands  are  on  both 
sides  of  the  railroad,  but  they  are  not  opposite  and  only  comer,  so  that  if 
no  railroad  was  there  you  could  not  get  from  one  to  the  other  without  cross- 
ing land  belonging  to  some  other  person.  The  Commissioners  would  advise 
you  if  possible  to  get  the  crossing  by  negotiation,  as  they  doubt  whether 
the  court  would  construe  the  statute  to  apply  in  your  case.  They  are 
equally  dear  that  you  ought  to  have  the  crossing.

The  complainant  applied  to  the  agent  of  the  respondent  road  at  BnrD8id<i» 
Iowa,  for  rates  on  a  shipment  of  household  goods  to  Stratton,  Nebraska, 
the  latter  station  being  on  the  Burlington  &  Missouri  Biver  Bailroad.  The 
agents  of  the  Minneapolis  &  St.  Louis  Railway  telegraphed  to  General 
Freight  Agent  Miller  of  the  B.  &  M.  B.  B.,  asking  what  the  rate  was  from 
Council  Blufb  to  Stratton,  and  were  given  a  rate  of  $20  per  car ;  this  added 
to  the  rate  from  Bumside  to  Council  Bluffs^  ($65),  made  the  through  rate 
$76,  which  was  quoted  to  Mr.  Beach,  and  he  forwarded  the  shipment  at 
once.  On  arrival  of  the  car  at  Stratton  he  was  charged  $105,  and  notified 
that  a  mistake  was  made  in  telegraphing  the  rate  of  the  B.  &  M.  B.  B.^ 
which  should  have  been  $50  instead  of  $20.  It  was  found  that  this  mistake 
in  repeating  the  message  was  made  by  the  agent  of  the  C,  St.  P.,  M.  /t  O. 
B'y  at  Merriam  Junction,  and  although  relieved  of  the  responsibility  for 
the  overcharge,  the  respondent  offered  to  assume  one-half  the  loss  and  pay 
complainant  $15,  which  ended  the  matter  satisfactorily.

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On  the  first  tlay  of  December,  1886,  a  (tommunlcation  was  received  from 
the  mayor,  Hon.  James  G.  Davis,  for  the  City  Council. 

In  this  paper  the  thought  is  expressed  that  testimony  had  been  considered 
by  the  Commissioners,  of  which  the  city  and  its  ofScials  had  no  notice  or 
knowledge,  and  which  they  had  no  opportunity  to  meet,  and  especially 
excepting  to  the  correctness  of  each  finding  of  fact  with  reference  to  the 
terms  of  a  certain  agreement  for  a  contract  made  but  never  executed, 
between  the  several  railroad  companies  and  members  of  a  former  city  gov- 
ernment, with  reference  to  the  establishment  of  a  union  depot  in  the  city  of 
Keokuk. 

The  evidence  to  which  reference  was  made  was  received  after  the  session 
of  the  Board  at  Keokuk,  and  was  received  from  a  prominent  citizen  of  the 
city  of  Keokuk,  and  was  regarded  as  coming  from  the  complainant.  But 
the  Commissioners  take  this  opportunity  of  saying  that  they  have  always 
understood,  and  do  now  understand,  that  every  proceeding  had  before  them^ 
is  in  the  nature  of  an  investigation,  and  not  in  any  sense  a  trial,  as  the  term 
is  used  in  law. 

It  is  their  duty  to  invesUicate  and  to  inquire ;  and  they  have  always  done 
so,  and  will  continue  so  to  do,  until  in  some  authoritative  way  convinced 
that  the  law  creating  the  Board  and  outlining  their  powers  has  been  mis- 
understood and  misconstrued  by  the  Commissioners  All  parties  must 
understand  that  in  every  case  the  Commissioners  will  gather  facts  from 
every  source,  and  search  for  light  and  information  upon  every  disputed 
point  in  whatever  direction  seems  to  them  best.  In  this  case,  that  there 
was  and  had  been  a  difference  and  disagreement  between  the  city  and  rail- 
way officials  was  made  manifest  at  every  stage  of  the  investigation ;  in  fact 
it  is  found  in  the  words  of  the  complaint,  and  in  the  replies  of  the  respond- 
ents. 

In  this  communication  the  Mayor  and  Council  say :  '*  The  city  did  not 
daim  or  believe  that  you  (the  Commissioners)  had  authority  to  order  the 
erection  of  a  union  depot."  We  presume  that  in  making  the  above  state- 
ments, the  record  was  not  before  the  mayor  and  council.  Paragraph  or 
division  4  of  this  complaint  reads  as  follows : 

4.  "  That  the  only  STailsble  ground  for  passenger  depot  purposes  In  said  city  Is  blocks  1, 9 
and  8  In  said  city;  that  prior  to  the  year  188A,  ill  said  railroads  aboYC  mentioned  were  con- 
trolled and  operated  by  the  C,  B.  A  Q.  R*y,  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  and  the  W.  8t  Louis  &  P.  B'y 
Ck>. ;  that  the  agents  and  officers  of  said  three  corporations  representing  to  the  owners  and 
citizens  of  Keokuk  that  they  desired  said  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  on  the 
same  a  passenger  depot,  to  be  used  by  all  roads  now  running  or  hereafter  running  into  Keo- 
kuk, for  a  mutual  interchange  of  business,  obtained  the  title  to  said  blocks  l,  2  and  8.  That 
prior  to  April,  1885,  the  W..  St.  L.  &  P.  B'y,  becoming  financially  embarassed,  was  unable  to 
complete  its  part  of  said  representations.  That  in  April,  18M.  it  was  represented  by  a  duly 
authorized  agent  of  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B'y  and  the  C,  B.  I.  &  P.  B'y  that  if  they  could  obtain 
the  interest  of  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  B'y  in  said  blocks,  said  C,  B.  &  Q.  B'y  and  0.,  B.  I.  &  P. 
B'y  would  construct  a  suitable  passenger  depot,  to  be  used  by  all  railroads  now  or  hereafter 
running  into  Keokuk,  upon  equal  and  equitable  terms,  for  the  mutual  interchange  and  ac- 
commodation of  their  passengers. 

"That  acting  and  relying  upon  said  express  representations,  the  oflleers  of  this  city  in 
August,  1885,  obtained  from  the  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  B'y  through  Tutt  and  Humphreys,  receiTcn, 
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a  transfer  of  their  interest  In  said  blocks  to  the  0.,  B.  ft  Q.  and  C,  R.  I.  &  P.  R'y  for  the  pur- 
poses above  set  forth,  and  the  title  to  said  blocks  1, 8  and  8  is  now  in  the  name  of  Howard 
Elliott,  trustee,  for  the  purpose  of  tising  same  for  a  passenger  depot  for  all  roads  which  now 
or  hereafter  run  into  Keokuk,  but  that  said  0.,  B.  &  Q.  B.  R.  and  C,  R.  L  &  P.  R'y  neglect 
and  refuse  to  carry  out  the  promises  and  representations  they  made  by  which  they  obtained 
the  title  to  said  land,  and  refuse  to  permit  any  other  road  to  use  same  for  that  purpose.  That 
said  C,  B.  &  Q.  R'y  Co.,  0.,  R.  I.  &  P.  R'y,  St.  L.,  K.  &  N.  W.  R'y,  M.  I.  &  N.  R.  R.,  K.  &  N. 
W.  R'y  Go.,  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  R'y,  T.  P.  &  W.  R'y,  all,  each  one  with  every  other  one,  connect* 
cross,  intersect  and  exchange  business  and  passengers  in  the  city  of  Keokuk ;  that  they  have 
no  depot  accommodation  or  platform  for  such  exchange  or  business  whatever." 

And  in  the  closing  words  of  the  complaint,  the  Commissioners  are  asked, 
after  stating  that  '^  some  differences  have  arisen  between  the  said  city  and 
said  roads  regarding  the  accommodations,''  as  follows: 

'*  Wherefore  your  petitioners  respectfully  ask  that  you  examine  the  passenger  aocootmodar 
tions  of  the  above  named  roads,  inquire  into  the  amount  of  business  done  by  the  same,  verify 
the  truth  of  foregoing  statements,  and  in  accordance  with  chapter  M  of  the  Twentieth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  chapter  77  of  the  laws  of  the  Seventeenth  General 
Assembly,  order  said  roads  to  observe  their  contracts  with  the  city  of  Keokuk,  and  to  give 
the  said  city  of  Keokuk  a  suitable  depot  and  platform,  commensurate  with  the  business 
transacted,  require  all  trains  carrying  passengers  to  stop  at  same,  and  that^the  expense  of 
constructing  and  maintaining  said  depot  be  in  such  proportions  as  you  may  order,  and  make 
such  other  and  further  orders  as  the  facts  Justify  and  the  law  authorizes  you." 

In  the  answers  of  respondents,  and  especially  in  that  of  the  Chicago, 
Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway,  the  whole  question  of  former  negotiations 
for  a  union  depot  is  put  in  issue,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  f oUowing  quotation 
from  its  answer: 

5.  This  respondent  further  stales  that  in  so  far  as  there  is  anything  contained  in  the  com- 
plaint of  the  said  city  of  Keokuk  referring  to  or  relating  to,  or  asking  any  relief  upon  alleged 
negotiations  between  said  city  and  this  respondent  and  the  said  C,  B.  &  Q.  R.  R.  Co.  and  the 
W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  R'y  Co.,  this  respondent  insists  that  the  same  is  beyond  the  Jurisdiction  of 
this  honorable  Board.  That  if  there  has  ever  been  any  contract,  the  enforcement  thereof  lies 
with  the  regularly  organized  courts  of  the  country,  where  the  city  of  Keokuk  has  a  plain  and 
adequate  remedy.  And  this  respondent  further  insists  that  in  so  fiir  as  said  matters  are  con- 
cerned, this  honorable  Board  has  no  power  or  authority  under  the  law  to  order  or  direct  this 
respondent  or  its  co-respondents,  or  any  of  them,  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  each  other 
and  with  the  said  city  of  Keokuk  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  what  is  commonly 
known  as  a  union  depot  That  said  arrangement  is  a  matter  of  mutual  and  voluntary  con- 
tract, over  which  neither  the  courts  nor  this  honorable  body  have  any  Jurisdiction.  But  this 
respondent,  for  the  purpose  of  having  the  records  of  your  body  show  the  facts  touching  such 
negotiations,  and  to  the  end  that  such  statement  may  not  contain  a  one-sided  statement 
thereof,  respectfully  shows  :  that  prior  to  the  year  1885  all  the  railroads  mentioned  in  said 
complaint  were  controlled  and  operated  by  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Com- 
pany, the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  Wabash,  8r.  Louis  & 
Pacific  Railway  Company.  That  it  is  not  true  that  the  agents  and  officers  of  said  three  cor- 
porations, or  any  of  them,  represented  to  the  different  owners  and  to  the  citizens  of  Keokuk 
that  they  desired  i^aid  blocks  i,  2  and  8  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  on  the  same  a  passenger 
depot  to  be  used  by  all  roads  then  running  or  which  shall  hereafter  run  into  said  city.  On 
the  contrary,  as  already  stated,  and  long-  prior  to  said  date,  the  lessor  of  this  respondent  had 
acquired  a  portion  of  one  of  said  blocks  in  adjustment  of  the  said  suit  of  Barney  against  the 
city  of  Keokuk  et  al.  It  is  true  that  running  through  a  period  of  several  years  prior  to  188B, 
said  companies  were  repeatedly  urged  by  one  James  B.  Anderson  et  al.,  to  enter  into  an  ar- 
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nogemeiit  for  the  eoostroetton  of  a  QnJon  depot  in  Water  street,  fn  front  of  said  blocks,  wbleh 
request  for  a  long  period  was  refused.  Said  companies,  howeyer,  Anally  reluctantly  con- 
sented to  reimburse  to  said  Anderson  moneys  it  was  represented  he  had  paid  in  acquiring 
title  to  the  portion  of  said  blocks,  and  to  have  the  title  conveyed  to  the  trustees  for  their  use, 
with  the  Tlew  of  the  location  and  erection  of  a  union  dedot.  The  details  of  the  arrangement 
for  the  construction  of  the  union  depot  were  supposed  by  said  companies  to  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  officers  of  said  soTeral  companies  and  the  mayor  and  committee  of  the  council 
ofsaiddty. 

After  said  supposed  arrangement,  said  Wabash,  8t  Louts  &  Pacific  Bailway  Company, 
whose  property  was  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  reconsidered  its  consent  to  said  arrangement 
and  declined  to  carry  it  out.  This  respondent  and  the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Ball- 
road  Company  being  thereunto  requested,  offerea  to  assume  and  dlTide  between  them  the 
burden  which  the  original  arrangement  imposed  upon  the  W..  8t  L.  &  P.  B'y  Co.  The  last 
named  oompany  had  advanced  two  fifths  of  the  money  ijrhich  had  been  paid  for  said  blocks, 
and  an  undivided  two  fifths  Interest  in  said  blocks  wss  held  by  the  said  trustee  for  its  benefit 
The  property  of  the  company  being  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  this  interest  could  not  be 
transferred  save  by  authority  of  the  court  having  Jurisdiction  in  the  cause.  Respondent  and 
the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Ballroad  Company  represented  to  certain  gentlemen  in 
the  city  of  Keokuk  who  were  attorneys  of  this  respondent  and  also  officers  of  the  said  city, 
that  when  an  order  could  be  procured  from  the  court  having  charge  of  the  property  of  the 
said  W.,  St.  L.  &  P.  B'y  Co.,  authorizing  the  execution  of  the  necessary  deed  conveying  the 
interest  of  said  company  to  the  trustee  for  the  use  of  this  respondent  and  the  C,  B.  &  Q.  B. 
B.  Co.,  they  would  repay  to  said  W.,  St  L.  &  P.  B*y  Co.  the  money  which  it  had  invested  in 
said  blocks,  and  would  go  on  and  erect  said  depot  as  if  the  arrangement  had  been  made 
with  them  originally.  Said  order  was  procured,  the  necessary  deed  executed  to  said  trustee, 
and  this  respondent  and  the  said  C,  B.  &  Q.  B.  B.  Co.  paid  to  the  said  W.,  St  L.  &  P.  B'y  Co. 
over  four  thousand  dollars  of  their  own  money  ss  consideration  for  such  conveyance.  No 
part  of  the  same  wab  paid  by  the  said  city  of  Keokuk,  nor  did  said  city  do  anything  therein, 
save  that  its  officers  who  were  attorneys  also  of  this  respondent,  procured  execution  of  said 
papers. 

The  plan  for  erecting  a  union  depot  has  not  been  carried  out,  for  the  single  and  only  reason 
that  said  oompanies  were  notified  by  resolution  of  the  common  council,  certified  over  the 
signature  of  the  mayor,  and  attested  by  the  corporate  seal,  that  said  city  unqualifiedly  re- 
pudiated the  arrangement  which  said  companies  supposed  had  been  made  with  the  mayor 
and  committee  of  said  council,  ss  hereinbefore  stated,  and  would  not  perform  such  arrange- 
ments on  its  part  The  said  city  has  been  repeatedly  notified  that  the  oompanies  were  ready 
to  proceed  with  the  execution  of  said  arrangement,  and  such  notifications  have  elicited 
renewed  refusals  on  the  part  of  the  said  city.  It  Is  true  that  the  city  has  submitted  proposi- 
tions for  new  arrangements,  which  the  said  companies  have  refused,  for  the  reason  that  they 
were  a  repudiation  of  the  agreement  already  made,  and  because  they  contained  conditions 
which  could  not  under  any  circumstances  be  accepted.  This  respondent  and  Its  co-respond- 
ent the  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Bailway  Company,  own  no  lands  in  the  said  city  for 
which  they  have  not  paid  full  value,  and  for  some  they  have  paid  twice. 

On  the  24th  of  July,  1886,  the  complainants  replied,  and  amongst  other 
things  said : 

Your  petitioner  for  further  reply,  says  :  That  the  city  of  Keokuk  has  at  all  times  and  Is 
now  ready  and  willing  to  make  all  reasonable  permanent  concessions  as  are  commensurate 
with  any  improvement  proposed,  upon  such  terms  as  will  protect  the  present  and  future  in- 
terests of  said  city,  and  we  only  ask  such  accommodations  as  under  the  law  it  \h  entitled  to, 
as  are  suitable  for  the  business  transacted,  and  will  protect  the  lives  and  peisons  of  our 
citizens  and  the  traveling  public.

THE  CITY  OF  KEOKUK,

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question  of  a  union  depot  was  before  them,  and  an  inquiry  as  to  the  mat- 
ters of  difference  between  the  contending  parties  also,  as  in  its  reply  the  city 
bad  expressed  itself  as  ''  ready  and  willing  to  make  all  reasonable  conces- 
sions necessary  to  secure  for  the  city  a.union  depot."  It  was  tn  this  spirit 
that  in  their  communication  of  November  18,  1886,  the  Ck>mmissioners  ad- 
vised, as  they  supposed,  without  thereby  being  subject  to  criticism,  that  the 
city  yield  the  points  of  difference,  and  thereby  secure  the  erection  of  a  union 
depot.  Being  now  advised  by  the  communication  of  December  1, 1886,  from 
the  mayor  and  city  council  that  for  reasons  deemed  by  them  sufficient  they 
must  decline  to  do  what  has  been  advised  by  the  Conmiissioners,  and  that 
the  city  does  not  '*  claim  or  believe  that  the  Commissionera  have  authority 
to  order  the  erection  of  a  union  depot,"  and  this  being  the  view  of  th««  Com- 
missioners themselves,  further  consideration  of  the  question  of  a  union 
depot  at  that  point  seems  unnecessary. 

It  is  therefore  necessary  now  to  consider  what  can  be  done  under  Chapter 
77,  section  8,  of  the  act  creating  the  Board  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  and 
under  Chapter  24,  acts  of  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly. 

The  Commissioners  are  not  of  the  opinion  that  the  provisions  of  chapter 
24,  fusts  of  the  20th  Greneral  Assembly,  are  applicable  to  the  situation  at 
Keokuk.  The  only  place  where  the  roads  all  intersect,  if  at  all,  which  is 
doubtful  in  the  sense  in  which  the  words  ''  intersection  "  and  '*  crossing" 
are  used  in  chapter  24,  acts  of  the  aoth  General  Assembly,  is  near  the  bridge 
and  in  the  street.  It  would  not  be  in  our  judgment  a  convenient  and  com- 
modious location  for  a  common  platform  and  station.  The  general  public 
whose  accommodation  and  convenience  the  Commissioners  are  to  study 
would  probably  criticise  such  a  location  as  unwise  and  inconvenient. 

In  view  of  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the 
cafie  of  Barney  vn.  Kmkuk,  H  U,  S,  (4th  Otto),  pa^e  324,  it  is  doabtrul 
whether  an  order  would  be  deemed  of  any  force  and  effect.  It  is  very  clear 
to  our  mijiids  that  the  law  did  not  contemplate  such  a  case,  and  such  a  slta- 
atioD  as  tlie  one  at  Keokuk, 

It  waa  intended  to  meet  the  case  of  pasaengers  alighting  in  the  country 
and  waiting  in  inclement  weather  in  the  open  fields,  witliout  shelter  or 
means  of  warming.  Eeally  the  roads  end  in  Keokuk.  They  do  not  inter- 
sect and  cross.  Tliey  connect.  The  case  of  cities  and  larger  towns  desir- 
ing union  depot  accommodations  was  provided  for  by  the  same  Geneiml 
Assembly  (see  chapter  mi). 

The  fact  of  lliis  provision  by  the  same  General  Asaemblf  seems  to  have 
almoat  given  the  sanction  of  lej^islative  construction  to  our  view.  For 
these  reasons  we  cannot  apply  the  terms  of  chapter  2*,  acts  of  the  Twen- 
tieth General  Assembly  to  the  situation  at  Keokuk, 

It  beings  liowever,  our  deliberate  judgment  that  additions  and  changes  in 
the  several  aiation«  or  station  houses  at  Keokuk  are  necessary,  reasonable 
and  expedient  in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommo- 
dation of  the  public,  and  that  full  power  is  given  to  the  Commissionera 
under  the  act  creating  the  Board,  the  Commissioners  therefore  recommfmd 
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that  the  Ghicaco,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  Company  and  tlie  St. 
Louis,  Eeoknk  &  llorthweatem  Bailway  Company  erect  a  passenger  house 
containing  two  passenger  rooms,  with  a  floor  area  in  each  room  of  not  less 
than  nine  hundred  feet,  with  suitable  water  closets  and  baggage  rooms. 
The  Commissioners  recommend  that  the  Toledo,  Peoria  &  Western  Bailway 
Company,  the  Wabash,  St.  Louis  &  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  Mis- 
souri, Iowa  &  Nebraska  Bailway  Company  provide  «  passenger  station  for 
the  Joint  use  of  the  three  companies,  with  two  rooms  of  floor  area  of  nine 
hundred  feet,  and  with  suitable  water  closets  and  baggage  rooms.  The 
Conmiissioners  recommend  that  the  Chicago,  Bock  Island  &  Pacific  Bailway 
Company  provide  a  passenger  house  with  two  rooms  of  a  floor  area  of  not 
less  than  six  hundred  and  seventy-six  feet  (676),  with  suitable  water  closets 
and  baggage  rooms.

1  am  compelled  to  dissent  somewhat  from  the  minority  view,  as  ezpreased 
in  the  above  case.  I  am  well  aware  that  the  main  and  ultimate  intent  and 
design  of  the  law  enacted  by  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  (Chapter  24), 
was  for  the  benefit  and  conyenience  of  passengers  who  wished  to  change 
from  one  railroad  to  another,  where  such  roads  crossed  each  other  outside  of 
towns  in  which  each  had  proper  depot  facilities,  but  had  none  at  these  cross- 
ings. 

There  had  been  a  great  deal  of  suffering  from  exposure  by  passengers  at 
these  crosshigs,  from  lack  of  suitable  shelter  while  waiting  for  trains.  The 
78 
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drafting  the  bill  that  became  the  law,  now  known  as  Chapter  24,  Twentletii 
General  Assembly.  The  wisdom  of  this  law  has  never  been  questioned  by 
the  public.  The  object  aimed  at  by  its  enactment  was  the  better  accommo- 
dation and  icreater  convenience  of  the  traveling  public.  Can  there  be  any- 
thing inconsistent  in  now  construing  the  law  by  its  letter  as  weU  as  by  its 
spirit?  Outside  of  those  now  living  who  may  have  a  personal  knowledge  of 
the  history  of  the  passage  of  the  law,  is  there  anything  that  would  go  to 
show  that  the  law  is  applicable  ouly  to  such  places  as  named  above?  The 
language  of  the  law  is:  ''  All  railroad  corporations  shall  at  aU  points  of 
connection,  crossing  or  intersection  with  the  roads  of  other  corporations 
unite  with  such  corporations  in  establishing  and  maintaining  suitable  plat- 
forms and  station  houses  for  the  convenience  of  passengers  desiring  to  trans- 
fer from  one  road  to  the  other,  and  for  the  transfer  of  passengers'  baggage 
and  freight,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion." There  is  nothing  in  the  law  defining  or  restricting  the  location  of 
these  stations,  except  the  words  ''connection,  crossing  or  intersection." 
These  ''points  of  connection,  crossing  or  intersection"  may  be  in  the 
country,  in  towns  or  in  cities.  K,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners, 
the  convenience  of  the  traveling  public  demands  the  erection  of  a  station 
at  any  such  crossing,  wherever  found,  then  it  is  not  only  their  right  but  their 
duty  to  so  order.  If  the  Commission  is  justified  in  ordering  a  station  house 
built  at  a  single  crossing  out  in  the  country  where  but  few  passengers  trans- 
fer, certainly  they  cannot  transcend  their  jurisdiction  when  ordering  station 
facilities  at  a  point  where  several  roads  cross,  connect  and  intersect  in  a 
large  city  like  Keokuk,  especially  when  neither  of  the  half  dozen  roads  con-

If  it  is  answered  that  there  are  difficulties  arising  from  certain  complica- 
tions between  citizens  or  municipal  authorities  of  Keokuk  and  the  railway 
companies,  which  would  be  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  any  order  made  by 
this  Board  for  such  station  facilities,  I  would  say  that  I  do  not  know  that 
this  Board  is  required  to  find  ways  and  means  by  which  railway  companies 
are  to  be  enabled  to  execute  any  order  the  Commission  may  legally  make, 
or  that  any  misunderstandings  or  disagreements  the  people  of  Keokuk  may 
or  may  not  have  with  the  railway  companies  should  prevent  ttds  Board 
from  protecting  the  traveling  public  from  the  gross  impositions  they  have 
for  a  long  time  borne  so  patiently,  from  lack  of  actual  station  necessities^  to 
say  nothing  about  proper  (xmveniences. 

While  I  agree  with  the  majority  of  the  Board  that  the  proper  thing  for 
the  general  public  as  well  as  for  the  city  of  Keokuk  itself  is  for  the  railway 
companies  centering  and  connecting  there  to  furnish  a  commodious  union 
depot,  and  have  used,  but  unavailingly ,  all  proper  means  to  bring  about  this 
much  desired  end,  still  I  must  differ  from  them  in  the  final  conclusions 
drawn. 

My  own  judgment  is  that  the  Commission  has  the  legal  right  to  order  the 
rfdlway  companies  interested  and  named  in  this  case  to  erect  a  transfer 


station  at  some  accessible  and  oonvenlent  pol 
street  in  the  city  of  Keokuk,  to  which  all  their  pi 
and  from  which  they  should  depart. 

It  ia  not  neceaeary  of  course ,  to  make  here  an 
the  exact  place  or  siae  of  such  station  building,  m 
of  a  minority  only.  I  merely  give  my  reasons  fi 
ity  opinion.

for  distances  approximating  200  miles  in  the  State  of  Iowa  Is  comparatiyely  high  m  propor- 
tion to  the  through  rate,  the  Oommissloners  submit  whether,  under  the  eircumstanees,  a 
special  rate  for  some  fixed  time  could  not  be  made  to  the  farmers  of  Iowa  without  Interfering 
with  the  profits  of  the  railroads.  You  further  state  that  the  Commlsslobem  say  that  they 
feel  that  a  concession  made  Just  at  this  time  would  be  appreciated  by  the  farmers  as  showing 
a  disposition  to  share  with  them  the  misfortane.of  a  short  crop. 

Any  communication  received  from  your  Board  merits  and  recelTcs  at  this  oflHee,  and  I 
think  at  the  headquarters  of  all  the  other  roads  doing  business  in  Iowa,  the  most  careful 
consideration,  because  we  believe  It  Is  ordinarily  not  the  custom  of  your  body  to  make  re- 
quests of  the  rallrouds  which  are  unreasonable  er  which  cannot  be  josttfled. 

It  to  always  a  matter  of  grave  doubt  to  what  extent  the  railroad  should  share  in  a  misfor- 
tune of  thto  kind.  It  must  share  In  it  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  in  any  event,  because  when 
the  crop  to  short  the  railroad  to  necessarily  deprived  of  a  large  portion  of  its  business.  Yon 
now  ask  us  to  consent  to  share  a  large  portion  of  thto  misfortune  by  a  redoetlon  in  local 
rates  within  the  State  of  Iowa.  In  other  words  you  ask  that  the  railroads  already  deprived 
of  the  haul  of  a  considerable  portion  of  the  ordinary  erop  to  market,  must  make  further 
concessions  in  the  direetion  of  fostering  the  short  haul  on  the  com  at  the  expense  of  the 
long. 

You  must  be  aware  that  It  would  be  for  the  direct  interest  of  the  railroad,  that  to  assum- 
ing It  was  workhig  for  to-day  only,  to  do  Just  the  reverse  of  thto  and  to  so  fix  the  rates  from 
western  Iowa  ss  to  move  the  com  through  to  market  and  take  It  away  from  the  farmers  In 
Iowa.  I  say  thto  would  be  for  the  direct  interest  of  the  railroad  but  it  could  rery  probably 
be  answered  to  thto  that  in  the  long  run  the  prosperity  of  the  farmers  to  the  prosperity  of  the 
railroad  and  any  action  tending  to  injure  the  latter  would  in  the  long  run  reflect  disastrous- 
ly upon  the  former.  You  will  remember  no  doubt  that  something  over  two  years  ago  when 
com  was  very  low  in  Iowa,  the  railroads  were  asked  to  reduce  their  rates.  My  recollection 
to  that  the  suggestion  was  at  that  time  made  by  your  Board  and  in  consequence  thereof  the 
standard  rate  in  western  Iowa  was  reduced  three  cents  per  cwt.  I  think  I  am  right  in  say- 
ing that  within  thirty  days  from  that  time,  com  had  advanced  at  least  ten  cents  per  bushel, 
yet  the  railroads  did  not  and  have  not  yet  restored  the  rate  to  former  figures,  although  at 
the  time  the  reduction  was  made  it  was  dtotlnctly  understood  that  they  should  do  so  when- 
ever the  circumstances  would  warrant  it  Thto  action  was  because  com  wss  so  plenty  and 
the  price  so  low;  now  we  are  called  upon  to  make  a  further  reduction  because  com  to  so 
scarce.  If  then  the  rate  to  always  to  be  reduced  and  never  to  be  adranced,  if  we  are  asked 
to  reduce  the  through  rate  when  com  to  plenty  and  there  to  so  much  of  It  to  be  sent  to 
market,  and  again  asked  to  reduce  the  local  rates  when  com  to  scarce,  it  would  seem  to  a 
casual  observer  that  the  rule  did  not  work  both  ways  and  as  If  the  railroads  were  being 
asked  to  bear  an  undue  share  of  the  burden.  It  would  be  perhaps  entirely  proper  that  the 
railroads  should  in  both  cases  be  asked  to  come  to  the  rescue  if  It  were  at  all  possible  or 
feasible  to  advance  the  rates  when  the  crops  are  favorable,  but  your  Board  well  knows  that 
should  we  attempt  to  make  such  an  advance  the  cry  would  go  up  all  over  the  State  that  the 
railroads  were  taking  advantage  of  a  little  prosperity  on  the  part  of  the  agricultural  com- 
munity and  were  demanding  an  undue  share  of  that  prosperity.  It  to  an  axiom  in  railroad 
practice  that  it  to  very  easy  to  reduce  rates  but  almost  impossible  to  advance  them.  We  all 
realize  however  that  the  situation  of  the  stock  feeder  and  owner  in  Iowa  thto  year  to  a  bad 
one  and  for  that  reason  the  railroads,  having  given  due  consideration  to  the  matter,  have 
agreed  that  the  maximum  rate  in  the  State  of  Iowa  on  com,  until  Febraary  ist  shall  be  toe 
per  cwt  As  the  ease  now  stands  the  com  rate  locally  In  the  State  of  Iowa  advances  from  a 
rate  uf  sc  for  five  miles  to  a  rate  of  90c  for  two  hundred  miles  or  over.  We  propoee  that  the 
rates  shall  stand  as  they  now  are  for  distances  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  or  less,  but 
that  for  dtotanoes  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  and  over  within  the  State  the  rate 
shall  be  iSc.  Thto  does  not  apply  to  any  business  destined  to  points  outside  the  State  but  to 
simply  for  the  use  of  farmers  In  eastem  and  central  Iowa.

Where  a  railroad  company  occupies  a  street  not  all  the  abutting  lot 
owners,  but  only  those  abutting  on  the  part  of  the  street  used  are  entitled 
to  damages,  and  where  a  street  is  only  crossed  no  right  accrues  to  abuttinir 
lot  owners.

The  fact  that  plaintifl^s  horse  was  at  large  in  yiolation  of  the  night  herd 
law,  does  not  show  that  the  loss  occurred  through  the  wilful  act  of  the- 
plaintiff,  and  defendant  is  liable  under  section  1288  of  t^e  Code.

An  acceptance  of  service  of  notice  of  appeal  by  the  deputy  sheriff  held 
sufficient.— TToSefuger  o.

Where  plaintiff's  horses  escaped  from  his  field  through  a  hedge  fence,  a.

TOWNSHIP  TAX  Am— FIVB  PBB  CBNT  UMIT. 

In  1878  Mt  Ayr  township  included  the  town  of  Mt.  Ayr  and  some  adja- 
cent territory.  In  April,  1878,  under  the  law  the  adajcent  territory  was 
made  into  a  separate  township  and  called  Poe  township.  In  October,  1878, 
Poe  township  elected  officers.  The  petition  for  a  railroad  tax  was  presented 
to  the  township  trustees  of  Mt.  Ayr  township  in  November,  1878.  The  elec- 
tion was  held  in  Mt  Ayr  in  December,  1878,  and  the  aid  voted.  No  election 
was  ordered  and  held  in  Poe  township.  Taxpayers  outside  of  Mt.  Ayr 
sought  to  restrain  the  collection.  Belief  was  denied.  Under  section  884  of 
the  Code  it  was  held  that  the  election  should  have  been  conducted  as  it  was, 
the  time  being  prior  to  January. 

Another  five  per  cent  tax  had  been  voted  and  levied  but  the  project  to  be 
aided  had  been  abandoned,  and  the  directors  by  vote  haid,  after  the  election 
in  question,  by  resolution  abandoned  the  tax,  and  still  later  the  board  of 
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«npervi8on  caneeUed  ihe  tax,  held  tbe  limitliig  xwtraiiit  did  not  apply,  tbe 
lealmeanlng  of  the  law  being  that  only  flye  per  cent  ahonld  be  collected.

PJnUBOKAI.  mJURT  TO  XMFLOYE  BT  00-BMPLOYB. 

Plaintiff  was  an  engine  wiper  and  cleaner ;  was  injured  by  a  fUling  do6T 
of  the  engine-house,  thrown  off  its  hinges  with  a  crowbar  by  another  en- 
gine wiper.  Held,  plaintiff  was  not  engaged  in  the  operation  of  the  road 
and  defendant  not  liable  under  section  1807  of  t^e  Code.  Mdlone  v.  Bur^

Having  settled  with  plaintiff  by  giving  him  a  position  as  baggage  and  ex- 
pressman defendant  was  bound  to  give  plaintiff  a  t»lr  opportunity  to  ao-

If  defendant  discharged  plaintiff  wrongfully  it  violated  its  agreement  of 
settlement  to  furnish  him  employment.

Defendant  claimed  that  plaintiff  was  outside  the 
track  and  away  from  danger,  and  that  he  slipped  and  f eU  on  the*ice  and  that 
the  speed  of  the  train  was  not  the  proximate  cause  of  the  injury.  The  cir- 
cumstances were  such  as  to  raise  a  question  for  a  jury.  Flaintifl  was  an 
employe  and  had  a  right  while  doing  his  work  to  suppose  that  defendant 
would  exercise  care  in  sending  its  cars  along  its  tr^k.  The  ordinance- 
limiting  speed  applies  to  the  switches  as  weU  as  the  main  track.  Defendant 
is  liable  if  after  having  seen  plaintiff  ^s  danger  by  ordinary  care  the  injury 
could  have  been  avoided.  The  weight  of  testimony  is  not  neoeesarUy  de- 
termined by  the  greater  number  of  witnesses.  Crowley  v,  BurUngUm<t  Ckdar 
Bapids  &  Northern  BaUway  Company^  66  Iowa,  658. 


GABNISHMBNT. 


The  exemption  laws  of  another  State  or  Territory  cannot  be  pleaded  or 
relied  on  as  a  defense  by  either  the  garnishee  or  the  judgment  debtor.

BIGHT  OF  WAY— STIPULATION. 

A  right  of  way  containing  a  stipalation  or  condition  that  defendant  shall 
build  a  fence  and  put  in  two  open  crossings  and  for  the  consideration  of  five- 
hundred  dollars  held  to  have  for  consideration  both  the  money  paid  and  the 
agreement,  plaintiff  could  have  a  lien  for  the  amount  necessary  to  build  the- 
fenoe  and  the  crossings,  but  not  for  trespass,  the  negligent  construction  pf ' 
the  road,  or  from  overflow  of  water  on  plaintiff's  premises.  RuU  v.  Ch^ 
cago^  BvrUngUm  &  Pacific  Baikoay  Company  eL  oZ.,  66  Iowa,  718.

When  the  proper  method  of  doing  an  act  connected  with  the* 
operation  of  a  train  is  under  consideration  it  is  not  a  question  of  custom 
but  of  the  safe  and  proper  way  of  doing  the  act.  Plaintiff  was  injured ;  he- 
was  to  couple  cars  when  being  placed  on  the  switch  by  the  method  known* 
as  ^*  kicking."  If  he  knew  when  he  left  the  cars  that  they  were  running  at 
too  high  a  rate  of  speed  he  was  negligent  in  going  between  the  cars  to  couple 
them,  unless  he  did  not  know  that  the  speed  had  not  been  reduced  and  had 
reason  to  belieye  from  all  the  fkcts  and  ctreumstanoes  that  the  conductor 
had  brought  the  cars  down  to  the  proper  rate  of  speed.

XFBBCT  OF  ABANDONMSNT  OF  BIGHT  OF  WAT. 

The  railroad  company  instituted  proceedings  for  condenmatiou  of  right 
of  way.  A  sheriff's  jury  assessed  the  damages  and  the  company  appealed. 
Afterward  it  dismissed  the  appeal,  withdrew  the  money  and  abandoned  aU 
rights  under  the  proceeding.  These  facts  would  not  bar  the  company  from 
instituting  new  proceedings  to  condemn  the  lands.

HOGS  KILLBi:^  ON  TBACK— FENCING.

The  owner  of  the  hogs  was  not  guilty  of  a  willful  act  in  allowing  his  hogs 
to  run  at  large  in  close  proximity  to  the  track.

FSEaONAI.  INJURY  TO  A  TSAM3TEB. 

Plaintiff  was  a  teamster  in  the  employ  of  a  lumber  company.  He  was 
sent  to  unload  lumber  from  one  of  defendant's  cars.  He  had  warning  of  an. 
approaching  engine  and  stepped  off  the  car  to  see  whether  it  was  coming  on, 


Ing  he  placed  his  foot  upon  a  link  protrading  from  the  draw  bar  of  a  car 
next  the  one  he  was  onloading.  At  that  moment  the  engine  struck  the 
<»rs,  they  came  together  and  crushed  his  foot.  It  cannot  be  held  as  a  mat- 
ter of  law  that  plaintiff  was  negligent.  Even  if  defendant's  employes  did 
not  know  plaintiff  was  there  they  had  reason  to  anticipate  that  some  one 
might  be  there,  and  it  was  negligence  to  strke  cars  with  an  engine  when 
they  were  placed  on  the  track  for  unloading. 

The  negligence  of  plaintiff's  son,  eleven  years  old,  could  not  under  such 
circumstances  be  attributed  to  plaintiff. 

Plaintiff  was  not  a  tresspasser  in  unloading  a  car  upon  which  freight  had 
not  been  paid,  the  eyidence  showing  that  t^e  defendant  had  waived  its 
lien  for  freight.

FBB80MAI.  INJUBT  TO  BRAKSXAH. 

Plaintiff  had  only  been  in  defendant's  service  twelve  or  fifteen  days.  He 
yma  hurt  by  falling  when  running  in  front  of  a  moving  engine  and  train  to 
turn  a  switch.  To  do  this  he  went  along  the  running  board  down  on  the 
pilot  and  stepped  from  it  onto  the  track,  running  ahead  of  the  engine  to  the 
switch.  He  fell  while  running  ahead  of  the  engine.  At  that  time  the  en- 
gine was  about  fifteen  feet  behind  him,  and  the  rate  of  speed  was  four  to 
eight  miles  an  hour.  Plaintiff  contributed  to  his  own  injury.  CHbbons  v. 
Chicago,  Burlington  <£  Qmncy  BaCtvoay  Company ,  66  Iowa,  281. 


RIGHT  OF  WAT— XVIDANOB. 

The  railroad  company  may  without  pleading  it  prove  an  agreement  on  the 
part  of  the  land  owner  to  accept  a  certain  amount  of  money  in  compensa- 
tion. 

If  the  money  is  not  paid  even  though  it  has  been  agreed  that  the  sum 
shall  be  fixed  by  a  third  person,  the  owner  may  maintain  an  action  for  com- 
pensation.   Oorhin  v,  Wisconsin,  Iowa  d  Nebraska  Railway,  66  Iowa  271. 


TAX  Am. 


A  condition  in  voting  a  tax  that  it  should  not  be  collectible  unless  the 
company  should  construct  and  maintain  and  have  in  operation  by  a  time 
named  a  first-class  railroad  to  a  good  and  sufficient  depot  to  be  erected  at  a 
specified  place.  At  the  time  the  rails  were  laid,  but  upon  ties  at  great  and 
unusual  distances  apart,  the  rails  were  but  partially  spiked,  the  road  was 
not  graded  nor  ballasted,  the  depot  built  was  not  suitable  for  the  operation 
of  a  road  and  had  not  the  ordinary  conveniences.    Held  no  compliance.

JSeZd,  that  the  posts  were  no  part  of  the  struct- 
ure of  the  railway,  and  plaintiff  was  not  bound  to  look  out  for  such  ob- 
structions, and  that  defendant  was  negligent  in  allowing  t^e  structures  be

Heid,  if  the  speed  of  the  train  was  an- 
common  the  danger  nnuHiial^  so  that  there  was  a  strong  probability  that  the 
deceased  would  be  hurt  if  he  went  between  the  cars  then  if  thos<*  operating 
the  train  could  by  reasonable  promptoess  avert  the  accident  after  they  saw 
the  deceased  go  into  the  position  of  danger,  defendant  was  liable.  Certain 
rules  of  the  company  giving  directions  to  engine  men,  held  admissible  evi- 
dence as  to  speed  of  train  being  tn  conflict  the  question  of  speed  was  prop- 
erly submitted  to  the  jury.  It  was  shown  deceased  was  25  years  of  age, 
active,  industrious,  healthy,  earning  40  to  50  dollars  per  month.  £ven  with- 
out life  tables  this  evidence  was  held  sufficient  to  support  a  substantial 
Terdict  for  damages.

Id  an  action  by  lot  owner  for  occupation  of  an  alley  plaiutilC  may  show 
annoyance  from  the  noise,  escape  of  flre  from  the  engine,  etc.,  by  the  opera- 
tion of  the  road.

BOX  OF  LAl>lHe. 

Bill  of  lading  is  both  receipt  and  a  contract  and  as  a  contract  it  cannot  be 
altered  or  explained  by  extrinsic  evidence.  The  defendant  made  a  bill  of 
lading  agreeing  to  deliver  the  freight  to  the  consignee  or  owner,  but  the 
name  for  consignee  was  left  blank,  the  property  to  be  delivered  enly  on  sur- 
render of  the  bill  of  lading.  This  bill  was  assigned  to  plaintiif  to  secure 
advances  made  to  the  shipper.  The  defendant,  under  fm  oral  understanding 
with  the  shipper  not  known  to  p!alnti£E,  consigned  the  goods  to  a  stmnger, 
received  and  sold  them,  and  when  plaintiff  presented  the  bill  of  lading  the 
goods  could  not  be  delivered.    In  an  action  against  defendant  for  the  valae 
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of  tiie  goods  the  oral  underatandiDg  with  the  shipper  cannot  be  shown. 
The  bill  of  lading  is  assignable,  stands  for  and  represents  property  and  an 
assignment  passes  the  title  to  the  property.  CMrden  Grove  Bank  v.  Humea-

Where  the  road-bed  was  partly  on  plaintiff's  land  and  partly 
on  the  city  street  adjacent  thereto,  plaintiff  may  be  compensated  for  the

TAX  AID. 


Tax  aid  law  held  constitutional.    Township  clerk's  certificate  did  not  men- 
tion all  the  conditions  of  the  tax  but  attacted  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  elec- 
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the  tax  certifioate  as  sufficient  and  levied  the  tax  and  the  road  was  built 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  vote.    Beld^  the  tax  ought  not  to  be  enjoined. 

One  of  the  conditions  was  that  a  road  should  be  constructed  and  operated 
to  a  given  depot  by  a  certain  time,  if  the  point  was  reached  by  the  time  and 
the  rord  continuously  operated.  Held,  a  substantial  compliance  even 
though  the  depot  was  only  a  temporary  one  and  the  service  not  first  class.
